THE DIRECTION OF HIE MASTER OF TIIE ROLLS. 


On t Llie 20th of January 1857, the Master ot the Rolls 
submitted to the Treasury a proposal for the publieation 
of materials for the History of this Country from the 
Invasion of the Romans to the reign of Henry VIII. 

The Master of tlic Rolls suggested that these materials 
should be selected for publication under competent 
editors without reference to periodical or chronological 
arrangement, without mutilation or abridgment, prefer- 
ence being given, in the first instance, to such materials 
as were most scarce and valuable. 

He proposed that each chronicle or historical docu- 
ment to be edited should be treated in the same way as 
if the editor were engaged on an Editio Princcps ; and 
for tliis purpose the most correct text should be formed 
from an accurate collation of the best MSS. 

To render the work more generally useful, the Master 
of the Rolls suggested that the editor should give an 
account of tlic MSS. employed by him, of their age and 
their peculiarities; that he should add to the work a 
brief account of the life and times of the author, and 
any remarks necessary to explain the chronology; but 
no other note or comment was to be allowed, except 
what might be necessary to establish the correctness of 
the text.

The works to be published in octavo, separately, as 
they were finished ; the whole responsibility of the task 
resting upon 1 lie editors, who were to be chosen by the 
Master of the llolls with the sanction of the Treasury. 


The Lords of Her Majesty’s Treasury, after a careful 
consideration of the subject, expressed their opinion in a 
Treasury Minute, dated February 9, 1857, that the plan 
recommended by the Master of the Lolls “was well 
calculated for the accomplishment of this important 
national object, in an effectual and satisfactory manner, 
within a reasonable time, and provided proper attention be 
paid to economy, in making the detailed arrangements, 
without unnecessary expense.” 

They expressed their approbation of the proposal that 
each Chronicle and historical document should be edited 
in such a maimer as to represent with all possible correct- 
ness the text of each writer, derived from a collation of the 
best MSS., and that no notes should be added, except 
such as were illustrative of the various readings. They 
suggested, however, that the preface to each work should 
contain, in addition to the particulars proposed by the 
Master of the ltolls, a biographical account of the author, 
so far as authentic materials existed for that purpose, 
and an estimate of his historical credibility and value.

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INTRODUCTION. 


The present volume, containing chapters xix-xliv of 
Book VI T., brings to an cml the text of Higdon. In 
four Appendices are given portions of the MSS. cited in 
the notes as A and B, in which the history is continued 
for some years ; also the remainder of the text of the 
Harlcian MS., 2201, for which no corresponding Latin 
was given cither in the MS. from which flic present text 
is printed or in any of those which have been collated 
with it. The fourth appendix consists of the eighth book 
of Higdon’s Polychronicon, which is printed hi r.rlcv^o 
to show how far and in what manner this chronicle was 
continued for English readers. 

The period comprised in these final chapters extends 
from the beginning of the pontificate of Cclcstinc II. 

(A.D. 1143) to the treaty for peace between France 
and England after the surrender of Calais to King 
Edward III. (A.D. 1317). 

The united duration of the pontificates of Cclestine JI. Hook vn 
and Lucius II. covered little more than a year of troubled ( ap XIX 
Italian history, 1 of which trouble Higdcn only gives a 


1 The troubles were! caused by 
the party who had embraced the 
opinions of Arnold of Brescia, and 
held that the pope ought to lie de- 
prived of temporal authority. Iri 
consequence of this agitation the 
Roman Senate had just been re- 


established (A.D. 1143), and this 
inroad upon his authority had so 
affected Innocent IT. that he did 
not long survive it. Then followed 
two popes in little more than a 
year, and Eugenins III. nftci 
them.

hint when ho says that the next pope, Eugenins III., 
was not consecrated in Rome from fear of the senators. 
Within about a year the pope became reconciled to the 
newly established senate, though he afterwards was 
obliged to leave the capital. Higdon notices this pope’s 
connexion with Bernard of Clairvaux, who dedicated one 
of his treatises to him. 

Of English history this chapter contains only a notice 
of the reconciliation to king Stephen of the earl of 
Chester 1 ; of an incursion of Welshmen into England, 
which inroads were common in Stephen’s reign ; and of 
the king’s coronation at Lincoln. 

The chapter is mainly occupied with the history and 
character of Louis VII., king of France, who at this time, 
in conjunction with the emperor Conrad III., set out on 
the Second Crusade. Higden notices how the Crusaders 
suffered through the treachery of the emperor of Con- 
stantinople, and gives a hint at some of the means 2 em- 
ployed for the destruction of the soldiery, when he says, 
“ multi gustata farina calce mixta defunct l sunt,” but 
deals much more in detail with the virtuous character of 
the French monarch than with the sufferings of the host. 
The chapter closes with an account of four famous 
ecclesiastics of the time, Hugh of St. Victor, Richard of 
St. Victor, G rati an of Bologna; and Peter Lombard. The 
works of the first named are given with some fulness, 
the best known being his treatise on the Sacraments.

- Manuel Comnenas was now on 
the Ilyzantine throne, and he had 
engaged by treaty that the Crusa- 
ders should be hospitably received 
and supplied with provisions, but 


poisouous ingredients were fre- 
quently mingled in the bread sup- 
plied, the sick were murdered, 
stragglers cut off, bridges broken 
down, and Louis was induced to 
allow the emperor to go ou before 
him, a proceeding which did as 
much as anything to render the 
second Crusade abortive. 
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Of the other three Higdon mentions little more than the 
names . 1 

The accession of Frederic Barbarossa is noticed in the Cap. x.\ 
briefest terms, just an intimation being given of his con- 
tests with the papal power and of his final submission." 
Mention is then made of his share in third Crusade, and 
of his death, and the deat h :5 of his son in that expedition. 

Pope Anastasias IV is mentioned because in his brief 
pontificate there died the celebrated abbat Bernard of 
Clairvaux ,' 1 to whose deeds, virtues, and writings a large 
portion of this chapter is devoted. The death of Ralph, 
carl of Chester, is noticed, and that his son and successor 


J Hugh of St. Victor died A. I). 
1142. Kichard of St. Victor, by 
birth a Scotchman, was one of the 
mystic writers of the middle ages, 
and died A.D. 1173. The pi- 
ta me or Decretals of Gratian of 
Bologna mentioned in Higdon’s 
text was drawn up about the year 
1130. Their compiler is said to 
have spent 24 years on his work, 
the title of which is Caacordaatia 
discordant nun Canonum . Peter 
Lombard, the famous Mmjistcr 
Sent cut ianun, became eventually 
bishop of Paris, and died in llfii. 
His great work “the Look of the 
Sentences ” treats of all the chief 
questions then debated in the 
schools of philosophy and theology, 
and illustrates them by quotations 
from the Fathers. It soon became 
the great authority, and was com- 
mented on by many of the school- 
men. 

-The Emperor Frederic reigned 
from A.D 1152-1190. Higdeu 
does not hint that the conflict of 
Barbarossa was not only with pope 
Alexander HI., hut also with his 
predecessor Adrian IV. 


3 'fhe course of the emperor 
through Europe and Asia Minor, 
l hough retarded by many acts ot 
treacherous hostility had been very 
triumphant. Among other deeds 
lie defeated the Sultan of Iconium, 
and forced him to sue for peace. 
11c was drowned in the Cilician 
stream Calyeadnns, either falling 
from his horse into the waters, or 
imprudently bathing there. (See 
Iligdcn’s text, p. 7G.) His son, 
(he duke of Suabia, led the Ger- 
man troops on, but died of disease 
along with thousands of his way- 
worn followers under the walls of 
Acre. 

1 Bernard of Clairvaux, M ho died 
in A.D. 1153, was no doubt the 
first churchman of his age. His 
birthplace M-as Fontaine in Bur- 
gundy. Ilis monastery produced, 
during his lifetime, meu such that 
one pope, six cardinals, and more 
than 30 bishops Mere chosen from 
its members. Bernard was also 
the great preacher of the second 
Crusade. He is generally reckoned 
the last of the Fathers of the 
Church. 
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was Hugh II., and wc arc told of king Stephen's death 
at Faversham, and that in his time occurred one of those 
visits to the other world, of which .so much was made in 
those days, as evidence for the happiness of the virtuous 
. axi. and the misery of the wicked after death. 

This chapter is occupied solely with the accession, cha- 
racter, and actions of Henry II. of England. His victory 
over William the Lion, king of Scotland, and the extent 
of his dominions, as well as the unhappy relations 
between him and his children are the subjects on which 
ami. Higdon dwells. 

Continuing his notices of the papacy, Higden mentions 
several particulars concerning Adrian IV ., 1 the only 
Englishman who ever was pope, and in the course of the 
chapter tells of his successor, Alexander III., against whom 
the emperor Frederic maintained the cause of an anti- 
pope . 2 Among wonders, the chronicle tells of a sign of 
the cross appearing in the moon, and how there were 
seen at midday in the sky three circles and two suns. 
The hand of St. James was brought as a precious relic 
to the abbey of Reading, and at the destruction of Milan 
by the emperor Frederic, the bishop of Cologne brought 
from that city to Cologne the bodies of the three wise 
men . 3 

Of the acts of king Henry II. wc have mention made 
of an invasion of Wales, and of his quarrel with Becket, 
but not so much is said of Becket’s death as might have 
been expected, only that after it the king’s fortune 
turned for the worse, but was somewhat improved by 
his pilgrimage to the martyr’s tomb.

Joachim, 1 * an abbafc in Calabria, and ol' Petrus Comestor.- 
Thero is some notice taken by the chronicler of king 
Henry’s attempts at reform in Ireland, and mention is 
made at some length of certain warnings which were 
sent to him through holy men that lie should amend his 
own life, all of which the king appears to have dis- 
regarded. Fair Rosamond’s death, her burial at Godstow, 
and her epitaph close the chapter. 

The events which are noticed in this chapter nearly Cap. xm 
all relate to England, and include the homage to Henry, 

[>aid at York, by William, king of Scotland ; the election 
of Richard, prior of Dover, to the archbishopric of 
Canterbury ; the means 3 employed by king Henry to 
avoid the fulfilment of his pledge to take part in the 
Crusades. Some allusion is also made to the reason ol' 
the king’s quarrels with his sons, after which a large 
portion of the chapter is given to the account (copied 
from Giraldus Cambrcnsis) of the discovery of the body 
of king Arthur. The closing part of the chapter is 
an obituary containing notices of the death of pope 
Alexander III., who was succeeded by Lucius III. 

(A.D. llSl-llSo); of Hugh carl of Chcstd 1 , and of the 
succession of his son Ralph, the third carl of that

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name ; also of the death of the king’s eldest son Henry, 1 * 
of whom much laudation is given in some Latin verses. 

Cap. \.\iv. The succession of Baldwin, bishop of Worcester, to the 
see of Canterbury is the next event recorded, of whose 
character, and of his dispute with the monks of Canter- 
bury Iiigden tells, following it by the mention of the 
death of pope Lucius, whose successors Urban III. (1 185- 
1187), Gregory VIII. (1187-1188), and Clement III. 
(1188-1 I hi) are all noticed in this chapter. The first of 
the three died of grief at the capture of Jerusalem by 
the Saracens ; the second took a warm interest in the 
progress of the Crusades. In connexion with this subject 
Higden notices a bootless visit to England of He radius,- 
patriarch of Jerusalem, to seek the help of King Henry ; 
and also that a great movement took place in the world 
in consequence of the capture of Jerusalem, multitudes 
taking the vow of the cross upon them, notable among 
whom was prince Richard of England. Mention having 
been made of Henry V., son of Frederic Barbarossa, as 
emperor )f Germany, the chronicler anticipates events by 
speaking of the detention by this monarch of Richard of 
England, when he was returning from the Crusades. After 
a brief notice of the disputes between England and 
France, in which Henry was opposed by his own children, 
who took the side of the French king, the chapter closes 
with the mention of Henry’s death (A.D. 1189), and the 
story of how blood began to flow from the father’s corpse 
when his son and successor stood by it. 

Cap. xxv. Higden here draws from Stephen of Canterbury his 
account of king Richard, in which he tells of the slaughter 
made of the Jews 3 at the time of his coronation, and of

archbishop of Cicsarea, was by 
birth a Frenchman, and had been 
created patriarch in 1180. 

a Higden says (p. 90) that the 
persecution was only from greed, 
non sincere , id est , causa 
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the persecution which raged against that people after the 
king had crossed to France on his way to the Holy 
Land ; of Richard’s kindness to his brother John, andof 
that prince’s ingratitude. He tells how for the adminis- 
tration of England Richard appointed the bishops 1 2 of 
Durham and Ely co-regents, and makes the reflection 
that a bishop might be more fitly employed than in 
caring for temporal matters. He relates too somewhat 
of the tyrannical and unbecoming expedients to which 
Richard resorted to raise money for the Crusades, de- 
claring that he would sell London if he could but find a 
purchaser. The rest of the chapter is devoted to some 
notice of the rapacious and tyrannical acts of the bishop 
of Ely, who despoiled his colleague of all share in the 
regency and disgusted both nobles and people by his 
rapacity and insolence. At the close of this chapter the 
Harleian MS. 2,2G1, has particulars, mainly relative to 
an embassy from France to Issac the emperor of Con- 
stantinople, for which the MSS. of Higden give no text. 

The Hugo, episcopus Cestrensis (p. 92), about whose 
name the MSS. give some curious variations of ortho- 
graphy, was Hugh - of Nonant, bishop of Coventry, for a 
time, as Higden relates, a main counsellor of the chan- 
cellor, but he afterwards became a friend of prince John. 

The first event here noticed is the pontificate of Cap. xxvi. 
Celcstine III. (A.D. 1191-1198), and the form and terms 
in which he crowned 3 the new emperor, Henry VI. His 
arrogant and unseemly display of power, narrated by all 
the English chroniclers, has been thought by some to be an 
invention, intended to degrade Henry, whom the English 
hated for his treatment of Richard I. But such conduct 
in a pope is not unparalleled.

3 Henry probably procured his 
coronation by Celcstine through 
influencing the election to the 
Papal throne in his favour, and by 
annexing Tivoli to the temporal 
possessions of the Holy See. 
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Higdon next notices tiie tyrannical conduct of William 
Longehamp, the bishoj) of Fly, for which at length he 
became so detested that he was 1 forced to fly the king- 
dom. Special mention is made of the hindrances caused 
by the chancellor to the consecration of Geoffrey 2 Planta- 
genet, the king’s half brother, to the archbishopric of 
York, and how Eleanor the queen and the archbishop 3 * of 
Rouen obtained the king’s authority, while Richard was 
in Sicily, to deprive the chancellor ot his authority, but 
too little is said by Higden to give any notion of the 
importance of the events to which he so briefly alludes . 1 
The chapter concludes with a short mention of the 
journey of Richard and the French king to the Holy 
Land, and some account of the reasons for their 
quarrel. 

Cap.xxvn. Here Higden relates the capture of Acre, the insult 
said to have been given to the standard of the duke 5 of 
Austria, owing to which that prince made his way home 
again. He tells also more of the disagreements between 
the two kings of France and England, and how the 
former on his road home tried to procure from the pope 
a dispensation from the oath he had given not to take 
advantage of Richard’s absence from England, and en- 
deavoured to win over the Danes to grant to him the 
ancient claims which that people, in former days, had 
made on England.

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Want of means forced king Richard to come home,' and Cap. 
after a treaty with Saladin for three years he bade adieu XXV,M ‘ 
to the scene of his glory. 1 * In attempting to cross over- 
land through Europe, he was taken prisoner- by duke 
Leopold, but that prince made over his captive to the 
emperor of Germany, who had the king removed to 
Speyer. Richard is visited here by William Longchamp 
and Herbert, bishop of Salisbury, who, on his return to 
England, is made archbishop of Canterbury in the room 
of Baldwin. At length 3 * the terms of release are agreed 
on, and hostages are left for the payment of the ran- 
som, and Richard is free. Great taxation was needed to 
raise the ransom. But the ransomed monarch did not 
hurry to England, he stayed at Swine in Flanders, and 
only reached Sandwich on March 13th. Higdon next 
briefly mentions the king's conduct towards his brother, 
and the arrangements made for the coronation. 1 After 
this event Richard crosses to France to prosecute the 
war there, yet both parties agree to suspend hostilities 
for a while, 5 but the English army did not return home. 


1 lligden makes no mention of 
the events which followed the de- 
parture of the king of France. 
The victory near Azotus was such 
as to justify the boast of king 
Richard that in forty campaigns 
Saladin had never sustained so 
severe a defeat. The reason why | 
it was decided that the troops 
should withdraw is not easy to dis- 
cover, but it is clear that Richard 
was much mortified at having to do 
so. The last defeat of the infidels 

was during the course of the with- ( 
drawal , at the siege of Jaffa, where, 

according both to Christian and 

Mahommedan accounts, the Eng- 
lish king performed wondrous feats 

of personal heroism.

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Cap. xxix. Jn tills chapter Higtlcn deals mainly with the marvel- 
lous, telling lirst of one Stephen, a procurator of king 
Richard in Anjou, who by a spirit was deceived into the 
belief that the king would never return from the Holy 
Land, and accordingly allowed himself in all sorts of 
extortion in his office. To this the writer adds other 
instances of like misleading on the part of evil spirits. 
He then tells of the death 1 of the duke of Austria before 
he received the sum due to him as king Richard’s captor. 
The chapter closes with solemn warnings brought to 
king Richard that he should amend his life, the words 
of warning being reported from the mouth of a demon 
who proclaimed himself to be always about the king, 
and that his office was to grieve mankind. 

Cap. x.\x. The story of William Fitz-Osbert is given at some 
length. But Higden does not fail to dwell on all the 
details which are able to detract from the character of 
this man, who set himself forth as the champion of the 
poor against the rich. Hoveden , 2 on the contrary, has no 
word of disparagement, but dwells on the severity of the 
archbishop Hubert towards the discontented populace, 
the discontent having its source in the extortionate 
demands made everywhere on account of the king’s 
ransom. At the beginning of the chapter mention is 
made of the abbat of Caen, and -his complaints of the 
king’s officers . 1 ' 1 


1 Of the last days of Leopold,

follows a panegyric on Rees, prince of Wales, then a 
notice of the accession of Innocent III. to the papal 
throne (11 08-1 21G), and of the discord which ensued in 
consequence of the vacancy of the Imperial throne by 
the death of Henry VI. Otho TV. was elected (A.l). 
1108), but his election was opposed by Philip, duke of 
Suabia, the brother of the late emperor. The next 
emperor (Frederic II.) is also just mentioned here. 1 2 
The rest of the chapter is occupied with the well-known 
story of Wydomar of Limoges ; how he found a treasure, 
which king Richard claimed, and, when Wydomar re- 
fused him more than a part of it, undertook the siege of 
the viscount’s castle of Chains, in which undertaking he 
received his death wound. The romantic details of the 
pardon of the man who shot him are given fully. Then 
follow two laudatory epitaphs/* 


1 This Fulk was a great and de- 
servedly famous p readier, who did 
much good by his exhortations to 
repentance. He was subsequently 
imprisoned through the hatred of 
the clergy of Lisieux, whose cor- 
rupt lives lie rebuked severely, hut 
was marvellously enabled to escape, 
lie was an earnest preacher of the 
Crusades, and died A.D. 1:202.

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Cap. xxxii. .lohu .succeeds his brother, ami at once seizes on 
Richard’s treasure. 1 * 3 4 He sends messengers - to England 
while h<‘ continues in France to order his affairs there. 
Anjou is given up to Arthur, and Arthur himself is 
committed by his mother to the care of the king of 
France. John is invested :1 as duke of Normandy, and 
on his arrival in England he was crowned at West- 
minster by archbishop Hubert, 1 whom lie made his 
chancellor. 

Hovcdon tells us who the “ quidain ” of Higden 
(p. 174, line l) was. It was the famous justiciary, 
Hugh Bardulf, who had played such an. important part 
in the events of the previous reign. Higden notices the 
return of John to France and his designs on the life of 
his nephew Arthur, with the circumstance of his divorce s 
from Hawisia of Gloucester, and his marriage with 
Isabella of Angouleme. The taking of a carucagc on 
all the land in England is next noticed, and also that 
the effect of John’s divorce xvas to lead to the like 
course on the part of Ralph, earl of Chester. Mention 
is made of the commencement of the Tartar power, and 
of the capture of Constantinople, which closed the fourth 
crusade. A few lines arc given to the history of the 
emperor Frederic II., and we read that ho fell under the 
sentence of excommunication ‘from pope Honorius III., 
and his successor Gregory IX., and that his share in the

1 
file rest of the chapter is occupied by the history of 
two holy men, Hugh, bishop of Lincoln, and Eustace, 
abbat of Flay. The former had been prior of Witham 
Charterhouse, and had played a conspicuous part in the 
events of king Richard’s reign. The latter, who had been 
the friend and companion of Fulk of Neuilly, though a 
mighty preacher and a worker of miracles, was not 
acceptable in England, and returned - to Normandy. The 
last circumstance noticed in the chapter is the appearance 
in the skv of five moons at the same time. 

In this chapter we have a very brief outline of the tap. 
events of king John’s reign, his war with the king oi XXI 1

France, his refusal to accept Langton as archbishop of 
Canterbury, and the papal interdict which followed 
thereon, with a notice of the king’s submission, the 
departure of Pandulph 'and the French power, and the 
death of king John at Newark. The story of his being 
poisoned by a monk at Swineshead Abbey is mentioned, 
but onlv as a common rumour. 


1 The death of Frederic on 
13 Dec. 1250; HigdenV notice of 
him give* but a very faint notion 
of the struggles in which lie took 
pail, lie succeeded to the empire 
iu 1216 and luid promised the pope 
(Honorius HID to undertaken cru- 
sade. lie cared nothing for the 
undertaking, but the pope brought 
about a marriage between him and 
Tolauta, daughter of John, count 
of Brieune, who was heiress to the 
shadowy title of the kingdom of 
Jerusalem. After this Frederie 
sailed for Palestine, but only made 
a three days’ voyage, and then re- 
turned.

One 
of his reforms was the suppression 
of Sunday trading in London. lie 
also ordered alms-hoxes to be put 
up in churches. 
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'J’lio other matters incidentally mentioned comprise the 
loiinding of the order 1 of Dominican preachers, the birth 
of kin<T John’s son Henrv, and the enumeration of the 
rest of the royal family, the arrival in England of' some 
of the Albigenses, and a statement that some of them 
were burned alive, followed by a notice of the incursion 
of the Saracens into Spain. 2 Mention is made of the 
founding of the Franciscan order or Friars minor, which 
was the work of Francis 3 * of Assisi in Umbria. Pope 
Innocent gave his approbation to the order in 1210, and 
this body, with the Dominicans, became afterwards the 
stay and support of the Church of Rome. King John’s 
execution of Peter of Pontefract is just alluded to, and 
the character of that hermit given. 1 The death of pope 
Innocent III. and the succession of Honorius (A.D. 1210) 
are the only further historical events recorded in the 
chapter. 

Henry III. succeeds his father at the age of nine years, 
and mention is made of his chief advisers, 5 of whom the

earl of Chester reduced the French king Louis to such 
straits after the capture of England that he made terms 
and retired from the land. The clergy who had sided 
with Louis were not included in the absolution given to 
the laity, but deprived or referred to the judgment of 
the /.toman curia. The capture of Damietta (A.D. 1219) 
is next noticed, and that Ralph, earl of Chester, took part 
in this Crusade. 1 * Matthew of Paris tells us (iii. 50) that 
Ralph spent two years abroad. Higden next notices the 
translation of the remains of Thomas a Bccket, and the 
expenses which Stephen the archbishop incurred to do 
honour to the. occasion.- The translation took place 
July 7, 1220. Alexander II. of Scotland is married to 
Joanna the elder sister of the English king. We are 
next told of the punishment inflicted by a council at 
Oxford on some fanatic who called himself Jesus, and 
who showed on his body the wounds of the crucifixion. 
Some mention is made of Henry’s exactions of taxation 
from the nobles and people of England, and that the 
Friars Minor came into England in his reign. .Next 
follows the election of Gregory IX. to the Pontificate 
(A.D. 1227), and we are told somewhat of his doings. 
Then the death of Stephen Langton is noticed, and that 
his successor was Richard, Chancellor of Lincoln. 3 The 
death and literary labours of William Alvernensis, first 
chancellor and afterwards bishop of Paris ; the death of 
Ralph, earl of Chester, who was succeeded by his nephew ; 
the erection by king Henry of St. John’s Hostel in 
Oxford ; and the death of Richard, archbishop of Canter- 
bury, and the election to that see of Edmund of Abing- 
don, who died abroad, and was buried in Burgundy, 
complete the chronicle of events in this chapter, bring-

Henry III. 

.wxv. Very little is said in this chapter of English history, 
the marriage of Frederic the emperor to the sister of the 
English king, and Henry’s own marriage to Eleanor of 
Provence, are among the opening notices, along with 
which is mentioned the story of the crucifixion of a 
child by the Jews at Norwich. The family history of 
the earl of Chester claims Higden’s notice as usual, ami 
he records the quarrel of the scholars of Oxford with the 
retinue of Ottobon, the Papal legate, as he passed through 
the city. The birth of Edward, king Henry’s first-born 
son, is also chronicled. The record then passes to the 
brief account of the Tartar invasion into Hungary and 
Pannonia, 1 and then to the list- of successive popes, 
Celestine IV. (1241, A.D.), and Innocent IV. (1243, A.D.) 
mentioning, however, little but their names. The death 
of archbishop Edmund, however, supplies a theme on 
which the chronicler dwells for several pages, the birth 
parentage, self-denial, and holiness of the saintly prelate 
being illustrated by anecdotes of various kinds. 

Higden recurs, for a brief space, to the deeds of pope 
Innocent IV., among which the most noteworthy was 
the assembling of a council at Lyons, in which a decree 
for the deposition of Frederic the emperor was passed. 2 
St. Edmund of Canterbury was canonised at this council. 
A marvellous story is related of the conversion of a Jew 
at Toledo. This is followed by a short notice of the 
disturbances and disruptions which followed on the 
death of the emperor Frederic II., in which pope Inno- 
cent played no small part. Manfred, 3 the illegitimate

Manfred was son of Frederic by 
the marchioness of Montferrat, and 
after his father’s death was regent 
of Sicily, and showed great strategic 
skill and power of government 
though only eighteen years of age. 
His death took place at the battle 
of Grandella, near Benevento, in 
126(h 
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son of Fred eric, is just noticed, as well as his occupation 
of tlie two Sicilies and his early death, though in the 
briefest manner. After the mention of the conquest of 
Damictta by the king of Fiance (Louis IX.) on his way 
to the Holy Land, and a notice of the death of William 
Longs word, 1 the chronicler turns to the story of Robert 
(Jrosstete and his conflict with the papal power. The 
learning of this famous bishop of Lincoln is specially 
dwelt on. 

On the papal throne Innocent L V. was succeeded by 
Alexander IV. (A.D. 1254), and about the same time 
peace was made between the king of England and Lle- 
wellin, prince of Wales, after which the chronicler alludes 
to that favouritism and enrichment of his relatives 
on the part of the English king which led in the end to 
the Barons’ wars. The accession of Urban T V. (A.D. 1261; 
to the papal throne is recorded, and the chapter closes 
with an unsavoury anecdote of the death of a too strict 
Jew. 

Of the Barons’ wars Higden just mentions that the Cap. 
cause was the king’s non-observance of the provisions xxxvu 
of Oxford. The battle of Lewes, the capture and sub- 
sequent escape of prince Edward, and after that the 
battle of Evesham, are chronicled, and allusion made to 
the miracles imputed to Simon Montfort after his death. 

In 1205 pope Clement IV. succeeded pope Urban IV., 
and more than the wonted amount of space is devoted 
to his history and character, special mention being made 
of his having previously been married. The visit to 
England of the papal legate Ottobon 2 is dwelt on at 
some length, no doubt because of the demands made 
by him upon the country in the pope’s name. He

during the advance of the Crusaders 
from Damietta, towards Cairo, and 


from iliat time the misfortunes of 
the Crusaders began.

Next is noticed the setting out of prince Edward for 
the Crusades, about which time died pope Clement IV., 
and was succeeded by Gregory X. 1 (A.D. 1271). This 
pontiff took great interest in the Crusades, and called 
a general council at Lyons, 2 where he laboured for the 
reunion of the Greek and Latin churches, which ap- 
peared to him the best means of recovering the Holy 
Land. Higden also notices another purpose for which 
the council was summoned, viz., the reformation of tin; 
discipline of the church, and of the manners of the 
clergy. The pope himself attempted some reform among 
the mendicant orders. The chapter closes with brief 
mention of the death of king Henry III., the election of 
Robert Culwarby to the archbishopric of Canterbury, 
and the unfortunate issue of the Crusade and the death 
of its most prominent member, the king of France, 
Louis IX. 

Just mentioning the Coronation of King Edward J. on 
his return from the Holy Land, the chronicle, passes on to 
the death of pope Gregory X., who was succeeded in 1270 
by Innocent V. He only occupied the papal chair for five 
months, while his successor Adrian V. reigned only as 
many weeks. Then followed John . XXI., who, after a 
pontificate of eight months, was killed by the fall of a 
new building in his palace at Viterbo. The next pope, 
Nicholas III., held his throne for three years, during 
which time he made Robert Culwarby a cardinal, and 
put into the archbishopric of Canterbury in his place 
John of Peckham. At this period the king of England 
built or repaired Flint Castle and other places in Wales, 
and banished all the Jews out of England, accusing them

met in May 1274, and it compre- 
hended a greater number of depu- 
ties from all parts of Europe than 
had ever before been assembled on 
a similar occasion. 
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of clipping the coin, and of fraudulent exchanges. Higden 
also mentions the statute of mortmain and the efforts of 
king Edward to improve the coinage. In noticing the 
succession of popes, lie puts Honorius IV. next after 
Nicholas III., thus omitting Martin IV. altogether. 1 The 
success of kino- Edward in Wales is noticed, and two 

o 

epitaphs on prince Llewellin are given which show his 
character from a Welsh and an English point of view. 

The birth of Edward prince of Wales at Caernarvon 
finds mention next, and the accession to the papal throne 
of pope Nicholas IV. (A.D. 1288), and after him of 
Colestine V.- (A.l). 1294), who having been a poor 
hermit in Calabria, was urged to accept the pontifical 
dignity, but soon resigned it and went back to his former 
life. The chapter closes with the death of Alexander III., 
the king of Scotland, an event which opened the way 
for the interference in Scotch affairs of the king of 
England because of the disputes concerning the suc- 
cession. 

Higden here recites the various authorities, derived Cap. 
from earlier chroniclers, for Edward’s claim to be lord xxxlJk 
superior of Scotland, and therefore to have a right in 
such a case as now occurred to adjudicate on the claims

was on March 30th, 1282. Palermo 
was in the hands of the French, 
and the inhabitants of the island of 
Sicily wore forbidden to carry arms.

The death of John of Peck ham, archbishop of Canter- 
bury, and the elevation of Robert of Winchelsea to that 
see, is noticed, as well as the subjugation of the Welsh 
prince Madoc, and king Edward’s seizure of the treasures 
of the monasteries. 

<. !»]). M.. Boniface A1IT. succeeds to the pontificate (A.D. 1294), 
and Hi mien dwells on the means which he had used to

procure the resignation of his predecessor in the papacy. 
The stern character of the pope is also recorded, and his 
(juarrel with the king of France (Philip IV.) as well 
as the conduct of William de. Nogaret, 1 though the 
details thereof, and the manner of. the pope’s death, do 
not agree with other records. 2 The conduct of John 
Balliol, which led to his deposition, is next noticed, as 
also the rise of Wallace and the battle of Falkirk with 
other troubles in Scotland, and shortly afterwards comes 
the mention of Wallace’s capture and death. Then is 
recorded the succession to the pontificate of Benedict X. :: 
(A.D. 1303), and after that of Clement V. (A.D. 1305), the 
latter pope being the first who changed the papal seat 
from Rome to Avignon. The chapter concludes with a 
notice of the appointment of the. inquisition known as 
irayl hoMouv, the murder of John Comyn by Robert

-The cause of the hostility be- 
tween the king of Prance and the 
pope was the arrogant manner in 
which the pontiff made use of 
menaces to bring about peaec be- 
tween France and England. After 
many stages of quarrelling Nogaret, 
a Freneh knight,/ with a body of 
armed followers, entered Anagni, 
in which town the pope was resid- 


ing, broke into the papal chamber 
of andienee and captured the pontiff. 
F or thi *ee days they kept him pri- 
soner, and be refused all food. 
Then the people of Anagni rose and 
drove out the Frenchmen. But the 
shock was too much for a man of 
-eighty-six, and the pope died a 
month after his release.

King Edward 1. died at Burgh-upon-Sands, near Cap. xi.r. 
Carlisle, and his son immediately lecalled and enriched 
the banished Gaveston. A description follows of the 
character of Edward IT. from which no £>ood could be 
augured for the new reign. The beheading of Gaveston, 
the death of archbishop Robert of Winehelsea, and the 
appointment in his stead of Thomas of Cobham, the 
king’s advance into Scotland and defeat of Bannockburn 
take up the rest of the brief chapter. 

Of John XXII., who succeeded Clement V. on the Cap. xi.u. 
papal throne, Higden makes mention that he fostered 
learning, and tells of his quarrel with the duke of Bavaria, 
who had secured for himself the election to the empire 
of Germany. But the story of the king of England’s 
favourites, Hugh Despenser, father and son, fills most of 
the chapter, which closes at the point where the queen 
and her son are proclaimed outlaws, because they will 
not return from France for fear of the influence of the 
favourites. 

Here we have a short notice of queen Isabella’s return Cap. xr.m. 
with Mortimer ; how Edward having in vain appealed 
to the loyalty of his people flees, but is captured in 
Wales. Then many of his adherents were taken, among 
whom were the two Despensers, who were executed 
without trial. The captured king is formally deposed, 
and Edward III. proclaimed. 

Here we come to the first notice 1 of the closing of Cap. xi.iv. 
the liistoiy which has for some pages been on!}'- the 
briefest register of chief events. The MSS. C. and D. 
end here. 

The story, as continued, notices the coronation of the 
new monarch, and the murder of his father in Berkeley 
Castle, the execution of Edmund of Woodstock, earl of

p. is an indication that in the accession of Edward TIT. 
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Kent, and the king’s uncle, the birth of Edward prince 
of Wales, who is called by Higden Edward IV., because 
the events which followed in English history were yet 
in the future, and the young prince would naturally be 
looked upon as the successor to the throne. The execu- 
tion of Roger Mortimer is next chronicled, and after that 
the battle of Gledesmore, which placed Edward Balliol 
on the Scottish throne, and in the next year that victory 
over the Scots at Iialidown Hill, whereby the kingdom 
of Scotland was made very dependent on England, king 
and nobles alike doing homage to Edward at Newcastle- 
on-Tync. 

The death of pope John XXII., and the speedy elec- 
tion of Benedict XIL (A.l). 1334) as his successor, are 
next recorded. Edward prince of Wales is made duke 
of Cornwall, and five earls created in the same parlia- 
ment. Without any special notice of king Edward’s 
claim to the crown of France, there is mentioned the rise 
of a great discord between France and England, but the 
various crossings of the English king to Flanders, and 
the alliances which he there made, are recorded in such a 
way as to show that very little was known of what was 
intended or doing. 

The accession of Clement VI. to the papal throne 
(1342) gives occasion for the mention of king Edward’s 
statute against papal provisions ; then a few sentences 
are devoted to the battle of Crecy, and to the advantage 
which the Scots took of King Edward’s absence to rebel, 
but were defeated through the energy of the queen ; and 
Higden closes his chronicle with the mention of that 
terrible pestilence which visited Europe, and England 1 
as severely as any country, in the year 1348. 

Translating from a form of MS. which is given in the 
Appendix (pp. 407, seqq.), Trevisa carries on the story

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for a few pages farther to the peace of Bretigni, but in 
the most meagre style, and then concludes with a thank- 
ful notice of the date at which his long work of trans- 
lation came to an end. 

Under this short continuation of Trevisa has been 
printed the parallel portion of the close of Caxton’s 
seventh book (pp. 347-352). On p. 353 will be found 
Caxton’s statement, concerning his own eighth book. 
He laments that he has “ ryght lytel mater,” but gives 
as his authorities : (1) the “ Fasciculus Tempornm ” and 
(2) another book called “Aureus cle Universo The 
former of these I have found 1 and noted on the margin 
of the eighth book, which forms the last portion of the 
Appendix to this volume, such portions of information 
as are drawn from it. It will be seen that they are 
very few, and relate, mainly to the history of the papacy 
and to the succession in the German empire. But what 
book is meant by “ Aureus de Universo ” I have not yet 
been able to discover. 2 That the reader might be in 
possession of the whole of those MSS. and other autho- 
rities which have been specially used in this edition, the 
continuation of Higdon, according to MS. A., is given in 
the Appendix pp. 355, seqq., the continuation of B. on 
pp. 407, seqq. The portion of the Harleian MS. which 
differs from the other translations on pp. 429, seqq., and 
the eighth book of Caxton, pp. 522-587. 

In bringing to a close my work on the text of Higden, 
I have the very pleasant duty of acknowledging the

kynge of Frannee sende to Ysacus emperonre of Constanti- 
nopolc, returnede to tlicire kynge in this yciv, and rehersede 
that the soldnn Yconyke mariede his doubter to the sonne of 
the Saladyne, expressyngo also ]>at Daniel the prophete of 
Constantinopolc hade popheeyedc that men of Frau nee scholdc 
restore the londe of promission in that yere when the An- 
nunciacion of Onre Lady scholdc fallcon Ester day, and scholdc 
sette tlicire horses in the paviment of Baldac, and fixe tlicire 
tentes over the drye tree, and whete scholdc be departedc from 
popy. Also tliei seide that the messyngers of the Saladyne hade 
moorc honouro schcwede totheymin the palyce of themperonre 
then alle other men that were in hit. And also they scyde that 
the Saladyne by eonsente of themperonre of Constantinopolc 
hade intended tohaveputte an ydolc made after his similitude in 
the temple, that he myjlitc bo wovsehippede of peple openly; but 
tis God wokle, men of Vcnyse toke hit, or hit come Jiere in the 
see, and brouyhtc hit and the sehippe also with they me to the cite 
of Tims. Also tliei seide that an olde Greke seide to theyme f. 3GG a. 
that the prophecy scholdc be fnllefyllcde whiche is wryten in the 
yatc of gokle not openede by ec. yere, whiche prophecy was, 

“ f schalle ojicn by my selfe when that a reddc kynge of ]>c 
“ westc selialle comme, and then men of Latyn schalle have 
“ domiuacion in the cite of Constantinopolc.” Also tliei seide 
that the omperour promysede to the Saladyn a c. gales and 
the Saladyne promisede to hym allc the londe of promission if 
lie woldc lette the commyngc of men of Frawnce. 33ut the 
emperonre of Constantinopolc made a constitucion thro allc his 
empire, that and if eny man vexedc or trowblcde eny man 
merkede with the crosse, he scholdc be put into prisonne. For 
this was the prophecy and astronomyc of the Grekes and of 
the Turkcs, that with ynne the space of iij. yere oon parte of the 
Turkes scholdc be sleync, an other parte scholdc lice behynde

Hebrewe, in Grewe, and in Lntyn, and schcwede to they me tlio 
purpose of the paganes. And so by that Cristen man the hoste 
of Cristen peple avoidede mony pcrclles, and the Cristen were 
soory that tliei hade 1100 knowlege of his person neither of his 
name, eonfessynge in alle his letters that he was a Cristen man, 
and writynge in the begynnynge of theyine, “In nomine Patris, 

“ et Filii, et Spiritus Sancti.” But hit is to bo mcrvaylede that he 
wohle not sell ewe hym to Cristen peple neither afore the takynge 
of the cite nei]>cr after. In the yere of oure Lorde God m. e. 
xeij., seynte llewc bisclioppe of Lineohie makynge visitacions 
by religious places in his diocyse come to the monastery of 
Godestowe nve to Oxenforde. Whiche entrenge into the 
clmrche to make his preyers sec a tumbe in the myddes of the 
qwere afore the hie awter coverede with clothes of sylke, and 
lampes and cerges brennynge abowte hit. And the bysehop 
iuquirede anon what person was beryede ]>er ; peple jiresente 
answerede seyenge that Rosamunde, frende to kynge Heuriens 
the seeundc and sonne of the empresse, for whom the kynge 
hade doen mony grete benefites to theire churche. Then the f 3C0 b 
bischop coinmaundcde that sche seholde be beryede owte of the 
churche with other peple, seyenge that sehe was an hoore, lestc 
the religion of Criste decrease, that ylle dis])osede women may 
take exemple by her to avoide the synue of advoutery and of 
lechery . 1 2

dccreasede. Ncverthelesse y suppose that men dyenge per 
were rnoore happy then men on lyve goyngc home and re- 
turnynge to tlieire synnes. Also hit behovethe the liooly cite 
of Ierusalem to be kepede and rejoycede of oure enemyes for 
a season, for the synne and wrecchidnesse of Cristen people, 
whiche tyme God knowethe. For withowte dowte, that tyme 
when that synnefulle peple schalle be avoidede from that holy 
Londe, and peraventure by a lytelle powere of Cristen peple, 
pat the expulsion of theym may be ascribede mooro to the 
vertu off God then to the powere of man.

Auoute pat tyme wore tweyne pat fondede , 1 as it seined, to 
doo j>c kynges profit 2 al by oon entcnt, but by dy verse cause of 
doynge ; for ]>e abbot Cadomcnsis 3 warnede pe kyng of pe 
fraude of his officers ; pcrforc he wolde pat lier outrage seliulde 
be chastised , 4 pat men of j»ceontray 5 myjte lyve 6 in pecs.

There were in this tyme ij. men laborynge for the profite 
and commodite of the kynge in lyke purpose, but in diverse 
causes. For the abbot of Caane blamede the fraude and deeep- 
cion of the officers of the kynge afore pc presence of the kynge, 
and movcdc that the insolence of theyme my^hte be correcte 
for the reste and pease of comprovincinlles. And William with 
the longe berde accuscde the insolence of ryche men, whiche 
sparede theire awne goodes, and opprcsscde poore peple. This 
abbotte, takynge power of the kynge, come to Ynglonde in the 
monethe of Fcbruarius, and commaunded streytely the govern- 
oures of provinces to comme to London to hym to ^iffe ac- 
comptes of theire offices, but the seidc abbotte diede afore 
Ester.

and over mestire a greet speker, and by a manero kyndeliclie 
rabbischnesse 1 of wit. and of ]>ewes he wolde gete liym a greet 
name, and caste hym to doo newe dedes, and bygan to hyre - 
greet doynge and dedes. Also his wrecched and scknineliche 
dedes ale nst his owne broker was signe and tokene of his 
woo’dnes in his ofer dedes, for he accused his owne bro]>er of 
tresonn to pc kyng, for he >af hym nonyt more large spens 3 of 
solas and cost fan lie was i-woned . 4 Ilis brofer was a bnrgeys 
of Loudoun, and liadde i-fonnde hym to scole. He was scorned 
of |>e prince for fat dede, and tit by favour of soin men he had 
place among fe grete of Londoun ; also among fepeple 5 he 
blamcdc venvinliche 0 fe prive dedcsaiul fe outrage of riche 
men, fat misferde with pore men, and so he excitcde hngelichc 7 
fe mene men to love 8 and desire fredom ontofmesure, so fat lie 
socicd meny to hym as fon£ fey were bewicched 9 rttt wif wich- 
craft. For [fere] 10 he liadde tendannt to his hestes fyve hondred 
fowsand and two fowsand men of Londoun, as it were to fe 
comonn provyour 11 of alle. Whan he liadde so many fautours 
as lie 12 fat wolde stonde for fe pore peple and for fe kynges 
profite, he wolde in everiche gadrynge and counsaile wif- 


he noryscliede and suffredc hit, to growe ; a scharpc man of ATS. Hart.. 
wittc, litterate in a meane maner, but excellente in eloquence. 22G1. 
The seidc William havynge a citesynne of London to his 
brofer, and seenge that he wolde not to hym moore large 
exhibicion then he was wonte to have, aecusede hym of treason 
in diverse tymes afore the kynge. Neverthelesse this William 
hade as in derision of the kynge ferfore hade secrete com- 
municacion with mony citesynnes oft’ London of the insolence 
of rj'che men oppressyngc poore peple, insomoche that lij. ar. of 
citesynnes of London were redy at his commaundemente as to 
obbev the commune provisor of alle poore peple. The seide

And when that ymage was putte downe to 
the crtlie and compassedc abowte with tborncs, as other ymages 
were, in the sexte fery, the face off the seide crucifixe apperede 
with grete reddenesse lyke to brasse in a hoote fyre, and grete 
moisture come from the face of hit, and dropes felle from the 
eicn of hit, and bloode and water come from the ri^hte pappe 
of hit, whom the ministres of the churche gedrede in holy 
vesselles with grete diligence.

“ pease,” and tau^hte hym mony thynges, whom he schewede 
to bischoppes and peple lyvynge vile. Also he was rapte in an 
excesse of mynde by thre dayes and iij. ny^lites, in whiche 
tyme he see the ioyes of blissede men and the tormentes of 
synnefulle men. lvyngc Iolin toke the castelle of Rowchestre 
in this ycre in the vigille of seynte Andrewe, where mony 
noblemen hade conspirede his dethc. Lodowicns, broper to the 
kynge of Fraunee, come to Ynglonde at the requestc of the 
gentylle in hit, to whom mony men of Fraunee and of Yng- 
londe made fidelite, and the kynge of Scottes also at London. 

But Gnalo, a legate of the pope, excommunicate the seide 
Lodowicus with alle men supportynge hym, neverthelesse as for 
that sentence he toke Wynchestre, and segede Dover and 
Wyndeshore.

liquor of swetenes.se. This noble bisehoppe ^afe grete honoure 
to women, for the honoure of oure Lady, and _>itte he was not f.

also. Kynge Ilcnrieus yafe to Edwarde his eldeste sonne 
Vasconia, Yrlondc, Wales, and Chestreschire. In whiehe yere 
the erthe was made soe drye by ferventc hete that hit £afe noo 
fruite, and in the ende of herveste were so moche wetc and 
reyne that the erthe mythte not receyve the waters, whereby r 
mony incommodites folowede. Seyntc Robert ealledc Grosse- 
liedej and bisehop of Lincolne, diode in this yere J>e vij lhe idus 
of October; whiehe was iustructc excellentely in alle the artes 
liberalle, and made mony compendious werkes, specially in 
logyke, moralle philosophy, and in astrology.

Clementes counsailc, and he enterdited hem and forbeden 3 
hem pe compnnyo of Cristen men ; pan he suspended pe bis- 
shoppes of Loudoun and of Chichcstre of her office forto pey 
were assoyled of pc pope, pcrforc ]>e 1 Londoners byscgcd Oe- 
toboun in pe tome of Londoun for to 6 many bisshops i-armed 
haddcn 0 hym awey. pis Oetoboun took dyinesof holy cherche 
for pre^ere while he was in Engeiond, and so he wente his way, 
and of a deken eardynal he was made pope, pat [yere] 7 pe 
sowdan of Babiloyne destroyed Ermonye, 8 and took Antiochia, 
and slou^ pe men pat wonede perynne, and destroyed pat 9 
noble eitee. Kyng Henry lay wip his oost withouten Londoun 
at Stretforde, forto pees was made bytweno hym and pe ba- 
rouus. Oetoboun went out of Engelond wip huge tresoure ; 10 
and Edward pc kynges sone and many opere toke pe signe of 
pe cros. Pope Clement is dede ; and seynt Edward kyng and 
confessoure is i-translated pe fourpe day of Octobre in kyng 
Henries tyme. And kyng Henry liadde pe twentipc 11 peny of 


excommunicate in the eownsaile of Clement pe pope to whom MS. Harl. 
he ioynede the enterditc of Cristianite. That doen he sus- 2261. 
pende the bisehoppes of London and of Chichcstre untille that 
thci were absolvede by the pope ; wherefore men of London 
segede the bischop in the towre or legate, 12 untylle that mouy 
bisehoppes come in armonre and brouyhte hym furthe. The 
soldan of Babilony wastede Armeny in this yere, and destroyede 
the noble cite of Antiochia, sleenge the peple inliabitynge hit. 

Kynge Henricus taryede with his hoste at Stratforde, with 
owte London, untylle that pease was reformedc betwenc hym 
and his barons. Octobonus the legate departede from Yng- 
loude with grete treasure, and Edwarde, the eldeste soune of 
the kynge was merkede with the crosse, and Clement pe pope 
diede.

parte of the kynge of Fraunce, and commune peple as in- 
numerable. In wliichc batelle Philippe kynge of Fraunce 
was unhorsedc ij. tymes by kynge Edward in his awnc per- 
son, and was full feyne to tie. After that kynge Edwarde 
taryede by oon yere in segetigc the cite of Calys, trowblynge 
inoclic men of Ynglonde afore. In whiebe yere the xvij. day c. A., 23. 
of Octobrc, a grete lioste of the Scottes commyn unto Dirham 
by the movynge of the kynge of Fraunce, were overcommen by 
l lie cleregy of the province of Yorke. In whicho batell C. A., 2t. 
David Pruz kynge of Scotlonde was taken, William Douglas, 
and mony other noble men. Philippe kynge of Fraunce come 
abowte the feste of seyntc Dartholomewe nye to Calese, as to 
dissolve that sege, but in the morowc he tledde, levynge his 
tentes fulle of vitells. Men of Calyse pereeyvynge that, ycl- c. A., 25. 
dede that cite to the kynge of Ynglonde, wliiche taryenge J>er 
and disposyuge that cite after his pleasure by a monctlie, re- 
turnede into Ynglonde, suffrenge grete tempestes on the see, 
and losynge mony noble men. Insomoche that he eomplcynte 
to Mary, model* of Criste, seyenge, “ 0 blessede Mary my 
“ lady, what thynge dotlie hit portende that the weder is 
“ feire, the see is quiete in goyngc to Fraunce, and that in 
“ returnynge to Ynglonde so mony infortunys suecede ?” A C. A., 26. 
grete habundaunce of reigne was in this yere that hit rcynedc 
in every day or ny^hte from the feste of seynte lohn Bap- 
tiste unto Cristemasse. Whom a grete mortalitc and dethe of c. A.,27. 
men folowede thro the worlde, begyunynge from the plages of 
the sowthe and of the northe, that unnethe the lialfe parte of 
men remayuede on lyve. For in somme religious place ij. 
f. 391 a. men were not lefte of xx'b And a grete derthe of bestes 
folowede, then the londe was not tyllede, whiehe causede ‘the 
erthe to be bareyno longe after. A kny^hte and secretary to 
the kynge of Fraunce come to Calys in this yere, the secunde 
day of Ianuarius, with a grete multitude of armede peple to 
take the eastclle oft* Calys by treason, after a convencion made 
beiwene hym and the keper of the castelle. Kynge Edwarde 
herynge that come and taryde at Calys with fewe men seeretcly. 

The seide knyyhte sende diverse men to the seide castelle, 
wliiche eutrede into hit, a brygge a tre was drawen up that thei 
cowthc not avoide. And kynge Edwarde goynge furtlie of the 
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cite favislite boldely with men off Frau nee, and men of \ r ng- 
londc were so oecupicdc that tymc with thcire adversarycs, 
itisoinocho that xxx 1 ' men reinayncdc not with the kyugo. 

'••29. The kynge seenge that drawedc his sworde, and scido, 

“ I la seyute Edward, ha seynte George.” That seide, 
mony meu of Ynglonde come to hym, and did sic j. c . 
men of Erauuee, eoinpcllyngo the seide kny^hte to tic 
with mony other. Maistcr Iolm Offord, chauneeler of Yng- 
londe, electe and confermcde into the archebischop of Cawn- 
terbery, and not consecrate, dyede in this yere ; whom mayster 
Thomas Brcdewardyn snceedid bv eleceion. Also pope Cle- 
mente the vj lc grawntede plenary remission to alio peple dyenge 
in Ynglonde that greto pestilence endurynge. A grete batelle 
and score fa lighten was hade on the see in this yere nye to 
Wynchelescy, in the feste of the decollucion of seynte Iolm 
Baptiste, betwene men of Ynglonde and of Spcyne, in so inoche 
J>at unnethc eny man escapede from that batelle nnhurte. But 
xxiiij. schippcs taken of men of Spcyne, the victory was re- 
joycede by men of Ynglonde by the favor of God. Symon 
Langham was made abbot of Weslemynstre in this yere by elee- 
cion. This man was of suehe sapience that lie precellcde 
allemoste alle other men in thvnges agible. For he was of so 
grete circumspeccion and policy that unnethc a man cowthe be 
founde in Ynglonde egalletohym; whiehc enjoyede so mony 
vertucs that the kynge made hym treasurer, and soone after 
bisehop of Ely and chauneeler of Ynglonde, and after that 
archebischoppe off Cawnterbcry. After that the fame of the 
seide noble man was .so gretely enereasede that ]»ope Urban f. 391 b. 
the v the take hym into a cardinalle presto of the title of Seynte 
Sixte. After that ho was made bisehop Penestryne by pope 
Gregory the xij lh0 ; whiehc diede at Avinion pc xxij li day of the 
mouclhe of Iulius, in the yere of otire Lorde a M. ccc. lxxv., 
and was beryede at the monastery of Goode passe, whom he 
founded, and his boones wore brouyhte after to Westemynstor. 

29. The translaciou of seynte Thomas, bisehop of Herforde, was 
made in this yere with grete honouro, the kynge, the prince, 
and mony prelates beyngc per prosente, as peple innumerable. 

This yere was the yere jubile, in whom luoche peple wente to 
Borne for remission of theire synnes. Maistcr Thomas Brade- 
wardyn, archebischop of Cawnterbery, diede in this yere, whom 
maistcr Symon Islep did succede by eleceion. In whiehc yere 
a batelle or coiifiicte of ij. men was made with ynne the kynges 
palice at Wcstemyntre, betwene lorde Iohn Bastarde, broper of 
Philippe k)nge of Frau nee, and a kny^hto of Y'prcs ; but the 
seide lorde lohu rcjoycede the victory. William Edyngton, 
bisehop of Wynchestre and treasurer of Ynglonde, eausedo a 
grote to be imprintede, and halfe a grotc, to the grete utilite of 
the kynge, and not of the commune peple ; for after that alle 
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thynges to be soldo begun to wex moore deere. Clement the c. \.,30. 
vj ,ho diode in the day of Nicholas ; and Steven, hi sc hop Osticnso, 
was elect e soone after, and callede Innoeencins the vj lc . Jn 
whiclie [time] Ilaymo Attehethe, bischoj) of Koehestre, resignodo 
his olliee to the pope voluntaryly ; whom maister [ohn Shepoy, 

]>rior of the seide place, did sneeede. Also in the same yere 
Syr Walter Beutolc, kny shte and kcper off Briteyne, hade v ic- 
tory ageyne the mareialle oil' Frannce nye to Mauron, peple as 
innumerable of Frannce taken and sleyne. In this yere was c. A ,31. 
so grete dryncsse ]>at nnnethe from Marche unto the monethc 
of hilius eny drope of water did falle, whereby comes and 
oJ>er f rules were destroy ede in that ) ere, insomoche that men 
and peple of Ynglonde were compellede by necessity to labour 
for theire fyndvnge to other centres nye to theym. William e. A.,30. 
dnkc of Selonde, undorstondynge that, sende to Ynglonde 
mony selii[>]>es clnirgede with whete and flowre. Henricus, c. A., 8 i. 
erle of Derbey and off Laneastre, was made duke of Lancastre 
f. 392 a. i n this yere, and Kawfe, lorde of Stafforde, erle of Stafforde. 

A grete diseorde and treason in mnner was bade in this yere 
hetwene men of Oxenforde and seolers, Ifor the seide men of 
Oxenforde gedreuge a grete multitude of peple of townes nye 
to theyme, did sic mony of the seolers, and wounded mony, 
and at the lastc thei toke theire goodes and compellede theyme 
to avoide the universite, wherefore Oxenforde was putte under 
interdiete by a longe space. But at the la ste, pease was re- c. A. 3->. 
formede by the meanes of the frendes of the seolers in this 
wise, that the eitesynnes of Oxenforde whiclie eansede that 
diseorde bynde theyme for ever moore that thei seholde behave 
theyme honcstely as to the seolers, and that the ehawnceller 
seholde obteync alio, the governaunee of the universite. Also c. A.,3t. 
a concorde and an othe was made •betwone the kvnges of 
Ynglonde and of Frannce, so that scales were not putte to 
wrytynges indentede that the kynge of Ynglonde seholde have 
idle lomlcs of the dnehory off Arpiitanny usurpode unto that 
tyme by the kynge of Frannce. Soe that the kynge of Yng- 
londe seholde dimitte and resigne to the kynge of Frannce alle 
hys ryslite and clayme that he hade unto the realm e of 
Frannce. Wherefore solenne messangers "were sende from 
kynge Edwarde unto the pope for this aecorde to be inbullede, 
and these were messangers : Henricus the noble duke of Lan- 
eastre, JRicardns erle of Arundcll, William bisebop of Nor- 
wyohe, and Guido Brian knyshte,. But that aeord<‘ and con- 
vencion was made voide by meanes and fraude of the pope. 
Wherefore kynge Edwarde instaurede a batelle, and entrede 
into the realine off Frannce with a regalle lioste; whiclie c. A., 34. 
herynge that Berwyke was taken by the Scottes, returnede to 
Ynglonde and delyverede Berwyk from Scottes. Tweyne 
frercs of Minors were brente the thvydde fery in the weeke of 
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Pentecoste ;t t Avinon Cor oitoiicus oppinions as hit scmcde 
C. A., 84. to the pope and to the cardiualls. Edward, the firste sonno 
of kynge Edwarde, say led c into Gascoigne in the same ycre, 
abowte the nativite of oure Lady, with mony cries, noble men 
and archers, to roenro the londe.s whom |>e kynge of Fran nee 
usnrpede of the duchery of A(]nitanny. Where he taryenge 
fully by oon yore with owte batclle, toko diverse noble cites in 
the meanc trine, as Narbona and Carcasona, and destroyede 
mony other cites. Hut this seide Edwarde in the xx li day of f. 392 h. 
the monethc of September, goynge with the duke of Lancastrc 
in the Lessc Briteyne from the sege. of the cite lierenen.se 
longynge to the duchery of Aquitanny over the water of 
Ligeris, incite lolin kynge of Fra uncc with a niy^ty hostc. 

But the seide kynge of Fraunec was taken ]>er, and was 
brou^hte to liurdegale, a cite of Gascoigne, where he taryedc 
unto the, feste of Pentecoste nexte folowyugc.

^is A, iUst Em\ r Aitl>E sonne of kynge Edward the thrydde after J>c con- 
i. 2S3. queste, returnedc in this yere into Ynglondc, abowte pe feste of 
Pentecoste, with lolin kynge of Fraunce, taken in eaptivite. 

And soone after ij. cardiualls were sendc from the pope to 
make acordc betwene the kynges of Ynglonde aud of Frannce, 
whiche taryenge in Ynglondc by oon yere complete, the thrydde 
cardinallc come to comforte the kynge off Fraunce, and taryede 
at London with the other cardiualls. David le BnG, kynge of 
Scotlondc, was delyverede in this yere, abowte the feste of Alle 
Seyntcs, kepede in holde by xj. yere, a gretc snmine of goode 
payede afore to the kynge for his rawnson. In whiche yere a 
gretc hoste entrede into Fraunce, callede pcple withowte a 
governoure, whiche trowblede soore the real me of Fraunce. 

(’• a.. 38. Isabel, modcr of kynge Edward the thridde, diedc in this yere 
the xxvj. day of the monethe of Auguste, and was beryedc in 
the churche of the freres Minours at London. The interdicte 
fulminate into lay men of Oxenforde for the dethe of scolers 
was releischcde in this yere. A gretc oontraversy sprongc this 
yere in the eowrte of -Pome, betwene Armachanus, arclie- 
c. A., so. bisehop of Yrlonde, and boggyngc frers. Also gretc liurte was 
made in Briteyne and Normandy by Philippe bro|>cr of the 
kynge of Navarria, lames lorde of the Pype, Robertc Kuolles, 
and mony ojier men of Ynglomle, withowte conimaundemcnte 
of the kynge of Ynglonde. Kynge Edwarde causede the feste 
of seynte George to be kepede with grete soleunitc at Wymle- 
c - A., 40. shore in this yere. Edwarde sonne of kynge Edwarde, prince 
of Wales, saylcdc to Calcys with the duke of Lancastre, and 
allemostc with alle other noble men of the realnie, and kynge 
Edwarde come to ]>e same cite soone after, abowte the feste of ^ 393 a 
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Allc Seyutos ; alter that bryngyngc his lioslc unto Burguyn 
iiml Campany, laryenge per unto the Annunciation of ourc Lady 
l'olowynge. And soone after men of Rormandy entrede into C. A., to. 
Ynglonde at Winchelesoy with I’ewe schippes in the idns of 
Marche, and toke that towno, and did sle diverse men in hit, 
and hrente parte of that towne ; but thei were compcllcde to 
take theirc schippes, mony of theym sleyne and drownedc by 
Ynglisehc men. Kynge Edward made nioehe noble edifyenge C. A.,4i. 
at the castclie of Wyudeshorc, where lie was borne, William 
Wikham movynge hym perto, whom the kyngc hade made 
supervisor of his werkes of a poore elerke, and allc edificnges 
longyngc to the kynge were disposede after hym. The kyngc 
yaffe to the seide Sir William Wikham mony fatte benefices, 
and niade hym to here his prive sole, and after hisehop of 
Wynchcstrc. Bloode flowede from the tuinbe of Thomas 
somme tyme eric of Lancastre at Powntcfretto, and mony noble 
men diede in the kynges hoste : the eric of Oxenforde, John 
Gray, George Say, with mony other men. Truse taken 
betwene the kynge of Ynglondc and mcn of Fraunce, kynge 
Edwardc returnynge to Ynglonde suffredc grete lossc of goodes 
and of men by a tempeste in the see, nye to Pary.se, cansede in 
the viij the day after Ester. And abowte the feste of Lam- 
masse folowynge Armaehanns and the frers seasedc of theire 
contraversy by preeepte of the pope. Armaehanns diede in this c. A.,4s. 
yere at Aviuon, the booties of whom were brouyhte after unto 
JDundalke in Yrlonde, where lie was borne, by whom mony 
miracles be schewcd per unto the lawde of Godde. ‘ In whiehe 
tyme the prince of Wales, the duke of Lancastre, and mony 
other noble men of the londo wentc'with the kyngc of Fraunce 
to Calcys for pease to lie reformede ; and an otlio made for 
pease to be kepede of bothe partes, the kynges departedc into 
theire cuntrces abowte the feste of seyntc Michell nextc folow- 
ynge. And messangers were sonde soone after to the pope 
for that acordc to be imlmllede and confcrmcde. After that a c. a., to. 
collation made of the concordc betwene ]>e kynges in the 
parliament at Wcstemynstrc, the noble men of the realme 
consente perto. Wherefore masse seide of the Trinite by the 
archebiscliop of Cawntcrbery, the kynge presente with his 
sonues, causede the gentylle men of the realme of Ynglonde 
f. 393 b. and of Fraunce, whiehe hade made noon othe at Caleys, to 
swore by that blissede sacramente to obseiwc that convencion 
and pease made. Reynaldo hisehop of Worchestre, Michael C- A., no. 
bischop of London, and Thomas hisehop of Holy, diede in this 
yore ; and by provision of the pope, maistcr Iolin Barnet was 
made bischoppe off Worccstre, Symon -Langhant bischop of 
Hely, and maistcr Symon Sudbury bischop of London. 

Edwardc prince of Wales maryedc to his wife the cowntesse 
of Rente, doubter of Thomas Holonde, whiehe was departedc 
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from the eric of Salisbury for the hide of ]ie seidc pryncc. 
i . a., u». Also the c'olips of the sonne was in this yore the vj ,c day of 
Maii, in the inyddes of the day, whom a gretc dryoncssc did 
folowc, eansynge a gretc dertlicof hay and come, Keyne lyke 
to bloode folic in lhirguyn in this yere, and the crossc of Crist«' 
of the colonrc ofhloode apperede in the aiere in Bolony, from 
morow unto the yj ll,c howre, wliichc movedc hyt solfo, mocho 
pCplc seonge that morvayle, and folic in the myddes of the sec. 

In wliichc yore in the lyme of ver ij. eastclls apperede in the 
firmament, hotlie in Ynglondc and in Frannce, from whom ij. 
hostes wente, oon lioste clothede in white, an o]>er in hlak. And 
in the lirstc hatell the white lioste hade victory, and after that 
the blacke lioste geilrcd to gedre have victory of the white ; 
that doen thei entrede into theire eastclls and evancschede. A 
r a., so. gretc mortalite of men was in this yere in Ynglondc, and 
specially of male peple, in wliichc tyme mony noble jirelates 
dyede, somme names of whom we schallc exjircssc, thaiGlic we 
make not mencion of thoynic nlle : Henricus duke of Yorke, 
Rcynald Cobham, William the son of Warinns, noble men. 

Iolin Gaunt, sonne of kvngc Edward, was made in this yere 
duke of Laneastrc, by reason of his wife, doy liter and heirc to 
Wats.. Hist., ilcnrioiis duke of Lancastrc. A gretc coinpanye of diverse 
' nacions, the governours of whom were men of Ynglondc, never- 
thelesse thei were calledo an lioste with owte an bedde, wastede 
Frannce gretcly )>is tyme, and occupicdc inony townes and 
eastclls in hit, and the kvngc of Frannce cowtlie not expelle 
Jieiin from that cuntrc by eny cantele or hatelle. Also an other 
white lioste apperede in this yere, whiclie wente by Provincia 
into Longobardy, takyngc grote raunson of cites, eastclls, and off. 394 a . 
townes, the governonres of whom were men of Ynglondc, also 
otherwhile sawdionrs and ojienvhile yiffen to robbynge and ex- 
c. A., so. torcion, wliichc men taryede longe in those costes. A myyhty 
wymlc eommyngo from the sowtlic was in this yere in the xv. 
day of Iannarins, so fers that hit destroyed nnoon inony towres, 
cliurche steplcs, and ojier edifyenges semynge as durable, so 
that the residu stondynge unto this tyme be the wurs j»erhy. 

Of whom a metrieion scythe in this wise: 

“ C ter erant millo deeies sex nuns ct ille, 

“ Luce tua, Man re, vehemens f nit impetus anrai.” 

An other metrieion scitlie in this manor : 

“ Ecce flat hoc anno Maurus in orbe tonans.” 

T 1 iis is the intellect of t he versus: that this marvellous wynde 
was in the yere of oure Lorde God a ^r. cce. lxj., in the festc of 
scynte Maurus abbotte ; wliichc is tru after the compntacion of 
the cluirehc of Ynglondc, hut the eotacion afore is tru after the 
computaeion of the cliurche of Rome, put in the margyn above. 

Symon Langham, abbot of Wcstcmyustre, was made bischop 
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of Iloly iii this yore. Kynge Edwarde 3 :i fo hi this yero to C. A., 01 . 
Westemynstre vestementes in the feste of' Potyr and Paulo, in 
whom seynte Petyr usede to say masse. Edwarde, theeldcste 1 
of this kynge, made homage to the kynge of Enumce for the 
niiitrc of Aquitaiiny, promysviige to hyin fidolito, in wliiehe 
yore lie saylede into Gascoigne with his wife and his childer 
and goodes. Also kynge Edwarde made in that yero Leonelle C. A., C2. 
his son ne duke of Clarence, and Iolin iluke of Lancaster, and 
Ednmnde, the iiij. sonne, erle of Cawntebrigge. Innocencius 
the vj thc diode in this yore, whom Urban )>e v te succedid, a man 
of grete connynge, whiche made a eonstitneion ageyne men 
havyngo plnralites of benefices in the seen n do yero of his 
oilice, but clerkes thro the favor of lordes, what by labor, preyer, 
and bv money, causede that the scide eonstitneion toke noon 
clfeote. Also hit was ordeynede in the parliamente in this Wals. Hist., 
yero that men of lawe sell o id e jilete in theire nioder langage. *• 2; ' 7- 
Also wickede men dividede the body of a presto in London in Wnls. Hist., 
this ycre, wliiehe partes thei caste with grete eontompto in 
diverse places of the cite, but those men cowthe not be knowon 
f. 394 b. unto this tyiuo. The noble fame of kynge Edwarde and of his C- A " r,t ‘ 
realm e spronge thro mony eostes, thre kynges come to hym in 
this yere to see liyni and to have eommunicacion with hym, the 
kynge of Fraunoe, the kynge of Ciprns, and the kynge of Scot- 
londe. Tweyne of theyine, rewardede with grete treasures, 
departede to theire centre, but the kynge of Framice, laborynge 
in grete infirmitc, taryede in Ynglonde. llaufe Shrovesbery, 
bischop of Bathe, a man of hie perfcccion, dyede in this yere. 

Then maister Iolin Barnette, bischop of Worcester, was trans- 
late to the seete of Bathe, and maister W. Withlesey from 
Rocliostre to the seete of Worccstre, and maister Thomas 
Trikkell was confermede to the seete of Rdwchestre. A grete 
forste was in this yere, contynuynge longe from the feste of 
seynte Andrewe unto the xiiij. kalendes of Aprylc. In wliiehe 
tvme abbot of |>e monastery de Bello, eommynge to London, 
metteaman dampnede, goynge to be hongede, whom he salvede 
from dethe by vertu of Ins liberte. Also a grete batelle an 1 C. A.. 55. 
dedely was hade in this yere in Briteyne at Davaroy, betwen 
lorde Iolm Mowntefort and lorde Charls of Bloys ; but the seide 
lorde John hade victory bylielpe of men of Ynglonde, in whiche 
batelle the seide lorde Charles was sleyne with o]>er peple as 
innumerable, and taken. Iolin kynge of Frannce diede in this 
• yere at Saveye, for whom kynge Edward procured mony 

diriges to be seide, and caused hym to be brouUite to Dovore 
by noble men of" bis eostes, whiche was beryede after at Seynte 
Uionyse in Frannee; whom Charls his sou did succedo. In 
whiche yere Lumbardcs were accusede for fals merchandyse 
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ami measures, wherefore mony of |>eiiu were pul in the lowre 
c. A , 55. tylle thei hade made a fyne with the kynge. Edmund Langley, 
son ue of the kynge, scliolde have mariede the do filter of the 
erle of Flandres, and heire, but ]>at consanguinite was an im- 
pediinente, wlierefore messangors were sende to the pope for a 
dispensation. But the seide woman was maryede at the laste 
to Philippe duke of Burguyn, broker to the kynge of Fraunce. 

. A soore batelle was bade in this yore betwene Cristen men and 
pagans, on the Alle Ilalowe day, in the jdaynes of 'Turkey, 
where Iohn kynge of Hungary, Siwardus kynge of Gorgony, 
maisier of the Hospitalle of the yle of Roodes, with oj>er v. M. 
ee. and x. Cristen men were sleyne, and xl" m. of the pagans, L a95 a - 
c with ojier peple innumerable. In whiclie batelle of the parte 

of pagans were mony princes, the soldan of Babilony, the 
kynge of Turkey, the kynge of Baldae, the kynge Belmaryn, 
the kynge of Tartarous, and the kynge of Lectowe ; iij. kynges 
were sleyne of that parte in the same batelle. Edwarde prince 
of Wales and of Aquitanny hade a sonne borne to hynt in this 
time, and callede Edwarde, whiclie diede in the vij the yere of 
his age, and not overtymely, as mouv men seide. The lorde 
Cowey maryede into his wife in this yore at Wyndeshore with 
grete solemn ite, the xxvij 1 * day of the monethe of Iulius, Isabel 
the doubter of kynge Edwarde, whiclie wolde be maryede 
oonly for luffe. The cite of Alexamlry was taken in the same 
yere by the kynge of Cipria, sleenge afore a grete multitude of 
paganes, and soone after a grete hoste of the paganes were 
gedred to yiffe batell to that kynge. Nevertkelesse that kvuge 
tokc with hym alle the rychessc of that cite as infinite, and 
brente a grete parte of the cite afore his departynge, whiclie 
w«is. V 'iust., causedc spice to be dere longe after. Symon Islep, archebischop 
i. 303. ’of Cawntorbery, diede in this yere, whom Symon Laugham, 
bischop of Hely, suceedid, and maister Iohn Barnet was trans- 
late from the seeie of Bathe to llely, and maister Iohn Harewell 
C. A., 5*. was confcrmcde into the bischop of Bathe. An oJ>er sonne was 
borne to the prince of Wales at Burdews, and namede Rieardus, 
whom Rieardus kynge of Armorica toke from the fonte. 

Abowte this tyme mony castelles and townes, occupiede by a 
grete hoste of Ynglonde, were takyn to the kynge of Fraunce 
by conimaundement of kynge Edward. Wherefore Bertrandns 
Cleykyu, a noble man of werre, wente ageyne 'the kynge of 
Speyne with the seide hoste thro helpe of the pope, in that he 
was man of vile disposicion. The kynge of Speyne, dredynge 
that company, tledde to Gascoigne to prince Edwarde for helpe 
i". A., 58. -uni goconre. This kynge departede from that euntre, Henricus, 
a bastarde broker to hym, was erecte and erownede kynge by 
assentc of mony noble men of Speyne, and of that o]ier grete 
company, whiclie were lx. m. in nowmbre. William Edyngton, 
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bischop of Wynchcstre, dyede in this yere, whom William C. '.,5S. 
Wikham did Miccode by labouru of the kynge ; whiche oleceion 
tlio pope (lill'ciTcdc by a corteync tyme lor cor toy no causes. 

Ciip'dulum quadruycsiinuni secundum. 

A scope batcllc was hade in the thridde day of Aprilo nyo to 
the lowno of Nascr betwene Edward prince of Aqnitauny and 
llenricus Bastanle occupyengo the crowne of Speyne. But 
fortune favory nge, j)riuee Edward hade victory; amonge whom 
the crle of Been was taken, and Bertrandus C'leykyn, chef 
causer of that trowble and duke or governonre of thelirste warde. 

And after that this noble prynce Edward restorede Petyr kynge V " G0 - 
of Speyne into his realmc, where mony noble men of Ynglonde 
dyed off the llix. In the same yere, in the begynnynge. of the C. A., til. 
monethc of Maii, pope Urban pc v thc come with alle his cowrte 
from A\ inou to Rome, where lie did Ion do abowte the festc of 
seynte Luke the evangeliste, rcceyvcdc per with gretc solcnnite. 

Whiche repairedc anoon hooly places falle down, and onornede 
the relikes of seyntes with golde, silvyr, and with precious 
getnmes, and did mony other noble thynges per; Avhcrefore his 
memoriall schalle be in lawde for ever. A blasynge sterre 
was signe in this yere betwene the partes of the northc and of 
tl ic weste, directynge his beanies towarde Frau nee. Leonell 
son of kynge Edward the thrydde and duke of Clarence, takynge 
with liyrn a grete multitude of the noble men of Ynglonde, 
wente to Mediolan to mary the doubter of the lorde of pat 
cuutre, with whom he seholdc have halfe of that lordeschippe. 

That matrimony complete with grete glory, the seide duke 
diede abowte the feste of the nativitc of oure Lady uexte 
folowynge. Symon Langham, arehebi'sehop of Cawnterbery, C. A., 02. 
avos create into a eardinall in the same yere, and in the monethc 
of October; and in the yere nexte foloAvynge he wente unto pe 
cowrte of Rome. Wliiehe tyme pe pope translate moistyr 
William Withlesey from tlie seete of Woreestre to 'the seete of 
CaAvnterbery, and maister William Lyime, bischop of Chichestre, 
to pc seete of Woreestre, and confermed maister William Reed 
to be bischop of Chichestre. Men of Fraunee brake peas in the C. A.,ei. 
same yere, rydyuge in the eownte Pontif and doyngc grete 
lmrte in that enntre, puttynge the blame as of brekyngc of peas 
of men of Ynglonde. The duehesse of Lancastre, doubter of C,A >C5 - 
Ileurieus somme tyme duke of Lancaster, diede in this yere, and 
AViisberycdo at London in thechnrchc of Seynte Paulc. Kynge 
Edward kepede a , parliament in this yere at Western ynstre in 
the ende of the monethc of Maii, in Avhom lie movede of pe 
promisse broken by men off Fraunee, and how lie my Mite 
venge pat injury beste. A grete pestilence of men Avas in this 
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c. A., G4. yen?, and a inorevn ot'grete bestes ; whom a grete liabtmdaunce of 
reyne folowede, destroyenge corner, in so inoclie that a buschelle 
of whete was solde foriij. s. in the yere folowynge. Philippa 
qwene of Ynglonde diede in this yere, and was beryede at 
Westomynstre with grete solennite. In whiehe yere maister 
Ilenricus Percy bischop of Norwich, maister Lewes Charleton 
bischop of llerford, and Iohn Grauntson bischop of Excestre, 
diode in this yere also. And by provision of the pope maister 
William Courteney was made bischop of llerford, maister 
Ileuricns Despenser bisehoppe of Norwich, and Syr Thomas 
Brantyngham was made bischop of Excestre. In the same 
c. A.,b3. yere, abowte the feste of seynte Iohn Baptiste, the duke of 
Lancastre and the erle of llerford, takenge with tlieyme a 
noble liosto, saylede xtnto Eraunee, where the seide lioste, and 
an other my slity hoste of men of Fraunce, lay nye to Chalk- 
hull by a longo season. And mony men of Ynglonde seide 
hit was schame for the liostes to lye so nye togedre, and not to 
iiyhte ; but the govcrnoures wolde not soe in eny wise. After 
that the hoste of Fraunce, herynge of the commynge of .the 
noble eric of Warwyk, fledde prively, levynge theire tentes 
fulle of vitolls. That noble erle commen to londe, made haste 
to Normandy, and destroyede the yle of Caws by swerde and 
C, v.,oi. fyre. But alias! in returnynge towarde Ynglonde, that noble 
erle dyede at Caleys of the pestilence, levynge not after hym so 
noble a lorde in Ynglonde. Then tkechurclie of Borne kepede 
batelle ageyne the lordes of Mediolan, in that thei occupiede 
diverse londes lougyuge to ]?e churche of Seynte Petyr, with 
whom the lorde Despenser was, and did mony laudable thynges 
in those partes after the dethe of the duke of Clarence. In 
whiehe tyme the famose knyyhte off Ynglonde, callede Syr 
Iohn Ilawkewode, was havynge with hym the white hoste, 
rehersedc afore, whiehe yafe batelle o]>er while with the churche 
ageyne the lordes of Mediolan, and operwhile ageyne the f> 390 b. 
churche, doynge mony mervellous thynges in that euntre with 
c. \.,Go. his companye. Abowte the conversion of Seyute Paule kynge 
Edward kepede a parliament at Westemonastery, where a x tho 
was desirede of the clergy of iij. yere ; but the clergy differede 
to grawnt theym untylle after Ester. And after that tyme thei 
made grawute ]>erto, so that thei scliokle pay the seide dymes 
in diverse tymes in the thre yere. And a xv tbe was grauuted 
c. os. of lay men in lyke wise. Sir Iohn Chaundos, a noble knjAhto 
C. A., G3. and discrete, was slevne in this yere in Gascoigne. Kvnge 
Edwarde, folowynge the cownsaile of wickede men in this 
yere, borowede a grete summe of goode of prelates, mereb ancles, 
and of other ryehe men, seyengc that hit seholde be spende 
into the* defense of the churche and of the realme. Abowte the 
feste of seynte Iohn Baptist folowynge, a grete hoste was 
gedred of diverse costes of Ynglonde, amonge whom, was

the lorde Fu/.wator, lorde Graunteson, and o)>ei noble knyyhlos, 
makynge a knyyhtc, Syr Robert Knolles, grelelv experte in 
xMi irte, governonro of that lioste. lint soone after envy and e. A.,r*5. 
discrecion movede, the lioste was departode, wherefore Syr 
Robert Knolles wente with his men to a castelle in Briteyno, 
and so men of Fraunee coinuie and £afe batelle to that oJ>er 
parte of men Ynglonde, where thei were sleyn or taken in 
eaptivite. Pope Urban ]>e v ,he returnede from Rome toAvinon c. A., no. 
to make a finalle Concorde betwene the kynges of Ynglonde 
and of Fraunee, but he diede soone after on the xxj li day of 
December, and was beryede )»er in the ealhedrall eliurehe afore 
the hye awter ; but after oon yere paste he was taken from the 
ertlie and beryede in the monastery of Seynte Victor, live to 
Marsilia, nfterwardc, where lie was abbot afore, in whir lie place 
mony miracles be doen by hym unto the lawde of Godde ; whom 
Gregory the xj ,hc did snceede, eardinalle diacou afore. The 
cite Lemovioense began to rebelle ageyne prince Edwarde, 
which prince wontynge moneye made grete haste to Ynglonde 
and in his iourney he allemosic destroyede that cite to the 
grownde, and toke into eaptivite and did slee men fowndc in 
hit. And abowte the begynnynge of Taniver he londed in 
Ynglonde with his wife and peple, levynge in Gascoigne the 
duke of Lancastre, and Edmnmle erle of Cawntebrigge, with 
mony other noble men. In this yere a parliamente kepede at 
Westemonastery, the kynge askede' of the clergy a snbsidye 
of l !i 31. Ii., wliiche was grawnlede by deliberacion after the 
fe.ste of Ester, and other l li m. ti. was grawntede of- lay peple. 

The ehawnceller of Ynglonde and the treasurer, bischoppes 
bothc were amovede from t.heire offices, and the elerke of the 
2 >rive scale, at the peticion of lordes in that parliament in the 
hate of the clergy, and other laymen. were subrogate in the 
places of theyme. Solenne ambassiators were sende from the 
pope to the kynge in this parliamente to trete with the kynge 
for pease, but with owte dowte noon effecte folowcde Jieron to 
eny purpose. 
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Kynge Edwarde kepede a parliamente at Wynchestre in the 'V»ls. Hist., 
ix thc day of the inonethe of Iunins, duryuge by viij. daies. 

Unto wliiche parliament iiij. bischoppes and iiij. abbottes were 
eitede oonly to appere, wliiche parliamente was hade for 
mcrchandes of London, of Norwiche, and of ojier cites, in that 
hit was seide that thei wolde rebelle ageyne hym. The duke 
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ol Eai.easlro mid (lie erle ol* Caunlcbrigge eoniniynge in tlii.s 
yen* from Gascoigne, niaryedo ij, do .liters of I’etyr soimne (yme 
kynge of Speyne, (lie duke tlic elder doubter and the erle (he 
yonger doyhter. 'L'wo cardynalls were seiule from the pope in 
thisyere to trete of pease botwene ij. reahnes, whiche tnryenge 
longe, retnrnede as withowte eny effeete as for that purpose. 

A grete batclle was bade on the see betwene men of Ynglonde 
alul of Fhinndres, but men of Ynglonde hade victory, and toke 
xxv 1 ’ shippes chargcde with men of Ynglonde, knowynge not 
that thei were of Fhunlres. Nevertheless!* grete linrte wolde 
have coinmyn Jierliy, but that pease was reformede soone 
betwene the parties. In whiche yore men of Fraunee segedc 
tho towne of Rochelle, wherefore tlie erle of Pcnbroko was 
sonde (o Gascoigne with a grete multitude oil' pcple to dissolve 
that sege. But a flcete of schippcs of Speyne mette with 
tlieym, and toke tlieynie, or did sle they in, and brouyhte the 
erle with they in into Speyne with a grete treasure, abowte the 
feste of seyntc Iohn Baptiste. But hit is not to be mervaylede 
of this infortnne, for that erle was an open advontnrer, and 
laborede in the parliainente but late afore a gey nc the libertc 
of the clnirche movynge the kynge that he seholde take rather 
goodes of the elnirehe then the goodes of eny o]>er pcple : where- f- 397 b. 
fore fortune beynge contrarious, the kynge hade not so noble 
vietorys of bis adversaries after that tyinu as lie hade afore, in 
that he lblowede his wikkede cownsayle. Kynge Edwarde 
entrede the see in this yere with a grete hoste to dissolve the 
sege at Rocliell, but the wynde wolde not snffre liyin ; whiche 
tarvciigc longe by the costes nye to Ynglonde. retnrnede 
agevno. minister Thomas Trillek, bischop of Rowdiest re, 
diede in this yere, whom Thomas Brompton, monke of Nor- 
wich and penitentiary of the pope, .sncccdid by provision of the 
pope. The duke of ffr 1 Lancastre saylede to Fraunee in 
this yere with a grete hoste, and passede by Paryso into 
Burguyn, anil so thro allc Fraunee into Burdews, with owto 
eny insistence of men of Fraunee, and withowte eny linrte to 
liym or his hoste. But the seide duke toke grete ruwnsons of 
rites, townes, and castclls as he went thro that cuntre. Kynge 
Edwarde sende in the same yere eerteyn eiibassiatours to the 
jiope, preyenge hym to leve after that tyme the provision made 
in his cowrte of benefices in Ynglonde, and that men electc to 
lie hischoppcs in Ynglonde may enjoye their eleccion, and be 
confermede of the.ire metropolitans as tho use was afore. But 
the pope commamided the ambassiatours to certifye hym firste 
in wrytynge of the wille of the kynge and of the realme, or 
that he seholde make eny det-crininacion of the articles afore- 
seide. Maister lolin Thoresby archebisehop of Yorke, maister 
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John Barnette bisebop ol’ Ely, ami maister William Lynne 
bisclioppe of Worccstre diede in this yere; whom maister 
Alexander Nevyle did suecede at Yorke, Thomas Arundell at 
Ely, and Sir Henricus Wakefelde at Worcestre. A decrete 
was made in the parliament in this yere that eathedrall 
churehes seholde enjoye their eleeeions, and that the kynge 
seholde not wryte ageyn men electe, but lielpe theym to tlieire 
confermacion, but this statute profite 1 not. Oon dyme was 
grawntede to the kynge by the clergy in this yero and parlia- 
ment, and a xv tc of lay men. Alle Gascoigne rebellede ageyne 
the kynge of Ynglonde in this tyme, Burdews and Baio ex- 
eepte, and turnede to the kynge of Fraunee. William Witli- 
lesey archebisehop of C’awnterbery diede in this yere, the v ,ho 
day of Iunius, wherefore the monkes of the seide place askede 
the card malic of Ynglonde into archebisehop. The kynge 
movode in grete wrathe perforc, was in purpose to have putte 
the seide monkes into exile ; ncverthelesse tliei spende grete 
goodes or that thei eowtlie obteyne the favor of the kynge. 
And the kynge wolde not conscute in eny wise to theire desire, 
noiper the pope neither the eardioalls. Abowte ]>e monethe of 
Auguste a tretys was made at Brugges of eerteyne articles 
towehynge the kynge of Ynglonde and the pope, whiehe en- 
trety endurede by allemosto ij. yere. But at the laste acorde 
was made that the pope seholde not use from that tyme reserva- 
eiou of benefices in Ynglonde. Tlio noble men of Y r nglondc 
and of Fraunee mette in this yere at Brugges, abowte the Puri- 
lieacion of oure Lady, to trete for pease betweno the seide 
realities ; whiehe trety endurede by ij. yere to grete charges of 
bothe realmes, and departede witliowte eny effecte. The seete 
of Cawnterbery vacant unto this tyme, maister Symon Sudde- 
bury, biseliop of Loudon, succcdid in thaj. seete of Cawnterbery ; 
maister William Cowrteney bisebop of ITerford succedid in 
the church of London, and the bisebop of Bangor unto the 
seete of Hcrforde. Truse were taken from the feste of. Iohn 
Baptist unto that day twelvemonepe betwene the. realmes of 
Ynglonde and of Fraunee. Abowte the begynuynge of the 
monethe of April the duke of Britcyue, with- mouy erles, 
barous, and mony oper noble men, saylede into Briteyu, where 
thei hade doen mony grete victorys, but that truse was taken 
oversoone. Grete hete and pestilence was in Yuglond in this 
yero, and in mony oper partes of the worlde, by whom peple as 
with owte nowmbre pereseliede and was extiuete. Robert 
Wyfeld bisebop of Salisbery diede in this yere, whom Rawfe 
Argum, doctor in civile, . succedid ; and Edward lorde De- 
spenser diede in this yere, and was beryede at Tlieokcsbery, in 
the churcbe of monkes. The pope grown tede, at the instance 
of the cnrdiunlle off Ynglonde, to alle men and women in 
Ynglonde truly contrite and confessed by vj. rnouethes in that 
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tyme ol‘ pestilence plenor remission of theirc synnes. The erlo 
of Pcubroke, redemede this tyme he Bertrandus Cleykyu, dyede 
betwene Parvs and On leys, as ho travaylede towardo Ynglonde. 

The duke of Lancaslre, the duke of Andcgavy, with mony 
lordes and prelates of ei)>er rcaline, motto in this yere in the f. yjs h. 
monetho of November at Bruggos, to trete for pease betwene 
realmes of Ynglonde and of Fraunee.

In the bogynnyngo of the moncllio of Maii kynge Edward 
eausedoa parliamento to be kepede at Westemonnstory, in whom 
lu* askede a subsidy after his olde consuetude, for his defense 
and of ]>o real me also, lint the commune peple seido that thei 
were so oppressede with oxaccious that thei myyhtc notsustene 
)»at burdeyu eny longer. For thei seidc that pci hade tru 
knowlogc that ]>e kyngc hade goode ynowc if the realtne were 
governede truly; but thei seide also that the kynge scholde not 
habuude in rychesso so longe as the realme were governede by 
wickede ollieers, and that thei scholde prove. That probation 
hade if the kynge hade node to theirc goodes thei scholde 
lid pc hym with theirc goodes with goode wille. After that, 
mony ylle thyuges were pnblisehede of diverse ollieers beynge 
nye to the kynge, and specially of the lorde Latymcr his cliam- 
breleyn for wikkede disposieion. Also an other woman, Alice 
Percrs, of wikkede disposieion, was rehersede ]>er for her 
wicked disposieion, whom the kynge kepede into his con- 
eubyne by a gretc space. Wherefore the commune peple 
desirede ]>ese unhappy persons to be removede from the kynge, 
aud noble men and discrete to be subrogate in theirc places. 

A noble knyyhte, wise, beautuous and discrete, was amougo 
the seide communes, Petur Lit marc by name, by whom alle 
the commune peple were governed*', whiehe aecusynge the 
seide persons was eonnnaunded to ])rison perpetuall sooue after 
at Notyngham by the seide Alice Percrs, where he taryede by 
the space of ij. yere. Edwarde prince of Wales diode in the 
tyme of )>e seide parliamento, at Wcstenionastery, in the kynges 
palice, wit iclic was beryode in Cristechurche at Ciiwnterbery 
with grete honour. Kynge Edwarde kepede grete solennite 
in thefeste of Trinitc after the dethe of his sonne : by the tyme 
of his lyfe the fortune and nobilite of that myyhty prince were 
dreddo by alle Cristen men, and pagans also. Men and 
temumtes of the erle of Wanvyko made a malicious insurrec- 
eion ageyne thabbotte and coven to of Evisliam and theirc 
tenauntes, intenclynge to have destroyede that monastery, be- f. 309 a. 
tynge somme of tiicire men, womulynge soinme, and sleenge 
somuie. That doen, thei wente to theire maners, sleenge theirc 
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up wriv.s, and liM*h<‘iigc (liriiv \valn>, mtcrlv 
lave destroyed dial, monastery, but tlmt tin 1 
kynge schewede liflpc to the monastery. Wherefore the kynge Vais. Hist., 
senile wrytyiige to tlie seide erle of Warwykc that he seholde 
eorreete those men Irowblynge the pease, and so peas was 
refonnede betwcue hot lie parties by lnbourc of theire frendes. 

And as hit is seide, the kynge wolde not be govornede by the 
lordes assignede in that laste parliamente for that same bryge, 
but lie toke ageyn to the governaile of the real me the duke of 
Laneastre his sonne, and so he contynuede to the iletlie of the 
kynge. A parliament kepede the same yere at Westemonas- 
tery soone after ]>c Purifieaeion of oure Lady, suehe a subsidy 
was grawntede to the kynge as folowethe. That is to say, that 
he seholde have of every lay person of either kyndc exceedynge 
xiiij. yere in age i ii j .r/., poore peple excepte wliiehe lyvede by 
alines, and xij.i/. of every person of the elnirehc promotede, 
and of oper ]iersons not promotede iiij.i/., the frers of iiij. ordres 
excepte. Maister Iolin Wyclef, doctor in ilivinite in the tiniver- Wats. Hist., 
site of Oxenforde, began to .sustene openly in the seide univer- >* 821 . 
site erroneusconelnsions contrary to the state of the universalle 
churche, and conclusions of heresy, and specially ageyne chanons, 
monkes, and religious men possession ate. Wliiehe drawede to 
liyrn in this tyme diverse felawes of the same seete dwellynge in 
Oxenforde, goynge barefote with longe gownes of russet, that 
lliei myylite publische and fortifye theire errours ageyne men 
contrarious to theynie, prechynge openly the seide errours. 

Amonge whom thei seide that the sacramente in the aw tor 
after the sacrament or consecraeion is not the verey body of 
Criste. Also he seide that temporalle lordes and men my^hto 
take awey meritoriously the gooiles men of the ehurehe svn- 
nynge or trespassyngc. Neverthelesse the pope with his 
eownsaile ilampnede xxiij 1 ' conclusions • as veyne, erroueus 
and fulle of heresy, and sende bulles directe to ]>e metropolitan 
of Ynglonde and to the bisehop of London, that tliei seholde 
cause the seide maister John to be areste, and to examine liyrn 
of the seide conclusions. That’ inquisicion doen, and a ileela- 
ciou made, the archebischop of Cawnterbery eoinmaundeile 
anil prohibited the seide maister John and his coudiseiples to 
use the seide conclusions, anil so thei were stille as for a 
season. But soone after, by supportacion of lordes and oper 
noble men, thei toke to }>eim moore wicked oppinions, and hade 
grete continuaeion in theire malice. Mony men of Loudon Wills. Hist., 
rysonge that tyinc intended to have brente the maner of the 
iluke of* Laneastre at.Savcye with owte that Petyr Lamare were 
delyverede froni prison. But the bisehop of London thro his 
labove causede that j>e place was not brente. The duke Vais. Hist., 
herynge that did aryse from meyte, and wente to the maner of 
Jvyugeston, where Ricardus sonne of prince Edwarde was. 
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Wais. Hist., Wherefore the kynge caused? the mayre and noble men of the 
'■ 320- cite to 1)0 deposede, and oj>er men to be create in theire places. 
The duke of Lancnstre did grete persecucion in this tyme to 
the bisclmp of Wynchestre, sayenge that he was fals to his 
fader when he was his chawnceller, wherefore he was con- 
dempnede ageyne rvyhte to pay a grete suminc of goode to the 
kynge, insomoche that his teniporalitcs were occupied© by 
the- kynge, and cowthe not have tlieyine restored? to hym in 
env wise unto tlic detlie of t lie kynge. Ricardus sonne of 
prince Edward was made prince of Wales, to whom the 
kynge Life the duchery of Cornewaile with Chestreschirc, 
havynge this gifte oonly in name, and not in possession. The 
eardinall of Ynglonde was taken sodenly with a palisy after 
meyte, and loste his speche, dyenge in the feste of Alary Mag- 
dalen, with ynno iij. daies after that vexation.

ist" 1 x (] 1C begynnynge of the monethe of October pope Gregory 

removede from Avinon to Rome. Syr John Menstorworthe, 
knyyhte, was drawen, hongede, and heded in this ycre at the 
cite of London, and quatert after that, and his heddc was sette f. 400 a. 
on the brygge of Loudon, in that he was a fals traytour to the 
realme of Ynglonde. Whiche dredynge to be accnsede afore, 
kynge Edward, fledde to the kynge of Fraunce, and promysede 
to hym to bryngc the flecte .of Speyne to hym in his helpe 
ageyne the kynge of Ynglonde. But Allcmyyhty God wolde 
that he scholde suft’re detlie ra|>er then he seholde have be- 
travede his lordc and the eu litre where he was borne so mi- 
tre wly. Kynge Edwarde yafe to Ricardus of Burdcws, his 
heire and suceessour, the ordre of knyyhtchode in this yerc at 
Wyndesliore, in the feste of seynte George. Whiche kynge 
diede at Sliene in the monethe of Iunius, after that he hade 
Wals. Hist., reignede lij t! yere, and was bervede :it Westemonastery. This 
i. 327. noble and my^hty kinge Edward, amonge alle oper men of 
nobilite in the worlde, was a man of grete goodenesse, eallede 
gracious, excellenge alle his predecessour by vertu and grace 
^iften to hym of God, a bolde man in herte, dredynge not 
sinistralle fortune in batells, havynge grete fortune in tlieyme 
hothe on see and on londe. Also he was meke, benigne, and 
lamilier to alle manor of peple, devoute to God, honouryuge the 
churche of God, and havynge his ministres in grete reverence. 

Also he was moderate in cures temporalle, provide in cownsaille, 
affable and eloqueute, meke in bekavoure, havynge compassion 
on men in tribulacion. Also he was elegant and beawtuous of 
body, havynge a comfortable and pleasante countenaunce lyke 
to the syylite of an angelic, for God hade induede hym with 
suclie excellence of grace that a man wolde have thou^hte as 
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for a Puerto that lie soholde have speddo wolle in tlie day -\vnls. Hist., 
folowvnge after t lint he hade dremedo of tltc .seidc kynge. '• ;: - H -

laste daves, large in rifles, excessyve in expenses, induede with 
alle lioneste of manors. Wherefore his fame was so eneroasede 
ainonge peple of Barbie, insomoehe that thei seidc there was 
f 400 ]). noo londe in the worldc that hade so noble a prince, and that 
Ynglonde scholdc never have so noble agcync after his dethe. 
lint 1 lie inordinate lnste of ihe tlesche nsede in his olde age 
liclpedo liyni moche nnto dethe. Also hit is to be attended, as 
the notes afore oxpresse, that lyke as in his begynnynge alle 
thynges onjoyede to hym, and the myddes of his age glorious 
and fortunate, soe the seide kynge drawynge to age and 
towardo dethe, alle thynges were ns infortnnable to hym, for 
liys synnes and mony ineommodites began to sjrryngo, havynge 
alter hym longo continnacion, whielio Ihyngc was to be 
sorowcde.

Riciiatu) of liurdews, sonne of prince Edwarde, sonne to w.ils. Hist., 
Edward kynge of Ynglonde, havynge not xj. yere in age, was ’■ 3:i2 - 
erownedc solennely at Westemonastery into kynge of Syinon 
nrchebischop of Cawntcrhcry, in the idns of lulius, and in 
the yere of oure Lorde God a M.ccc.lxxvij., archebischoppes, 
bisehoppes, prelates, and mony oper noble men of the realme 
prescnte per. Within whiclie solennite he made iiij. erles, Vais. Hist., 
Thomas Wodcstok his uncle at Bnkkyngham, the lorde Percy ’• 3:iS< 
at Nortlmmbrelondc, the lorde Monbrav at Notyngham, and 
Sitlinrdns, a kny^hte of Gascoigne, at Huntyngdon. The men 
of Fraunce brake the peas abowte the feste of scynte Iolin 
Baptist, for thei wolde not have peas withowte the acorde 
scholde have bene to theire pleasure and to pe grete hurte of 
Ynglonde. In whiclie tyinc the Scottes brente the townc of Vais. nist., 
Rokvsburgli, by the movynge of the erle of Dunbar. Where- '' :u "' 
fore Syr H curious Percy erle of Northumbreloude entrede into 
Scotlonde with x.w 1 men, and brente mony townes lungynge to 
peerlc of Dunbar, robbynge per by iij. dayes. After pat men of 
Fraunce entrede into the yle of Wy^hte, and did grete hurte ; 
whiclie takynge a jr. marke for rawnson returnede to pe see, 
ke])yngc the costcs of Ynglonde, and brennynge mony noble 
places, sleenge men wliom thei cowtlie fynde in the sowthe 
partes, and takynge mony bestes with tlieyme. For moore 
hurte was doen in Ynglonde in pat yere, as hit was seide, then 
in xh* yere afore. Also men of Fraunce made a sawte to pe wals. Hist., 
towne of Wynchelesey, but thei cowtlie not entre into the *• 3n - 
f. 401 a. towne, neverthelesse they sonde diverse men whiclie brente the 
towne of Hastinges. Also men of Fraunce entrede in pe same 
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Wnts. Mist., yore into the fowne of Polyngton,. in Sowthosox, whore the 
i.sr.>. prior of Lews motto |>oim with a Ivtollc nownibre of peple, 
whiche was taken and brought© to thoire schippcs with o]»er i,j. 
knyshtes, Syr John Fallscle and Syr Thomas Chcvne, with a 
sqwyor John Brocas. But a esqwyor borne in Fraunee boy n go 
in sorvyce with the soide f'anihte manfully agoyne men of 
Fraunee, in so moclio that, his holy Icy t to, lie fnu^lite soon*, ii is 
bowells vemaynyuge behynde liyni a, grote space, and folowcde 
his enemyes. In whiche conflicts a c. Ynglisohe men were 
sleyne, aiuljnony moo of the Frenehc men : whiche toko the 
dedde men awey with |»eym, other ells t hoi brente |>cin* faces 
with yrne that thei schohle not be knowen, and j>nt Ynglischo 
men schohle not solace of ]>oire dethe. Where a man oi’ 
Fraunee was taken, confcssynge afore his dethe that the realmo 
of Ynglonde schohle nol have bene trowblede by men of 
Fraunee if that the duke of Laneastre had be made k\nge. 
Men of Fraunee toko the towne of Arde in litis yore by treason 
of the kopor, a lorde born in Alemayne, calledo lorde Gnmeney. 
Also ij. bisehnppes, ij. cries, ij. barons, ij. baronet tes, ij. baehiler 
knyshtes, and oon man of lawe were deputate in that yere, after 
flic coronacion of the kynge, to have governaunce of hym, in 
that he was tend re of age, by the commune assent. Also hit 
was ordeynedo that the soide men seholde be elect yercly. Jn 
Wats. Hist., whiche yore, soonc after Miehelmasse, a parliamente was eallede 
i. s«. London, dnrynge tdlemoste nulo Cristemas.se, where ij. dymes 
were grawntede to be payede of ]>e spiritualite togedre in the 
Purificacion of oure Lady, and ij. xv tc of lay men also, for the 
defense of the realme. Thomas Wodostoke erle of Bnkkvng- 
liain, the duke of Briteyne, the lorde Latimer, and the prior of 
the llospitalle of Seynte lohn, takyngewith ]>eim a gretc hoste, 
outrode into the see in the same yere, sone after the feste of 
Alio Seyntes. And in the nyshte of seynte Martyn a grete 
wyndc brake as sodeuly the takellynges of theire schippes, and 
eompcllede theym to take the lornlc. But the schippes rc- 
pairede thei toko the see, returnynge ageyne abowte Criste- f 
masse, withowte eny profite, or ly tell if eny were off that viage. 
Wnls. Hist., Fope Gregory the xj ,he diode in this yere in the xxvij. day of 
i. 80S. Marche ; after the dethe of whom the cardinalles entredc into a 
place for eleceion, a grete multitude of peple of the cite of 
Pome entredc into the palice, ervenge, “A Poman or an Ytalion.” 
The eardinalls dredynge that peple, eleete an olde man to he 
pope, a Poman by nativitc ; but that olde man refusynge that 
eleceion, thei eleete Bartholomew arehebisehop Barrensis into 
Wals. Hist., pope in the viij. day of Aprile. Which called Urban the vj te 
i. sgs. wa s erownedc solennely on Ester day, ]>e xviij. day of Aprile, 
and consecrate also, and did ryde in his pontificals unto the 
churche Lateranense, the eardinalls folowynge hym. Where the 
masse songe solennely by the pope, he rcturnede to his palice, 
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witli whom alio the* card mails dynede J»at day, and afterwarde 
tlici made obedience to hytn with mony supplicacions, con- 
tynuynge by a season in pease. But abowte the feste of seynte Vais. Hist., 
Iolm Baptist nllemostc alio the cardi nails rcbelledc ageyne 
the pope, and fledde into ]>e region of Neapols. Whom the 
(jwene norisehede ageyne the pope, seyonge that he was not 
truly electe, in that he was not elect bat for dredc of dethe. 

And so the seide eardinalk electe into the pope a cosyn to the 
kynge of Frannce, namyngo hytn Clemente the vij 1 * 10 , and 
sende letters anoon to the kynge of Fraunee for hclpe and 
socoure; whom the kynge of Fraunee fortefiede with alle his 
myshte ; and so a grete division was spronge in the heckle of 
alle churches. Pope Urban create xx t! cardinnlls and moo, and 
excommunicate the o|>er eardinalles, takynge theire benefices, 
and inabilitynge ]>eim to eny benefice afterwarde. The cries of Vais. Hist., 
Arnndell and of Salisbery takynge with theym a grete multi- 
tude of men outrode into the see )>is yere, retnrirynge ageyne 
withowti' eny victory of theire enomyes. And in the firste 
tyine of theire entrenge into the see, ij. brej>er, Philippe Courteney 
and Potyr, fauihte ageyne diserecion with cncmyes on the see. 

And soone after a grete schippe of Spevne come ageyne Jieini 
with other diverse. Philippe Courteney wounded soore, and 
mony of his men sleyne, seenge that he was not able to resiste 
f. 402 a. tlieyme, fledde, and Petur Courteney his brother, compassede 
abowte with scliippes, fauyhte man'fnlly, but at the laste he was 
taken, allemoste alle ]>e noble men of Cornewaile and of 
Devcnschire sleyne in bis schippe afore. Jn whiche tyme a Wals. Hist., 
noble citesyn and merchand of London, Iohn Philipotte, 
specially lntler to the real in e of' Ynglonde, seenge that the 
lordes did noo goode oxer the see, ordeynede a fleete of scliippes 
of his awne costes. Whiche entreng? into the see, they mettc 
.•moon a vesell of Scotlond whiche hade taken diverse scliippes 
of Ynglonde, and toke hit with nioehe treasure, and o]>er xv. 
scliippes off Speyne that come to lielpe that veselle of Scot- 
londe. Also the erle of Salisbery hade made provision that the 
kynge of YYglonde my^lite sayle to Cheirburgh in Normandy, 
and kepe hit, to his grete socoure and so hurtc of men of 
Fraunee, so that he wolde pay to pe kynge of Navarria a cer- 
teyn pension yefely Jierfore. Syr Hcwe Calverle, capiteyn of Vais. Hist., 
Caleys, toke ]>at tyme the castelle of Merke, and destroyede hit. 

In the yere nexte folowynge the duke of Lancastre, the erle of 
Bukkyngliam his broker, the erles of Warwyke and of Stafford, 
takynge with they me a mySbty lioste, saylede into Briteyne, 
and segede the towne of Seynte Malows allemoste by a raonethe. 

The men of the towne dredynge soore, sende to the duke Wals. Hint., 
seyonge thei wolde delyver the towne in this condicion, that 
theire lyves and goodes schohle be salvede and the towme 
from brennynge. The duke despisynge that condicion, sende 
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mony men to take ilie towne, whom he recevvid ageyne heten 
U i S 375 iSt ** tn,| y withowtc eny hope to recure that towne. In the 
same yore abowto the feste of seynte Lawrence the sonnes of 
Beliall entrede into the ehurehe of Westemonastery in the 
tyino of divine servyce, and pnrsuede nnryylitcousely ij. es- 
qwyers fledde from ]>o towre of London unto that seynctuary, 
Wals.^iust.. lohn Sehnkel and Kobert Iianley. Whielie men did sle the 
'* seide Kobert, rcsistenge theyme to his powerc, afore the static ol 
tlie prior, and hnrte a ministre of )>e ehurehe movenge theym to 
levo for reverence of the sacrament. And thei tokc John 
Shakell owte of the seynctuary with theyme, destroyengc the 
privileges of that place grnwnted by mony popes and kynges. 

Wais. Hist., Syr Kawfe Fereres, kny^hte, Syr Alan Bnxille, eapitan of the 
u towre, were governoures of that wicked peplc, that the seyenge 
of the gospelle mvyhte be verifvede, 1 knyihtes did that thynge. 

The seide esqwyers, Iolm Sehnkel ami Kobert Hanley, toke the f. 402 l>. 
eric of Deenc in the batelle of Speyne at Naser, to whom lie 
toke his son for plegge as for a eeiteyn summeof money. And 
bis fader (led be was suftrede to departe, and his sonne rc- 
maynede in plegge ; and in that the seide esqwyers wolde not 
dclyver that prisoner to the kynge, oon of theyme was sleyne, 
an<l the other csqwyerwas imprisonede in the towre of London. 

And hit was to be inervaylede of the seide rouge man that he 
wolde not knowlege his name, but servede theyme mekely as if 
he hade bene tlieire servaunte. But soone after the seide yonge 
man was brou^hte to the kynge, moche peple mervaylenge of 
M r, i1s. Hist., bis Constance and mekenesse. In this ycre the Scottes tokc by 
frande the cnstellof Bcnvyke, and kepede hit by viij. daies, and 
in the ix ,he day thei were sleyne by Henricus Percy erle of 
Northumbrclonde, and so Ynglisehe men occupiede fat eastelle 
ageyne. Abowto this tyme a grete dissension was movedo 
betwene tlie kvngc of Fraunee and gentilmen otf Brito vne 
Armoryke, in that the seide kynge wolde have hade all the 
eastells and towres of that cunt re delyverede to liyin. Blit the 
gentylmen not couseutyuge ]>erto, sonnne were sleyne, and 
somme of theym were hongede. And mony of theym fleenge 
were salvede, whielie wolde not drnwe afterwarde to ]>e kynge 
of Fraunee ; and this was ]>o lirste cause that men of Briteyne 
tuvnede as sodcnly to Syr lohn Mouiiteforte tlieire natnralle 
" aI i s ' 3 ^ lst '’ Jorde. Kynge Kicardus began to lioldo a parliamente at Glou- 
eestre in ]>is yere, in the xij. knlendes of November; for diverse 
lordes dredynge men of London for fat grete offense doen in 
Westemonastery, movede the kynge that he scholde not kepc 
his parliament at London, that thei myyhtc have tlieire 
purpose ageyne the libertes of churches. In wliichc parlia-

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incut princes and Ionics aeompanvedc to ]>eim diverse doctors 
and elerkes to conscntc to tlieyra, intendynge utterly to destroy 
pe privilege of churches. For thei were so cruelle that per 
was not oon man in that parliainentc that durste speke oon 
worde for thabbote of Westeinonastery. But alleniyjhty God, 
whiche grownded his churche on so sure a fundacion, wolde not 
snffre tlieyni to prevayle longe, and causede his tru peple to 
ryse ageyne peim and to make resistence. And God movede 
so the herte of the seide kynge that he suffrede pat churche to 
enjoye his libertes, innnunites, and privilege, and confermede 
theyin by his chartour. Iohn Brynkeley abbot of Seynte 
Fdmondbury diede in this yere, and soone after the |) 0 ])e $afe. 
that monastery to Fdmunde Brumfelde, monke of the same 
monastery, professor of holy divinite, and proctor of the ordre of 
hlake monkes of Ynglonde in the eowrte of Rome; whiche 
provision causede grete liurte to that monastery. A parlia- 
ments was kepede at London abowte the f'este of the Annun- 
ciacion of oure Lady, in whom a subsidy was grawntede to the 
kynge, that the dukes of Lancastre and of Briteyne scholde pay 
to pe kynge eiper of peim x. marke, and archebisehoppes as 
moche ; erles and bisehoppes vj. marke. And also every abbot 
for every broper of the place iij.s. and iiii.r/. And so noo man 
of worsehip escapede, but he payede to that subsidy. And in 
the same yere, abowte the fest of seynte Iohn Baptiste, the 
cursed pope Clement fleynge from Ytaly come to Avinion, 
kepynge his eowrte per with the cardinalls excommunicate. 
Syr Iohn Harlaston, kny shte, and keper of the towne of Cheir- 
bnrghe, with Syr Gefray Burle, kny^hte, hade a grete victory 
ageyne men of Frauuce, vij xx of theym sleyn, and takynge 
prisoners of the seide men of Fraunce unto the same nowmbre. 
In the same yere Hewe of Calverly, knyyhte, and Syr Thomas 
Percy, broper of the erle of Northnmbrelonde, made admiralles 
of the see occean, after the takynge of mony schippes of theire 
adversaryes, come ageyne to Ynglonde with gladde tythynges, 
that the Briteynes Armorvke were turnede to Syr Iohn Mownte- 
forte, theire naturalle lorde. In whiche tyme the arcliebis- 
ehoppe Cassellens come from the eowrte of Rome, and 
denowncede the kynge of Fraunce excommunicate, and so 
mony men or women as supported that fals pope Clement. 
And specially in that the kynge of Fraunce made a proclama- 
cion thro alle his realmo that whatsoever were obediente to 
pope Urban scholde lose his lyfe and goodes. Fals men of 
Flandres toke by treason a barge of the towne of Fawey, and 
did sle alle men in hit, oon grome excepte, whiche fledde into 
theire schippe and hidde hyra under haeclies, while that oper 
• men did fi^hte. These men of Flaundres commynge to londe 
to utter theire merchandysc, mony merchauntez of Ynglonde 
wente to theire schippes to by somme of theire ware. That

Iohau Cowrtenny, snster to the kynge, into the profite of 
mynst rolls, and unto grete hate of noble men; to whom the 
kynge yafe the townc of Billet, with the manor. And in this 
yere in the vij the day of the moncthe of lunius a conflictc of 
ij. men was hade and made betwene Syr lohn Ilaucslcy, knyylde, 
and Robert lvariuton, csqwyer, in the paviment with owte the 
kynges halle at Westcmonastcry, in the presence of the kynge, 
of the duke of Lancaster, and mony oper noble men in the 
realmc. This was the mater of the conflictc : the scide knyyhte 
accusode Robert Karintou that he delyvered, lyke a fals traytonre, 
the castell of Seynte SaViourc in the vie Constantyn, when he 
was undcreapiten, to the kynge of Fraunce for a grete summe 
of goode, where pat he hade peple ynowe to have kc])edc hit 
ageyne the kynge of Fraunce. ‘Whichc accnsaeion semedc to 
be tru, for the seide Robert was convicte and sleync in that 
conflictc. The eric of Marche sayledc abowte this tyme into 
Yrlonde to rcenre the eownte of llolncster, whom men of 
Yrlonde ocoupiede lor the moste parte, where he hade grete 
vietorys and mony, and recurede moehc of his londes, and sub- 
duedc mony of theyme to hym. Thomas odcstoke erle off 
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Bukkyngham, Syr IIcavo Calverle and Syr Bobert Knolles, WaN. Hisi., 


takynge with they me a noble host o, saylcde to Caloys, and 
rvdenge by the hordres of Fraunee witliowtc eny insistence, 
hrente mony townes in the bordres of hit, and did sle peple 
withowte eny mercy, untiile that thei come to the costes of 
Briteyne, v.’h.ichc cuntrc thei entrede, thoirc hoste neither 
bastes Iiurte. In whiche tvmc Churls kvnge of Fraunee com- 
mitte the governayle of* the realme of Fraunee and the kepynge 
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duke of Andegavy 
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of his sonuc to his yongor 
t lie elder broper and 

]>eroff, movede gwerre ngoyn the yonger broker 
t vine tlie Scottes entrede into Combrelonde and 
londe unto Yngclwode, and tokc mony bestes with 
did sle also mony men of that cuntrc. Also thei spoylede men 
at the feire of Penrcth, mony men of Ynglonde taken by peym 
and slcync. In whiche tyme the galoesof the kvnge of Fraunee 
hrente mony townes and places longynge to the prior and con- 
vente of Lewes. A newe eontencion movede betwene the eric 
of Flandi •es and the commune peple, the seide erle did sle 
abowte viij. ar. men of the townc of Ypres, whiche come to have 
laborede for peas, and segede the cite Gandancus. But men of 
that cite were not adredde of tlie erle, and sette open the yates 
of the cite that ho myMite; and so after a longe contynucde 
sege the erle toke peas with theyme for a sehorte season and 
dissolvede the sege. The sonne of Charls somme tyme kynge 'Vais. Hist., 
of Fraunee, of xj. yere in age, was crownede kynge of Fraunee *’ Ul) ‘ 
abowte this tyme, in the monethe of September. In the 
begynnynge of the reigno of whom a grete tnuiultuacion and 
munnur was hade amonge the peple and gentyllemen of that 
londe for grete exaccions and taskes. Wherefore peple at 
Parisius compellede mony noble men .of that londe to fle, and 
to take places of defense, sleynge so mony men as they cowthc 
fyndc ot the gate, men of the cuntre Immense, for they expende 
allemoste alle the goode of |)C region of Fraunee. For withowte 
dowte thei receyvyde dayly a grete summe of goode lvij. c - li. 
payede dayly to theym, and dividede byegalle porcions to xxv (i 
gates from the rnonethe of May unto the monethe of Auguste. 

The duke of Lancastrc and other lordes wenteto the Scottes to 'Vals. llist., 
make a trety for pease abowte the monethe of October ; in whiche 
trety hit was seide that noo thynge was docn to the profits of 
the realme, but that 1 ruse 'was taken unto Ester folowyugc. 

Also in the begynnynge of the monethe of November the kynge Wals. Hist., 
kepede his parliamente at Northampton, where lohn Kyrkeby 
was hongeclc for the dethc of the noble mcrchaunde of Lon- 
don. A grete subsidy was grawntede to the kynge in this 
parliamente. that he scholde receyve of every preste liavynge 
benefice Avitk other prestes and of o)»or rel'gious men \’j. s. and 
A’iij . </. And of lay peple, of :i man ami his wife that were sufli- 
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ciente ij. s., mid idle peple id'ter tlieire power, whiche cxaccion 
• eausede moclic wy’kkyduesse in that londe. The oldc ypocrite, 

Iolm Wyclif, sustenedc and tokc the opinions of Berengarius 
, of the sacrament in the awter, and deceyved moche ])eple. A f- 405 a. 
cardinalle eomo into Ynglonde ]>at yere with the duke of Tas- 
silia abowte the begynnyngc of the monethe of Marche, with 
mony o]>er noble men sende from the kynge of Boemia, whiche 
callcdc hym einperoure, for matrimony to be contracte betweno 
I lie kynge of Ynglonde and his snstyr. Whiche cardinalle gate 
grete goodes in this londe, and depart ede with grete rewardes 
, of the kynge also. And abowte this tyme Edmund Langelcy 
erle of Cantebrigge, and the brojier of ]>e erle of \\ arwyke, and 
Syr Mathewe Cowrtenay, tokc tlicire ionrney to Portyngalo to 
liclpe that kynge oppressedc moche by the kynge of Spcyne, and 
that he myyhte conquere the real me of Speync by reason of the 
duke of Lancastre his broj>or whiche maryedc the heire of Spcyne. 

But the seidc lioste coinmyn into that cuntre in savegarde, tliei 
did noo thynge for the espcciallc cause of tlicire commyuge ; 
but that the sonne of the erle of Cantebrygge maryede the 
doubter and heire of the kynge of Portyngalo. In the yere 
piiste, as hit is scliewede afore, the kynge reccyvyde a grete 
tallage of the cleregy and laymen, whereby a grete 1 trowblede 
..was eausede in the realme. For the enemy of pease sawede a 
dedely sede, of whom a corrnpte frute did aryse and growe, 
whiche hade destroyede utterly the realme of Ynglonde, but 
that the modcr of Criste puttc to the lionde of mercy and of 
clemency". This sede was avarice, the rootc of alle synne, 
whiche brouyhte furthe the corruptc frnte of discorde, poyson- 
yngc moche peplc unto detlic. For diverse ministres of the 
kynge willynge to please hym and to displease God, seidc to 
hym that the seidc tallage was not truly alleviate to the utilito 
of ]>e kynge. Wherefore tliei oflrede to pay a certeyne soramc 
of money" to the kynge, so that he wolde >itle to tlieyme licence 
and auetorite ; and so diverse of theyme, havynge wrytynge 
of the kynge, depnrtcde into diverse costes of Ivente and of 
Estesex, and intretede the peple unmanerly", and did to tlicymc 
grete injuryes also. The jieple seeuge that, tokc cownsayle to 
gedre and resiste those men longynge to the kynge, and did 
ryse ageyne theyin, and did sle somme of tlieym and wounded 
mony. This doen, pat peple dredynge the wratlieof the kynge, 
movedc a detestable perturbaciou, for tliei did excite alle the 
communes of Estesex and of Ivente ageyne the kynge and 
lordes, gedrenge an lioste as innumerable, and takynge men put 
in exile and hanysched into tlicire eapitanes, sidynge to tlieyme 
these names, lak Shepe, Iolm Wrawe, Thomas Mellor, Watte 
Tyler, Hobhe Carter, and Iackc Strawe. And so they wente 
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by diverse places, sonnne of tlicim in nrmourc and somme of 
theym with owte arinoure, havvnge diverse* weppyn of de- 
fease, with bailors displayede robbvnge and brcnnynge inoiiy 
ryalle manors, and specially of the ministros or of men of lawe 
longynge to the kynge, and places of the reteneincnt of the 
doke of Lai icast re. And so that peple a c. m. in nowmbro \Vai». iii>i. 
come abowto the fe.ste of the Holy Trinite to a place live to •• 
London callede Llakehetlie, and taryonge )>er a eerteyne season 
sende to the kynge, whiclio was lledde into the towre of Lon- 
don for drednof tlicyme, that he scholdc eninine and speko with 
theyine at the same place. For the same peple llionihte that 
and if the kynge hade eonimyn to theym, tliei vvolde have 
broushte liyin thro alle the realme, and to have fnlfyllede 
tlieire wickede purpose' by anetorite of liyin. Whiehe pur- 
pose was to have sleync tille the noble bloode in Vnglonde of 
cipcr kynde, and tin* kynge at the laste also, and so to have 
disposede the realme at tlieire pleasure. 'Flic kynge fnlle- 
fyllynge tlieire wylle toke with liyin Syinon Sudbury, arehe- 
bisehop of Cawnterb<>ry, and his treasurer Robert Hales, a 
noble knyylite, saylcde over Thnniys to tboym. The peple 
seenge the kynge, come bohlcly towarde Thamys to mete liyin 
Then the archebisehop and the treasurer ^afe cownsaile to the 
kynge that tliei schokle returne to the towre, sayenge that hit 
was grete perellc to goe amonge that ernellc pcplf, and so the 
kynge retuniede to the towre. The peple seenge the kynge 
ret nrn c cryede with a lowdc voyee, “ Treason, treyson,” niak- 
yngogrete haste to London ; whiehe entrede into pc cite in the 
vigillc of the Corpus Christi, and did grete linfte, sleyngc 
mony of the Fleinmynges and robbynge theyine. And in the 
morowe folowvnge they wente to the nianers of Favey, long- 
ynge to tlie duke of Lancastre, and hrente hit, not levynge 
oon ston uniK'the on an oper, fyndyng(‘ per grete goodes, as 
clothes, precious stones, golde and silvyr, lakynge suchc thynges 
as they cowtlic cary with theyine, and hrennyngc the reside, 
the seidc duke of Lancastre beynge in the marches for to trete "Wais. Hisi 
for pease betwene the realmcs off Vnglonde and of Seotlonde, 
whom tliei wolde have sleyue with goode wylle and if they 
roy^hte haven taken liyin. That docn, thei wente to Clcrken- 
welle, where they (lestroyede mony bowses and a grete parte 
of the chnrche, and destroyede moche wyne fomide ]>er after 
that thei hade drunkc unto tlieire pleasure. Also thei de- 
stroyede a newe manor made but late afore by that prior with 
owte London for to solace liyin and his lire per per. Also thei 
wente to the Temple and to the places of men of lawe. brek- 
ynge tlieire coffurs, and brennynge bookes and wrytynges 
founde per, and departede from the cite- with grete goodes. 

And the kynge with alle the noble men of that cite durste not 
^iffe batellc to theyine, in whiehe tyme chorles hade gover- 
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luivlc Mini Ionics were subjcctes. Ami in llic da\ nexte folow- 
ynge tliei wente to m place eallede Milendc with owte Loudon, 
sendviige to tlic kvngo ninl oomniaiiiidyiige hym to com tne to 
that place to theym nnarmede with i’cwo pcple ; and if lie 
wolde not coniine tliei scholde destroy the town*, and the 
kyngo scholde not escape with his lyfc. The kyngo havviigo. 
not andaeite to displease ]»cym, takenge gretc thonUitc how hi* 

.-ehohle, wente to theyme with gretc drede of his lyfo. And so 
the rates of the towre open, a gretc multitude of theym outrode 
into hit, and inqniryde with grete diligence for the archc- 
hischop and for the treasurer and o|>er ministres of the kyngo 
whom tliei did hate. The noble men fontide were hededo, and 
xv. oper men sleyue, and mony escapode mervellousely whom 
they wolde have sloync. This cruelle peplc toko downe the 
liedde of Iohn Must rewort he, a fals iraytour, of whom meneion 
is made afore, from London bryggo, and sette the liedde of the 
nrchebischop of Cawnterbory per, naylyngc fastc his cappo to 
liis forhcdc. The kyngo eommynge to that place as he hade 
in commanndomente, apperede amonge theym as a lainhe 
amongc wulfcs, iitfenge grete honor to pcple beyngo ahowto ; 
whom |ait pcple did bchohle with a hostuons and a frowarde 
eoiiteiiauucc, rechynge to hym diverse peticions redaete into 
wrvtyngc, to the grete lnirte of the realme and of the clmrche, 
soyengu utterly that lie seholdc not departe from I hey me 
nntylle that he hade eonfermede theyme by his letters patent. 

The firstc pctieion was that lie scholde make alle men fro thro 
Ynglondc and qnieto, so that pore scholde not be eny native 
man after that tyun*. Also an opor petieion was, tliei dosiredc 
the kyngc to pardon idle the seide peple, and every man of 
theyme, for alle transgressions made a gey no the kyngc, treason, 
felony, and for cxtorcions made by theyme in ony place, and 
that he scholde grawnto to theym to lyve in rcste and pease. 

Also that the same lige men and snbjectes scholde have liherte 
to live ajnl to solle in alle cites, bnrghes. and townes pro Yng- 
londe. Also that noon acre of londe scholde e.xcede iiij.i/. f. 407 b. 
Also they desyredc mony other thynges into pe prejudice of pe 
realme. The kynge seynge that he cowtlie not escape from 
theym, grawnto to tlioire peticions, and scnlcde theym by his 
letters patent, and departed© by licence from theyme. in the 
iiij ,he day after, whiclic was on Saturday, the kyngc did rydo 
after meyte to Wcstemonastery to vir-ittc seynte Edward kynge, 
and to sec if that they hade doen eny lnirte per. "Whichc re- 
tnrnynge from tliens bv Smvthfelde founde alle that place fulle 
of theym. And Water Tyler, oon of theire governours, come 
to pe kynge with a frowarde eontenaunco, with his eappe on 
his liedde, ehargynge and commaundynge the kynge to eorrccte 
and amende the letters that he toke to theym. And pat tyme 
oon man was not abowte the kyngc that dnrste rebuke in that 
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he did not reverence to pe kynge ; but at pe laste William Wal- 
worth e, tuarcinll of London, lvbukcdc Wat Tyler, and wounded 
hyin soore with his swerde, and an oJ>er of tlievm bevnge by 
linrte the seide William soore. And soone after a grete mnl- 
tilmlo of theyni cryode, “Where is oure govenioure ? ” The 
kynge beynge amongc therm, seide, “ l'olowe me, v am youre 
“ govenioure and .so tliei lolowede hym into pe feldes wiihowte 
London ; where men longynge to the kynge did sle mony of 
theym, and so the peple were dispersed, havynge noo audaeite 
to sehewe tlieire hedes after that tyme; and so this grete 
rumor was mitigate thro the helpe of Godtle. That doen, the 
kynge made incontiuentli, or anoou after, the seide William 
Walworthe kny^hte, and other iij. or iiij. of the noble men of 
the cite, and made Syr Robert Knolles eapiteyn of pat cite of 
London, causynge the eapiteyns of that unhappy lioste to be 
souyhte and to heded if tliei my^hte be founde, r l'he seide 
Syr William Walworthe causedc the hedde of the archebischop, 
sette on the brygge of London, to be taken downe, and to be 
kepede with grete reverence, settynge on' that brygge the hedde 
of Watte Tyler. In whiche tymes the communes off Sowtlie- 
folke, Northefolke, Hnntyndou, and of o]>er cuntres abowte, 
made lvke insurreecions, dpstroyenge mony matters and places, 
and sleuge also mony men. Whiche peple did sle cruelly, in 
the monastery of Seynte Edmundbery, Syr lohn Candische 
justice to the kynge, and the prior of that place, with his 
cliapeleyne. Hit is open and expresse that the seide peple 
entende the destruccion of the realme and of J>c ehnrche, for 
tlieire werkes ^iffe experience, and confessions, whom we scballc 
expresse in tlieire ordre and place, llyt may be schewede by 
tlieire werkes, for tliei did sle the hedde of the chnrehc of 
Yngloiule, pe archebischop of Cawntcrbery. Also unto the 
lmrte of the feithe of Criste tliei compellede maisters of gramer 
to swerc that tliei seholdc not teclie after that tyme; also tliei 
brent e olde munimentes, and did sle men of lawe, that per scholde 
not oon man remayne pat scholde knowe newe munimentes from 
olde. Hit was grete perelle pat tyme to have be knowen for a 
derke, and specially if that he bare pennes and ynke at his 
gyrdle. And that tliei intended the destruccion of pe realme, 
hit may be schewede by the confession of Iolin Strawe, whiche 
was ebief'e eapiteyn amongc theym after Wat Tyler, whiche 
perccyvynge that he scholde dye, seide : “ Y hen we were at 
“ Blakehethe and sende for the kynge, oure purpose was to 
“ have slevne alle kuydites, esqwyers, and gentylmen pat hade 
“ eommen with hvm, and to have brou^hte tlie kynge with us 
“ from jilaee to place, that thro his presence alle ]>e commune 
•• peple my^lite have drawen to oure eompanye; and when that 
“ we hade gedrede a grete multitude of peple, we wolde have 
“ sleyne alle the lordes of the londe sodenly, whiche wolde have 
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^ifl'cn cownsailc or resistance ageyne us. And .specially we 
wolde have destroyede the places of hospitalarycs, the kynge, 
“ bisehopps, chanons, monkes possessionate, and allc men of 
“ chnrehe, the frers exceptc oonly, whiehe scholde have minist- 
“ erode the sacramentes ol the ehurchc to theym. That docn, we 
“ scholde have made lawes alter oure pleasure, and Walter 
“ Tyler kynge of Kente, and oper men in oper cent res ; and 
u in that oure purpose was lotto by the seidc archcbischop, we 
“ hade hym in grete despite and hate. And also we hade in- 
“ tendede to have brente the cite of London in that same day 
“ in whom Wat Tyler was slevu, and to have taken pc goodes 
“ of the cite and to have disposedc theyme after oure pleasure. 
“ This was oure purpose, as God helpc me in the ende of my 
“ lyf’c.” And lnony of theym confcssedc the same thynges. Also 
pc letters of lnaniinission whom the kynge had grauntedc to 
theyme were publischedein mony costcs of Ynglonde, insomoche 
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rosiste theyme, scycngc that thei were free, whom theire lordes 
sulfrcde as for a tyme. These pynges y-paste, the kynge com- 
inanmlede all the lordes of the realmc to commc to London in 
:dle haste, that thei myyhte make provision ageyne the seide f- 408 b. 
peple. A' here hit was ordeynede that certeyne lordes seholde 
be sende into diverse cuntres where that insurrcccions were 
made, with a grete hoste of armede men ; and the kynge wente 
in his awne person into Estcsex, and settc that cuntre in rcste 
and in peas, but a grete multitude of the pcplc were sleyne or 
thei cowthe be reformedc to pease. For as hit was seidc, by 
that trowble vij. m. were sleyne and moo. In whiehe tyme a 
presto, Syr Iolm Halle, disciple of maister Iohn Wyclif, w:is 
taken ;it Goventrc, whiehe hade comfortedc peple to the seide 
insurrcccions, scyenge that thei seholde rejoice licvyn perby open 
in Ids predieacions. This presto was brouyhte to the kynge at 
Seyntc Alban, where he was drnwen and quarterdc, and wolde 
not aske mercy and grace of the kynge, but despisede the kynge 
utterly. Also an oper presto of that same sccte was taken in 
Sowthefolke, which sulfrcde lyke dethc in those costcs. And 
after that the kynge hade causede restcin manor thro the londe, 
he semlc letters into every cuntre annnllynge idle the articles 
grawntedc by hym at the importune instaunce of the commune 
j)C]de. And soone after the body of the archcbischop of Cawn- 
terbery with his hedde also was beryede at Cawnterbcrv, in 
Cristechurche, with grete solennite. Pope Urban crowncdc in 
this tyme Karol us dc Pace into kynge of Sicill, as nexte by 
succession after )>e qwenc of hit, whom he deposede by processe 
of la we, in that sclie norischede longe eardinalls (‘xconimunicate 
ageyne the pope. Whiehe kynge entrede into the region of 
Xeapolis in the feste of the Trinitc, whom the peple of that 
region receyvyd as theire lorde withowte eny batelle, where he

In t lie same yen*, in the 
bo<rvnnvn£o of the nionethe of November, the kvn<re bejraii to 
holde a parliamente at London, whiclie parliament was allcmoste 
oecupvede holly to refonne pease and Concorde behvenc the 
dnko of La i icast re ami Svr lloniioiis Percy erle of North ninbro- 
londc : whiclie cowl he nnnethe he made by the kynge and the 
forties of ]>e real mt* in alio that parliamente; whiclie discordo 
was movede hetwene )>eini in 'that trotys amoiige Scottes for 
f. 409 a. peas for the seide insurreccion. Wherefore that parliamente 
was eontynnede unto the foste of seynte Hillary, in whiclie par- 
lianiente hit was towehede of the manimission of natife men, 
whiclie men supposedc that the kynge wolde have confermede 
in this parliamente that he grawntede to the commune peple in 
that insurreccion. Hut that tliyngc was denyede, firste by the 
kynge, and after by alle the lordes. Syr William Ulforde duke 
oft’ Sowthcfolde dvede sodenlv in that parliament, in the hallo 
at Wostmonasterv. Anne, suster of the kynge of Boemia, v." 
after qwene of Ynglonde, londed at Dovor abowte the feste of 
seynte Thomas ]>e apostle, with a noble company, wherefore 
the parliament begunne was dissolvede, for the manage of the 
kynge, and for I lie feste of Criste folowynge. Syr Edmund \v 
erle of Marche diede in Yrlonde the vj ,e kalendes of lanu- 
arius, after noble vietoryes, by a colde in rydenge over a 
water, and was beryede Jicr for a tyme in a cathedralle churcbe 
in the feste of seynte John Evangeliste, unto that tyme his 
body was redaete unto powdre, and after that the bones were 
broil ste to Ynglonde, and beryede in the monastery of Wygge- 
more with his progenitors. Also his model', the cowntesse, 
dyede in the nones of Ianuarius folowvnge, whiclie was 
beryede with her progenitors in priory of Chanons at Brusles- 
ham. And in the same yerc pope Urban made maister 
William Courteney archebischop of Cawntcrbery, John Ford- 
ham bischop of Dirham, and Robert Brayliok bischop of 
London. Karolns de Pace, cosvn to the kynge of Hungary, 
was crownede into kynge of Sicille by pope Urban abowte the 
feste of Ester, wliiche entrenge iuto that region with a grete 
lioste subduede hit to liym withowte effusion of bloodc, and toke 
the qwene also. Men eallede Gandavcns expellede the erle of""' 
Flandres from that cuntre, and toke the towne of Burges, and 
did sle xx. Jr. of the Flcmmynges, and put sege to the towne of 
Owdcnardc, whiclie lliei eontynnede from the feste of the Inveii- 
cion of (he Holy Crosse unto Cristemasse. . In whiclie tyme t he 
kynge of Frnnnce coinmyngo downe to that euntre with a grete 
hoste, did sle men of the city Gandavens and of the companye 
uuto the nowmbre of xxv. m. In wliiche yere, abowte J>e feste 
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of Seynte lolm ante port Latyne, a parliamente was holdeu at 
London, in wliiche parliament lolm Wra wo, preste and capi- 
tcyne of t he commune peple, was drawen and hongede at Bury, 
by the desire of |>e commune peple. And in the same somer 
the clnke of Andegavy toke his journey towarde Sicille, to 
depose the kynge of that centre, for t lie cursed pope Clement ' ’ 

aforeseitle hath; crownede the seide duke into kynge of Sicille. 
f 11 this ye re, |»e xij. knlendes of liiuius, a grete movynge of 
crtlie was in Ynglonde, and an o|>er in |>e i.\ ,e kalendes of the 
same tnooiie. In wliiche t.yme a parliament was kepedc at 
London, in whom oon xv thc was grawntede to the kynge of 
laymen; and after that the clergy grawnted oon Uyine to 
the kynge in this eondicion, that he wolde yifle helpe to 
the churclie ageyne. Iieretykes folowynge the doctryne of 
Wyclif and his folowers. For the seide conclusions, whom 
thei prechede openly amonge the peple, examinate were fouude 
erroncus, fulle of heresy, and repugnant to the state of the 
churclie. Wherefore the arcliebLchoppe of Cawnterbery con- 
dempnedealle the oppinions as erroncus, and cnrsede soleunely 
nlle men prechynge, techynge, or Jiflyngo favor to ]>e seide 
conclusions openly or prively, ef whatsoever state or degre he 
were. Also the settle metropolitan commaunded alle bischoppes 
of the province otf Cawnterbery that thei and every bischop 
of tlieim scholde expresse )>e seide monicions and inhibicious 
in theire diocyse, and to make iuquisicions for these men 
prechynge that heresy. For as hit was seide, they were ac- 
companvede unto the nowmbreof cc., somme prechynge abowte 
( Jxenfordc and in diverse cuntres ageyne prelates of J»e churclie, 
and specially ageyne religious men possessionate, sevenge that 
hit were a meritorious dede to take temporal le goodes awey 
from theyine, exhortenge peple to do so in theire sermons. 

And withowte dowte if thei my^lite have eontynuede in theire 
purpose thei hade destroyede alle the churches of Ynglonde, 
and eonseqnentelv the realme also. The conclusions of heresy 
of |>o seide doctor Wiclif folowe, repugnant to the determi- 
liacions of the churclie. The firstc conclusion, that the sub- 
staunce of materialle brede and wyne remayne in the sacrament 
after the cousecracion. Also ano]>er conclusion, that Criste is 
not in that sacramente ydemptifically, veryly and really in his 
propre presence corporcalle. Also if a bischop or preste be in 
dedely synue he may not, ^iffe ordros, or baptize, or con- 
secrate that blissede sacrament, and if he do eny of the 
misterys hit avaylethe not. Also lie seide and if a man or 
woman were duely contrite in herte alle confession externalle f- 410 a 
were superfluous and unprofitable. Also he seide that Criste 
awe to obbey the develh*. Also and if the pope be knowen 
afore a man of ylle disposicion, and by conseipient the lnein- 
lire of the devclle, he bathe 1100 powere ^iifen to liym on 
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Cristen pe])lc* hut pornventiirc of the eiiiperoure. Also 1 1103' 
seide that 1100 man awe to be made pope after pope Urban the 
yj te , but peple scholde lyvc by theire awne lawes in the manor 
of Grckcs. Also an o|>er conclusion was that hit scholde be 
ngeyne scripture that men of the clmrche scholde have posses- 
sions temporallo. Also ho seido that aceidontes romaynede not 
withowte a subjeete after the conseeraeion in the same sacra- 
ment. The conclusions erroneous and repugnant to the deter- 
minacions of the churcho folowe hero. The firste, that noo 
prelate awe not to curse eny man withowte he knowe hyni 
excommunicate of God afore. Also he seide that a prelate 
cnrsynge in that wise was an heretyke or excommunicato. 
Also he seide that a prelate eursynge a clerke ]>at hatlie ap- 
pellede to the kyngo and to the cownsailo of the reahne, is the 
traytor of God, of pe kynge and of the reahne. Also he seide 
men were hevetykes that wolde love to prcche and teche the 
gospelle of God for eny sentence of man. Also he seide 
hit was lawofull to a diacon or preste to proche the gospelle of 
God withowte auetorite of the pope or of eny other bisehoppe, 
so that ho hade abilito of sufficient intellect. Also ho peide 
J>er was noo lorde bischop or prelate while that he were in 
dedoly synne. Also he seide that temporall lordes my %lite 
take lawefully temporall goodes from men of the cluirche tres- 
passynge habitually, and dispose theym at theire pleasure. 
Also lie seide that tytlies were pure, and that men my^hte 
rcteyne theyme for the synnes of theire curates, and dispose 
]>eim at peire pleasure. Also he seide that spiritual! suffrages 
doen by prelates or religious men for a man, profite that man 
noo more then other men. Also he seide that a man eutrenge 
a private religion is made more apte to the eommaundementes 
of God to be observede. Also lie seide that seyntes whiche 
ordeynede privates religions with possessions or withowte 
synne in that institneion. Also he seide that men lyvynge in 
private religions be not of the feithe of Criste. Also he. seide 
f. 410 b. that freres were bownde to gette theire lyvynge by the 
laboure of their hondes and not by beggynge. Also he seide 
that a man Jiffynge alines to a frere beggynge-or preehenge is 
aenrsede, and the frere also. And soone after ]>e nativite of 
seynte Iohn Baptiste, the arehebischop of Cawnterbery eitede 
somme of the seide heretykes, and somrne of point apperede at 
London afore hym, and appellede from his sentence and ex- 
eommunicacion unto the eowrte of Rome. Amonge whom 
mayster Iohn Aston was sende to be imprisonede at Seynte 
Alban, in that he wolde not answere to eerteyn poyntes and 
articles objecte figeyne liym. Pope Urban committe in this 
yere powere to the duke off Lancastre to do perseeucion ageyne 
the kynge of Speyne, and to rejoyee that reahne by dewe en- 
lieritaunee, in that he hade maryede the lawefulle heirc of 
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Speyne. lvvnge of Fra mice entrenge into Flaundres ugcyiio 
abowte that tymc, did sle men of the cite Gaudanense by treason 
unto the nowinbre of xxv. M., and in returnynge from Flaundres 
mony of the cnntre abowte Pans rebellede agoyne the kynge of 
Frau nee, wherefore mony of theynic were sleyn and mony were 
honged, and grete hurte was doeu to that cite. The kvnge of 
Portyngallo seynge the liclpc promysedo to hym from Vnglonde 
not. to comme, and thenkynge that lie was not able to resist e 
the kvnge of Speyne withowte moore socouro, toke peas with 
the seidc kynge of Speyne in this eondicion, that lie scliolde not 
lette men of Vnglonde lieynge with hym to depart e to tlieire 
cnntre, and take to therm sehippes and snllieient goodes to 
theire exhibicion unto tlieire emit re ; and so the seidc men of 
Ynglonde come into the seidc londe abowte the ende of the 

■O 

monethc of October. A grete and mervellous rcync was in 
this yere abowte the feste of scynte Thomas apostcll, inso- 
moehe )>at the water was cnercasode pro alio Ynglonde by iiij. 
foote moore then ever waters were seen afore in altitude, whielie 
drownede mony townes and bestes and eornes, withowte bernes 
and bowses and mony mylles and grete brygges. In the same 
yore pope Urban sonde to llenricus Despenser, bisehop of 
Korwiche, that lie seholde doe persecueion unto the seidc 
eursede pope and his norischers, grawntyngc to allemcn goynge 
with liym in the seidc vinge plener remission of tlieire sy lines, f. 411 a. 
and men yiffvnge env of theire goodes towardc that viage. 

Also the pope safe power to the seide bischoppe to dispense 
with alle men liavvnge benefices seculer or religions that (hoi 
inytte be absente from theire benefices and d ignites withowte 
licence obtente off tlieire prelates, with hollo pereepeion of the 
frutes of theire benefices, as aud if tliei were resident per per- 
sonally. Also the seide bisehop liade powere to compellc alle 
mancr religious men and freres ami pe governoures of thevm, if 
tlie seide bischoppe thoutlite that hit were expedient to the 
seide viage. In whielie yere the eursede pope ^afe powere to 
the kynge off Scotlonde to do persecueion to the kynge of 
Ynglonde, in that he supportede pope Urban ageyne hym. 

Also the duke of Audegavy, chief'e enemy to the churehc of 
Home entrede into Ytalv with a grete multitude off peple to 
delyver the qwene of Sicille from prison, eursede by pope Urban 
and deposede, laborynge to restore here to that realme, and to 
>iffe batelle to the pope afterwarde. Kynge Richarde began to 
kepe a parliament that same yere at Westmonastery, sone after 
the feste of scynte Hillarius ; in whom a xv was grawntede to 
the kynge by seculer and lay peple, and oon dynie of the cleregy. 

In whielie tyme tlie kynge of Fraunce come with a grete hoste 
to restore the crle of Flandres to his cunt re, whom men of tlie 
cite Gmnlenens mette, and loste pe victory ; and a grete multitude 
of tlieim was sleyne, and an esqwyer Philippe Nacerfelde, causer 
of that trowblc and jioir capiteyn, was sleyne por also. The 
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residu of that peple fleddc unto the cite Gnudaiiense inlendynge 
to hope hit uutilletiiat tliei lnvde soimne socoure from Ynglonde. 
Kyngc Rioharde began to hope an other parliinnente in the same 
yere at Westemonasterv in the begynnynge of the monethe 
of Maii, to make provision for an hoste to be sende into 
Frannec to remove liym if he wolde be, for he lay nye 
to (’a leys with a grete hoste, after that lie hade restorede 
tin* eric of Flanndres into his cu litre ; other wliefer the 
kyngc seholde go in his awnc person, other what ofer Ionics 
seholde take on theym that viagc. For whiehc mater a eon- 
traversv was hade betwenc fe Ionics and fe coinmuues ; for 
the Ionic wolde that the duke of Lancastre seholde have bene 
governonre of pat hoste, hut the commune peple wolde not so, 
desyrynge the bischoppc olFNorwiche to be theirc governonre 
after the desire of fe pope, seyenge that they grown ted c the 
seide tallage to the kyngc ferfore : and so pe communes obtenede 
theirc desyre. Where hit was ordeynede that the seide tallage 
seholde be payede to the bischop, where with he seholde hire 
snflieient men of annes to ^iffe batclle ageyne pc enemys of 
Criste, and to made redy that hoste in alle haste.

The bischop of Norwiehc did londe in this yere at Calys 
with his hoste in the f'este of the apostoles Petyr and Panic, 
havynge with hym Syr He we (Jalverly and but fewe moo men, 
proved and experte in bated, but the nowmbre of men of armes 
and specially of Foote men encreasede dayly. For mony reli- 
gions men, ehanons, monkes and freres, and ofer benefyeede 
men, wente to liym after liys departynge. Whiche bischoppe 
wente anoon to the townc off Gravenynge, and layde sege to 
hit ; but fe men inhabitynge hit seide utterly tliei wolde not 
delyver hit, for thei did not holdc with pope Urban, and resistc 
my_>htely the bischoppe and his hoste. But the bischoppc pre- 
vaylede, and entredeinto the towne, and did sle alle men in hit ; 
and after fat he wente to Dunkyrke, and vecurede that towne 
also in schorte space. And as sodenly xxx. m. of the eommnnes 
of Flanndres come into the pleynes nye to the seide towne orly, 
with certeync capitcyns and governoures, whiche hade iuten- 
dede to have taken the bischop sodenly, and to havesleyne liym 
and his hoste. But as God wolde, the bischop hade knowlege 
by a lytelle space that ]>ei cowthe unnetlie make theym redy in 
theire armore afore theirc commynge. Whiche eonflicte begunne 
a M. men of Ynglonde were not fer in nowmbre, but the moste 
parte of feint were archers, but the nowmbre encreasede; whiche 
men spcmle theire arowes so that tliei eausede that other hoste 
to flee, folowynge theym allemoste unto nyyhte. And after fe 
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os.timacion of men of Ynglonde, men oil Flaimdrcs were s ley no 
allemoste unto the nowmbre of xj. m., and xv. men of Ynglonde 
were sleyne in Ihnt conflict. That doen thci toke the towne of 
Ncuport with v. o|>er townes and thcgoodes in theyme, whereby 
men of Ynglonde hevnge per gate grete habnndance off goodes. 

Atony men in diverse partes of Ynglonde nnderstondynge that 
the hoste there gate so grete goodes, a grete multitude of men 
wepte to that centre. Whiehe conimyn into those costes wolde f. 412 a. 
not be governede, and departed?, unto diverse costes ; whiehe 
pej)le were sievin' or taken. The bischoj) of Norwich© wente to 
the towne of Y pres sone after with his hoste, and brente the 
subarbes of that towne, and spoylede theyme? whiehe hade re- 
enrede that towne also, but that diverse men of his hoste were 
corrupte with money of his adversaryes. Whiehe thyngc was 
lyke to be tru, for diverse of theym were convicte in Ynglonde 
after afore the kyngc ? and so niochc labor wastede, the bisehop 
departedc from the sege. That doen the bisehop wente to Gra- 
venvnge and repayrede hit, taryenge per with a certeyn nowmbre 
of men with hym ? and the marescall and constaole wente to the 
towne of Biirbourghc, whom thei hade taken also, taryenge for 
moore hel])e to he sonde from Ynglonde. But theire hoste de- 
oreasedc and departedc to Ynglonde for the salvacion of goodes 
that thei hade geten per. And sooue after the kynge of Fraunce 
come with a grete hoste, and fixedehis tentes ageyne the towne 
of Bnrbnrghe and sette fyre in the towne, whiehe fyre was so 
fervente that hit brente and consumede whatsoever thynge that 
hit towehedc. That doen the duke of Britcyn, governourc of the 
fyrste wardc, oppugned that towne soore, hut the seide men of 
Ynglonde resist© hym manfully, and did sle and wounde mony 
of his wardc, for they were disposed rather to dye manfully 
then to he sleync cowardly by that curscde kynge of Fraunce. 

But that duke of Bryteyne seenge the manhodc of theyme was 
lothe that thei schohlc be put to dethe ; whiehe duke had 
maryede to his wife the suster of the kyngc of Ynglonde. 
Wherefore he was mediator betwenc the kyngc of Fraunce 
and peim, unnethe gettynge grawntc of theire lyfes. And the 
bisehop beyngo in the towne of Gravenyngc was commaundede 
to avoide from hit by the kynge of Fraunce by a certeyn tyme 
prefixedc, and so he did, biit be destroyede utterly pat towne 
before ; and so that viage was ended with sclmme. and after 
that, thei saylede to Ynglonde. In whiehe tyme the Seottes 
toke the castell of Werkc on the water of Twedc, and robbede 
hit and sette fyre in hit. Wherefore hit was ordeynede by pe 
commune assente that the kynge schohlc entvc into Seotlonde 
with a vegallc hoste, and depresse the pryde of the Seottes. 

Kyngc Richarde did holde a parliamente at Westcmonastery 
in that yore in the Aloneday nexte afore the feste of Alle f- 412 *>• 
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Seyntes. In whiehe parliamente oon halfe 1 dyme was grawn- 
tcde to the kynge by the clergy, and and halfe a xv ll,e of 
lay peple, to be payede in the begynnynge of the moncthc 
of Marche, and as nioclie after Ester on a condicion. Pope 
Urban perceyvynge tliat Edmund Bromfelde, nionke of Bury, 
of whom inencion is made of afore, cowtlie not obteyne the 
favor of the kynge to be abbot of ]>g seidc monastery, Jafe 
hym an other monastery of the Holy Crosse at Burdews, 
sendynge powere to the bischop of London to blosse that monke 
electe at Bery into abbot by the convente. But the seide 
Edmund wolde not receyve that benefice grawntede to hym by 
the pope, ne noon oJ>er, and so he was keped at Wyndcshorc. In 
whiehe yere abowte the Annunciacion off oure Lady, John duke 
of Laucastre, Thomas Wodestoke, brother to hym and crle of 
Bukkyngham, wente to Scotlonde with a my>hty hoste. But 
the Scottes hydde tlicyme in woodes, other ells saylede over 
t lie Scotte see, knowynge that theire hoste scholde peresche, 
what thro lningre and thro colde; and soe the seide lordes 
returnedc ageyne to Yngionde, mony of their hoste lostc and 
destroyede, withowte eny frute or victory. That viage doen, a 
parliamente was holdeu at Salisbery, in whiehe parliamente that 
other halfe dyme grawntede in the parliamente afore on a con- 
dicion was grawntede to be payede sone after the feste of seyntc 
Michcll absolutely withowte eny condicion. In whiehe parlia- 
ment a frere of the ordre of Carmelites, John Latimer by 
name, bachiler in divinite, come to J>e kynge and spake with 
hym secretely, sayenge that the duke of Laucastre and o]»cr 
communes of the cite of London and of o]>er diverse townes in 
Yngionde hade conspirede his dethe, and that he scholde prove. 
Wherefore the kynge callede the duke to hym, and expressede 
this communicaciou to hym, the frere stoudynge secretely 
behynde a curtyn. The duke denyede utterly that accusacion, 
submyttyhge hym to suffreaccordynge to that offense as ageyne 
his sovereigne lorde, if that accusacion cowtiie be provedc trn. 
The frere herynge that, come furthe boldely afore the kynge, 
affermynge J>ose thynges rehersedc of the duke to be tru, 
sayenge that he scholde prove those thynges to be tru in what- 
soever manor hit scholde please the kynges goode grace to 
f. 413 a. assigne hym, • adjectynge ]>crto and sayenge the lord Sowcho 
of Harneworthe to be wvttenesse and knowynge of these pre- 
misses. This doen the frere was conunitte to warde, and the 
lorde Sowcho was sende for, whiehe commyn afore the kynge 
afermede openly ]>at he herdc never of that treason afore that 
tyme, whiehe treason the frere seide that he scholde knowe. 
The frere seengc that he cowtlie not be helpede by hym, seide 
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that an o)>cr noble esqwycr of Oxeufordeschire was wittenesse 
of the seide premisses. Whiehe presentede to the kynge 
excusede hym by nil otlie lyke as the lorde Sowche did. '1'lie 
frcre seenge that he myshte not pcrfonne his purpose feynede 
liym as alienate of mynde and distract. But the seide fl'rerc 
was hongede with a grete peyee of lede tyede and made i'aste 
with a strynge to his prive memhres and to his feete also, and 
a grete lyre under thermo, and soe he was tormcntede a grete 
space, and drawen and heded afterwarde. But hit is to he 
mervaylede what cruellencsse seholde move the frere to ex- 
presse suehe thynges. In whiehe tyme Syr John Philipotte, 
knyihte and inerchnunte of London, dyede, a trusty and 
spccinlle lu Her to the realme of Ynglonde, and relevede 
moelie the kynge and the realme, levynge hut fewe men 
after liym of nohilite so feithefull to )>e realme as lie was. 

In whiehe yere John of Northampton, a eytesynne of London, 
was convicte at Radyug in the presence of the kynge and 
of mony oj>er noble men, by the accusaciou of his awne preste, 
for grete and grevous otfenses ; where he was eondempnede 
to perpetualle prison, and his goodes were eschete to the 
use of the kynge. Mony men say that eytesynne was ac- 
cused falsely by the meancs of Nicholas Bambri, eytesynne of 
London also, and that he ^afe a grete sumrae of goode to that 
preste to accuse his maister. In whiehe tyme maister William 
Cowrtenay, metropolitan of Ynglonde, pnrehasede licence of 
the po])e that he myshte visite certcyne diocyses in the pro- 
vince of Cawnterbery, whiehe auetorite seholde endure oonly 
by the space of ij. yere. And so soone after Ester he began to 
visitte the bischop of Exeestre, whiehe visitacion the bischoppe 
admitte ; but he began to resiste the archebischoppe, in that lie 
ynfe ordres within his diocyse within the tyme of the seide 
visitacion, and so a grete diseorde was movede betwene theyme. f. 413 b. 
For a man bryngynge a letter from the archebischop was eom- 
pellede to cite the letter and seale also ; and a man longynge 
to ]>e bischop of Exeestre was compellede to eite the crawcows 
and leder of his sehoone. Whiehe thynges were doen, the 
archebischop and the bischop knowynge not of )>eim, and pease 
•was reformede betwene ]>eim by labor of tlieire frendes, and 
the bischoj) submitte hym mekoly to J>e visitacion of the metro- 
politan. That doen, the metropolitan contynuate his visitacion 
by the diocyse of Exestre, of Bathe, and of Worcestre, whom 
he visitte after personally, and departed at that tyme to Lon- 
don to the parliament. In tyme of whiehe visitacion an o]>er 
dissencion was movede betwene hym and the abbot of Evisliam, 
by his men the enemys of peas. For the seide abbot mette the 
archebischop afore he come to his monasterye, preyenge hym 
entierly to vent his pleasure at a maner place of the seide 
monastery: that thynge grawntede by the archebischop he de- 
partede. But soone after his departynge, diverse men longynge 
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to the archebisehop seide the abbot intended (Vande, and wolde 
not admitte utterly that visitacion hyeerteyne privileges grawn- 
tede to hym by the lawe. Ncverthelesse the seide nrchebis- 
choppe cominyiigc to that monastery was reeeyvede by the 
abbot and convente of ]»at place with grete solennite at the 
noil he dnrre of that ehurche, where thabbot expressede openly 
that hit was not his wylle no intencion to resiste the visitacion 
of his sovereyn and metropolitan in that monastery of Evis- 
liain, neifer in eny o]>er ehurche longynge to hit. And so the 
archebischop entrenge into that ehurche, and makyngc his 
prayers afore the hye awter departede from that place unto 
that towne to his ynne. Also kynge Riehnrde began to holcle 
his parliamente at London in the same yore in the day folow- 
) nge the feste of seynte Martyn, whom he contynnede by a 
eorteyn season. In whiehe parliamente the clergy of Ynglonde 
grawntede to )>e kynge at his pcticion halfe a dyme to be 
f. 414 a. payede after Ester, and au o)>er halfe dyme in this condicion, 
that lie wold go in his awne person to depresse the pride of 
men of Frannce, and] the lay peple grawntede ij. xv ll,c in the 
seide condicion. In whiehe tyrae a eonfliete of ij. men was 
made ]>er betwene Iohn Walische esqwiere and a man of 
Navarria, but the seide man of Navarria faylenge in the pro- 
bacion of his accusacion was drawee and hongede. Abowte 
whiehe tyme the castelle of Berwyk was taken by treason of a 
Scot te, whiehe dwellede with the capiteyn, a sqwyere of Yng- 
loude ; whom the Scottes kepede my^htely ageyne men of 
Ynglonde. The crle of Northumbrelonde seenge that hyt 
eowthe not be delyverede withowte grete charge and costes, 
dredynge also the indignacion of the kynge, promysede to ]>eitn 
a nr. ti. in this condicion, that tliei wolde departe and delyver 
]>e castelle withowte eny hurte. The Scottes receyvynge that 
sinnme departede from the castelle.’ Neverthelesse this mater 
objectc ageyne tlieym in a trety that tliei brake pease and 
promysc of truse taken betwene Jie realmes of Ynglonde and of 
Scotlondc, tliei seide that men off Y’nglonde brake' promyse 
afore by takynge diverse of theire sehippes on the see ; where- 
fore thei seide tliei wolde sette that oon ageyne that other. 
The duke of Andegavy, principalle enemy of the clmrclie of 
Rome and of the roaline of Ynglonde, dyede excommunicate 
and inpenitent, as hit is seide, ]>e xx 1 ' day of ]>e monethe of 
September in this yore, of the pestilence. In whiehe yere 
kynge Ricliardc intended and ordeynede to kolde a parliamente 
at Waltham, unto whom lordes were calledc, unto whiehe 
cownsaile and parliament the duke of Lancastre was desyrede 
to comrae as 'cliiefe cownseilloure to the kynge. But diverse 
’ meu bevnge nye to the kynge, and tuffynge the seide dnke, 
sende wry ty nge to hym secretely that he scholde absente hym 
from fat parliamente, for an if he come tliyder he was but a 
dedde man. The dnke of Lancastre herynge that, sende wry- 
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tyuge to the kynge, bosechynge his hilicnesse to Iiolde liym 
excusede it* hit were his pleasure as for that tyme. But (lie 
kynge 1 to hyin on liis ligcnce that lie sclioldc commo in eny 
wyse. The duke willynge to kepe his ligcnce and lyfe also, 
toko with hym a my \lity lioste, and come to the kynge bese- 
chynge the kynges hycncs not to be displeasedc in that he 
come with so moche peple, sayenge that he dreddc to dye. 
Where the kynge made a protestacion by tlie confirmation of 
an othe that he hade never knowlegc of that treason afore 
that tyme. And after that in Lente maister William Court- 
eney, nrchebischop of Cawnterberv, rebukede the kynge for his 
insolent lyfe and ylle governaunce in the realme longe con- 
tynnede, as hit longedo to the seide metropolitan to do, sayenge 
withowte he npplycde hym to sadder governayle, somrac incon- 
venientes wolde folowe with ynne schortc space, bothe to hym 
and to the realme. The kynge havynge grete indignacion 
perof, wolde have smyten the archebischop, but that Thomas 
Wodestoke, uncle to the kynge, causede hym to refreyne that 
passion of wrathe. Neverthelcsse the kynge rehersede mony 
wordes of obprobry to the archebischoi), and eonccyved ageyno 
hym grete indignacion, and so the archebischop departed and 
wentc into ferre costes from the kynge. Wherefore the seide 
nrchebischop apperede not at diverse cownsailes where that 
eny subsidy scliole be grawntede to the kynge. In whiche 
yere and feste of sevnte Thomas of Cawnterbery, archebishop 
and martir, the organ of the develle, the myrroure of ypocritcs, 
the sawer of discorde, the promptnary of adnlacion, maister 
lohn Wiclif, was taken with a palisy horribly thro allc his 
body; neverthelcsse he sendc furtlic his fals spirittc in the day 
of seyntc Silvesters, and by mcritte, for he hade despysede 
hym ofte with his tonge. In whiche yere Syr Edwardc le 
Bowser was made eapiteyne of the cite Gaudanense, for the 
peple of that cite desyrede of kynge Richarde a eapiteyne of 
Vnglonde; Ju - o the prudence and circumspeccion of whom men 
of L'Yaunce were confusede, the oper men not vexede in eny 
wyse. In whiche yere abowte the feste of Pentccostc, pope 
Urban the vj te degraded vj, cardinalles : the canlinalle of 
Venyse; the canlinalle of Ynglonde, Syr Adam Aston, somme 
tyme monkc of Norwichc ; .and the canlinalle of Janua; wor- 
schipfnllc religious men and professors in divinite. Also the 
cardinall Zang, the cardinalle Corsiensis, and tin; canlinalle 
Tarentyn, men of noble bloode ; and tlie vij. cardinalle was of 
Reatinensis, whom the pope seide to be mover and causer of 
alle that grete trowblc. But withowte dowte that cardinalle 
was seide to have be a man of grete prudence and a doctor of 
lawes, also chieffc cowuselonre of Charls of Peas, kynge of 
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Sicille. And .soonc after a <r l'etc discorde was movede betwmie 
i. io a. j| K » snide kynge and the pope, in that the pope ke])ed not 
eertrvn promisses made to that kynge: and the noble ci of 
bieeriii, into whom tlie pope was lleddc, was segede and tnken 
and brento, the eastelle excepte, into whom the pope was 
lleddc. And so tlie pope was eoaete to eomme fnrfho, whe)'or 
he wolde or nay, and to desvre pease of the seide kynge, 
whom lie obtened with greto diflieult(‘, and so he was snlVrede 
to departe. In whiehe ye re Syr Robert Stretton, bisehop ol* 
Coventre and off Liclielelde, clyede ; whom maister Walter 
Shirawe, doctor of decrees, and bearer of the kyngos prive 
scale, suceedid by eleccion of chanons of Lichefelde and of 
monkes of Coventre. Whichc was consecrate solennely in the 
same yere, in the Sonneday nextc folowynge tlie festes of 
Hill arius and llemigius, of the archebiscliop of Cawn lerbery 
at Westmonastery, with xij. o]>er bisclioppes assistant, kynge 
Kieliarde, tlie kynge of Armeny, with tlie qwene of Ynglonde, 
inony dukes, eides, lordes, anil oj>er noble men presente. In 
whichc yere a grete dissencion was nvovede betwene the kynge 
and the duke of Lancastre, by the instincte of youge men 
drawynge to the kynge conspirynge into the detlie of the 
dnke. But the seide duke havynge knowlege ]>erof, witli- 
drawede hym, and wente to his eastelle of Powntefret, whom 
lie instauredc with armes and vifclls : whiclie dissencion was 
roformede by the laudable labor of lady Iolnin, moder to the 
kynge. In whiclie yere a grete movynge of erthe was made 
abou t e nmldenyjhte of J>e Invencion of the Holy Cross. In 
the same tyme a conjuncion of Jupiter and Saturn folowede in 
the monetlie of May. Also abowte this tyme the Scottes 
hatynge pease, sende to the kynge of Fran nee, with whom tliei 
be prompte ageyne the realme of Ynglonde, desvrynge belpe of 
liym, proniittynge to hym nioore then they were able to per- 
forme, seyenge that and if thei hade a lytelle helpe thei scholde 
destroy© the kynge of Ynglonde. Wherefore the kynge 
of Fraunce sende to J>eim a M. and v. c. speres, witli thynges 
necessary to theyme, and, as hit was seide, the Scottes and 
men off Fraunce god rede togedre were x. m. in nowmbre, 
and so thei intended© to have entrede into the nortlio 
eostes of Ynglonde, and the kynge of Fraunce in the 
sowthe partes of Y nglonde, with an oper lioste. Eieharde 
kynge of Ynglonde understondynge perof, made grete haste 
unto Yorke, taryenge ]>er unto that his lioste were gedredo, and 
f. 415 h. by the tyme that kynge Pichai'de hade milrede into Seotlonde, 
the lioste of men of Ynglonde was seide toexcede the nowmbre 
of a c. m. Whore tlie kynge causede his baner to be displayede, 
makynge per allomoste iij. c. knyjhtesj and anoon the men of 
Fraunce and Scottes were dispersede ; sominc of theyme lay in 
woodesand in inarms, folowynge tlie lioste of men of Ynglonde, 
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oper while slecnge men goynge for vytells and takynge diverse 
men of Ynglondc also. The residu of men off Scotlonde were 
decide over the Scottes see and to mownteynes, and the kynge 
wentc unto the Scottcs see, and hrentc thcire townes, corne and 
herbage, with the towne of Fdinburghe and the abbey of 
INIeuros of the ordre Cisterciens ; and mony men movedc the 
kynge to have goon over the Scottes see, but lie wolde not in 
eny wise, in that thoi hade not, vitells for the lioste, and so the 
kynge returnede into Ynglondc. In whielic viage toward Scot- 
londe Syr It. Stafford*', sonnc and heire of pe erle of Stafl’orde, 
was sleyne by treason by John Holand, broker to the kynge by 
reason of his model*. The kynge havyngc knowlege ]>erof, was 
trowblede, takynge from his broper alle londcs, rentes, offices, 
and dignites; and the seide John Iloland decide to Bcvcrlay to 
enjoy the privilege of that place. After that the kynge sende 
letters to his mocler, cominaundenge her that sche scholclc not 
supporte John llolande here son, neiper norische hym in eny 
wise. Wherefore the seide lady model- to the kynge tokc soe 
gretc sorowe that sehe dyede with ynne )>e space of iij. or iiij. 
dayes folowyngc, and was beryede at Stafforde. The kynge of 
Fraunce disposedo to have, entred into the realme of Ynglondc, 
hade knowlege that men of the cite Gaudanense hade taken the 
towne of Leilam, in whom ]»oi founde moehe vitells and a ar. 
and lxxx' 1 tunnes of wyne, and so the purpose of the kynge of 
Eranncc was ebaungode. Whiche kynge come with his lioste 
unto the seide towne, and segode hit, makynge mony sawtes 
ageync the men in hit. The peple in hit seenge thoi eowthe 
not prevayle, commit te the kepynge off the towne to olelo men 
and women whiche were in hit; and the men of the cite Ganda- 
nensis brekyngc the tunnes, departedc ju-ively unto tkeire cite, 
that oper lioste havyngc noo knowlege of pat departynge. The 
kynge of Fraunce outrode into that towne, perceyvede welle 
that he was mokede, for hit was as vacantc or voide. Ahowte 
the festc of the Exaltation of the Holy Crosse, the schippes 
of the kynge of Fraunce commynge from Flandres were clis- 
persed and broken by an horrible tempcstcin the see, and revede 
in diverse places longynge to Ynglondc. For men of Calcys 
tokc v. c. men that were eominyn to londe and salvedc. And in 
the thryd day folowyngc, men of Calcys fauylite soore ageyne 
lxxij 1 ' schippes of men off Fraunce, and toke xviij. of theire 
schippes and oon grete barge in whom lxx. men of armes were 
sleyne and taken. And in the thrydde day folowyngc the 
seide conflicte, men of Calcys faiisbte ageync xlv. schippes 
returnynge from Scluse, and causedc alle they me to tic, ij. 
schippes excopte and oon carykke, whom they toke with grete 
goocles, in whom ij. cardinalles off Fraunce wore with cc. and 
xxvj. sebippe men and sawdyonrs. In whiche yere also Bar- 
nabo the lorde Mediolancnse was taken and committe to 
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prison by bis sonne in lawe, whiche childe schewede grete 
iibcrtn to pe peple of pat cuntro, and destroycdo a grete multi- 
tude of doggos, whom ryclie mon of pat cuntro and pooro men 
also did lyndo to the use of his fader, whereby he was lullede 
moche of that peple. In whiche tyme pe kyngc of Portyngall 
dyedo, whiche was poysonede by hys qwene, and the maister 
of the 1 1 ospi tall, a noble kny^hte, was clecte 10 be kynge 
ageync his wylle, doynge mony grete victory es ageyne the 
kynge of Speyne by helpe of l'ewe Vnglische men. But the 
kvnge of Speyne knowyngc men of Ynglonde to lnll'e golde, 
corrupte mony of theyme to betray the kynge of Portyngall. 
The seide treason cxpressode to the kynge of Portyngall, men 
of Ynglonde were taken and puttc into prison. In whiche 
tyme pope Urban the vi ,c was segede by Churls Pease, kynge 
of Sioille, whom the Ianncnse did delvver, and brou^hte hvm to 
lamia with grete ltonore. But thci Avolde not siiffre hym to 
departe from that cite untill that he hade payede to theym an 
inestimable suuune of golde, whiche delyverede hyin taper for 
hit then for the luffe of God. The kynge of Speyne havyuge 
f- 41Gb. with a pagan kynge of Garnade with -a infinite multitude en- 
tredc into Portyngall to side batell to the kynge, in that ho 
norisehedc men of Ynglonde. Wherefore the kynge of Port-yu- 
gidl dredde soore to batell to theym with so fewe men as 
he hade in that tvme with hym. Neverthelesso men of Yng- 
lomln eomfortede hym moche, and desirede to have pc vowarde 
of that batelle, and so thci hade tinnethc vj. e. men in Downt- 
ime. The grete and my^hty hoste of Speyne and of the 
Pagans seenge so fewe peple ageyne peim, come hastily ageync 
theyme; but men of Ynglonde spende theire arowes welle at 
tliat batell, in so moche that the kynge of Speyne was feyne 
to fie, xx. 3i. of bis hoste slcync afore. And soone after, the 
seide kynge of Portyngall hade a glorious victory ageyne the 
seide hoste of Speyne, sleynge of theyme unto the nowmbre of 
xv. 3i. men. In whiche yero sawdyours of Caleys entronge 
into the see in the monethe of September toke xxij. schippes 
moore and losse of men of Frannce goynge to Scotlonde and 
retnrnynge from that cunt re, .and the men in theym taken, 
sleyne, other drownede, of whom somme were chargede with 
vitells, somme with marchamlvse, and somme with men of 
armes. Kynge Richardc began to liolde bis parliamente 
at Westemonastery in the xiij. kalendes of the monethe of 
November, in whiche parliamente a new (lignite was create 
not scene in Ynglonde afore that tyme. For the kynge wil- 
lenge to preferre the erle of Oxcnforde, made hym markesse of 
Oxenfovde, oper mony noh'o men of the londe havynge grete 
indignacion perof, in that lie excellede not oper noblemen in 
bloode, wisdome, neiper in manhodo. Tn whiche parliamente 
the kynge ordeynede also that the seide markesse scbolde go to 
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Vrlondc with ;i grete powere to eonquerc alie Yrlondc 'from 
Yrvsche men, and to make t lie londe subiectc to hyni, and to 
getto what ho mydito, reservynge to the kynge suporiorite. 

Also the. kvnge did grawnte that the seide markessc seholde 
reeeyve of hym towarde his costes by v. ycrc folowyngc in 
every yere v. M. marke. In whiehc parliamentc newc dukes 
were create. Also thatiyhe the kvnge hade yilVon to tlieym 
that name in the preeincte of Scottelonde. Thomas Wodestoke 
erle of Bukkynghnm was callede duke of Glocestre, and syr f. 417 a. 
Edmund Langley, erle of Cantebrigge, was callede duke oft’ 

Vorke, ^iffengeto either of londesand rentes unto the valoure of 
a 31 . li., willynge and grawntynge to theyme that tlieire licires 
male seholde bo ealede dukes for ever. Syr Michell Atte 
Poole, whiehc was chauneeller of Ynglondc, was made erle of 
Sowttiefolke, to whom the kynge £afe to ]>c valoure of a m. 
marke, a man moore apte to marehandyse then to chevallery. 

In whiehc parliamentc oon dyme was grawnted to the kynge 
of t ho clergy to the supportacion of Iiis men, and oon xv thr and 
a lialfe of seculer and lay men. In whiehc tyme J>or was a 
gentylle man at Cndlynton, Thomas Compcrcwurthe by name, 
infucte with theeirouve and heresy of doctor Wyclif, not usynge 
to pay tytbes to the ehurehe nei]>or to be confessed**. This 
gentille man was aceusede to the bischop of Lincolnc of the 
seide hcresyes and errours, whom the bischop pursnedc, but lm 
cow (lie not f’ynde hym in cny wise. Wherefore the seide 
bischop purchased of the kynge by Ins letters patent that what 
so ever man myjhte take hym seholde make hvm sure in the 
nexte eastolle. The abbot of Osener herynge that, made grete 
labor to take liyrn, in that lie ivolde not pay bis tythes to the 
seide abliotte by mony yeres afore; whom the seide abbot toko 
at the laste in his awne place at Cndlynton, and eansede hym 
to he broil vlite to the eastelle of Bannebcrv, where he tarvede 
longe excommunicate, a competent processe made agonic hym. 
A’everthelesse, a deliberacion hade betwene the archebischop 
of Cawnterbery and a bischop of Lincolne, the mater and 
charge and examinaeion was committe to the chnnnecller of 
Oxcnforde and to o]>er doctors. Afore whom the seide esqwycr 
apperede in the day prefixede at Oxenforde, whiehc answerede 
to the inquisicions made to hym after the oppinious of maistcr 
Wyelif; and so lie was convictc ]>er as an heretike of his 
awne confession. Whiehc esqwyer broiishte afore the iiigges 
did sec mony of his scete and of his movers to that heresy, but 
they were dombe and durste not spoke, and departedo. The 
esqwyer perecyvynge that, thoiiyhte veryly that tliei hade 
iiidueede into a wronge way, whielie was a spceialle cause of 
his conversion to the unyte of the ehurelie, and to take pen- 
aunec for his offense. Wherefore he ahinredo the t li vn eros 
usede by hym afore as erroneous and full of heresy, promis- f. 417 b. 
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svnge tlint lio wolde not sustene eny oppinion erroncus after 
that tyme. Where he was condempnede in xl 1 ' 1» to be payede 
to the abbot of Oseney for liis expenses, whichc suuiinc was 
pardoiii'de by t lie abbot for x. li. But the seide gentilman 
bron^te his tythes to t lie place of the seide abbot with in ij. 
(laves after that lie come to his place. Also hit was injoynode 
to hym in parte of penaunce that he scholde go afore the 
goncralle procession in the wide of the terme with a cerge or 
taper of wexe in his hondc. But that penaunce was not fulle- 
fylledo, for he dyede longe afore pat tyme, what pro infirmite 
eansedc bv sorowe and what for schnme. In the somer folow- 
ynge the kynge of Armeny come into Ynglonde to trete for 
pease betwene the realmes of Ynglonde and of Fraunce, but 
truly per was noo thynge docn per to eny effecte, but that the 
seide kynge receyvede a >r. marke of pe kynge of Ynglonde, 
and hade the letters patent of the same kynge that he scholde 
have a m. marke ye rely by the tyme of liis lyfe. For, as men 
seide, the kynge of Armeny was expulsede from his realrae by 
the Tartarous, and so by that occasion he gate grete goodes of 
mony Cristcn kynges, and lyvyde moore ineryly then and if he 
hade bene in liis awno realme. Charls de Pease, kynge of 
Sicille, doynge grete persccucion ageyne the pope, dyede in 
this yore excommunicate, whiclie sentence of veugeaunce the 
pope usede mochc that tyme, but. withowte he wolde have 
venged hym by temporallc, if he hade accompanyde and 
geten a nonibre of men sufficient. Somme men say that 
ky nge of Sicille was sleyne by' treason by r a knyyhte as lie 
sate at meyte, in the day and liowre in whom be hade intendede 
to have sleyne the pope. In whiclie tyme Iolin duke of Lan- 
castre obtenvnge licence of the pope, toke with hym an lioste 
of men of Ynglonde to yiffe batell ageyne the kynge, for that 
realme was dewe to hym by' reason of *his wife, eldeste doy liter 
of Petyr, some tymie kynge of Speyme. "Wherefore the pope 
grawntede to alle raene goynge in that viage with hym plener 
remission of theire synnes, in that the kynge of Speyme was a 
pagan, liavyngc the seide privilegys grawntede to hym by the 
pope lyke as the bischop of Norwiche hade afore. But 
men bade lytelle devocion in that tyme to yiffe eny goodes 
f. -its a. to go in that . viage, in that pardon was so habundant. 

Nevertlielesse the seide duke toke his iourney to the see, 
but he was coacte to tary r for pennury of wynde unlille that he 
hade waste allemoste goodes brou^hte with hym. And soone 
after tliei hade a wynde whiclie brou^tc tlieym into Briteyne 
nyc to the castelle of Breste, where the Britons crecte ij. 
munieions to prohibite the passage of the seide duke. Never- 
tlielesse the seide duke of Lancnstrc was comfortede by his 
knytbtes, for diverse of tlieym goyr.ge furthe with parte of that 
lioste, and toke that cast ell and oper places of defense with 
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grctc goodes, and destroy ode Uicviue. Whiohe goodes depart ede, 
and the wyndo avysenge, they londede in the secunde tyme in 
Spcyne in the liavcn of Groyn, iu the vigillc of St. Laurence, 
with alle theire sehippes ; wliiche taryenge per did noo tliynge 
worthy comniondncion, hut that allemostc alle the lordos of 
Ynglonde toko theire leve |>er and dyed, and lxxxx'* kny^htes 
dyede per of the flixe. And soonc after that the duke retuvnede 
•into Acpiittanny with the rcsidu of his peple, taryenge in the 
province Baiocense, abydenge for a condieion off pease to be 
made bctwcnc hym and (he kynge of Speyne : the prolocutor as 
for pat- mater was syr Thomas Percy. Jn wliiche yerc maister 
John Ilarewell dyede, and maister Walterns Sbarlowc, bischop 
of Lichefcldc, rcioyeede that seetc of Bathe, aud maistvr Ricardus 
Scrope, doctor of lawes, was consecrate solennely into the 
bischop of Coventre and Liehefeld. Also in the same 1 in the 
duchcry of Austrye fori une schcwcde mutabilite in victoryes 
hetwene the duke and the communes of that enntre. For the 
scide duke was a covetous man and eontrarious to pope Urban, 
havyngc envy that pilgremes seholde come by his costes to 
Rome, and so he woldc not sutlVe pilgremes to have passage by 
his cuntre wilhowte they payede to hym a tribute importable 
for peiin. The peple of that cuntrc scynge that pilgremes 
my^iitc not coniine ihro that cuntre, by whom tliei hade gretc 
lucre, com pleynede to the duke, preyenge hym that tliei myjhtc 
enioye the liberte hade afore in the tyme of oper men. Wliiche 
despisede of the duke wente to theire places, and come with a 
grete hosteand yafe batclle to the duke; but the commune peple 
notexperte in bat ell was taken, sleyne, and put into eaptivite unto 
a gretc nowmbre. Neverthelesse the commune peple woldc not f. 418 b. 
leve by that conflictc, but tliei gedrede an ewe hostc, and come to 
\iffc batch to the duke ageyue. That duke trustynge inochc 
in the victory hade afore, come boldely unto theyme, where he 
was sleyne anoon with alle the states of that cuntre. Abowte 
wliiche tyme kynge Richarde hade wrytynge that the kynge of 
Frannce intendede to sege Caleys, wherefore lie sente to that 
towne of Caicys syr Henricus Percy, callede of ]>c Scottcs for 
his manhode s\r Ilenricus llaatespur, with a gretc multitude 
of peple of the real me of Ynglonde. Whichc wente anoon 
into Pikardy, and toko gretc prayes, and did grete liurtc to that 
cuntrc; whiclie havyngc knowlege that the kynge of Frauncc 
woldc outre into the real me of Ynglonde and not to sege 
(Alleys, retumede to the re alme [of Ynglonde, that he my^hte 
mete the kynge of Frauncc per. Men of London pcreeyvynge 
for trawthe that the kynge of Frauncc hade order n ede a 
inyyty lioste and llcete of schippes to entre into the roalme of 
Ynglonde, began to drede, and to scclie places of refute, and 
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mony to hyde peiin, as and if the kynge of Fraunce hade 1 jc at 
the cite with his hosle. They did mine abow'e ]yk(* inadde 
men, and pulledo downe and destroyed houses eontiguaic or 
ioyuede to the walles, when hit was so that non mail of Frannec 
hade outrode schippes to eonnnc to Ynglonde: whiche citesvnne< 
seliewe a grete mnstrc in pease not worthy to he commended 
in batch. Hut after that, men of Ynglonde kepyngo the see, 
toko nye to tin* haven of Sandcwich, of the enclaves of Yng- 
londe, v. grete schippes and vj. carry kes. And the lanuenscs 
so taken desyrede lielpe of Michel] Attcpolc ehaunccllcr of 
Ynglonde, moove apt to marchandyse then to pe use of cheval- 
ory, whiche Jafo to peiin for amendcs a grete suinmc of the 
kynges treasure, and sullrcde tlicyni to departe. Whiche say l* 
cage into Scluse, did sic mony pilgremes of Ynglonde, whiche 
hade entredc into theire schippes, and hade yiffen to they in 
ccrteyn wages to brynge theym to places of theire pilgremages. 
And soone after that, men of Ynglonde toke ij. grete schippes 
longynge to the kynge of Fraunce, in wliom a grete parte of the 
walle of fre was whom the. kynge of Frannce hade intendedo to 
have pi^lite in Ynglonde. Also the maister of that werke was 
taken also, whiche was a imm of Ynglonde, and mony gunnes 
with grete plentc of powdre ; whiche walle of tie was sette up at 
Sandcwiehc age)'ne men of Fraunce, whom they ordeynede to 
sette ageyne men of Ynglonde. And at the t'cste of seyntc 
Michcil folowynge a parlianiente was lioklcu at London ; to 
whom men of armes and archers come from alle the costcs of 
Ynglonde that they my^litc he redy to resisto flic kynge of 
Fraunce, whiche was redy with xij. dukes and xxvj: erics and 
oper lordcs to have entredc into Y'nglonde, but allemy^hty 
God schewede resist ence, and did lettc that iournay. In 
whiche parliainente kynge Ricardus made syr Robert lc Vcre, 
sonnne tyme erle of Oxenford, in that -tying markesse of Dub- 
lyn, into duke of Yrlonde, and afterwarde to be kynge, if 
fortune wolde favor, mony noble barons and governonres of 
the real me havyngc grete indignacion perof, in that lie ex- 
celled not oper men in nobilite of bloode, neiper in prudence, 
neiper in manhode. Michael Atte Pole, ehannceller of the 
realine, was conviete of the knyyhtes of the parHnmcntc of 
diverse articles of treason ageyne the kynge and the realine, 
for whiche cause he was deposede from the otlice of chann- 
cellary ami limited in xx. m. markc to be jiayede to the kynge, 
and was iuggede worthy dethe by iuggemente of the purl in- 
men to. But these doen were gretely ageyne the pleasure of 
the kynge. insomochc that he annullede that proccsse hade in 
the parliament ggeyn Michell Atte Pole. Also the seide 
Miehell hade intended by sovereigne supportacion to have 
desyrede his accusers unto a soper at London, and to have 
sleyne theyme sodenly with the duke of Glocester also. In 
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whiclie tyme the kynge of Armeny, havynge experience of the 
liberalite of the kynge of Ynglondc,' intendede to lmve com- 
myn into the seide loiulc for a trety of pease betwene the 
realmes, when hit was so ]>nt the kynge. of Fraunce was redy 
to have entrede into the realme of Ynglondc. But with owte 
dowte lie desyrede and 1 idled money moore then peas, and f. 419 h. 
golde moore then the kynge or the realme. Wherefore the 
noble men of the realme wolde not condeseende to the kynge 
that he scholde conime into the realme, knowvnge that he was 
but, a tryfuller. The kynge of Frannee lvenge at the haven of 
Selnse from the kalendes of the inonethe of Auguste nnto |n> 
vigill of Alle Seyntes, to tary for wynde, entrede into the see in 
tin; same vigill with a pleasant wynde, and departede from 
that haven. And when the sehippes were in the grete sec as 
xx li mylc from that haven after cstimacion, a contrarions 
wynde did aryse and compellede theyme to retnrne, cansynge 
mony of the sehippes to be broken in entrengc into that haven 
of Selnse. Thro wliichc occasion Yngloude was delivered 
from trowble, and the kynge of Frannee made sooty, blasphc- 
inynge God and the holy seyntes in hevyn, in that they wolde 
not snffre Iiym to performe his wickede purpose. Unto this 
tyme the pnrliamcnte expressede afore was eoutynuede for 
these grete causes assignede, in whom oon halfe dyme was 
grawntede to the kynge by the clergy, and the halfe parte 
of oon xv ,he bv the lay peple. In whiclie pnrliamcnte syr 
Thomas Arundell and bischop of Ely was made channceller 
of Yngloude, a man preferrynge gold afore ry^hteonsencsse. 

And syr Thomas Fordham, bisclioj) of Dirham, was deposede 
from )>e office of the treasnrye ; and lolm Gilberte, frere of the 
ordre [of] Prechours, and bischoppc of Herforde, was subrogate 
into that office, a man that hade moore thryfte in tonge then 
in feythe. That doen, J»e kynge cansede aNJiehael Attepole to 
dwelle in his cowrte with the duke of Yrlonde and Alex- 
ander Nevylle, archebisehop off Yorke, ageyne the wylle of 
mony noble men of )>e realme. After whiclie tyme the seido 
lordes di;awynge to the kynge, movede hym ageyne the noble 
lordes of the realme, seyenge that he was not kynge but oonly 
by name, and o]>er lorcles governcde the realme. The kynge 
toke credence to theire sayenge, and began to have the lordes 
suspecte, and so from that tyme he eschewcde theire company, 
and wenle and toke his disportes with the archebisehop of f. 420 a. 
Yorke and with the duke of Yrlonde, and oJ>er diverse of that 
wicked cownesayle. In whiclie yere in the inonethe of Aprile 
Richard erle of Arundell, and Thomas crle of Notyngham, 
toke the see with a ryalle hoste, and soone after thai ^afe a 
sore contlicte to a grete navy of schippes of Speyne, of 
Frannee, and of Normandy. And the seido erle of Arundell 
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with his liofslc rcioyccdo the victory, anil toke lxxx 1 ' schippes, 
mony men of’ arnies taken and sleyne. From whiclie eonflietc 
diverse sehijipes lledde, whom the seide crlc pursucdc ij. 
daycs, and toke they me and brouHitc theyinc to the schijipes 
of Ynglonde. And so they toke schippes moore and lesse 
unto )>e nowmbre of v xx , which, were chargcdc with wynes and 
specially with whyte wynes, which, canscdc grete solace in 
monv costes to whom the crlc of Arundcll sende those wynes, 
The hoste of men of Ynglonde coniine to gedre, and frcsche 
men wagedc for men that were sleyne and wonndede, crossede 
theire savles unto the castell of Breste, whiclie is the keye of 
Britcyuc, ageyne whom men of Frannce hade erecte oon de- 
fense or municion, and were besy to erecte an other inoore 
iny^hty and stronge pen those municions were whom the duke 
of Lancastre destroyedc in the laste yere afore goynge towardc 
Sjicyuc. Whiclie municions the seide erle toke and de- 
stroyed, and departede to Ynglonde with blissvnges of monv 
peple. But the peple beyuge with the kynge, as the duke of 
Yrlonde, Michael Atte Pole and Walterus Burley, depraved 
theire actes, seyenge that thei hade not doen env thynge on 
the see worthy commcndaciou, but that they hade cscapedc 
certeync merchanntez, sayengc that hit hade bene better to the 
realme of Ynglonde to have hade theire luffe then theire 
malyce. After that a ccrtyne season paste, the seide cown- 
selle procurede that Henricns Percy, sonne of the erle of 
Northumbrelonde, scholde be sende to the see to defende and 
rcpelle the irrupeions of enemyes, whiclie were reily in the sec 
for liurte doen to theym by men of Ynglonde but late afore. 
To whom thei assignede not a sufficiente nowmbre, neither 
dewc favorc, but thei hade grete envy that the seide Hen- 
ricus Percy hade geten so noble a name bothe in Seottelondc 
and in Fraunce. The seide Henrieus Percy not underston- 
dynge theire fals ymaginacion, other ells despisyngo hir, 
toke that iourney, and come ageyne withowte env liurte. 
And, as mony men seide, diverse of that wickede company 
made letters to the kynge of Frannce that he scholde have 
taken ly^htcly Henricns Percy ; whiclie letters were de- 
lyverede to syr Iohn Beauchamp off Holt, steuard to 
the kynge, but the seide knyjhte sende not the letters 
ageyne Henricns Percy. Abowte whiclie tyme per was afrere 
in Ynglonde of pc ordre of the Carmelites, late confessor to 
the duke of Lancastre, Walterus Dissc by name, whiclie wentc 
not into Speyne with the duke, as hit schalle be sehewede and 
pc causes perof. Pope Urban the vj te knowynge the realme of 
Spevne to be of grete ryebesse, tliouyhte veryly that he scholde 
reioycc mony commodites if the duke of Lancastre niy^hte 
reioyce that realme, grawntede to hym a neivc pardon by the 
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seide frerc \\ alter Oiaso, whereby goodes were taken to )>at 
pardon as innumerable. This 1‘rerc inadc oon specialle privi- 
lege, whom he toke to a ffrere of ]>e ordre of Austynes named 
Petyr Pastesclmll. The frerc havvngc ]>at liberte, began to 
drawe soone to the folowcrs of maister John Wiclif, wliom 
sonunc men cal lode Lollardes. Amonge whom he lernede 
that he did welle in that he lefte a private religion and toke 
hym to a commune lyfe, whiclie was moore holy and moore 
sure. And at the lastc, what by the malice off theym and pre- 
sumpeion of that ffrere, lie was movede to preche openly the 
vices and synnes usede amonge ll'rercs. This lfrcre come to 
the churehc of Seyntc Christofor in London, allemoste a c. of 
the Lollardes folowynge hym, where he expressede so moche of 
the lyfe of fFreres ]>at peple were aschamede to here theym 
expressede. And sonmic men presente per at that prechynge 
went to the ffrere Austyns, and expressede to theym of that 
proccsse made ageyne theynie. And anoon xii. or xiii. of ]>e 
freres wentc to here that sermon, whiclie commynge to that 
clmrche and hervnge that ffrere expresse so wickedely ageyne 
theyme, were trowblede gretely, and oon of theym seide openly 
that he seide falsely of that religion. The Lollardes by toke f. 421 a. 
that ffrere and trode hym under theire feete and bet© hym 
surely, and put the o]>er i'reres owte of the churche, and wolde 
have sleyne ]>eim utterly but that thei flcdde, seyenge and cry- 
enge, “ Leto us departe these manslccrs, let us breune those 
“ Sodomites, and let us honge those traytours to the kynge and 
“ to j»c realrno.” And so tlici had entendede to have sette the 
place of ffreres on fyre, but they were lette by the meancs of 
frerc Thomas Ascheborne and of his felawe, bothe professors in 
divinitc. Also mony nobib men of the cite movede theyme to 
departe to theire places ; but the seide Lollardes kepynge that 
frerc with theyme, movvnge hym, in that he was trowblede in 
a sermon but late, that lie wolde drawe the articles in a byllet, 
and moo then he expressed if that he cowthe. This frerc 
folowynge the sensualitc of theyme, made a wrytyuge in whom 
he accusede somme of his brejier off the dethe of diverse of that 
convent, assignenge the names of the freres whichewere sleyne 
and ]>c names of the freres that did slee ]>cim, and the places in 
whom thei were sleyne, and where they were beryede. Also 
he callede theyme Sodomytes, and traytours off the realmc, and 
mony moo articles were wryteu in that by lie, pis wrytynge 
was sette openly on the churehc dorc at Seyntc Paulc in London 
unto the moore confusion of ffreres. In the begynnynge of 
whiclie wrytynge the frere seide he thonkede pope Urban the 
vj ,e that he was dcly verede from the neste of the develle, and that 
he my^hte avoide the unhappy company of theym by the hclpe 
of his ffrendes. Mony knyjhtes of the same secte redynge that 
wrytynge seide utterly that thei were tru, aud toke the copy of 
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tin* seide articles. The names of J>o knyilitus folowe : William 
Nevyle, Candawicns Clifford, John Clenbow, Rieardns Sturrv, 
Thomas Latimer, and specially lolin Mountegii ; whiche pntte 
awoy alle villages owte from his chapell, and pntte theym 
in secrete places, hut that oon yinage of seynte Ktteryiie hade a 
prerogative to stoude per. And soone after a preste, oon speeiall 
causer and governoure of |>e Lollardes, knowvngc that he 
seholde dye, eompuuet and penitent for his grevous offenses 
f. 4211 ). doeu sigeyne Allemyjhty • God, desyrede to have a presto to 
whom lie myylite he confessed. Diverse men heynge nye to 
hym mervaylede perof, and seide, “ What is hit that ye desyro ? 
“ have not ye prechedc alle confession exterialle to be super- 
“ (luous, seyenge that hit was snflicient oonly to be coiifessede 
“ to Clod.” To him he seide, “ I crretle and did wrongc, but 
“ y beseehe vow now that v may have a presto.” Hit happede 
that tyme that Nicolas Hcrfordc, doctor of divinite, was pre- 
sente, to whom alle men of that wickede seete drawede after 
inaister John Wicliff. The seide doctor commynge to hym 
seide: “What meanes pow ? what desires pow ? confesse thy 
“ synnes to God, whiche bathe moorc powere to lose and bvmle 
“ then oper prestes have, and pat confession is sufficiaunte to 
“ the. Thow base doen offense to hym, and not to the preste, 
and he awe to for^iffe and remitte to whom the offense was 
“ doen.” The seide preste desyrynge to be eonfessede con- 
ty mi ally, seiile to the doctor : “I beseehe Allemyyhty God that 
“ the perell may falle to vow if that y dye afore that y speke 
“ with a confessor and perwith he dyede. In whiche tyme 
Robert Veer, prowdc of his promoeion by the kynge, refusede 
] i is wife, a noble gentylwoman, borne of noble blode, of Isabell 
doyter of noble Ed ward e, and maryede the doyhter of a sadeller, 
as hit was seide, whiche come with pe qwene of Boemia into 
Ynglonde, the name of whom, after the langage of pat 
cuntro, was called Lamiceeena ; by which manage grete dis- 
elannder of hnrte come. And specially the duke of Gloneestre 
and mony other noblemen hade grete indiguaeion perof, -for the 
seide duke was nnelc to his wyfe, whom Robert Veer hade re- 
fused ; wherefore the duke of Gloucestre thouyhte to veuge hvm 
on the duke off' Yrlonde. Neverthelesse the duke of Yrlonde 
by sovercigne supportaeion intended to destroy the duke off' 
Gloucestre, ffbr kynge Ricardns wente with the duke of 
Yrlonde as to brynge hym to his schippes into Wales, that 
per seholde be noo diseorde betwene lordes. Bnt moorc truly 
the kynge kepede hym per, havynge commnnicacion togeder 
how that |)ei myjlite pntte to dethe the duke of Gloucestre, the 
cries of Arnndell, of Warwyke, of Derby, and of Notyngham, 
and oper trew men to the realmc These men folowynge 
movede the kynge to the dethe of the seide lords : Michael 
Attcpole, Robert Trisilian, iustiee Alexander Nevile arehe- 
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bischop of Yorke, and mony oper. A grete tyme paste the 
kynge returnede to Notyngham with the duke of Yrlonde and 
the other lordes, also that tliey my %hte make a finalle conclusion f. 422 a. 
how they mv*hte dostrovo the true lordes of the real me. And 
ahowte the nativite of soynte Iohn Baptiste the kynge com- 
maundede mony oil’ the citesynnes of London whom he knewe 
to he mutable schereffes and iustiees of |>e real me, causynge 
theyme to appero, that he my^hte knowe what powere he 
my>htc make ageyne barons and oper noble men of the 
roahne, and that tliei scholde not suffre eny kny^hte of 
towne or schire to be electe to the parliamente but whom 
hit pleasedc the kynge. Then the schireffes seide to the 
kynge that the commune peple favorede rnoche the oper 
lordes, sevenge that hit was not in theire powere to gedre 
an hoste perto, and as for knyjktes to be electe to the par- 
liamente, they seide peple wolde rcioycc theire olde con- 
suetude. This answerc yiffen, the schireffes were suffrede to 
departe, and the iustiees were callede. Robert Tresilian, chiefe 
iustice, and Robart Belknap, chiefe justice of the commune 
banke, Iohn Holt, Roger Fulthrop, and William Burgh, 
kuy^htes, iustiees and felawes of the seide Robert Belknap, 
mette to geder at Notyngham in the xxv 1 ’ day of the monethe 
of Auguste, the kynge requirede of theym by the feithe and 
ligence made to hym that thei scholde answerc to certeyne 
questions movede by the kynge after trawthe and after the 
lawe. The firste question wheper that newe statute, ordiua- 
cion, and commission made and hade in the laste parliament at 
Westmonastery, derogate the regaly and prerogatyve of the 
seide kynge, ffor he hade ^iffen a commission to the duke 
of Glocestre and to the erle of Arundell in a parte con- 
trarious to his wille, as hit was seide per, to inquire here 
and to iugge as for certeyne offenses. The iustiees answorede 
sevenge, that thei derogate the regaly of the kynge in that hit 
was ageyne the kynges wylle. An other question how those 
men awe to be punysekede whiche procurede the statute, ordi- 
nacion and commission of the seide thynges. They seide that 
they were worthy dethe, withowte the kynge wolde grawnte to 
theyme grace. An other question how they were worthy to 
be punyschedc that excitede pe kynge to consente to the seide 
thynges. Thei seide that thei wore worthy dethe also. An 
oper question how thei awe to be punyschedc that compellede 
the kynge to that ordinneion or statute. They seide ]>ai awe 
to be punyschedc as traytors. An other question, how men f- 422 l>. 
awe to be punyschedc whiche did lotto the kynge that he 
inyllite not exercyse thynges longynge to his regaly. They 
seide as trnytonrs. An other question : If the parliament 
congregate, and causes of the seide parliament expressede by 
the kynge, the lordes and communes procede on oper causes, 
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and not on the articles limite to theyin by the kynge, untille 
that a diftinicion were made of theire petitions and articles, 
notwiihstondynge that they were conmiaundede by t he kynge 
to do the contrary, wheper pe kynge awe to have governayle in 
that parte, and that they awe to procede firste in these 
articles conimaunded to theyin by the kynge or nay ? Other 
ells wlie]>er that lordes and the commune peplc awe to have an 
answere of the kynge afore of eertoyn articles movedc by 
theyin ? Those iustices answeredc, sayenge that the kynge 
awe to have governayle of the parliamente in that parte untille 
that hit were finiscliede, and if cny man did contrary he were 
worthy to be puncschedo as a tray tor. An oper question 
wheper the kynge may not dissolve a parliamente at his 
pleasure, and commaunde the lordes and communes to deparle 
thens. The iustices seide that the kynge hade po were soe to 
do, and if eny man made eny processc as of the parliamente 
after that tyme, he awe to be punyschede as a traytor. An 
other question, how those men awe to be punyschede, whiehe 
movedc in the parliamente that the kynge scholde sende for a 
statute of Edward Karnarvan, by the inspeccion of whom a 
newe statute, ordinacion and commission were conceyvvde 
perby. They seide that the mover and brynger of that statute 
to pe parliament were to be punyschede as traytors. An oper 
question wheper the iuggementc iu the laste parliamente 
ageyn [Michael Atte Foole was erroneus and revocable or nay. 
They answeredc and seide that the iuggemente was revocable. 
In the testimony of alle whiehe thynges the iusticiaryes afore- 
seide, and Iolin Labcnton, servaunte to the kynge, put to peso 
presentes theme scales, Alexander Nevile and Robert, archebis- 
choppes off Yorke and of Dublyn, Iohn bischop of Dirham, 
Thomas bischop of Chestre, Robert duke oft’ Yrlonde, Michell 
erle of Sowthefolke, Iolin Ripen, clerke, and Iohn Blike, es- 
qwyere, wittencsse. This doen, the kynge and the duke of 
Yrlonde sende mony messyngers into diverse costes of Yng- 
londe to hire a grete multitude of peple, that thei scholde be 
redy to wayte on the kynge if that oper lordes made eny insis- 
tence. This processc knowen amonge the duke of Glocestre 
and oper noble men of pe realme were soory in that the kynge 
was movedc so ageyne tlieym, and thei not gilty. Wherefore 
the duke of Glocestre, uncle to the kynge, wyllynge to mitigate 
his wrathe, made an othe afore the bischop of London over a 
masse booke, mony oper noble men of the realme presente, 
that he ymagined not eny thynge to the liurte of the kynge iu 
alle his lyfc. ,The bischoppe of London goynge to the kynge 
expressede that processc, and hade causedc lufte and unyte, 
but that the erle of Sowthefolke causedc the contrary. To 
whom the bischop seide in the presence of the kynge, “ O 
“ Michael, hit semethe not thow that art a man condempnedc 
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“ to det lie to spoke, for bit is the kynges grace that tliow base 
“ lyfo.” 'i'lie kynge liorynge that was in ovc.de soorc, and 
coininanmlcde )»e bischop to departe, wbiche cxprcssudc to |>e 
duke lyke as lie hade horde, whereof rancor and groto tribulacion 
growede. . Wherefore t lie duke of Gloeestre sendo wordc to the 
erics of Arundoll, of Warwykc and of Derby, how the ymagi- 
nacion of theire dotbe was intendedc by the kynge, and oj>cr 
lordes. "Wbiche lordes gedrede anoon a niyjbty liostc, and the 
kynge laborode how he my^htc dcstroye the seide lordes, or 
that thei scholdc erocte cny powere, sendyngc men to tlie castoll 
of Key gat to areste the eric of Arundoll and the eric of North- 
mnborlonde, syr llcnricus Percy. Wbiche eommyngc to that 
eastello, and scenge j>or a grete multitude of peple, rcturnedde 
ageyne to the kynge, not fullefyllynge Jieirc commission. After 
tlie parlyngc of whom the crle of Arundoll did ryde my^htely 
with his hoste, nntillc that he come to the woode of Harncgcy, 
where he founde the duke of Gloeestre and the evlc of "War- 
wykc with a grete hoste. The kynge knowynge these lordes 
to have a grete hoste, askede cownsaile what he scholdc do to 
sease theire malice. Somme men seide that hit were hoste to 
entretc theym in feire and honeste wise. Somme men seide 
that the kynge scholdc gedre a myyhty hoste and batell 

to tlicyme. But at the laste the kynge inquirede of a foole 
callcdc Howe of Lynne what he scholdc do ageyne the gentyll- 
mon wliicbc were gedredde at llarnegey parke. The seide 
foole seide to the kynge with a hasty spiritte, “ Lcte us go and f 
“ sice every model’s son of theym, and that docn, by the eien 
“ of God, tliow base slcyne allc the tru men of the realme of 
“ Ynglondc.” But after that, by mediators, hit was brou^te 
to this effecte, that the lordes scholdc comrac to Wcstemonas- 
tery and expresso theire greves afore the kynge, the biscbop of 
Holy makynge promysc that there scholde be noo treason, but 
that thei scholdc comrac in sucrlc and go in suertc from the 
kynge. These lordes made redy to comine to London, the 
bischop of Hely sende wordc to theym pat peple made wacche 
for theym at a place callcdc Mmves, nye to London, and ]>erforo 
thei cownsaylcde thei scholde not comrac to London but with 
a grete powere. The lordes herynge that, wolde not coniine 
to the kynge, wherefore the kynge inquirede of the bischop of 
Ely why the lordes kepede not promisse. The bischop seide 
to the kynge that a M. men of armes keprede the way to have 
slcyne ]>oim. That treason avoided, the kynge sende to theyme 
the secunde tyme, promisyngc to theym sure passage wit howto 
trowblo, wbiche come anoon to Westmonastery with a grete 
powere, the kynge sittynge in the halle of Westemonastery in 
regallc appavaile, with his sceptre in his liondc. These lordes 
eutrede into the halle, the bischop of Ely and chauneoller off 
Ynglonde expressede this sentence : “ The kynge understou- 
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“ dvnge tliiit ye were gedrede at Haringey parke operwise pen 
ye awe to have doon, and abhorrenge the effusion of bloode, 
“ wolde not gedre an lioste ; for with owte dowte, and if hit 
bade bene to the pleasure of the kynge, he scholde have 
“ hade a nmore myylily lioste. Wherefore the kynge de- 
“ si re the to known the cause perof.” The lordes seide they 
mette per for the ntilite of pe kynge and of the reahne, and to 
expelle traytours abowtc the kynge from the reahne. These 
were the men whom thei eallede traytours, Robert Veer duke 
of Yrlonde, Alexander Nevylc archebischop of Yorke, Michael 
Pole crle of Sowthefolke, Robert e Trisilian, a fals iustice, and 
Nicholas Bratnbre, a fals knyyhte, castynge thoire gloves to 
prove the seide men traytours. Then the kynge seide that 
thei scholde not doe soc, but this mater scholde be discnssede 
in the nexte parliamente, bothc parties beynge presente. 'I'his 
doen, the kynge with a boslynge and britggyngc eontcnaunce 
seide to thcym, “ Ve supposede to have made me afrayedi* with 
f. 424 a. “ youre lioste. Truly I settc 1100 inoore price thereby then 
“ y do by the laweste grome of my kechynne.” And after 
that he toke the duke of Gloceslre up from the ertbe, whiehe 
hade kneledc unto that tyme, and commaunded oper men to 
aryse. That docu, he toke tlieym to his chambre, where thei 
drunke frendely to gedre, and toke the duke of Yrlonde info 
his howsoholde, and the duke of Gloucestre also, commanndynge 
theym that thei scholde not presume to gedre eny lioste afore 
the tyme prefixede by the kynge. These lordes rctnrncdc 
from the kynge wolde not departe in eny wyse, knowyngo tlie 
nmtabilite of the kynge and the falscnesse of the traytours 
abowtc hym. For soone after, by consente off the kynge, the 
duke of Yrlonde gedrede a grete lioste of the costes off Chestrc 
and of Wales, the governoure of whom was Thomas Molynes, 
constable of Chestre. But that treason was knowen soone 
after amongc the oper lordes, how that the duke of Yrlonde 
come towardc London with a grete lioste. Never thei esse 
the seide lordes sette men in diverse wayes, by whom thei 
supposede that the dnke wolde comrae. The seide duke of 
Yrlonde enliawnced in pride lyke Lucifer, and lookynge a lytelle 
on syde, see a grete lioste taryengc hym in a vale, and perwith 
his lierte began to drede, and seide to his men, “ My frendes, 
“ as y tlienke, hit is beste to me to five and escape for a season, 
“ for tlieirc lioste is moehe more then this lioste ; wherefore 
“ or that we mete to gedre y wyllc returne, lor thei desire 
• “ me, and not yow. For and if y were departede thei wolde 

“ suffre yow to escape ly^htely.” But somme of the kny^htes 
of that lioste seide to hym, “ Tliow movede us to goe from onre 
“ cuntrc : we be redy to finite with the and gette the victory, 
“ if fortune be favorable, or ells to dye manfully with the.” 
Nevertliclesse the seide dnke returned©, but the seide 
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Thomas Molynes disposede hym to batell, for that tyme per 
were noo lordes com my n to that place, but Henricus erle of 
Derby, sou of the duke of Laneastre. And when they hade 
fau^hto a certeyn season, a kny>hte, syr Thomas Mortymare 
by name, seide to Thomas Molynes, “Take thyne horse, or 
“ withowte dowte thow sclialle dye in the water.” Then 
Thomas Molynes seide, Wille pou save my lyfe and if y do so.” 

The kny>hte seide, “ Y wylle not make that promyse and so 
as the seide Thomas Molynesse toke his horse, the kny^hte 
toke aweye his salette, and persede his breyue with a dagger, f 494 b. 
r l'he duke of Yrlonde fleynge, come to Rotcotcbryge nye to 
Bampton, and that brygge was broken that he my^hte not 
escape. And after that lie wente to an other brygge, where 
archers were redy, and wolde not suffre hym to come by that 
brygge. Wherefore the seide duke toke pat water with his 
horse and escapede, in that hit was nyc to ny^hte ; but his 
horse was founde with his breste plate and gantclettes, causynge 
mony men to suppose he hade bene drownede. But liis ordi- 
naunee and trussyngc cofres were taken per, in whom thei founde 
letters directe to hym by the kynge, contcnynge that he scholde 
make haste and eomme to London with a my^hty hoste, and 
the kynge was redy to dye or to lyve with hym. These letters 
schewede to the lordes an evidente inconstance of the kynge 
and umtabilite. Michael Attepoole in that trowble flodde to 
Caleys by the governayle of a knyyhte callcde William Attehoo, 
whiclie eommyn pider brouyte bryddes to be solde untylle that 
he eomme to pe ^ates of the castell of Calys, where Edmund 
Attepole his broper, under capiteync of Calys, was ; whiclie wolde 
not reeeyvo hym untylle that he hade licence of William Bel- 
cainp, chief capiteyne of Calis. Also Alexander Nevile arclie- 
bischop of Y r orke, and Robert Tresilian, iustice, dredynge the 
duke of Glocestre with his compauye, fledde from the kynge. 

Abowte whiclie tyme a messynger sende from the kynge of 
Fraunce, Lustracius by name, was taken, whiclie brouyhte 
wrytynge to the kynge of Ynglonde, that he scholde come to 
Bolony with the duke of Yrlonde and oper certeyne men, where 
the kynge of Fraunce scholde have hade Caleys delyverede to 
hym and alle oper castells and towres over see longynge to the 
erowne of Ynglonde. This knowen amonge the noble men, 
they made grete haste to London, where the kynge scholde 
kepe his Cristemasse, thenkyuge that lie my^hte kepe the 
towrc off London surely for alle his enemyes. And in the day 
of sevnte Steven the lordes schewede tlieire hoste of xl li m. 
men in aray. In whiclie tyme men of London were in grete 
dredde how they scholde dispose theyrn to please the kynge 
and the seide lordes. At the laste, the mayre wente to the 
duke of Glocestre, promysyugo to him and to his hoste fre 
entre into the cite, and alle thynges necessary to tlieyme, with- f- 425 a. 
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owtc I'ruudc or treason, and to the lioste hrede, wync, and 
chose ; whiehe tliynge causede "rote profite to the cite. The 
kyngc heryugc this processo, dissimilate as if lie sette noo price 
by the lmiltitmle, scyengc to the arehcbischop of Cawnterbory, 
and to o]>er men that laborede for the reformacion of peas, in this 
wyse : “Lete tlieym lye here with thoire lioste in the name of 
“ Clod untille that they have dispende theire goodes ; and that 
“ paste, y sehallc speke with oon of theym after an oyer.” 
The lordes lieryngc this communicacion, made a protestacion 
that thei scholde not departe untille that thei hade spoken 
with the kyngc ; aud so thei seude a grctc nowmbre of men to 
kepe Thainys, that the kyngc scholde not departe that way and 
skornc theyme. The kyngc seenge that lie was compollcde 
abowte by theyme, began to speke moorc mekely, scyenge pat 
he woldc trete with the lordes ; which© senile worde to the 
kyngc that he scholde coniine in the day nextc folowynge to 
Westmonastery, where thei wolde express© diverse maters. 
The kyngc scidc he wolde not entrete with theyme at West- 
monastery, but iu pe towre. The gentyllemen sende worde to 
the kyngc that the towre was a place suspecte as for treason. 
Ncverthelesse a certeyn nowmbre of the lioste hade licence to 
outre into the towre, and to serche and to sec that per scholde 
be noo treason in the towre. That doen, the duke of Glocestre 
entrede into the towre, and havyngc schorte communicacion 
with the kyngc, entrede into his chambre, where they rehersedc 
his conspiracion hade ageyne theyme, and schewede his letters, 
whom he directe to pe duke of Yrloude, that he scholde bryuge 
an hoste to London ; and letters also how that lie wolde have 
soldo Calys unto pe kynge of Fraunce, where by bis lionorc 
scholde have deercascde moche, and the realme also. The 
kynge, lieryngc pis processe rehersede, was gretely confusede ; 
nevertheless^ they ilepartede from the kynge, this condicion 
made and promysede to be performed, that the kynge scholde 
coniine in the morowe folowynge to Westmonastery, to hero 
and trete of ccrteyne thynges for the honoure and profite of pe 
realme. Whicho thynge hepromisede to fullefylle, kepynge the 
erle of Derby at soper with hym that uy^htc as a token off luffe. 
f. 425 b. But the purpose of the kynge was ehaungede afore he weuto 
to bedde. Tbo noble men, nnderstondynge that pe kynge 
wolde not come to Westmonastery, were soory, and sende worde 
to the kynge, seyonge that and if he woldc not kepe his pro- 
mise they scholde electe a kynge wliiche scholde obtemperate 
the eownsayle of lordes. The kynge havynge that iu ure come 
to Westmonastery iu the morowe folowynge, where the noble 
men of the realme seide to hym, that hyt were to his honour to 
avoyde fals traytours from his presence, and to take tru men to 
hym. The kynge grawnted. The noblemen movede that tlieso 
men, the names off whom folowe, scholde be avoidede from his 
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cownsaile: Alexander Nevyle, archobischop oil Yorkc, John 
Fordham bischop oft’ Dirham, frere Jolm Eushok, confessor 
to the kynge and bischop of Chichestre. Also thei expelled 
the lorde Sowclic of Ilariuworthe, Alhrcde Veer, Bnldewyn 
Berford, Richardus Addurbury, Iolin Wurth, Thomas Clift’ordo 
and Iolin Lovell, kny shtes, not utterly dimitte, but to appere 
11 the ncxte Parliamente, and the lady off Powyggus, wife of 
John Wurth, as unprofitable to the courte. That docn they 
areste Symon Burle, William Chircham, Iolin Beuchamp of 
Ilolte, Iolin Salisbery, Thomas Trivet te, Iamys Bermers, 
Nicholas Dagwurthe and Nicholas Brambrc, knyyhtes. Also 
thei toke Ricardus Clifforde, Iohn Lincolne, Ricardus Myd- 
forde, and Nicholas Schak, decan of the kynges chapelle, and 
Iolin Blake, apprentice of lawe; whiche knyytes and elerkes thei 
senile to diverse castclls to he kepedo sucre to the nexte parlia- 
inente. The parliamente was hegunne at London after the 
Purificncion ofoure Lady, whom the kynge wolde have avoided 
and if hit wolde have bene ; to whiche parliamente the lordes 
rehersedc afore come with a grete hoste, dredynge treason. 
Whiche parliament was contynuede unto Pentecost; in whom 
Robert Tresilian was taken firste and drawen and honged by 
iuggemente of the lordes, and after that Nicholas Brambrc, 
kny^htc, suffredo dethe in lyko wise. This docn Iohn Salis- 
bery and Iamys Bermers, ij. yongc knyyhtcs and ij. traytours, 
were drawen and hongedc by iuggemente of pc parliamente. 

After pat Iohn Beauchamp of Holt, stuartc to the kynge, fals 
to kynge Edwarde of Wyndeshore, and to Leonell his sonne, 
duke off Clarence, was drawen and hongede by iuggement of ^ 426 a 
the parliamente. Iohn Blake, esqwyer, beynge gretely ageyne 
the seide lordes at Notyngham, was heded. Also Symon B uric 
was heeled, thau^he that the erle of Derby loborede gretely for 
liyrn, whereby a grete dissencion was movede betwene the erle 
of Derby and the duke of Glocestre, but they were reduced 
soonc to an unyte. The seide Symon Burle was keper of the 
castcll of Dovor, whom he was redy to have dely verede to men 
oft* Fraunce at the commaundement of the kynge ; whiche was 
an oppressor of poore men, a leehoure and an open advouterer. 

Also Roger Belknap, Iohn Holt, Robert Fulthorpe, and William 
Bourgli, iusticiaryes, were putte to exile, a certeyne summo 
grawntede to theim totheire exhibicion. And after the feste of 
Pentccoste the erle of Arundell wente to kepe the see with a 
mv^bty hoste, whiche fauthte nobly on the see, and toke, 
drownede, and brent lxxx. schippes. After that he entrede into 
the yle of Baas, whom he spoyledc and brente, and the yles of 
Us, of Ree, of Lemnstre, of Rocbele, of Olum, and of Olerum ; 
in whom he spoyledc and brente mony townes also, ami 
takynges rawnson of mony townes, havynge victory ageyne 
men of Fraunce or of Briteyne that made cny resistence to hym ;

rotiirnyngc to Ynglonde with grete fi’elieiU*. In whichc tyine 
inoii of Fnut nee, inipacieiitc of peas, entrede the euutre of the 
duehcry of Gelre with a hoste as innumerable, causede 
specially in that the seide duke ■was a trusty frende to pc 
realnie of Ynglonde. Neverthelesse tlie seide duke, havynge 
mony of Ynglonde with hym, yafebatell to the men of Fra mice, 
where noon of men of Fraunce oscapede, but tliei were other 
take or sleyne. Where men of Fraunce liadde experience that 
hit was perellous to wake an olde dogge from slope. Also men 
of Flandres did sle in that tyine a grete multitude of men of 
Fraunce. And in the same yere, abowte the nativite of scynte 
lob u Baptiste, the Scottes entrede into Ynglonde, brennynge 
townes in tlieire wey, withowte they were redeined by money, 
commyngc nye to the Newe Castell on Tyne, and sette tlieire 
tentes per ; in whichc towne syr Ilenricns Persy ]>e yonger 
aud syr Rawfe Persy, his broper, were that tyme; but the 
Scottes dredde specially this syr Henricus Persy for his noble 
manhode. The seide sir Henricus havynge grete indignaciou 
of pat presumption of the Scottes that they prevokede hym 
to ti^hte promysede to mete with theym within tlire dayes 
folowynge. And the seide syr Henricus Persy, takynge with 
hym but a lytelle nowmbre of men, coins sodenly on pat grete 
hoste, and made a grete murdre of ])eym, and did sle also with 
his nwne hondes the Scotte of Scottes, William Duglas. But 
that doon, theerle of Dunbar come with a grete hoste, and toke 
syr Henry Percy with syr Rawfe his broper ; but allemostealle 
the noble bloode of Scotlonde was sleyne by syr Henricus 
Persy afore. A parliamente was kepede at Cantebrigge after 
the Purificacion of oure Lady, in whom newe statutes were 
ordeynede of the wages of servauntey, of beggers, of armes not 
to be borne, of disportes not to be exercised excepte archery, 
and of the staple to be reducede from Mirbcnrach to Caleys, and 
off laborers not to be receyvyde in an oper towne withowte a 
seale of the hundrede. Also hit was ordeynede per that men of 
]>e churchc scholde not go from this londe to laboure for eny 
benefice, Avith charge or withowte charge, Avithowte he have 
licence of the kynges awne person ; and if tliei brake this 
statute thei scholde not reioyce the protection off pc kynge. 
These statutes and mony oper Avere made per, Avhiche Avere not 
observede unto this tyme ; but a tallage Avas graAvntede to the 
kynge in the endc of the parliamente, oou dyme of the clergy 
and oon xv te of the lay peple. Sir Thomas Trivctte rydynge 
in glorious pryde in the tyme of this parliamente Avith the 
kynge unto his ynne at Barnewell, and spurrynge his horse 
gretely, hade a grete falle, in so moche that his horse braste the 
intcrialle partes of his body. Neverthelesse this kny^hte 
lyvede unto pe day nexte folowynge, whichc tyme Avas ^itfen to 
hym to pennance if that heAvoldc take hit ; avIios dethe causede 
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"role gladdcncssc among© moehe peple, for ns hit was sonic lie 
was i'nls to the bischop ol‘ Ely in that vingo made by hym 
ageyne the enemyes of t he ohurche. Also hit was scale that he 
movede the kynpe moehe apeyne the noble Ionics of the routine 
in tin; yere laste afore. In whiche parliament lohn llolande, 
bro|)er to the kynpe; by reason his nioder, eonunyn late from 
Speyne from the duke of Laneastre, was made eric of tlun- 
t vligdon. 1 u whiche yere the pope did translate Thomas Arundel, 
bisehoppe of Ely, to be arehebiscliop of Vorke, Alexander Ncvyle, 4 
Iraytonr, beynpe at Soy 11 to Andrewes in Scotlonde; lohn Ford- 
liam, bischop of Dirham, unto the sete of Ely ; Walterus Sliir- 
lowe from the scete of Bathe unto the sectc of Dirhem ; maister 
Kawfe Ergon from Salisbery unto Bathe; and confermede lohn 
Waltham, clerke of the prive scj»1(», unto bischop of Salisbcry. 

JM ays ter Walterus Shirlowc, bischop of Dirhem, lohn Clen- 
bowe and Nicholas Sagworthe, knyyhtes, were sende on ambas- 
siate unto the kynge oft' Fraunee, for peas or truse to be taken 
botwene the realmes of Ynglonde and of Fraunee, taryengo 
longc in ]>ose costes withowte eftecte. At the laste tlici bade 
a Hindi answer© that tliei wolde not take truse withowte men of 
Speyne and Scottes scholde be contencd in that same truse ; 
and so that iourncy was suspende, for men of Ynglonde seide 
that Seottes were subiecte to the kynge of Ynglonde, and lige 
men to hym, whiche hade causede grete trowble ageyn the 
kynge, wherefore tliei awe to be punyschede as transgressors 
after the pleasure of the kynge of Ynglonde and of his cown- 
saylc. The Scottcs, despisynge the malyce of men of Yng- 
londe, cut rede into NorthumbrelondCj sleengc moehe peple 
|»er, takenge niony men and grete prayeswith iheym into tlieire 
euntre. In whiche tyme syr Thomas Mombray, crle of 
Notyngham, was sonde to depres.se the malice of Seottes, but 
hit profite not, in that his nowmbre of peplc was not cgalle 
unto tlieire hoste. In whiche yere the kynge, movede by the 
eowusayle of adulators, callynge and commaundynge mony 
noble meu of the londe to appere afore hym, entrede as 
sodenly into the cownsaile howse, where gentylmen did tary 
for hym. Whiche sette per inquirede of the noblemen how 
mony yere lie hade in age, where hit was answered© lie hade 
x.\" yore in age. Then the kynge seide, “By that y may eon- 
“ elude that y am of fulle age to govern© my sclfe, my howse- 
“ liolde, and my realme, for me tlicnke hit is not ry^htcfull 
“ that y scholde be of moore vile condicion then eny person 
“ in my realme. For every heire of my realme havynge xx t; 

“ ycrc in age after the detlie of his fader is permitte to governe 
“ hym selfe and his londes.” The barons seide that the kynge 
scholde reiovee alle thynges dewe to hym, and pertenynge to 
the crowne. The kynge seide, “ Bcholde ye knowe y have be 
“ governede unto this tymo by lordes and tutors that y my^hte 
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“ not do cny thyngo withowte theym ; wherefore from this 
“ lyme y ammovc tlieymo from my cownsayle, and y wylle 
“ take to my cownsayle men after my wylle and pleasure as 
f. 427 b. “ an he ire of lawefull age. Wherefore y commaunde firstc 
“ that the chaunceller resignc to me his scale.” The arclie- 
bischop of Yorke delyveryngc hit, the kyngc putte hit in his 
bosom and wente furtlie, returnynge soon ageyn. That doen 
he toke that scale to syr William Wikham bischop of Wyn- 
ehcstre, makvnge hym chaunceller agcync his wylle ; where he 
create also mony newe officers, usyngc and folowyngc his 
propre sensualite, expcllyngc from his cownsayle the duke of 
Glocestre, the erle of Warwyke, and mony oper noble men. In 
this yere, abowte the feste of the nativite of seynte Iohn Bap- 
tiste, truse as for iij. yore was taken betwene the realmes 
of Ynglondc and of Frauncc; Iohn Clenbowe, knyyte, and 
Kicardus Ronhalle, clerke, receyvynge an otlie of the parte 
of the kyngc off Frauncc. And sone after, abowte the feste 
of seynte Laurence, the eric of Seynte Panic, wliicho hade 
maryedc the suster of kyngc Ricardus, come into Ynglondc to 
reccyvc an otlie of the kyngc of Y r nglonde for that truse to be 
kepede truly on his parte. In whiche tyme the Scottes entrede 
into Ynglondc, and did grete hurte abowte the costes of Tynne- 
mowthc, desyrynge to sjieke with the capiteyn of the castell. 
Whiche comraynge to theym, and promysynge to pay a certeyne 
summe to salve that towue, the Scottes wente sodenly and sette 
lyre in that towne. The sawdiours of the castelle, scenge 
that, scliotte at the Scottes, and hurte soore oon grome amonge 
the Scottes, whereby the capiteyne was lyke to be sleyne, but 
that he promisede to norische that Scotte, and to sende hvm to 
Scottelonde of his costes also, if that he reeuredc. That pro- 
mysede the capiteyne was suffrede to departe. In whiche tyme 
somme off the messangers sende from Fraunce into Ynglonde 
wente to Scottelonde, yiffynge eleccion to the Scottes wheper 
tliay wolde be conclusedc under the seide truse or be excludedc 
utterly from the proteccion of the kyngc off Fraunce. The 
noble men of Scottelonde seide that thei wolde kepc the seide 
truse, but hit wolde be harde to move the commune peple perto. 
Wherefore thei preyede the messangers off Fraunce that thei 
wolde go with point and see what ordinaunce thei hade made 
for batell. The seide messangers off Fraunce goynge furtlie, 
come to that hoste off the Scottes, and founde theyme sette in 
an ordre, and kepynge tlieire wardes as and if thei scholde have 
yitfc batell in pat tyme. The Scottes, havynge knowlege of 
the corny ngc off men of Fraunce, and the cause of theire com- 
mynge, seide openly that thei wolde not loose that grete coste 
f. 428 a. for whom thei hade solde alle theire goodes. Neverthelesse 
the seide melancoly was mitigate by men of Fraunce, and 
specially by the lordes in Scottelonde, whiche seide openly afore 
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the commune peplc that llici wolde not he theire governoures 
into Ynglonde ; and if tliei wolde goc noddy into Ynglomle 
thei seholde make goveniourcs amonge theym sclfe and stondc 
to theire owne aventnre. And so the Scotlcs condcsccndc to 
the seido trusc taken. Abowtc whichc tyme the feste of the 
dcdicacion of the churcho of Seynte Marye at Cantebriggc 
happede abowtc the feste of the commemmoracion of seynte 
Paulc, to the honotire of whichc feste the body of Criste was 
borne thro that pereschc in procession in a schryne or pix, 
whom a cliilde of vij. yere in age my^hte have borne witli- 
owte cny grevaunce. The prestos bare the seidc saeramentc 
thro the seide towne untyllc that thei come afore a place otf 
freres Austyns, nyc to market place of the towne, where the 
seide schryne, beynge on theire sclnilders, began to departe 
from theym violentcly, and was so lievy that unnethe thei 
myyhte berre hit, nei]>er gette hit downe to theire sclnilders. 
The prestos were vexede soore, and preyede seculer men to 
putte to theiro hondes, whiclie commynge to hyt fclcdo ])cr :as 
noo wei^hte. This trowble of the prestos indurede as so longc 
as thei wento afore the place of the seide freres, and that place 
apaste the schryne descended unto theire sch aiders, and was 
ly^hto as hit was afore. In whichc tyme an unhappy man 
begun to lepe and dawnce afore ]>c saeramentc, and in that dis- 
porte he felle downe to the erthc and was dedde. The cause 
of these mervellons thynges were interpretate diverse wayes, 
whom we omittc at this tyme, lcvynge that iuggemeute to o]>er 
men. But thys y dar say of trawthe, that a pestilence to be 
mcrvaylede folowcdc soone after at Cantebriggc, causyngo 
inoche pcple to dye as sodcnly as madde men withowte the 
sacramentes of the churche. Abowte which tyme the freres 
Preelieours in Frauncc kepede theire olde oppinion, sayenge 
and prechynge oure lady seynte Mary to have be conccyvedo 
in original! synne : whiclie freres were exalte so into pryde that 
thei woldo not obbey the bischopps puttynge theym to silence, 
neiper the kynge ne o]>er gentillemen of ]>e rcalmc. Where- 
fore thei were expulsedc from the protcccion of the kynge of f 
Frauncc, and prohibitc to go into that cuntre and prechc, lesto 
they seholde induce the commune peplc into erroure. Also 
thei were compcllede that thei seholde not passe ]>eire places, 
but lyve by the labor of theire hondes on peyne off dcthc. 
The promptuary of falscnesse, the sawer of discordc, the arti- 
ficiallc detractor, Alicliael Attepoole, somme tyme eric of Sowthe- 
folke and chauncellcr of Ynglonde, but he was a wikkede and 
malicious cownscilloure, clycde in this yere at Parisius ; the 
rychesso of whom Robert Veer his fclowe hade, somme tyme 
duke of Yrlonde, whichc were ]>cr in exile to gedre. Pope 
Urban the vj t0 considerynge this tyme the age of men to 
decrease, ordeynede this yere to be the yere of iubile, willyngc 
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that I tit scholde contynue in every xxx li yere folowyngc. The 
Lollardes and folo\vers of maister Iohn Wyclif were exeite into 
sue grete presumpeion and boldenesse that theirc prestos create 
o|>er prestos alter the consuetude of the gentylos, wliiehe seidc 
that every presto hade so gretc ] jo were to solve and byndc as the 
pope. And mony create so by theyme seidc masse, and execute 
other ministerys of the sacramenics ; but at the laste oon of 
the prestos create by theyme was confesscde to the bischoppe 
of Salvsbery at his manor of Sunnynge, expressynge to hyin the 
seidc orronre. In wliiehe tyme the seidc heretykes prcchedc that 
pilgremages scholde not be usedc, and specially to Wnlsyngham 
and to the crosse at the northdore of Scynte Panic tit London, 
seyenge jmt J»cr was noo thyngc of Godhcdc Jn*r, but that tlici 
were roten stokkes. Bischoppes of j>e real me horde this eom- 
municaeion, but somnie of theyme stoppedc theirc eieres, lev- 
ynge theirc selicpe with owte eny keper, that thei myyhte be 
devourede off wulfes, the bytenges of whom were violente ami 
dedely. But truly there was not oon dogge that wolde broke 
ageyne those vulfes but the bisehop of Norwiche, wliiehe 
sulfrcde not his flok to be infecte with, that wikkede peple. 
For he made a protcstacion that and if eny of theyme preehede 
with ynne his diocyse thei scholde be hongede or brente. And 
so there was not oon of the scide heretykes that durste pre- 
sume to comine to his diocyse and satire martyrdome, and so 
the feithc off Cristc was not contaminate in alle that province. 
In wliiehe lymc to the eonfirmaeion of tru peple mony myracles 
were sehewede at a crosse crccte in the hye way nye to the 
f. 420 a. priory of Wynncmudham. Also there was in that same tyme 
in the place of Cbanons at Bridlynton, in the diocyse of Yorke. 
suelic open manifcstacion of miracles sehewede at the turn be of 
scynte lohn, sonune tyme prior of that place, that alle peple of 
YTiglonde nierveleyde of the seidc miracles. For as mony men 
say lie walkcdc on the see in his lyfe, schewynge mony 
miracles in his lyfe. insomoche that thro his preyer cornes or 
greynes semynge not to suffice that place by a monethe wolde 
be suffieiauntc by oon yere and moore. Abowte wliiehe tyme 
maister William Courteney, archebischop of Cawnterbcry. visitte 
his province ; whielie intendynge to visitte monkes of the blake 
ordre at Oxon, sende to the seidc studentes that thei scholde 
be alle at the seide visitacion a certeyn day assignedc. The 
seolers of monasterys exeinpte and not exempte were trowblede 
soore, in that thei see never afore ; nciper horde of suclie an 
o]>er visitacion ; but the seide. monkes laborede this processe 
folowrnge to lette the scide visitacion. The abbot of Seynte 
Alban did wryte to the archebischop, preynge and niovynge 
hym to chauuge his purpose as for that visitaeion. The arche- 
bischop rcceyvynge the letters, toke Jieim with goode chore, 
and causede the inouke of that place, brynger of the seide 
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letters, to fury and to dyne with hyni. And after meyte the 
bischop callede that monke to hym, and seide that he wolde 
niony thynges for the favor of ]>at prelate his speeiallc frende, 
but he wolde not derogate the privilege of his elmrche, and if 
the kyngc of Ynglondc laborcdc Jicrfore, and seide, “ Is not ]>cr 
“ a college ? have yc not a prior that may kepe a chnpitre and a 
“ coninmno clmpcl 1 ?” The monke answorode and seide that there 
was noo eolege J>cr of pcirc ordre, sithethat the monkes beynge 
]>cr hade noo conventnall scale, and that place was not possessede 
with tcmporalites and spirilunlitcs, and mony other thynges 
did wante whiche were reqnirodc to a college. To whom the 
archebisschop seide, “ We’wylle cominc and sec, and inquire how 
“ hit stondetho with yow.” The monke seide, “ IMy lordc, and if 
“ ye cominc )>cr yc have noo iurisdiccion to inquire of such 
“ thynges, but in monkes not exempte, and thei be visittc in 
“ theire propre monasterys, wherefore they awe not to be 
“ visittc by yow in the secunde tyme.” The archebischop seyde 
“ Hit is certeync that thei were not visittc by us in theire awne 
“ monasterys, ffor thei were excusedeby theire abbottes, in that 
“ they were at the universite, wherefore we intendc to visittc 
“ theym in that universite.” A monke a Cawutorbcry commynge 
with the archebischop seide, “ My lordc, ye may visittc monkes 
“ exempte j>er so longe as they be in the universite, for they be 
“ under the iurisdiccion of the cawnccllcr.” That other monke 
of Scyntc Alban answerede, that monkes exempte hade gretc 
privilege ]>er, and were not under the iurisdiccion of eny 
bischop but of the pope of Koine, oJ»cr of a legate a latere sende 
from ]>c pope. The archebischop seide, if hit were so, lie 
wolde not trowble theym in eny thynge. And on the day of 
scynte Tecla virgyn, maister Symon Sowthcrey, monke of 
Seyntc Alban, apperede afore the metropolitan, preyengc and 
besechynge that he wolde cliaunge his purpose from the seide 
visitacion, but he wolde not be in eny wysc. And in the Sonne- 
day nexte folowynge, the seide Symon apperede afore the 
archebischop in the churchc of Seyntc Frydcswydc, with alle 
monkes exempte and not exempte, after ]>c goynge downe of the 
sonno. The archebischop seenge theym, inquirede wheper that 
thei come to submitte theyme. They seide they come to obtene 
his flavor and benevolence, and for noon o]>er submission. The 
arehebischoppe seide, “And y have yowexcusede, and y intende 
“ not to vexeyow after J>is tyme in eny thynge and here was 
the ende of the seide visitacion. And in the departenge of the 
archebischop of Cawntcrbery, beynge at Dunstaplc soonc after, 
the abbotte of Scynte Alban sende the prior of his monastery 
to Dunstaplc to the archebischop, to desire hym to solace hym 
in the seide monastery, and to tary per alle ny^hte. The 
archebischop condescende and come to that monastery, and 
taryede there by that nyyhte at the costes of thabbotte, and 
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dcpartedc in tin? morowo folowynge. Ami pope Urban the vj u 
dyede in the same yore in the monetlie of September; whom 
the cnrdinalle Neapolitan succedid by eleceion of the cardinally, 
and was callede Boneface the ix ,l,e . Lorde lohn duke of Lan- 
eastre come to Ynglonde in this yere abowte the begynnynge 
of the moncthe oil' Novomber, alter that he hade t ary ode by 
iij. yere in Speyne, Aquitanny and Gascoigne. Whiclie snf- 
frede mony infortunys in Speyne in the begynnynge, but after 
f. 430 a. that lie come to grete felicite : llor in the begynnynge vitayles 
begynnynge to fayle, the lioste of Ynglische dyede off the 
pestilence and flix, insomoche ]>at xc. famosc knyyhtcs of Yng- 
londe dyede ]>er miserably. Wherefore the reside of Ynglische 
men coacte by necessite lefte the duke of Lancastre and wentc 
to t ho lioste of men olfFrannce, ■whiclie were ]>er to hclpe the 
kynge of Castell, where they were grete noryschede and 
clicryschede. The kynge of Portyngale beynge per that tyrac 
with a grete hoste, seenge men of Ynglonde to have de- 
partede from tlieiro lorde, seide to the duke, Ci Beholde you re 
“ men of Ynglonde how tliei have departede from yow and be 
“ goen to yonre adversaryes. I sehalle goe and ^iffe batelle to 
“ they me, and y sehalle not leve oon of theyme in lyfe.” The 
duke of Lancastre seide to the kynge, “ 0 my lorde, ye sehalle 
“ nor do soe, for y knowe that tliei do soe for theire lyvynge, 
“ and not for treason.” That seide, the duke began to wepc 
in his herte, and preyede allemyyhty God to be his gyde, promy- 
synge to remembre his Maker afterwarde better then lie did 
afore; and so Criste acceptynge his herte contrite, eausede for- 
tune to cnioy and encrease to liyin from that tyme. For bis 
adversary the kynge of Castelle dredde not the powere men, 
but he was eompellede by the dredde of God to trete with the 
duke for peas. Where hit was broiiyhte to this conclusion, that 
the kynge seliolde mary the doubter of the duke of Lancastre 
to his sonne, the frute of whome scholde enioye the realme of 
Speyne, and if tliei hade noo yssue that realme scholde be 
reioycedc by the frute of the duke of Yorke, bro]>er to the 
duke of Lancastre, wliiclie hade maryede the dorter of the 
kynge of Castell. The convencion made sure, the duke re- 
ceyvede of the kynge of Castelle xx. m. li., and for a certeyne 
summe not payede, diverse borowes or plegges were taken to 
hym, that he scholde reccyve of the seide kynge yerely the 
tyme of his lyfe endurynge x. m. li., and to lady Constaunee 
his wife iiij. M. li., for whiclie summe of moneyc to be payede 
iiij. goode townes were assignede to the seide lady Constaunee. 
Kynge Rieharde kepedo his Cristemasse in that yere with 
qwene Anne at the maner off Wodestoke. In whiclie tyme the 
erle off Penbroke, of xvij. yere in age .wyllynge to disporte and 
inste with a spore, was smyten of an o]>er knyyhte metynge 
f. 430 b. hym in the flankc, his intcrialle partes were broken, and 
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detlie folowede ancon ; for the detlie of whom lordes and moclie 
peple of the re aline were sooiy. For that crlc was libcrnllo, 
affable, meko, and icntyll to alle peple, cxccdyngc alle oper 
yongc Ionics of his ago in the realine. And hit is to be incr- 
vaylede of the auncesturs of that eric, for from Emery eric of 
Penbroke, 0011 of the asscssours and iugges on the detlie of 
seynt Thomas of Laneastre, unto this lolm Hasting, noon of 
the cries of Penbroke sec ever theire fader, ne pc fader pe 
sonne. A parliamente was holden at Westemonastcry in the 
Mooncday nexte folowynge the festc of seynto Hillary, in 
whom the commune peplc desyrede that lyverys of lordes 
myjhtc be putte awey, for mony men werynge the lyverys of 
lordes usede grete cxtorcion and oppression of poore peplc. 
Where the lordes and gentilmen made grawnte that noo man 
seholde have of theire clothynge with 1 he were of theire 
private howseholde, and tolce a certeyne surame of ])cim in ]>e 
yore. In wliiehe parliamente diverse men of Rente distrow- 
blynge peas were taken, drawen, and hongede. Also a statute 
was made that noo man seholde passe this realme to Koine 
for provisions in chnrche, or in churches to be geten and 
purchased, and if that he did, he schold be imprisonede 
as a i-ebelIion to the kjuige. Also a statute was made ]>er 
]>at the kynge seholde not graunte his chartre to thefes, 
robbers, or mnrdrcrs of men, and if ciper duke or archcbischop 
laborede for eny man of that disposicion, thei seholde pay to 
the kynge a jr. li., a bischop or erle a m. markc, a knyjhte v. e. 
markc, oper men xx. li. Also hit was grawntede to the kynge 
in this parliamente that he scholdc rcceyve for customes of 
wolle for every sakke pat men of Ynglonde hade 1 . 5 ., and of 
straungc peple iij. li. lohn Gawntc, dnke of Laneastre, was 
erecte in this parliamente to the duke of Aquitanny ; and 
Edward, son of the duke of Yorke, was made erle of Rutloudc, 
to whom the kynge ^afe the castell of Okam. The duke of 
Gellerior come to London in the same yere, and in the monethe 
of Iulius, whiche was receyvede with grete honoure, and made 
hym oon of the knyjhtes of the Garthur at Wyndesliore. 
Kynge Ricardus come to Leiccstre in the same monethe of 
Iulius, where, at the instance of lohn duke of Laneastre, lohn ^ 431 
Northampton, citesynne of London, and his felawes, banyschedc 
but late afore, were restorede to theire state afore and libcrtc. 

In whiche tyme mony noble men come from Frauuce, from 
Selande, from Alemanny, and from oper cuntres to the kynges 
courtc for grete iustynges usede per in that tyme, bryngynge 
with theyme ryalle horses and armor pertenyngc perto, where 
the noble lyvercy of the white liertc, with a chenc of golde, 
was ^iffeu firste. The kynge havyngc cownsayle to schewe his 
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excellent regaly to the Ionics of stnmngc cun trees, kcpede the 
l’este of sevntc Edwarde at Kennynton, solennely crowneile in 
that clay, bothe at masse and ineyte, and the qwene also. At 
whiche solennite the crle of Seynte Paule was, with his wife, 
suster to the kynge, and the erle of Ostreiiaut, whiche was 
made ]>er knyyhte of the Gartluir. A parliamente was 
holden at London in West monastery, the xx (i day of the 
monethe of November, unto whom Damianus de Cathenesia, 
messanger of ]>e pope, for a revoeaeion of the statute made 
ageyne provisions of churches to be laborede ; but the seide 
messanger reioyeede not his purpose, neverthelesse the kynge 
made granule that the pope scholde >iflb alle benefices vacant 
in the courte of Rome. A bushel! of wliete was soldo in thys 
yere at London for xx. d. and ij commynly, where hit was wontc 
to lie soldo for v. d. or vi. d. And Thomas Arundell, archebisehop 
of Yorke, was made chawneellcr of Ynglonde, and John 
Waltham, bisehop of Salisbery, treasurer of Ynglonde, in the 
begynnyngc of October, and the erle of StaU’orde maryede in 
that yere the doubter off ]>e duke of Glocestre. A parliament 
was holden at Westmonastery in the thrydde day of the 
monethe of November, and durede unto December ; in whom 
hit was ordeynede that alle possessions, londes, and tenementes 
of religions men scholde be escheate withowte thei were 
deduete unto a dedde honde afore the feste of seynte Michel! 
nexte folowynge. Kynge Richarde kepode that tyrne his 
Cristemasse at Langley, to whom men of Aquitanny come, 
seyenge that thei were wonte to be governede by the kynge of 
Ynglond, or by the prince his sonne, and by noon o]>er, seyenge 
also that they wolde not take the duke of Laneastre as theire 
chiefe lorde, but as a governoure under the kynge. Iohn duke of 
Laneastre come to Yuglondc from Aquitanny in the vij t,ie day 
of the monethe of Maii, whiche was receyvede of the kynge 
with grete honore. A grete cownsayle was keped at Stauforde 
in the xxv the day of ]>e monethe of INIaii, where mony thynges 
were ordeynede; and amonge o]>er constitueions, that gentyl- 
men havynge londes unto ]>e valonre of xl*‘ li. by yere seholdc 
be knyihtes. Truse was taken betwene the kynges of Yng- 
londe and off Fraunce in this cownsaile for certeyne yeres, 
and alle the kynges eonrtes were translate from London to 
Yorke. That doen the kynge sende a wrytte to ]>e mayre of 
London, that he seholde appere at Notyngham with the shireffes 
with xxiiij u aldermen, and mony o]>er noble men of the cite to 
answere afore the kynges cownsayle to thynges obieete ageyne 
theyme. Iohn Hende, mayre of London, was deposede in the 
xj tUe day of the monethe of Tulius folowynge, and sende to the 
castell of Wyndeshore, and the shireffes were deposed also, and 
oon was sende to the castell of Walyngforde, and that o}>er to 
the castelle of Okam, Edwarde Dalkigbrugge havynge gover- 
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nayle of that cite ffor t he tymo. The duehesse of Yorkc dyodc 
in the same yere ]>o xxiij 1 * day of tin* monethe of November, 
whom tlie kynge eausede to be bervede at, Langelev with grete. 
solennite. Also in the same yen*, the xx 1 * day of the monethe 
of lanivere, a parliamente was holdcn at Wynchestre, in whom 
syr Ambrey Veer was made erle of Oxenforde, and syr William 
Scroope was made ehambreleyn of the kynge, and syr Thomas 
Persy stuarde of the kynge. And in the vij. day of Kebrnarius 
folowynge, t-hefes brake the chapell of Oure Lady of 1*0WC at 
Westemonastery, and toke awey grete goodes with theyine. And 
in the vij""' nvihte folowynge thei brake tin* ehurchc of Seynte 
lohn at Clerkenwell, and did grete hurle |>er, and somme of 
those tliefes were taken and hongod at Oxenforde. Solenne 
diriges were hade in this yere at Seynte Panics chnrche in 
London for the sawle of Anne empresse, modor of Anne qwenc 
of Ynglonde. Anne qwene of Ynglonde dyede in this yere .‘it 
Sclicne, ]>e vij" ,e day of J>e monethe of Iunins, on the day of 
Pentccostc; the dethe of whom the kynge sorowede insomoche 
that, lie eausede the maner there to be pulledc downe, ami 
wohle not coniine in eny place by oon yere folowynge where 
sclie hade be, the chnrche excepte ; wliiche was heryedc in the 
chnrche of Westemonastery, in the feste of seynte Anne nexte 
folowynge, with grete honome and solennite. That qwene f. 432 a. 
Anne purchased of the pope that the feste of seynte Anne 
schohle he solennysedo in Ynglonde. - The dethe of this qwene 
Anne induced grete hevynosse to noble men and to commune 
peple also, for selic eausede noo ly telle profitc to the realmo. 

1 >11 fc lnony abusions eonmie from Boemia into Englonde with 
this qwene, and specially sohoouc with longe pvkes, insomoche 
that thei cowthe not go untvllc that thei were tyede to theire 
legges, usengc that tyme chcyues of silvyr at the pykes of 
theire sehoonc. Kynge Ricardus toke his iourney to Yrloml 
abowte the feste of seynte Mathcwe, taryenge per in wynter 
with his lioste. And in the nicane tyine the duke of Y r orke 
kepede a parliamente at Westmouastcry soone after the feste of 
seynte Hillary, to wliiche parliamente the kynge sonde his 
uncle, Thomas duke of Glocestrc, to desyre of the clergy oon 
dyme, and oon xv ,bc of lay men, where that pcticion was 
grawnte. Bartholomewede Namera, messanger of ]>e pope, 
come to this parliamente for |>e revocacion of the statute made 
afore ageync provisors of churches, lmt he profitc not of his 
message. Also maister John Bloxham, governoure of Mertyn 
colege at Oxenforde, and doctor of divinite, was accnsede of 
ij. felawes of the seide college in the, same parliamente openly 
of a cryme not to he oxpressodc, wliiche men were movedc to 
aeeuse hvm by lnony lordes of that parliament. But thei 
prcvaylede not, ageyne hym, in that thei cowthe not make 
suttieiaunte probacion. The kynge understondynge after ol’ 
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}>at wickt»dc mater was movede soore ageyne the lordes 
anil his accusers. Henricus Wnkefeldo, hischop of Woicestio, 
departede from that pailiamcnle, dyede at 151 o klev in the 
monethe of Marche, whom Tidemamms, biscliopp Landavense, 
did sucecdc. Kynge Bicai-dus, makyngc mony kny^htes 
of Yrloude, yafe to they in grete fees to be receyvede of the 
ehekker yerely to ]>eim, and o])or grete yiftes. and departede 
into Ynglonde with his hostc. The kynge departede from that 
enntre thei were moore maliciously disposede then the! were 
afore, and did sle a noble knyyhte of Ynglonde per, syr Roger 
eric of Marche. And in that somer iblowyngc Constaunce 
duchcssc of Laneastre dyed, and Mary cowntcsse of Derby, and 
were beryedc at Levercestre. Henricus eric of Derby gate of 
Mary hys wife iiij. sonnes, Henricus, 'l'liomas, John, and Uinfrey, 
and ij. doyhters, Blanche and Mary. And in succession of 
tyme Iolm of Gaunt, duke of Laneastre, maryede into his wyfe 
Katcryne Swynford, whom he kepede longe, his wife beynge in 
lyfc, of whom he gate i ij. sonnes, Iolni.Bewford, eric of Somer- 
sete, Henricus Bewford, bischop of Lincolne, Edmund Bewford, 
and ij. doubters, oon of whom was cownte3se of Wcstemar- 
londe, that o])or was cowntcsse of Soinerscte ; and alle these 
sonnes and doubters of Iolm duke of Laneastre were legiti- 
mate by the pope. In whichc ycrc, the vij the day of the moncthe 
of Auguste, Ricardus kynge of Ynglonde, purposynge to mary 
the doth tor of the kynge off Fraunce, saylede unto Calys with 
a noble hostc, dukes, erics, barons, and mony ojier noblemen, 
taryenge per unto the feste of Symon and Iudc.‘ Wherefore 
abowte the scide feste the kynges of Ynglonde and off Fraunce 
mette, with pc noble men of eiper realm e, on a pleyne nyc to 
the castcllc of Gyncs, spekyuge of the seide matrimony betwene 
kynge Ricardus and Isabelle dothtcr'of the kynge of Fraunce, 
havyngc viij. ycrc in age. And so at the laste the seide Isabel! 
was delyverede to the kynge of Ynglonde ; that doen, kynge 
Ricardus, takynge leve off the kynge of Fraunce, returnede to 
Calys with his companyc, whom he maryede per with grete 
solennitc, in pc presence of the seide lordes, in the x ,he day of 
the monethe of November. That doen thei come to Ynglonde 
with grete ioyc and gladdcnesse ; but diverse of his schippcs 
were drownede, havynge in theym moche clothe of Ari’as 
and mony other thynges for the apparayle of the kynges 
lxalle. This qwene come to London the xxiij. day of monetho 
of November, thi*o Sowthewcrkc unto Kenyngton, to 'whom 
mony peplc wente to see, and in returnynge mony men 
and women were oppressed to dethe, amonge whom a prior of 
Estesex was oppressede to dethe, and a noble woman of Corun- 
hell. This qwene was bi'oiiyhte ageyne the thrydde day off 
the monethe of Ianiver by London brygge, by the Bruggestrete, 
thro the Towre stretc and unto the towre, and in the morowe 
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folowyngc scho was Icddc tliro Ciiope nnlo West monastery, 
wlioro sclic was crownede with grete solennitc in the vigill of 
the Epiphany by the arehebischop of Cawntcrbcry. Ami a 
eowiisayle was cal lode at Wcstmonastery in the monothe of 
February nextc folowyngc, but the duke of Gloecstre and the 
(ale of Arundcll, cited to appere there, excuscde tlieym that 
infinnitc oppressynge tlieym wolde not suffre his wyllc to lie f'. 433 a. 
perforincde. The kyngc herynge that was inovedc soore 
ageyue tlieyme, wliichc folowyngc ]>e eowiisayle of yongc 
peple malicious and indiscrete, and specially of Iolm Busch, 
counnaunded llieardus eric of Arundcll to be areste, and 
Thomas erle of Wanvykc, puttynge tlieyme in sucre kepynge. 

That doen, the kynge takynge with him Iolm Bnsche and a 
oerteyne nowmbre of men of armes, come toPlesch, and areste 
in his awue person his uncle, Thomas duke of Gloecstre, 
beynge in beddc and laboryngc in grete infirmite. Notwith- 
stondyngc the preyer of the duke, with mony teres of his wife 
and of his men, lie was sonde in the nyShte to Tyllyngborne, 
after j>at to Dovor, and soe to Calys, to the. erle of Norfolke 
eapiteyne there, that he scholde be sleyne, as hit schal be 
sehewede hereafter. Maister William Courtenay, arehebischop 
of Caunterbery, itycdc in the same ycre, the kalendcs of 
Auguste ; whom Thomas Arundclle, arehebischop of Yorke, did 
snccede. In wliiehe ycre also William Mountegu, erle of Salis- 
bery, dyedc also, a noble man, tru to the kynge and to the 
real me, and fortunate in batcll; Thomas Holand, erle of Ivente, 
dyede in that yere also. In whiche tyme a pagan kynge of 
Turkeyc rcignede ]»er, Ambrot by name, ageyue whom mony 
men of Ynglondc, of Frauncc, and of other regions were 
gedredc ; whiche were taken and sleyne per in that ]>ei were 
dispersede, and kepede not an ordre after the consuetude of 
batcll. The kyngc revolvynge in mynde how that he was 
coacte afore to graunte a ccrtcyn commission to certeyne lordes 
to governe hym and the realme, thonkynge hym selfe of fullo 
age and diserccion, desirede gretely to do persccucion to tlieym. 
Wherefore the kynge thenkynge that he cowtho not pnnysche 
tlieyme withowte a parliamcnte were liolden, sende messan- 
gers and wrytynge into ]>e costes of Ynglonde in the monethc 
of Iulius, that allc men scholde come to the parliamcnte that 
awe to be ]>er with owte eny excuse. Unto whiche parliamcnte 
a grete multitude of peple conic, whiche began in October in 
the day of scyntc Lambert, and contynuede uutyll the conver- 
sion of seynte Paulo. This parliamente was kepede in the 
myddes of his palyce at Wcstmonastery, where he made an 
hallo betwene the towre and the dorre of the grete halle, tlfat 
the seide kynge my^hte appere in his solennitc ; whiche place f. 433 b. 
was taken awey alter the parliament. In the firste day of 
that parliament the bischop of Ely and chauneellor of Ynglonde 
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made a pronunciation iu the inaner of a .sermon, begyunynge 
with this proposition, “ Rex unus erat omnihns,” and con- 
cludynge at alle tyines that the powere of the kynge awe to 
be unyte and annexed to hymselfe, and men eansyngc the 
contrary lie worthy to be punyschod after the have. But 
this parliament was ordeynedc to make inquisicion of 
those persons that trowbled )>c regaly, and that trowble and 
discordc seliolde not have predominy afterwarde. That col- 
lacion fmisched, the kynge commawnded the communes that 
thei seliolde acorde of the speker of the parliamente, and pre- 
sente the man electe to hym in tlie day nexte folowynge. In 
whichc parliament ]>c kynge } afe pardon to alle peple that hade 
doen eny offence to hyin, those persons excepte that seliolde be 
correct in that parliament. And in Tyseday nexte folowynge 
syr Ioh n Busche, knyjhte, was chosen speker of J>e parlia- 
mente and presentedeto the kynge, whom )>e kynge did aecepte. 
The seidc syr Iohn Busche, dewe protestaeions made afore, 
expressed these wordes afore t he kynges hihenesse : — “ 0, my 
“ lorile kynge, we desyre that we may expresse J>e names of 
“ men causynge trowble ageyne yonr regaly. First e, Thomas 
“ duke of Gloeestre, Ricardus erle of Arundell, whichc 
“ causede yow to grawnte to ]>eim, in the ix the yere of you re 
“ reigne, oon soore commission, by the meanes of Thomas 
“ Arundell, channcellor of Ynglonde, to governc you and 
“ ]>o reahne of Ynglonde to |>e preiudice of yonre regaly.” 
And that commission grawnted was rovocate and anni- 
chilliate in that parliamente, with alle thynges depend- 
ynge of hit ; neverthelessc a spcciall grace and pardon was 
grawnted by the kynge to Ricardus erle of Arundell at ]>c 
instance of fe metropolitan, broker to hym. Where the seidc 
syr Iohn Busche spake, sayenge that )>e seide pardon is as 
infecte with treason, and that the seide bisehop purchasynge 
hit awe to iuggede as a traytour. The bisehop willynge to 
aryse and auswerc to fat mater, was prohibite by the kynge. 
Neverthelessc that archebischoppc off Cawnterbury apperede 
not jier after that tyme. Also hit was ordeynede iu this parlia- 
mente that the excesses of prelates scholde be terminate in the 
parliamente, and. so licence hade ]>e prelates did departc with 
bevy chcre. But in Wednesday nexte folowynge the seide 
statute ageyne prelates was revokede, where the seide prelates 
were charged, on peync of the losse of }>eire temporalites that 
tliei scholde ordeyne a proctor in that day to eondeseende in 
tlieire names to thynges expedient in ]>at parliamente. And 
on Thursday nexte folowynge the archebischop of Cawnter- 
bery come to fe kynges palyce to have apperede at fe parlia- 
mente. But the kynge sende to hym by the bisehop of Caerliel 
fat he seliolde returne ageyne to liys ynne. The prelates yafe 
to syr Thomas Percy, stywarde of the kynge, tlieire plener 
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powere, and made hym tlieire proctor, promysynge to fulle- 
lyllc nllo thyngcs grawntcde by bym in tlieiro names in pat 
parliamentc. This proecy redde and expressede, syr Iolm 
Busclie, spekcr of the parliamentc, rchersede pcse Avordcs to the 
kynges, “ My lorde, hit is so nowe that the secundc article awe 
“ to be fullefyllede of pc peync put to men troAvblynge youre 
“ regaly. Wherefore y bcsechc yonr hihencsse of speeiall 
“ pardon that y may goe and comine in suerte with my felawes 
“ to prosecute by the Aveye of appellacion and ' of impeticion 
“ ageyne certeyne persons.” That graAvntede by the kynge, 
the spekcr of the parliamcnte seide, “ I accuse Thomas Arun- 
“ dell, archebischop of C.Tivnterbery, of tlire maners and articles 
“ of treason. In the lirstc of the commission of the real me to 
“ hym, to Thomas duke of Glocestre, and to his broper Ricar- 
“ dus erle of Arundcll. In the secundc for the seide lordes 
“ did holde solcnnc parliamcntcs by usurpacion of that pro- 
“ ditorious commission into thegretc prciudicc of youre regaly. 

“ In the thrydde, in that thei did sice proditoriousely lames 
“ Brucis and Symon Burle, your tru knyyhtcs and lige men, 

“ by the seide usurpacion. Wherefore avo yonr tru lige iucd 
“ desyre your hihencsse to fulminate a sentence ageyne the 
seide archcbischoppe eondigne to snchc a traytoure.” The 
kynge ansuerede and seide that he Avoklc take deliberaciou as 
in pat mater, for the excellence of his person, unto the day 
1 ‘oloAvyngc. And on F riday nexte foloAvynge that tyme, on f. 434 b. 
the festc of scyntc MatliCAve, the duke of Rotland, the erlo of 
Ivente, the erle of Huntyndon, the eric of Notyngliam, the erle 
of Somersette, the erle of Sarisbcry, the lorde Despcnser, and 
syr William Serope entredc into the parliamcnte in a sute of 
goAvnes of redde sylke, braAvdrcde Avith Avliite sylke and letters 
of gotde, purposynge to the kynge the appellacion made but 
late afore at Notyngham. Where thei aecusede Thomas duke 
of Glouccstre, Ricardus erle of Arundell, Thomas erle of War- 
Avyke, and Thomas Moi'tymare kny^hte, of treason and insur- 
recciou made ageyne the kynge at Harnegay parke, promys- 
ynge afore the kyDgc to prosecute the seide appellacion. 

When Ricardus erle of Arundell was brou^hte to the parlia- 
mente in a roobe of scarlet, Avhiche was taken from hym by 
commaundemente of Iolin duke of Lancastre. And the articles 
of treason rchersede, the seide erle denyede utterly that he 
avus a traytour, desyrynge his pardon grawntcde by the kynge 
myjhte haA’e execuciou. Then Iolin duke of Lancastre seide, 

‘•O pOAV traytour, pat pardon is revokede.” To Avhoni the erlo 
seide, “ Y am 1100 traytour, no have not bene a traytour.” 

Then the duke of Lancastre seide to hym, “ If pOAV AA r cre not a 
“ traytoure Avhereto desyres pow pardon ?” The erle seide, To 
“ depresso thy fals langage and oper moo.” Then the kynge seide 
to hym, “ AnsAvere to thyne appellacion.” The erle seide, “ Y am 
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“ noo traytour,” dcsyrynge ofte to reioycc that pardon grawn- 
tede to liym by pe kynge. Iolin Buschc, spckcr of the parlia- 
niento, seidc to hym, “ That pardon is revoked nowc by oure lorde 
“ ]»e kynge, the lordesof pe realrae, and by us his tru lige men.” 
Then the eric seidc, “ Where be tlic tin commune peple and 
“ his ligo men : y knowe the wclle and thy felawes, for ]>ow 
“ base bene a traytour longc iutendynge and yinaginynge my 
“ dctlie.” Then Flenricus crle of Derby did aiysc, rehersyngo 
this sciitcnec : “ Seide not pow to me at lluutyndon, where we 
“ mette lirste to make insurreccion, ‘ Lcte 11 s goe firste and take 
“ ‘the kynge’?” The crlo of Arundcll seide, “ Tliow lyes, 
“ y seidc not of the kynge in cny wyse but ]>at was for his 
“ lionore and worsehippe in cny thynge to the or unto eny 
f. 435 a. “ other.” Tlicn the kynge seidc to hym, “ Seide not pow to me 
“ in the tyme of thy parliamcnte, in a bathe behynde the white 
“ hallo, that Synion 13 uric was worthy dctlie for mouy causes? 
“ and y seide to ]>at tyme that y cowthc not fynde eny cause 
“ of dctlie in hym. Neverpelcs y and my qwene preyongc for 
“ his lyfe, tliow ]iutte hym to dethe falsely and lyke a tray- 
“ tourc, and despiseste my preyerc.” Then the kynge seide 
to the stuarde, “ Jiffe to hym his iuggemcntc.” Then the duke 
of Lnncastrc seide in this wyse : “ Kichardo, I Iolin stywarde of 
“ Ynglondc iugge pc a traytonre, and eondempnc that tliow be 
“ drawcu, honged, and quartert, and allc thy lornlcs taylede 
“ and not taylede to be applyede to the use of the kynge for 
“ ever.” Nevertlielesse the kynge grauntede that he scholdc 
be but licdcd, for the reverence of his blode, and so he was 
brou^hte to Chepe and lieded per, and beryede after at the 
freres Austyn in London. And on Saturday nexte folowjmge, 
at proclamacion was made that syr Thomas Mortvmare scholdc 
jiresente hym to the kynge within vj. [dayes folowyngc im- 
mediately, in peyne of treason and pCrpetuall exile. And in 
Monday nexte folowynge a certifieatory sende from Calcys 
from the duke of Sowthefolke, that tyme capiteyne per, was 
redde. In whom hit was contenede that that Thomas diikc of 
Glocestre rnyykte not appere afore the kynge, in that he was 
dedde in kepyngc. Nevertlielcsse the same sentence was ful- 
minate ageyne hym lyke as hit was to the crle off Arundell ; 
and the goodes temporall of Thomas Arundell arehebischop of 
Cawnterbery eseliete, he was puttc into exile. And in the 
Tyseday nexte folowynge the eowntee of Chestre was exaltede 
unto a ducliery and augmentede by the hondes of Eicardus 
erle of Arundell. Also hit ivas ordeynedc in that day 
that allc men yiffynge comfort, cownsayle,. or helpe to the 
sonnes of men dampnede in pat parliamcnte, and to be damp- 
ned, that thei scliolde suffre dctlie as tray tours. Also an ordi- 
naunce was made in this parliament, that allc Ionics spirituall 
and temporall scholdc swere that thei seholde observe alle 
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thynges ordeynede in the scide parliamonte. And on Fryduy 
nexte folowynge Thomas eric of Wnrwyke was prc.sentedo ; 
whichc herynge that appellacion made ageyne hym wepede 
soore, and denyede liit not, submyttyngc hym to the mercy and 
grace of the kynge. Then the kynge inquirede of hym by whom 
he was movodo |>erto. 'J'hc eric answeredc and seide by 
Thomas duke of Gloccstre, by thabbot of Seynte Alban }>at 
tyme, and by a monke rcclnscd in Wcstcmonastcry, besechynge 
with grete wepynge ]>e kynge of mercy and of grace. The 
noblemen beynge presentc and seeuge hym to make so grete 
lumen lacion movodo the kynge to schewe grace to hym. 
And so the kynge grawntede to him lytic, and sende hym to the 
yle of Man, grawntynge to hym and to his wyfc v. c. marko, 
to be payede ycrely. In whichc tyme Ilcnricus Lancastrc, crle 
of Derby, was made duke of Ilcrford, and Thomas Iloland, eric 
of Kente, into the duke of Surrey, Iolin Ilolandc, eric of Ilun- 
tyndon, into duke of Execstre, Thomas Mowbray, erle of 
Notyngham, into the duke of Northefolke, Iohn Bcwforde, 
erle of Somersctc, into markesse of Dorscttc, lordc Thomas 
Despenscr into ]>e duke of Gloccstre, lordc Rawfe Nevylc in to 
the erle of Westemarlond, syr Thomas Percy into erle of Wor- 
cestre, and William lordc Scropc into the erle of Wyltcschire. 
This’doen the parliamonte was conlynuate with alle lordes 
spirituall and temporalle, and to be terminate at Schrobbesbury 
by consente of ghc parliamonte at the feste of seynte Hillary 
nexte folowynge ; and so the kynge ^afe licence to alle 
peple that thei scholde departe to theire enutre. But in the 
feste of seynte Ierom the lordes spirituall and tcmporall made 
an othe by commaundcmcntc of the kynge afore the schryne of 
seynte Edwardc that thei scholde lioldc and snsteno alle statutes, 
iuggementes, and ordinaunccs made in that parliamente ; that 
docn, thei wentc unto the hye awter, where the prelates scide, 
“ We, the prelates and ordinaryes of the provinces of Cawnter- 
“ bery and of Yorke, ordeyne, monyschc, and require that the 
“ scide provinces, on peyno of the grete sentence of excommu- 
<£ nicjicion, to procede ageyne men that broke hit.” After that 
the kynge made a grete feste to his lordes spirituall and tem- 
porall metynge at Schrobbesbury in the tyme assignedc to 
iinisclie ]>e seide parliamonte; where hit was ordeynede that the 
heircs male or female of the lordes condempncde afore scholde 
not reioyce eny of theire londes, taylcdc or not taylcdc, but 
(liny scholde be excluded for ever from eny accion to hvt or 
tlicyme or eny other clayme; and so Thomas Arundell, son of 
Bicardus somme tyme crle of Arundell, was sende over see 
into exile ; and the heire of Thomas somme tyme duke of Glou- 
cester, puttc into the towrc of London, was taken ]>cns pri- 
vcly by a mcrchaunte and broushte over see. Also hit was 
ordeynede in that parliamonte on Tysedny nexte folowynge 
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that tlit; licires of tlieyme whiclic were oonvielc of liye treason 
seholde not ioye eny luiulcs or possessions of tlioirc progenitors, 
but tliei seholde be excluded from tlieym for ever. This was 
the firste article, if eny man of whatsoever condicion or (lignite 
hade ymagined the detlie of tlie kyngc. The secunde, if eny 
man hade laborede to depose the kyngc in cny wise. The 
tlirydde if eny man hade ryden in armoure in the realme to 
move cny gwerre ageync the kyngc. The iiij tl,e , if eny man 
dischimcde the homage of the kyngc. In whiclic tyme Iolin 
lord Cobham was presented to answere to ij. articles obiecte 
ageync hym. The firste article was that lie ynfe cownseile to 
make the forescide commission ageync the kynge anil his astute, 
and also that lie usede the seide commission in inggemeiites in 
his awno person ageync the pleasure off the kyngc and of his 
regaly greto preitulicc. The secunde article was that the seide 
lordcCohhayi sate in iuggement to iugge Symon Burleand lames 
Berners, kuy^htes, in the absence of the kynge and ageync his 
wy 'lie ; wherefore he was convicte and sendo to the yle of 
Gersey, to be kepede ]>er by the tyme' of his lyfe. And in the 
Wednesday nexte folowynge, hit was ordeynede that an if eny 
man did agene the promisses and statutes made in the seide par- 
liamentc he seholde be iuggede as a traytour. And in Thursday 
nexte folowynge alle lordcs spirituall and temporalle ]>er at that 
tyme did swerc on the crosse of Cawnterbury that thei seholde 
observe the statutes, constitucions,' and ordinaunces made in that 
parliamente durynge the tyme of theire lyfe after tlieire powere. 
And the statutes made sommetyme ageyne syr Hewe Despenser 
were redde and revokedc by ]>e wylle of the kynge and consente 
of the lordes and o]>er peple in that parliament. In whiche 
parliamente oon xv the and the halfe of an o]>er xv tlie was 
grawntede to be payede to the kynge, at Miehellmasse nexte 
folowynge oon parte, that oj>er parte at Jester nexte folowynge, 
the tlirydde parte at Michelmasse after, and l u s. for a sakke of 
wolle of men of Ynglonde as for custom, and iij.li. of aliauntcy. 
And the kynge grawntynge a gencrall pardon to alle pcple J>cr, 
that tliei seholde not be in dowte as for eny tliynge (loon afore- 
that tyme unto his person, ^afe thevme licence to departe, and 
so that terrible and grete parliamente ivas dissolvede. And 
Thomas Arunilell, areliebischop of Cawnterbcry, was deposedc 
by that parliamente, and sende to exile into Scotlonde, abowte 
the feste of the purificacion ofoure Lady ; whom Iolin Walden, 
treasurer of Ynglonde, did snecede. This parliamente doen, 
the kynge visitte mony costes of Ynglonde, as Herforde, 
Worcestre, Hanley, Ilayleys, Wynchecombe, Gloncestre, and 
Bristowe, wliere he made listes for a eonllicte to be made 
bctwencan esq wyer of Ynglonde appellynge and akny^hte borne 
in Scotlonde, but lie was sworn to be trn to Ynglonde, defend- 
ynge that appellacion. And so the man refusjnge bis appel- 
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luciou was drawen and hougode. And in tin* same yere nbowto 
the feste ol’ Ad vincula sancti Petri, tlie kyngc caused mv>lity 
lystes to be made at Cowentre lor an o|>er eonllictc to be hade 
betwene the duke of llcrforde and the duke of Northi'olke. Anil 
litis was |>e mater and cause: these duke rydynge to get lor, and 
havyuge eommnnieaeiou ol the kynge, the duke of North Iblke 
seide to that other duke, “ lieholde liow mutable and variable 
the kyuge ys; y drede that he wylle percscln* us hereafter 
“ lyke as lie hathe doen o|>cr lordes afore.” Then the duke 
of Jlerford seide, “Y have noo diffidence in the wordes of 
“ my sovereign, and y wylle not withdrawc me from his 
“ presence tylle that y be commaunded by hym, for y 
“ have not doen eny tliynge to the displeasure of my sovc- f. 437 a 
reigne.” These wordes were rehersede to the kyuge, where- 
fore the kyuge iuqnircde of they me to knowc the trawthc; 
oon of theym affermedc that hit was soe, that other of theyme 
seyde nay ; and so the day of theirc fiyhtc was assignede to 
le in the feste and day of seynte Lamberte biscliop and 
martir. In whiche day a grete multitude of pcple come to see 
that conflicte. These dukes beynge with ynne lystes and redy 
to fiyhto, the kynge beynge in his tente’in regall apparayle, 
commaunded theyme to sense, aud toke that mater in his 
inggemente, commaundynge a proclamacion to be made that 
Ilcnricns duke of Herforde seholde be putte into exile for 
certeyne inobedienee doen agcync the kyuge bv x. yere. And 
Thomas Mowbray, duke of Northfolkc, seholde be in exile by 
the tyme of his lyfe, receyvynge yerely to Ids exhibieion a 
st. marke un tylle that the towne of Calys were repayrede. 

For the seide duke was capiteyne by cerleyue ye res of the 
towne of Cnlvy, and did hurte to the towne, doyngc ly tell 
reparacion or noon on hit, and puttynge bit in grete dette. 

And in the feste of seynte Michel nexte folowynge, the kyngc 
commanndedc xvj. schires in Ynglonde to be condempnede, and 
eiehc of theyme payede to the kynge a si. marke or a M. li., 
pnttynge theirc bodyes in the grace off the kynge. Also alle 
religions men, gentylmen, and other commnne peplc thro alle the 
realmc putte to theirc scales oti white clmrtres made by the com- 
maundemente of the kynge. Mony men suppose that tliynge 
to be doen for money to be gedrede, for diverse men drawyngc 
to the kynge movede liym to gettc goodes, seyenge that and if 
lie bade goodes sullicianntc be seholde not have eny cause to 
drede. but alle men seholde drede hym. And so he borowedo 
of lordes and of prelates a snmine of goode as innumerable, 
whiche was not payede ageyn after, lint 0 thou covetysc, 
tnoder of vices, that never dose replete the appetite of men 
desvryngc )»e, comparable to a man havyngejhe dropesy, whiche 
is moore athurstc after that lie hathe drnnkc, and so in Ivke 
wyse a man havynge grete treasures is infecte ]>e moore with 437 b 
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iiviiryce. John Gawnte, duke of Lancastrc/dycde in this ye re at 
Oisteinnsse, at t lie eastelle of Leyeestre, and was beryedo with 
gretc solcnnite at the clmrche of Seyntc Panic in London, 

J 1 curious his sonne beyngc that tymeiu exile over sec. Kynge 
Kioharde kepede this Cristeinasse at Lichfeld, with whom niony 
straunge lordes were, as the broker of the emperonre of Con- 
stant inopole and syr Petyr dc Bristo, with the bischop Atpiensis, 
mossanger of the pope, sende into Ynglonde for the rcvocacion 
of the statute made ageyne provisonrs of churches, and for 
o|»er diverse causes. Wliiche liadc powere to dispense with 
alle prestos entrede to thoire benefices by symony, and to 
grawutc or ^ifle the scide benefices newly to tlieymc, and 
mouy other privilegys, by the pretexte of whom he gate 
treasure as innumerable. In this Cristcmassc gretc iustvngges 
were hade in every day, where so grete a multitude of pcplc 
hade resort e that xxviij 1 ', oxen or xxvij u cce. sehepe, and 
wildefooles as innumerable were spendc dayly. And after 
the feste of Penteeoste, kyngc liicavdns toke his ionrneye to 
Yrlonde with a gretc glory and multitude of pcple, thenkyngc 
noo man so my^hty; but fortune ^afe liynv a grete fallc soone 
after. For abowte the feste of seyntc Iohn Baptiste he hade 
worde that Ilenrieus duke of llerforde, ]>en duke of Lancastrc 
by the dethc of his fader, whom he hade put into exile, was 
common into Ynglonde. The kynge made gretc haste with his 
hostc to mete liym, thenkyngc to. have hade victory ly^htcly. 
The seide kynge connnynge from Yrlonde lomled in Wales at 
llcrtloiiyhe, nye to ]>c eastelle, abowte the feste of seyntc lames 
apostole, taryenge by a ly telle season in that eastell, dopart- 
enge from that place to Chestrc, that lie my^hte take with 
hym men of that centre, in whom he hade mostc confidence 
and truste. But the scide kynge hade worde for a trawthe 
that alle castelles from the costes of Bristpwe unto the northe 
partes of Ynglonde were dclyveredc to the seide duke. And 
also that alle lordes spiritualle and temporall and the com- 
munes of Y'nglonde did aryse with hym ageyne the -kynge, 
and how syr William Serope, crle of Wilieschirc and treasurer 
f. 43s a. of Ynglonde, syr Ilenrieus Grey, and syr Iohu Buscho, 
kny^htes, were hevede at Bristowe. The kynge hcryngo 
that sorowede moche, commaundynge the hostc, wliiche was of 
xx. m. men in nowmbre, to eomme afore liym, to whom he 
Safe licence to departe. But that hostc comforte the kynge 
moche, scycngc that lliei wolde not leve hym, but they seholde 
lyve or dye in his parte ageyne the seide duke. Ncvcrthelcsse 
• he toke with hym the bischop of Kaerlicl, the erle of Salvs- 

bery, and o]>er persons unto the nowmbre of xx 1 ', and wente in 
the ny^htc prively from his hostc unto the eastell of Flynte. 
'Flic marciallc of the hostc understondynge of J>e departynge of 
the kynge, brake his rodde afore the lioste into a signe of 
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hcvynessc pat men scholdc departe, 1>ut tlic scide hoste was 
spoylede or that tliei cowlhe departe from Wales, after that 
hyt was dispersedc, insomoche that mony kny^htes were fey no 
to go home on foote unto theire enntres. But what schall the 
kynge do nowc with alio his treasure and rychesse, for 
whom he bathe voxede inoclio the costes of Ynglonde, truly 
liit schall not cause hym to avoide perclle folowynge. The 
scide duke of llcrfordc and heirc of Iohn Gawnte, late dedde, 
sonnne tyme duke of Lane.astre, come to Ynglonde, as hit is 
scide afore, nbowte the feste of seynte Iohn Baptiste, with lx. 
persons in nowmbre. Amonge whom Thomas archebischop of 
Cawntorbery was puttc but late afore into exile ; Tliomas, 
heirc of the eric of Arundell, the confessor of pe kynge, the 
Ionic Cobliam, Thomas Ilerpyngham, and Thomas Remstou, 
knyBitcs ; Iohn Norbury, Robert Waturton, Franciscus Court, 
csqwyers, and oper moo, whiche londed in the northo costes of 
Ynglonde in Yorkeschyre, betwene Hull and Brydlyngton. 
Whiche were reccyvyde with gladde chere of the lordes and 
communes of pat cuntrc, and gedrenge a grctc hoste per made 
grete haste unto the sowtho partes of Ynglonde, turnynge by 
Evysham unto Berkeleye, where alio castells longyuge to the 
kynge were delyverede to hym with in thro dayes. Then 
Edmund Langley, duke off Yorke, and uncle to hym, gedrede 
a multitude of men, but per was not oon of theym that 
woldc tUhtc ageyno the duke off Lancastre. This duke 
of Yorke wente towarde Wales, abidyngo the commynge of 
the kynge from Yrlonde, taryenge at Berkeleye ; but the duke 
of Lancastre cojnmynge with my^hty men and with a grete 
hoste, the scide dukes spake togedre and were acordede abowte 
the feste of seynte Tame in the churehe with owte the castclle 
of Berkeley. And the bischop of Norwich, the lorde of 
Berkeley, and of Seymor, and mony other kny^htes come with 
the duke of Yorke, Thomas Arundelle, archebischop of Cawnter- 
bery, the abbot of Leieestre, the erle off Northumbrclonde and 
of Westmarclonde, the heirc of Ricardos erle off Arundell, 
late dedde, the baron of Greystocke, the lorde Wilby, and the 
lorde Roos, with mony other kny^htes, come with the duke of 
Lancastre. And in the same day the bischop of Norwyche 
was arestc, syr William Elman and syr Walterns Burtley, 
kny^htes, Lawrence Bren, and Iohn Golafrc, esqwyers, and 
were putte in streyte kepyngc. That doen the seido dukes 
toke theire iourneye to Bristowe, schewynge theire hoste afore 
the townc and a castclle of a c.sr. peple in nowmbre. In 
whiche tyme syr William Scrope, erle of Wiltesehire, lorde 
Ilcnricus Grey, and syr Iohn Bnsche, speker of the laste pur- 
liamente, spccialle cownsaillour of pe kynge, intendyuge the de- 
struccion of the realme ; whiche were taken at the laste and 
brou >te into the feldes to theym arestede firste, and after pre- 
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seated to the ingles, the constable, and inareiall, whcr<i tliei were 
eonvicte and heded for treason and ylle governaunce of the 
reahne. And in the nextc day folowynge the duke of Lancastre 
toko his iourney towarde Berk elev, and the duke of Yorke 
taryede at Bristowe, and after that the duke of Lancastre tokc 
iiis iourney towarde Schrobbesbery, where syr Iohn Alve and 
syr Roberto Alye, kny^htes, mette hym, prcycngc liym to 
schewe favor to the province of Chestre in that t ho i subinitte 
theym holly to his governayle. After that he removede to the 
cite of Chestre, where he schcwede his hoste afore the cite, 
whom alle the religious men of that cite reeevved with solenne 
procession. The seide duke seude anoon over see for the sonne 
and heire of Thomas somme tyme duke of Glocestre, but alias 
that noble yongc man was drownede in the see or lie inv^htc 
gette to londe. The dnehesse of Glocestre and moder to hym, 
f. 439 a. horynge of his dethe, toko so grete sorowe that sche dyed also 
with in f'ewc dayes folowynge. The kynge beynge in the 
castcll of Elyntc, sende Iohn Iloland, duke of Excestro, to 
Chestre, to entrete for peas with the duke of Lancastre to the 
duke of Amnarlye, the duke of Surrey, syr Thomas Percy, erle 
of Worcestre. The lorde Lovell and syr John Stanley come 
in that tvme. And in the Sonncday nexto folowynge the 
Assumpcion of oure Lady Thomas Arundell, late archebischop 
of Cawnterhery, the erle of Northumbrelonde, the erle of West- 
mcrlonde, and syr Hcnricus Percy, wente to the kynge from 
the parte of the duke of Lancastre, and spake with him, ^iffynge 
hym an answcrc of the purpose of ]>at duke. That doen the 
kynge was brouyte to the stronge castcll of Comvey, where the 
seide duke of Lancastre apperede, schewynge his hoste that the 
kynge ray^hte sec hym and the towne also. After that the 
duke ly^litc of his horse and wente over the brygge, taryenge 
in the firste warde of the castell tylte that he did see the kynge. 
The bischop of Caerliol corame ]>at tyme with the kynge, the 
erle of Salisbery, and syr Steven Serope berynge the kynges 
swerdc, with fewc o)>cr men, svttyngc in a place ordeynede for 
hym. The seide duke seenge the kynge £afc honor to hym 
onys, twyes, and in the thrydde tyme the kynge toke hym up. 
To whom he seide, “My lorde kynge, my eommynge into the 
“ londe at )>is tyme is to rcioycc oure enhcritaunce and patri- 
“ mony by yourc licence.” The kynge seide, “Dere cosynne, 
“ y grawnte that ye rcioycc hit in fullo prosperitc with owte 
“ cny eontradiccion.” This doen tliei drnnke a bolle of wyne 
togeiire. And so tliei tokc theire horses and did ryde to 
Chestre, and so to London, and so faste as tliei cowthe, inso- 
moehc that kynge Rieardus was not suffredc to channge his 
clothes, but rode in symple apparayle thro the cuntre : and hit 
is seide that this kynge Rieardus hade oon garmentc of goklc, 
perles, and of precious stonys, havynge in valoure iij. M. rnarke. 
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Hut, O goode Iesu, thy coote was not of soe gretc price, and 
hit was moore vertuous and moore precious ! The kynge 
was brou^hte to Westmonastery, and the duke was receyvede 
of the cite of London with gretc solennite, taryenge in the 
palyee of the biseliop of London. In the morowe nexte folow- f. 439 b. 
ynge, the kynge was brou^te to the towrc of London and put 
in sure kepynge. That doeu the seide duke of La n cast re 
ord'cynede that a parliatnente seholde be kepcde thro the 
eownsailc of lordes drawynge to hyin in the name of kynge 
liicharde. Wherefore wrytynges were scnde thro the realme 
that alle peple longynge to be at ]»e parliamente seholde appere 
at Westmonastery in the day nexte folowynge the fcstc ofseynte 
Michael. In whiche parliamente and in the firste, the kynge 
resignede his crowue, title, and ryyhte, absolvvnge arehc- 
bisclioppes, bischoppes, alle lordes spiritualle and temporall, 
and alle J>e peple of Ynglonde, from his ligence and obedience 
made to hym in eny manor of wyse, niakynge a solenne pro- 
testacion on a masse booke, and sweryngc that he wolde never 
desire nc labor prively 11 c openly to reioyce the erowne of 
Ynglonde, confessynge by his awnc person that he was 
worthy by his demerytes and insolente lyfe to be dcposede. 

That docn he kyssedc the masse booke, wrytynge under 
the resignacion his submission, in whom he did suhmittc 
hym to his trusty cosyn Henricus duke of Lancastre, and 
to reverende faders Thomas Arundelle archebischop of 
Cawnterbcry, Kicardus archebischop of Yorke, Iohn biseliop 
of Ilerforde, and to o]>er noble men, Henry erle of North um- 
hrelonde, Kicardus erle of Westmerlonde, Thomas ArundeH, 
and mony other barons and kny^htes. Also the seide kynge 
Rieharde desiredo that he myylite reioyce eerteyne lyvelodc 
bou^hte afore, whiche he intendedc to distribute for his sawle 
to the monastery of Westmonastery. Whiche kyuge desyrede 
and seide openly that hit was his wylle that the seide duke of 
Lancastre, cosyn to hym, seholde succede in that realme of 
Ynglonde and reioyce his erowne. That resignacion redde 
openly iu the parliamente and admitte by the lordes and com- 
mune peple also, kynge Kicardus dcposede and the trone 
vacante, )>e lordes movenge for the snccessioun of ]>e realme, 
the commune peple cryede and desirede Henry duke of Lan- 
castre to be kynge. The duke herynge that did aryse and 
ascended unto the kynges trone, and makynge a crosse seide 
in this wyse *. — •“ I Henricus, duke and lawefulle heire of the f. 440 a. 
“ honorable fader Iohn late duke off Lancastre, clayme and 
“ take in the name of ]>e Fader, and the Sonue, and of the Holy 
“ Goste the kynges trone and the erowne of Ynglonde with 
“ the pertinence as by lawefull enheritaunce and linealle de- 
“ scence from kynge Henricus the tlirydde.” This doen he 
sate doAv ne in the seete, havynge this commuuicacion : — “I 
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“ tlionkc my Clod and Kynge, my l'rcndes alle, oper Ionics 
“ spirit null and lomporall, and the commune peple also, (hat ye 
“ have oxaltede me unto so cxccllcnte a governayle as unable 
“ perlo. Keverthclessc y intende thro yourc hollesome cowii- 
“ sayle and snpporte that the realme schalle contynuo in pca>c* 
“ and trnnquillitc, whiche bathe bene longe in trouble for fawte 
“ and wontynge of sadde governayle. Where y wylle that alle 
“ men knowe that my wylle was not in eny wyse to expelle 
“ eny man from his enheritauncc, but men that wolde have 
“ destroyede the sadde governayle of the realme.” And so 
this parlinmcnte was dissolvcdc in the same day, and a newe 
parliamente assignede to be kepedo in Ihe name of kyngc 
irenrieiis pc iiij"' c , whiche scholdc begynne in the day folowynge 
the f'este of the translaeion of seynte Edward Confessor. Jn 
wliiehe day kyngc Ilcnrieus, the iiij ,Uo after the conqucste, was 
crownede with grete solcnnite, syr Ilenriens Persy, erle of 
Nortlmmbrelondc, presente, and mony other noblemen of the 
londe. And in the day nexte folowynge thei wente into the 
parliamente, where a certificaeioun was hade of the dethe of 
Thomas somine tyme duke of Glocestre, how maliciously he 
was put to dethe by Thomas Moubray, duke of Northefolke, 
and capiteyne that tyine of Calys, by commaundemente of 
kynge Rieharde. Whiche story we schalle expresse here in 
parte, whiche was taken at Plesch by kyuge Ricardus and sende 
(o Calys, as hit is scliewede afore. But a mervcllous processe 
folowethe nowe and a wickede, how he was puttc to dethe ; for 
hit is to be mervaylede that a kynges sonne, a noble kny^hte, 
and so gentylle a duke scholdc dye in so vile a dethe. This 
440 l). duke laborynge in grete infirmitc was brou^hte to Calys and 
put into streyte kepynge with grete peynes and mony, ffor the 
kynge sende to Calys oftetymes -privcly that thei scholdc 
schorte his dayes with owte effusion of bloode. And at the 
kiste they brou^hte liym furthc in a ny^htc unto a chambre 
with owte eny ly^hte, where they hade made redy a feper- 
bedde, seyenge to hym “Make haste and dispose for thy sawlc, 
“ for the tyme of thy dethe drawethe nere, by the preceptc of 
“ kynge Richard.” The dnke seidc : “ Allas, frendes ! God have 
“ mercy cn yow ; wylle my lorde and kynge that y dye in this 
“ wyse lyke a swyne ? Neverthelesse y take me to the wylle 
“ and mercy of Criste my maker, preyenge yow that y may 
“ yiffe ccrteyn lawdc to hym afore my dethe.” That doen, 
lie seidc, “ Performe that ye have intended : y truste in the 
“ Trinitc, y schalle not drede whatsoever thynge that a man 
“ dotlie to rpe.” Then thei tokc and put hym on a feder- 
hedde, puttenge on hym an o]>er, and tredynge on hym unto the 
tyme that he was deddc ; and per were v. men at the puttynge 
of liym to dethe, whiche escapede not withowte vengeaunce, 
God be thonkedc ! And the body of the seide duke was sende 
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to Ynglondo, an<l beryede at London in the elmrcho of Seville 
Panic with grete honourc. Thomas Arundcll, archcbisehop 
somme tynic of Cawnterbery, was restorede to that seete by 
the pope, and Iolm Walden was deposede ; and alio lordcs ercelc 
by kyngc Ricardus in )>c xxj. yere of his reigne into markessc, 
dukes, or into cries, were redacto in this parliinnente uido 
theire oldc state. And Thomas late eric of Warwykc was 
caUcde from exile to his enhcritaunce, and Thomas Arundcll, 
sonne and lieirc of Ricardus eric of Arundcll, was restorede to 
his londcs and enhcritaunce. Also the Ionic Cobham, pulto to 
exile in to ]>c ylc of Gcrscy, was restorede to his enhcritaunce; 
amlallc o|>cr lordes puttc into exile in J>e xxj 1 ' yere of ]>e reigne 
of kyngc Richardc were restorede unto theire enhcritaunecs, 
excepte that t hoi scliolde not make cny cleymc ageync the 
occupyors of theire possessions in the mcanc tyme. And that 
parliainente of kyngc Ricardus was made voyde and as of noo 
valourc, with allc thynges dependynge of hit. Also kyngc 
Henricus J>e iiij thc made a constitncion that eny man rcsortyngc 
to hym from his commynge into Ynglonde unto ]>e lymc and f. 441 a. 
day of his coronacion, for cny dethe of man, trespasse, or 
olfcnse, in the kynges presence or absence, scholdc not be 
vexede or grevyde in eny wysc. But he commaunded that 
and if eny man hade docn cny offence after the tyme of the 
coronacion of the kyngc, withowte he hade a specialle precept 
of the kyngc . 1 After a constitucion was made in the same 
parliainente that archebischop, biscliop, abbot, prior, or cny 
other spirituall lordc or temporall of whatsoever condicion or 
state, that lie scholde not^iffc eny lyvery of clothe but to pcplc 
of the private howseholdc, and to meu of theire cownsaylc which 
be instructc in the lawes, whiehe statute was ordeynede to take 
vertn and begynnynge at the feste of the Purificaciou of ourc 
Lady nexte folowynge. In whiclie parliainente the commune 
pcplc desyrede instantely diverse lordcs to be iuggede for 
treason and wykked governaunce of the rcalrne and of the 
kyngc ; but the kyngc preyedc the peple to snffre as for a sea- 
son. That parliament dissolvedc, diverse lorucs hade ymaginodo 
to have ~slcyne kyngc Henricus prively, the names of whom 
scliall be expressede soon after [it ]. 1 Neverthelesse, the mayre 
of London havynge certeync knowdege ]>ereof wente in grete 
haste to Wyndcshorc to ]>c kynge, and causede hym to commc 
to London, and so he escapede ]>eire liondes. And abowto the 
Epiphanyc nexte folowynge, the eric off Rente and the eric of 
Salisbury sorowede moche that tliei my^hte not performe theire 
purpose, and thenkynge if ]>ey my^hte in eny wyse that thei 
wolde delyver kynge Ricardus from prison. And so thei come 
to Fariutou, into Barkeschirc, movyngc the peple to arysc and to 
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helpo tlicire kynge from prison, goynge to Cireuccstre that sumo 
day, where thei made the same proclamation, lint the men of 
that towne tni to t lie kynge and to the realtne fan ste soore 
ageyn the lordes and theire men, where the lonles were taken 
and pnttc in sine kepynge in the monastery. '1’hen the seide 
lordes drcdynge the seide peple, eomnianiidyd diverse of ]>eire 
men to sette fyre in diverse places of the towne, thcnkvnge |>at 
the men of the towne wolde avoide from )>cim, and liy ]>at thei 
liivylitc escape, lint men of that towne knowynge [>at. treason 
loko the lordes from the monastery and eausede tlieyme to he 
iiedede in the markete place in the tlirvdde day after |>c Epi- 
phany. Tn whiclie tyme a knyshte of the northe, syr lJawfe 
Lnmpney, was heded )>cr also. And syr Thomas Despenser 
was heded in the nexte weke folowynge in this maner. The 
seide lordc Despenser beynge in his castell at Kaerdef, the 
kynge sende a certeyne nowmbfe of peple to those costes that 
thei scholde brynge hym to London whe)>er he wolde or nay. 
But he knowynge hym selfe snspecte fledde with his goodes 
into a schippe, intondynge to He into Fraunce. But the 
maister of the schippe corrupte with money hade hvddc 
prively in the body of )>c schippes under hacches a xx 1 ' men 
of armes. And so thei saylynge in the myddes of ]>e water the 
maister of )>c schippe inquirede winder he intended to sa)le ; 
the lordc seide into Fraunce; the maister of the schippe seide, 
“ Truly )>e moste sayle to Bristowe.” The lorde seide, “ Pre- 
“ siime not to do so, for thow schallc dye ra)>er with thys 
“ swcrdc.” The men beynge under hacches did aryse and come 
to take the seide lorde. Neverlhclesse the seide lorde fiylit- 
ynge soore, and woundynge, mony of tlieyme, was taken at the 
iaste and broiiytc to Bristowe, and putte hym in the mayres 
prison. And in the secumle day folowynge the peple come 
to the mayre, ervenge and scyenge, “Brynge furthe that 
“ traytour to the kynge and to the realtne, that he may be 
“ sleyne.” And so at the lastc they drawede hym from prison 
and heded hym at the crosse in the market place : the hedde of 
whom was sette on Loudon brigge, beryede afterwarde at 
Tcwkysbory at the instaunce oft* his model*. And soone after 
John Holant, erle of Huntyndou, broker to kynge Ricardus by 
reason of his moder, was taken at Plasehet in Estcsex by the 
eowutesse of Herford, and was heded ; and after that syr 
Walterus Brocas, kny^hte, and o)»er ij. clerkes, were drawen 
and hongede at London. Also the bischop of Karliell was 
conviete and condempnede for treason, and so by grete laboure 
lie was suffrede to departe to his monastery, whiclie covvthe 
not reioycc eny benefice in the tyme of kynge Henricus |>e 
iiij the . But 0 thow fortune, whiclie schewoste pleasaunte aspecte 
to men in prosperite and chaunges thy whele in so sehorte 
tyme, snftrenge men to falle from liyc places to lawe ! what 
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presumpeion oi nudacitc eauscdc these lonles beynge in tran- 
quillitc in tlie nor the partes to come to the sowtlie and siittre f. 442 a. 
detlie tliere. But a man may answere and say that they did 
aryse ageync tlieirc liedde and kynge, wlicrefoie t hei loste 
tlieire hcdes hy theire demerytes. Kynge Riclnmlc herynge 
of the detlie of those lonles in whom alle his confidence was, 
dyede in prison for sorowe in the feste of seyute Valentyne, in 
the yere of oure horde Godde a ji.ccc.xcix. But y suppose 
that the oppinion of commune peple is moorc ti n wliichc re- 
hersethe that he dyede in prison for lniugre, and by the inste 
inggemcntc of God, wyllyngc that he scholde dye with the 
swerde of lniugre, wliichc hade eauscdc mouy noble men to be 
slcync insolentely with a swerde materiall in his tyme. This 
kynge Ricardns was of a commune stature, with yclcwe heires, 
white in face lyke to a woman, havyngc a grete impedimente 
in eloqneney ; inconstant of promysses, despysynge the eowu- 
saile and company of olde men, drawyngc to yongc men, ex- 
cessive in pride, JitVen gretcly to lecchery, infortunate in bat oil, 
takyngc in alle bis lyfe mony taxes and tallages of the peple 
of his realme, exeedynge in festes and in Jiftes. But alle the 
goodes that he niy^htc gettewere uniiethe sufiieinmite to hym, 
lor thei were speiule Ijy grete insolence. Neverthelesse the 
scide kynge lutfede the churchc of God, and promotede men of 
the churchc, specially inonkes of the blake ordre, and Jafe to 
|>e of Wcstmonustcry unto the valoure of v. c. marke by yere 
to pray for hym : on the sawle of whom Iesu have mercy, 

Amen. And abowte the feste of j>e Annnneiaciou of oure Lady, 
the kynge sentle letters to diverse places of the northe that 
all men of the clmrche, freres excepte, scholde appcrc in armes 
defensive afore certeyne ]irelates ordeynedc to see j>eyme. 

Wliichc answerede and scide that they were redy at all tymes 
to fullefyll the pleasure of the kynge. And abowte the feste 
of scynte lohn Baptiste nexte folowynge, the kynge toko his 
iourneye towardc Scottelondc, but that iourneye prevaylede 
lytell or nou^htc, a certeyne truse and fals iiease taken 
betwene the realmes for a certeyne season. And so the kynge 
rctnrncdc from Scottelondc and commen to Leicestre herdo 
straunge tythynges, how that men of Wales were gedrede in a 
grete multitude, and hade ereetc into theire prince an esqwyer 
Chvyu Glyndor by name, and trowbled the pease. The cause 
of that insurreccion folowethe. When that the kynge wonte 
into Scottelondc, lie sende letters to the scide Owyn Glymlor, 
in that he was a esqwyer of grete fame, that lie scholde coinrac 
to hym in eny wise. The Ionic Grey of Ruthyn was assigned© f, 442 b. 
to here the letters, wliichc delyveredc not the letters to the 
scide Owen untylle the day afore that the kynge toke his 
ioumey unto Scotlonde. The letters taken and redde he 
excusede hym, seyenge that he hade not a competente raonicion 
P 939. K K 
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for sue! ic a iourney. And so the lorde Gro) le\ynge hym in 
\\ ales made grete liaste unto the kyngc, )»at lyme in Scotte- 
loude, say cage (o hym that the .seide Owyn despisyngc his 
letters wolde not come in eny wyse. And so (lie kyngc 
beynge sty lie as for the tyme, made provision to go to that 
enntre after his departynge from Seottelonde. And so the 
kyngc entrede into Wales cowtlie not fyndc hym and his men, 
lor they were hyddc in caves and in mowntanes. Then the 
kyngc scenge that he cowtlie not prevnyle, and J>at his liostc 
jicreschede for lningro, yafe to the lorde Gray the tenementes 
and londes of that csqwvcr Owyn Glyndor, and returnede into 
Ynglondc. But the grawnte of |>at londe caused grete trowblc 
and hurtc, as hit schalle be schewede hereafter, fl'or after the 
departy rige of )>c kynge from Wales, Owyn Glyndor did arysc 
with his companye and wente to Rnthyn, a towne in Wales 
lougynge to the seide lorde Gray, whom lie spoylede firste, and 
that docn he dcstroyede hit utterly by fyre. Grete insolence 
of vesture began to cncrease in the begynnynge of this kyngc, 
and specially of gownes with longe pokus, made in the maner 
of a bagpype, usede indifferentely by ryche men and poore, 
whiclic my^htc be calledc w'clle the reeeyvyngc places of the 
devcllc ; for men hyddc in theym that they myyhte gette, for 
somme of tlicymc were so longe that they were extentc unto 
the growndc, and somme to J>c knees. Whiche w T ere demersede 
and maide moiste when men scholde serve theire lordcs 
of potage or of sawce, tastynge of that liquore afore theire 
lorcies, wherefore men say God to have punyscliede and to 
punyselie unto this tyme the realm c of Ynglondc for insolciite 
pride by Scottes, by men of Frauncc, and by men of Wales. 
Nevcrthelesse, pcple awe to dredo that with owte tliei veturnc 
from pride inordinate that God wille schewe to tlicymc moore 
vengeaunce. A parliamentc was liolden in this yerc after the 
feste of Cristemassc at Westemonastery, where a man, Walterus 
Saw try by name, a Lollardc, and after his abiuracion dct'ecte in 
heresy, was brentc miserably. In wdiiobe yerc the emperonre 
of Constantinopole come into Ynglonde, desiryngc helpe of the 
kynge ageyne the paganes ; whiche taryengc with the kynge 
by a certeync tyme, and grctcly rewardede, departyde unto bis 
awnc cuntre, desyrynge and besechynge the helpe of God, for 
he wonted the helpe of man ; preyenge also that God wolde 
schewe somme token unto the Cristcu slcyue in that bated, 
whereby they my^lite be knowcu. And so in the liy^bte afore 
the day of batellc a yoyce apperede to liyni, and bade that lie 
scholde not dretlc, for God hade ordeynede a glorious victory to 
liyin. The hostes mette to gedre on Goode Friday, and as 
innumerable pcple of the pagans were sleyne, and o]>er causcde 
to flee. That batclle doeu, the emperonre wente into the felde 
to see the peple that were sleyne of his parte, whiche founde 
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Cristcn men sleyne |>er lycnge on theire ryylde syde, and an 
hostc in theire mowthe, in a signc of tlie blissede eonnnunion, 
scndo from hevyn by the powere of Cod. The emperotiro 
seengc jml enioyedo grctcly, ^ifl'enge grete Inwde to allemyyhty 
Goddc, eommaundynge j»eim to be beiyede after the mancr of 
Ciisten peple: whichc narracion y committe to the vylle of ]>o 
redcr as to the credence of hit, ncverthelcsse scripture afferin- 
cthe alle thynges to be possible to a man bebwynge, and eny 
thynge is not impossible as anendes Goddc. The kynge pur- 
posynge to eorreetc tlie men of Wales, causynge grete trowble 
come in the same ycre to Evishain in the seennde tyme with a 
grete eoinpanyc of knyyhtes and ojicr peple, taryenge )>cr into 
the thrydde day after dyner, and after that to Woreestre, and 
so into Wales. Whiehe taryenge ]>erbya monethe, profile ly telle 
for the cause of his eommynge, but that he did sle oon man 
of Wales whiehe promysedo to bryngo the kynge to Owen 
Clendor, and lie performede not his promysc. The man in- 
quirede why that lie fullefylledc not the promise made to the 
ky ngc, answerede sayenge he bade lever suffre dethe then to 
detectc tlio secrete cownsaylc of the scidc Owyu, in (hat he 
had ij. sonnes with hym. In whiehe tyme the kynge made 
poorc J>c monastery of Stretflur, insomoehc that he lefte not oon 
monkc in hit ; where oon of the monkes was heded in that he 
bare armourc ageyne tlie kynge and pease. Nevcrthclesse the 
kynge sec not the seide Owyn Glyndor neij>cr hade undcr- 
stoudynge where he was or in what ])lacc ; and so ccrteyne f 
men putle in diverse castells of Wales, the kynge returnede to 
London with his hoste. Owyn Glyndor understondynge the 
departvnge of the kynge, spoylcdc a toAvnc calledc Poole, and 
did grete lmrte, and breute mony places of hyt. Tidcmannus 
bisehop of Worccstro diede in this tyme, whom Ricardos 
Clifford succcdid by eleccion. And Isabel I, wife of kynge 
Ricardus, and somme tyme qwene of Ynglondo, departedc from 
Ynglonde to the kynge of Fraunce, her fader, abowie J>c 
nativitc of seynte lohn Baptiste. A grete derthcof cornes was 
in this tyme in Ynglonde, insomoehc that a buschell of whete 
was soldo by oon ycre for ij. s., or o)>er while for ij.s. vj. d. 
Also tlie kynge goynge to his betide at Westcinonasteiy abowte 
the Nativitc of ourc Lady, founde an horrible instrument e wher- 
with lie seholde have bene sleyne if that lie hade goen to bedde 
hastely. But as God woldc he eseapedc with owte eny lmrte, 
sehewynge hit to mony peple, and seyengc, “ Beholde, frendes, 

“ y am beholden to my horde Goddc, whiehe woldc not that y 
“ seholde dye £itte ’ n suelie ilethc.” The smyth was taken 
anoon by eommanudemente of the kynge, whiehe inquiredc by 
the kynge wlieper J»at he made put instrumonte, eoufessede 
openly that he made that instrumentc by the mcanc and 
movynge of a man longynge to Isabell the qwene. That man 
was arcstc auoon, whiehe denyede utterly that he commauudede 
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to make lhat instrumeiile, mid soe by longe cont-inuacion u verey 
prove eowthe not lie hade in that mater, wherefore (lie kynge 
grawntede to |>eim hoi lie tlicire lyves, and were suilrede to 
departe. The kynge intemlynge to destroye the seide Owyn 
Glyndor wente towarde Wales in the thrydde tyme, and come 
to Evysham, taryengc )>erby tlire dares, and after that lie wente 
to Worchestre in the viij lbc day of October, taryenge ]>er by ix. 
dayes. Neverthelesse hit was not seen afore that tyme, a kynge 
of Ynglonde to have tarvedc thryes in ]>at monastery in oon 
ycre afore that tyme. Where diverse noble men movede the 
kynge that he scholde commaunde lordes and o)>er gentyll men 
that hade eny lyvelode J>er to kepe )>at euntre for theire aw no 
444 a. avayle ; that doen the kynge departede unto London. A 
blasyngo sterre was scene in the weste in this yere abowte the 
feste of the lhirificacion of oure Lady, contynuynge and ap- 
perynge in diverse tymes unto Ester nexte folowynge. And in 
the same yere in Lente the lorde Gray of Ruthyn, beynge in 
his castelle at Ruthyn in Wales, hade knowlege tliat Owyn 
Glyndor was nye to liyni with i'ewe men, and so he made hym 
roily with a ccrteyne nowmbre of men, and wente to finite 
with hym. The seide Owyn Glyndor seenge hym, fleddc 
untylle ]>at he was by a ccrteyne space from the castcll, that the 
lorde scholde not escape, for he. lade mony men of Wales 
seeretely in diverse places, and so lhat lorde Grey was compas- 
sede abowte by his enemyes, and taken and bownde faste in 
elieynes and brouy hte unto Snawdon hilles. And -so the seide 
lorde Grey intendyngc to have hade a grete pray, was made 
a pray to his adversaryes. Also syr Edmund Mortymere, 
knyyhte, was taken by the seide Owyn Glendor ; for the seide 
kny^hte beynge in Ludlowe hade worde that the seide Owyn 
Glyndor was on a hylle nye to Ludlowe, with a fewe men in 
his company e. Wherefore the seide knyyhte sende to his 
temnmte? of Milenythe in Wales, that thei scholde commc to 
hym in armes in alle haste. Those men commen the knytte 
wente to that hille boldely, and ^afe batcll to )>eim, but the 
seide men of Wales . that come with hym returnede to Owyn 
Glendor, and fau^htc ageyne theire lorde, and so he was taken 
[>er and mony other with hym. But )>er was oon man of 
Wales ]>er soe my^hty and cruell, that was callede Rees, a 
Gythe, whichc did sle, wounde, or take into captivitc every 
man ]»at ^afe resistencc to hym. In whichc contliete iiij. 
men of Ynglonde were sleyne, and iiij. knyyhtes : where men 
lay dedde in theire awne bloode under the feetc of horses, 
and were prohibite to be beryede by a ccrteyne season. And 
a certeyne signe schewede in the byrthc of the seide syr 
Edmnnde semede to be fullefyllcdc in that tyme, for when lie 
come into this worlde from the wombe of his moder, the horses 
in the stable stode in bloode unto the knees. Neverthelesse 
Owyn Glendor entretedc hym lyke a gentylman, thenkynge 
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that he scholdc reioyce the crowne of Ynglonde after kynge 
Henrieus pc iiij thc . Ami from that. tyme Owvn Glcndor cn- f. 444 b. 
croiisede in powcrc and in iny>hte, and the power of men of 
Ynglonde decrcascde. Blanche, the firste doubter of kynge 
Henrieus, saylede over see in this ycrc to be maryede to the 
sonne of the emperoure of Alcmayne, for whiehc mariage the 
kynge desyrede and hade xx 1 ' s. of every kny^htes see in 
Ynglonde. In whiehc ycrc a prior at Lawnde doposede for 
his demerite, and after chapeleync to the pope, havynge ix. 
frercs of ]>e ordro of Minors with liyin, prechedc openly that 
kynge Ricardos was on lyve, to excite the pcple ageyne kynge 
llenriens; wherefore tliei were drawen and honged at, West - 
monastery, and ij. oper freres at Lcicestre for pc same mater. 
Edmund Langley, duke of Yorkc, dyede abowte the festc of the 
Assumpcion of ourc Lady. And kynge Henrieus wente into 
Wales ageyne with a greto powere abowte the feste of the 
Deeollaoion of seyntc Iolm Baptiste, and taryedc pci- xx t! 
dayes, losynge mony men of his hoste, and returnede into Yng- 
londc with owte eny victory. And in the same yere abowte 
the feste of the Exaltaeion of the Holy Crosse, the Seottcs, 
lulfynge trowblc and gwerre, were gedred in xij. or xiij. ji. in 
nowmbre, and xxx 1 * spere men of Fraunee, intondynge to 
spoyle the northe costes of Ynglonde, but as God wolde tliei 
hade a grete fallc. For men of Ynglonde havynge knowlcgc 
perof, were gedred unto the nowmbre of xx t! m. of speeres and 
archers, the. capiteynes of whom were the erle of Dunbar, the 
eric of Nortluimbrclonde, syr Henrieus Persy the elder, and 
syr Henrieus Persy the yonger, the lorde Fi^hehewy, syr 
Rawfc Ewre, and the baron of Greystok, noble men and ex- 
pert o of marte or batell. The hostes mette, men of Ynglonde 
spende theire arowes well, after the cownsaylc of the eric of 
Uunbarre, naylynge fastc the salcttes of the ScottCs to theire 
hedes, insoinoehc that v. cries were taken per with in the space 
of an howre, the erics of Duglas, of Vyf, of Murrey, of Angnys, 
and of Orkoneyc. Also viij. barons and baronettes were taken, 
lorde Thomas Erskyn, pc lorde Mnngumrey, Iohn lorde Sty- 
warde of Andrenethc, the lorde Patryk of Graym, syr lames 
Duglas of Daweth, syr Robert Logan of Bestabrythe, Adam 
Forster, and syr William Sty ward, a man of YAglonde and a 
traytoure, and xxx (i kny^htes, with ix. c. men of armes and 
xxx 11 spccremcn of Fraunee. In whiehc conflictc syr Iohn j. ^ 
Swynton, knyyhte, of Gordon, with oper vij. c. men, were 
slcync, whom men of Yhiglonde |mrsuedc into Seotlonde, 
where a sr. Scottes were drownedc, as hit was reportede, and v. 
men of Y'nglonde were sleyne in this conflictc. A parliamente 
was begnunc pis yere at Westmonastery in the firste day of the 
nionethe of October, and was contynuede unto the feste of 
seynte Katcryne, in whom oon dymo and an halfe was grawn- 
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tedc to the kynge by the cleregy, and oon xv the of‘ tlie commune 
peple, to be payede at tine tymcs by egall poreious, at Ester, 
at Myddesomcr, and at I lie feste of scynte Michael nexlc folow- 
ynge. Also 11. Bowette bischop of Bathe, was amovedc from 
the ofllce of (he treasury in (his parliamcnte, aud the bischop 
of London was subrogate into that office. But per was noo 
provision made in this parliainente for men of Wales, causyngc 
moche peple to mervayle, in that tlici supposede the subsidy to 
have bene askedc pcrforc. And in the same yerc, abowte the 
feste of soynte Martyuc bischop, the scidc Grey of Ruthyn was 
delyvercde from Owyn Glcndor, v. M. marke payede afore, and 
ij. of his sonnes leftc in the kepynge of the seidc Owyn for 
oper v. m. marke to be payede to hym. In whichc yerc syr 
Edmund Mortymerc, of whom we have made, mcncion afore, 
maryede the do^ liter of Owyn Glemlor abowte pc feste 
of seyntc Andrewo thapostle, with grete solennito ; and so 
(hat knyyhtc tnrnede holly to men of Wales, as hit was seide. 
In whiehe yerc on pc xvij. kalendcs of Tanuarius, the schryne 
of Ilayles was robbed, in whom the precious bloode of Ciiste 
was pulte, havyngc hurte doen per unto pc valoure of a m. 
marke, after the estimacion of men; for hit was accompted at 
,'lmt tyme the rycheste schryne in Ynglondc, that schryne of 
sevnte Thomas of Cawnterbery exccptc. And soone after the 
shryne of seyntc Edward at Westmonastery was spoylede of 
grete ryehessc and iewells, and specially of oon table of golde.

In the yere of oil re Lord a Thousand thre honderd cyght and 
fyfty, in October, Robert Knolles, a Capytayne of a greete coin- 
panyc of Englvsshe men and other, hclde and had won many 
Wats., i. 2S6. fortresses in Frau nee by Orleaunce in Brytaync and in Nor- 
mandye. And in the same monethe he lefte his garnysons, 
and cam tofore Parys, and there hytoke a stronge place 
named Amblannllers. And they of Parys sente ont men of 
warre ageynste them, but they were anone overthrowen and 
beten into tlie tonne ageyn. And dayly they assaylled the 
Frensshmen vnto the yates of Parys, and helde thenvof Parys 
soo strayte that atte laste they were constreyned to bye that 
place of hyni, & to yeve to liym large moneye to departe. 
And after they destroyed many places in Champayne ; and in 
Marche after they toke the Cyte of Anserre and the Castel ; 
at whiche pryse were made thre knyglites, that is to saye, 
Robert Knolles, Tomclyn Fonqne, and another, whiche thre 
were Capytaynes of grete foyson of Englysshmen. And they 
pylled that tonne, which was ryche as was sayd, they hadde as 
moche good and Jcwellys, as was valewyd to fyve honderde 
thousand motons of Golde. And the Raunsonne of prysonners 
of syngnler personnes was an over grete soinme. And whan

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the Englysshmen had seen the lordes of the tonne and had 
pyllod it viij. dayes during, tliey said they wold bvenne the 
tonn, so that they that were left, dwelling in the tonn agreced 
to gyve them to save it forty thousand motons of golde, and 
syxty ])erles valcwyd at ten thousand motons of golde. And 
that Englysshemen sholde here aweye with them ahoue that as 
iriochc goode as they wold, excepte the Jewcllys of the ehirehe 
of saynt Gennayn, the whichc they sliold have in pledge for 
tlicyr payemente vnto mydsomcr, and as to the wallys, they 
shohle broke them doune, and brenne the gates, and soo they, 
dyne. 

In this yerc of onre Lordc a thousande thre honderd syxty, "VVals., i. 2Sn . 
and fyve and thyrtty ycre of the regno of kynge Edward the 
thirde, the pecs was fynysshed and aeorded bytwenc bothe 
kynges of Frannec and of Englonde, as it is afore sayd. And 
at Alhalowcn tyde after bothe two kynges metten togeder at. 

Coleys with bothe theyr counscyls; and there were sbewyd 
the Artycles and condicions of the pees and acorde, to whichc 
both partyes agreed, and promysed to observe and kepe, where 
forthwith was songe a solempnc masse. And after the thyrdo 
Agnus Dei vppon Goddes bodye, and also on the inyssale, bothe 
kynges, her sonnes and the grettest lordes of both Royaines 
beyng tho there presente, swore to holde, observe, and kepe the 
sayd pees and acorde, and allc other covenauntes that were 
ordeyned bytwenc hem. 

Aboutc this tynie saynt Brygytle, an hooly wydow of the Faso. Temp., 
Royammc of Swethen had many revclaeions to bee enformed 85 ’*• 
vnto allc thastate of the ehirehe, and Instytued and founded an 
ordre newe of women and of men, wherof she is Patrones : her 
festc is kcptc the two and twentyest day of Juyll. 

In the same yerc were grete and sodayne tempestes and TVals., i. 290. 
strong lyghtnynge and thondrynge, by whiehe bowsynge, 
beestes arid trees were perysshed. And the devyl appered in 
mannys lykencsse to moche pcple in dyverse places, and spak 
to hem. 

Also in dyverse places of the worlde were ertlie quaves, in Faso. Temp., 
soo moche that Basylc the Cytc fylle doune with many Castels 85 b ‘ 
aboute hit. That tyme men dwellyd in woodes as beestes, and 
dnrste not eutre in to Cytees. That tyme were many bataylles, 
Pestylence and houger in many places. Also in dyverse places 
the Ertlie caste onto whyte w;iter and stynkyngc, whiehe over- 
threwe and made to fallc Castels and stronge places on many 
places of the worlde. In this yerc, in the festc of Conversion 
of saynt Ponle, kynge Edward hcldc a parlamente at West- wala., i. 294. 
mynstre. In whiehe was sbewyd the pees and acorde made 
bytwenc the two kynges. 

Item. — In the same yere in the Aseeneion even was seen Wats. i. 295 
Eeiypse of the Sonne, wherupon fyll a grete droughtc, and 
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that for definite of rayn fy 11 grete derth of eorne and lieye. 
AVais., i. 295. Also this same yore the same monethc fy He linyne in Burgoyne 
almoost lyke to blood. And a erossc ahnoost reede was seen 
in the ayer there. Also in the same tyme was seen in Frannee, 
in Englond, and in many other places appyere two eastels, 
onto of whiehe yssucd oute two hoostes of armed men; that 
one was clothed in wliyte, that other in black. And whan the 
liataylle was bygonne bytwene them the white overcome the 
black. And soonc after tire black overcome the whyte. And 
thenne they rotonrned in to theyr eastels, and soo vanysshed 
awey. In this yore was an huge pcstylenee, and this ye re 
W:ils., i. 290. deyde Syre Harry duck of Laneastrc. In the same ye re Ed- 
ward. prynee of Wales maryed the eountesse of Kentc, that 
was Syr Thomas llolandes wvf, which was somtyme dyvorsed 
fro the Erie of Salysbnry for cause of the same knyght. 
Wills., i. 205. A bou te this tyme a grete company of dyverse nacions assom- 
blyd theym to gyder, of whome the governours and leders 
were Englysshmen, whiehe dyde moelie harine in Frannee. 
Anone after aroos another eompanye of dyverse nacions that 
were callyd the whyte eompanye, whiehe in the eonntrayes of 
Wnls., i. 295. Lombardy dyde moelie harine. This same yero Syre Johan 
of Gaunt, souc to kynge Edward the tliyrdc, was made duk 
of Laneastrc by hys wyf, doughter and lieyr of Henry duk of 
Laneastrc that deyde. 

Wats., i. 290. Also this yere was a grete wyndo which overthrewe houses, 
AVais., i. 297 . Trees, and many a steple in Englond. Item -in this yere 
kynge Edward made Syre Lconel his sonne due of Clarence, 
and Edmond his other sonne Erie of Cambrydgc. In this 
yere was ordeyned by a parlament that men of lawe sliold 
AVnls., i. 299. plete in theyr moder tongue. In that yere cam in to Englond 
the kynges of Frau nee, Cypres, and Scotland, which were 
worsbipfully reccyved. And after they had ben here long 
tyme, two of hem wente in to theyr eonntrayes ageyue. But 
the kynge of Fraunce, for grete sekenesse that he had, abode 
styllc in Englond.

AVais., i. 299. This yere was an huge froste lastyng fro saynt Andrews 
tyde vnto the fourtenthe kalendas of Apryll. In this yere tlicr 
was a scoler whiehe slcpte contynuelly by the terme of seven 
yere in Lub)'ke. And after he awoke and lyved long tyme. 
AVais., i. ,m Also this year was a grete batayll bytwene Syre Johan of 
Monntford, due of Brytayne, and Syre Charles de Bloys, but the 
vyctorye fylle to syre Johan thmgh helpe and socoure of 
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Englysshnion. This same yore deyde at the ninner of Savoy e " ! tis., i. aou. 
kynge .Julian of Fraunce, and after was earyed to saynt Denys 
in Fnuinoe & there buryed. After Innocent, the fyfth Urban 1W. Temp., 
was pope cyglit ycre. This was abbot of Massylyenne of saynt ,>- 
Bcnettes ordre,doetonr of decrees, and reputed an hooly man ; he 
made to be preehed gretc pardon to warm ageynst the Turkes ; 
vnto him scint Brygytta was sente from Cryst for eonfermaeion 
of her Rule it ordre. Atte lastc he was poysoned and deyde. 

In this yerc scynt Ivatheryn of Scnys was in her flourcs, an 
hooly vyrgyn of the ordre of the frerc pmchours; she had the 
slygmates in her liandes and feete and side: whiehc deyde the 
yore of our lord .mccc. & four score. This yore was or- 
deyned that Peter pens from thens forth sholdc not be payd, 
whiehc of old tyme was graunted for conlynuynge of scolc in 
Rome. In this ycre was borne at Bourdeaux Ryehard, prynce \val»., i. 302 . 
Edwnrdys sonne; whiehc after the doth of his fader and of kyng 
Edward also was crowned kyng in the enleventhe yore of his 
age by ryght lygne and assent of al the eomunes of the royaiuc. WaE., i. :m. 
This ycre fyl a gretc variaunee in Spayn & gretc warre bytwcnc 
Peter ryghtfnl kyng of Spayne & Henry his bastnrdc broiler, 
in soo moclie that kynge Peter cam to prynce Edward to 
Bordeux to axe socour and helpe of hym, on whome he had 
gretc compassion & pyte. And by lycenec of kyng Edward his 
fader lie pourveyed for his aydo and helpe. In this tyme was 
seen tlire dares dnryng in the Scottyssh see two Eglcs, one 
comyng out of the south and that other out of the north, which 
fought fyerfly to geder, & the south fyrst scomfytcd the north 
egle, & lie than tied home ageyne to his own costys ; & anon 
after were seen many slerrys gadred to geder on one hope, 
which fyl doun to therth leming with fire lemes in maner of 
lightnynges, whos flames brente mens clothes it heris walkyng 
on the ground. In this yerc prince Edward & the duk of Wats., i. 30i. 
Lan cast re, his broiler, with a gretearmec went in to Spayn, and 
had a batayll at Nazers ageynst Syre Harry the Bastard whiehc 
had putte donne kynge Peter, & wan the batayllc and had the 
vyetoryc, and put the bastard and his men to flyght, and there 
were slayne a syx thousand of the bastardes partyc, and a two 
tliousande prysouners taken, of whome the Erie of Dene, Syre 
Bertram Claykyu, and many other lordes were prysoners; &tlie 
noble Prynce Edward restored the sayd kyng Peter to his 
Koymnaie ageyne. In the same yerc was seen a blasyng sterre Wats., i. sos. 
named Cometa bytwcnc the north & south, with bemes to- 
ward Fraunce. In this yerc sir Lconel, kynge Edwardcs sone 
due of Clarence, wente to Alelane and maryed the doughter of 
Ualoys, And in the natyvyte of oure Lady lie deyde. In this Wats., i. .305. 
yore the bastard of Spayne rceutryd ageyne, and slewe the 
kyn g Peter, the two and twentyest day of August. 
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WaK., j. soo. In this same yere 1 lie Frensslmien brake tlic pees rydyng in 
Gnyan and Ponlicw, takynge cnstels and tonnes, surmysynge on 
the Englysshc men snbtylly and vntrnly that they were cause 
w»is.. i. 301*. of the brckynge of the pees. In this same yere deyde the 
Dnchessc of Lancastre, and is bnryed at Powlys in London.

Wats., i. m In this ) ere, xliiij. of the kynge, was a gete pestylence and 
a grcte moreyn of bccstes. And there fylle soo gretc waters 
that it caused grcete destruction of conic, in soo mochc that 
the nexte yere followyng a busshcl of wlieto was worth tine 
seliyllyngcs & four pens. In the lastc day of May was lioldcn 
a parlcmentc at Westniynstrc for the brekynge of tlic pecs of 
the Frensslmien, and how the wrongcs myglit be redressyd and 
avengyd. In this sayd yere in thassumpcion of oure Lady 
Wnis., i. 307. deyde queue Pliilyp, and is buryed at AVestinynstre. At myd- 
soiner tliis same yere the due of Lancastre and the Erie of 
llerford with a gretc eonipanye of men of warre wente over 
see toward Frannce, & on Chalkhylle bytwene saynt Oir.ers & 
Guynes was an huge liooste of Frensslmien, & the boost of 
Englysshc men fast by the same, wltiche hadde long lcynthere, 
& dy verse Englysshc men yaf counseyll for to fvght with the 
Frensshmcn, but the lordc & capitaynes wold not. Anone after 
Wals.. i. sos. it happed that therlc of Warwyck come thyderward. And 
whanne the Frensshmcn horde of his comyngc, cr he cam fully 
to londe, they lefte tlieyr tentes and pavylons with all theyr 
vytayl, and fledde theyr weye. And whan therle was londed lie 
hasted toward Normandy, and in his comyng ageyne toward 
Caleys lie deyde on the pestylence. 

Wats., i. m In this yere at mydsomer was made an liooste, and Syre 
Pobert Knollys was made governour, and whanne they cam 
in to Frannce, as longe as they heldc hem togeder the Frenssli- 
inen durst not come, neygh them. l>ut atte last for cnvyc and 
covetyse that was among them they discorded and sundryd 
them in to dyverse companyes, whielie couraged the Frenssh- 
mcn in soo moclie tliat they cam frely on our Englysshmcn, 
Wnis., i. 311. and for the mostc part toke and slewe hem. In the same yere 
Pope Urban cam fro Rome to Avynyon, purposynge to have 
made a fynal pees bytwene Englond and Frannce. But cr he 
beganne his traytye he deyde. Somme saye he was poysoned. 
After Urban, the cnleventhe Gregory was pope eyght yere. 
Fasc. Temp., This pope was' eallyd tofore Petrus de Bello forte, he was 
deken Cardynal, and deyde in Rome in Goddes pees. After 
liyni folowcd gretc trybulacion in the cliirche, which God 
shewyd by Revelacion to saynt Brygytte for the synnes of men 
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of the cliirclic. In the same yore Pry nee Edward leyngc at 
Burdeux by thavys of his counseyl byganne to sette Inposi- " ul>1 > l,31L 
cions and taxes vpon the duchyc of Onysin, wherfore (he Cyte 
of Lymoge rebellyd & fought ageynst liyni & other moo also, and 
torned from liym to the Frcnsslic kyngc. Wherfore lie tokc and 
destroyed that Cyte, and slongli al that was therynne. Sonc 
after Prynec Edward cam in to Englonde levyngc behyndc "’als., i. 312 . 
hyin in Gascoyne the duck of Lancastrc and Syrc Edmond, Eric 
of Cambrydge, with other worthy men of urines. In the parle- 
ment at Westinynstrc was grannted to the kyngc a subsydyc 
of fyfty thousand pound to be payd of the layc fee. And AVals., i. 313 . 
thenne in hatered of men of the ehirchc the lordes pnttc onto 
of olfyee the chauneeler, the Tresorcr, and the pryve Seal, and 
in theyr sted were initte scculer men. In tlic eyght and 
fourtyest yere of the regne of kyngc Edward, the (Ink of Lan- 
castre and the Erie of Cambrydge, the kynges sones, cam outc 
of Guyan in to Englond, and were maryed to two snsters, 
doughters & heyres of kyng Peter of Spayne. That same yere '• 3i-t. 
Erensshinen besyeged Eoclicl, wherfore the Eric of Pcnbroke 
was sente, in to Gascoyn with a greete company of men of 
annes, And cr they couthc entre in the haven of Eochcl ther 
cam vppon hem a stronge navyc of Spayne, whiche scorn fy ted 
the Englysshe men, and toke the Erie with grelc tresonr and 
many other noble men. Thenne the kyngc with a grelc boost 
entryd the see to have revenged the siege of Eocliel, but the 
wyndc wold not serve hym, wherfore lie taryed longc at the sec 
cost, abydynge after a good wymle, but it earn not, and soo he 
rclourncd home ageync. Thenne the due of Lancastrc with a Wats., i. 315. 
grelc boost wentc in to Flaundrcc and passyd thurgh Pyeardyc 
to Parys and soo thurgh allc Franncc till lie cam to Bimlcux 
withoutc ony rcsystcncc. Aboute this tyme Wcnzclaus, sone 
of Charles kyng of Bolicme, his fader yet lyvyng, was clectc 
and chosen to be Emperour, lie beyng a eliilde, of whiche 
empyro he toke none heede, ne ronglit not, wherfore, after he 
had regned four and twenty yere, and after many warnynges, 
lie was deposed : his lecherous lyf defoulcd hys noble wytte, and 
his ende was withoutc worshippe, for he was never crowned 
with a dyadcmc. 

I11 this yere were sent fro the pope two bisshops, one of i. 317. 
Envennc & one of Carpentras, for to treate bytwene two kynges 
of Franncc & of Englond, & day was holdcn at Brngys in Flaun- 
dres, & tlicr were for the kyng of Englond the due of Lancastrc 
the bisshop of London, and many other ; and for the Frcnsslic 
kyn ge, the l)ne of Burgoyne, his broder the bisshop of Amyous, 
and many other, but they concluded no tliyng. 
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('iijiitiiliiiii quart urn. 

Wais., •. 321. In the fyftyost yore of kynge Kdwardes regno, on Trynyto 
, Sunday*;, that yere tin* evghto dayc of Jnyn, deyde the noble 
Prynce Edward at Kcnyngton, and brought to Westmostiv, whor 
lie had his obseqnye, and fro tliens carved to Cauntcrburye 
and tliere worshipfully beryed be^yde saynt Thomas shrync. 
Aboute this tyine, Bailholus & Baldus, greete doetonrs oflawc, 
were in her lloures. After the doth of pope Gregory the xj., 
began the worst scysmc that ever was in the chirche, whichc 
Pasc Temp, (hired xl. ycrc. For at Koine was Urban tlie syxthe, chosen by 
force & strength of the Romaynes. And this dyde the 
Cardynals for dredc, ageynste theyr entente and wyll, therfore 
they lledde to the eyte Fiindonun, saynge hym not to be pope, 
And eho?e in his place Kobertum de Gebennis the same ycrc, 
which was named the seventh Clement. And thus beganne 
the scysme. In the fyfthe yore the mayre of London Adam 
Stable was discharged the xxj. day of Alarehe, and Nicholas 
Brembre chosen by vertu of a leltre that cam from the kyng. 
Wais., i. 320. 'J'he same yere was a grete parlemente at Westmyustrc, in 
whichc the kynge axyd a grete subsydye. but the Commynes 
auswerd that they myglit no longer here snclie charges, and 
sayde they knewe wcl that the kynge had good ynowgh for 
hymsclf and for savyng of his royame yf the royainme were 
well governed, but it hackle be longe cvyl ruled by evyl offyeers, 
that the londe myglit not be plentiuoiid of chaffkre, marchaun- 
dyse ue ryehes, & sliewyd many eomplayntes of dyvers 
officers of the royamme. And namely on the lord Latemer 
the k} nges ehamberlayn, and on dame Alycc Pyers, for grete 
wrouges that mysgovernaunee that, were done by theyr conn- 
seylle, desyrynge that they sliolde be reinevyd, and other putte 
in theyr stede, suclie as were wyse, true, wel proved, and of 
Wais., i. 321. good governaunce. And soo amongc all other they chees Syre 
Pyers Delamare, a wyse knyglit and eloquent, for to be speker 
for the commynes. And bycause the same Syre Pyers tolde 
and publysshed the trouthe, rehersynge the wronges don by 
dyverse personnes of the kynges lions, anone after the detli 
of the good prynce Edward lie was putte in to perpetuel 
Wnls., i. 323. prysonne. The same yere anone after Candel masse, durynge 
the sayd parlcment, a subsydye was graunted to the kynge 
botlie of the elergye and of the temporalyte, that is to saye, of 
the temporalyte of every persone passyuge fourten yere of age 
he shold have four pens, except poure beggers ; And of every 
man of hooly Chirche benefyeed or promoted twelve pens, and 
Wnls., i. 321. vnpromoted fonre pens, cxcepte the four ordres of Frcres. The 
same Kycliard, Prynce Edwardys sonne, was made prynce of 
AVales ; And to kym the kynge gafe the Ducherye of Cornc- 
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wayle ami the Erldomo of Chest re. 1 n the lij. yere of kyngc WuR, j. rjeo. 

Edwardcs regno, the xj. kalondys of luvn, the sayd kyngo 
Edward deyde in his manor al Shone, and from lliens brought, 
to Westmynstre, and there bnryed worshipfully atte southe 
syde of saynt Edwardcs shryne. On whoos soule Cod have 
mercy. Amen.

A it Eli kyng Edward the thyrd regned Eychard tlie second, 
that was the nohlo pry nee Edwardcs souc of Wales; which kyng AVnK., i. 332. 
Eychard was home at. Bourdon x ; he was crooned at Westmestre 
the enleventh yere of his age. In the second yere of his regno 
the lord Latemcr and Syro Eanf Ferys, strvvyng and leyng at Wnls., i. 375. 
debate with Syro Eobert Ilawle and one Shaklcys for the Erie 
of Dene tlieyr prysouer, cam in to Westmynstre chirch, and there 
slough atte bye masse tyme the sayd Ilawle, and Shakle was WaK, i .375 
a rest yd and putte in the Ton re of London. It is sayd that this 
was done by cominnnndomente of the due of Gloncctre, wherfore 
he cam and was assoylled at Westmynstre, and made greete 
amemlcs and gafe grete gyftos and lewellys therfore to the sayd 
chirehe. Aboute this tyme the fest of the vysytacion of our 
Lady was bygonne by pope Urban the enleventh, after the forme 
and also the same pardon that isyeven <0 thefesteof the Sacra- 
mento, whiehefestc is holden tlie second da ye of Juyll. In this 
tyme the grete maystre of Eliodes entryd in to Tunpiye with a 
gretc companye, and there by the Grekes that were with tlie 
Tnrkes lie was diseomfyted and taken, and the remenaunt of 
his peple deed and taken to fore a castel enllid Sayette. In the ' 
thyrdo yere of bis regne cam certayne galeyes of warre onto of 
Franncc into dyverse portis of Englond, and robbed, brente, 
and slue moche peple, in so nioclie that they cam to Gravysondo 
and brente a grete ]iart of the tonne. 

In the same yere was ordeyned at a parlement at Wcstmyn- 
stre that every man and woman past fourtenc yere of age shold 
jiaye to the talage four [ions, wherfor fyl afterward moch mes- 
ehyef. For iu the fourth yere of his regne the comons aroos in 
dvverse partyes in Englond, and dyde moche harme, and it was ats., 1. 
eallyd the hurlyng tyme. And they of lvente and of Estsex 
made hem two eapytayns eallyd lac Strawe and Watte Tyler. 

And they assembled 011 Blachcth, and 011 Corpus Christ i day ^ als > 
they cam in to Southwerk, and leteoute all the prysoners of the 
kynges benebe and Marehalsee, and cam in to London and 
robbed alio the alyens and straungers, and sloughe and made 
havokc. On the morne after they cam to the Toure of London, 
where the kyngc was presente the same tyme, and toke out the WaR, i. 459 . 
Archcbisshop of Cauntcrbnry and the pryour of saynt lohans 
and a whyte frere confessour to the kyng, and smote of theyr 
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liedes atte rour liyll ; thcnne conic they ageyne to London, and 
slcwe men of lnwe and other worthy men in dyvorse partyes of 
Wills., i. 157. the tonne. Thcnne wente tliey to the due of Lnncastrcs place 
callyd Savoye, and destroyed it douno, and bare awey the goodcs 
that they might fyndc, and brcnle the place ; Ihcnne wente tliey 
to Wostmestre and saynt Martyns thegrnunt, and delyverd them 
all ou t e of sayntuarve that were 1 therynne for ony manor grythe. 
T1 lenno cam tliey to the Temples and to all other Innes of men 
of lawe, and dcspoylled ami brentc theyr hookes. Thenno 
came they to London ageyne, and toko onto al the prysonners, 
felons and other, onto of Newgate and both Countours, and de- 
stroyed theyr book os. Thcnne on the Monday, kyng Kyehard 
WaN., i. ifi5. sent for the mayr of London, William Walworth, and his alder- 
men, and they wente to spoke and knowe thenteneion of thyse 
rebcllous ]>eplc. Thcnne this Tac Slrawe letc make an oye 
in the feldo that all his pcple shold come nerc and here 
his cryo and wyll. Thcnne the Ionics, the mayor & aldermen 
havyug imlignaeiou of his presnmpeion and covetyse, and the 
mayor seenge that he dyd noo reverence to the kynge, starte to 
WaK. ii. 10. hym and slewc the sayd Jac Straw, Capytayne of the Rcbcllys, 
and iinono his liede was smyten of, and the liede reysed vp that 
all myght see hit. And forthwith incontynent alle tho liysers 
and mysgovernod peple fled do awey. Thermo the kyng forth- 
with dnbliyd the mayor knyght, aiid fyvo of his bretlieron Alder- 
men, that is to sayo Syr William Walworth, Mayer, Syre Nyehol 
Brnmbro, Syr Iolian Bhylpot, Syre Nyelms Twyfbrd, Syre Ko- 
bert Lanndre, and Syre Robert Gayton. And after this, as they 
myght take and goto thyse rcbcllys and mysgoverned people, 
they bongo hem vp by ten, by twelve, twenty, &c. In the fyftli 
yere was a grete orth quave tlmrgli onto al the world the one 
and twentyest day of Mayo, of whichc al maner peple was sore 
Wals., ii. 47. aferd. H'li is yore queue Anne cam in to Engloud, and was 
maryeil vnto kyng Richard at Wcstmynstrc. In the syxtli yore 
Wals., ii. ss. Syre Henry Spencer, bisshop of Norwiebe, wente over see with 
a Croysye in to Flaundres, and gate the townes of Gravenyng, 
Bnrbnrgh, and Dunkyrko. And thor he dyde do lade one anti 
fyfty shippes with pillage and goodes whiehe shohle have comen 
into Engloud. But the bisshop lete brenne the shippes with 
Wals., ii. oo. alle the pyllage in the same haven. And he had a grete batayl 
with the Flemyngesat Dunkyrke, and there wereslayn an huge 
multitude of Flomynges. The bisshop with his retenuc wente 
and besyeged Ipre longe tyme, but be contlie not gete it. And by- 
cause many of his .men deyde there of the flux lie cam ageyne 
into Engl ond. 

The same yere was a bataylle done within the kynges palays 
at Westmynstre, for ccrtayne poyntes of treasoune, bytwene 
Syre Johan Ansley, knyght, defemhumt, and Garton Squyer, 
appellannt, and the defendaunt discomfyted thappellaunt. 
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Allc this tyme dural the Scysme. For Urban .at Rome was Fa.s«\ Temp, 
chosen Petrus dc Thoinaccllys, and was named Boncfacius 8 
Nomw, l.'J yere. And after Clemens was chosen in Avynyou 
Petrus de Luna, wliiehe was named Bcnedictus xiij.. and he 
abode pope there two and twenty yere. And after Bonefaee 
was Innoconcins septimns two yere. And after hym Gre- 
gorius 12 ,1S xij. yere, and after hym Alexander Greens one TcM1 t'-. 
yere. And thenne after hym Johannes viscsimns tcrcins, and 
thenne at Gonuseyll of Constance was chosen Marlinus qnintns : 
and soo of idle thyse forsayd popes, from Gregorius vndeciinus \Vals.,ii.30-2. 
vnto Mart inns Quintus, endured the scysme by the space of 
fourty yere, that it was not knowen who was the very and 
vndoubted pope.

In the cyght yere of kyng Rychardes regne, Syr Edmond 
of Langely, Eric of Cambrydge, the kynges vncle, wente in to 
Portyngale witli a grete. eompauye of men of urines and 
archers, in strengthyng and helpyng the kyngc of Portyngale i- 453. 
agevnst the kyngc of Spay no. And there the kynge of Portyn- 
gale had the vyctorye. That done, the Erie of Cambrydge 
cam home agevnc with his nrmvc in to Euglond. The same 
yere kvng Ry chard helde his Crystemasse at Eltham. The 
kyng of Ennonye the same tyme tledde onte of his owne londe, 
and cam vnto kyngc Rychard for socour and ayde, for the 
Turkys had devoured & destroyed moche of his londe. The 
kyng havyng grete pyte & compassion of his grete myschyef, 
toke eonnseyl herupon. And it was concluded that the kyng 
shold yove hym some good, for taventure his peplc so ferre it 
were a grete ieopardye. And so the kyng gaf hym gold and 
sylver and many ryehc yeftes, and betaught hym to God, and 
soo he departed onto of Euglond. This same yere kynge 
Rychard with a grete and pnissannt armee wente toward Scot- 
land. And the Scottvs sente to the kynge, and desyred and 
made grete labonre for to have a tryeiis, soo a tryens was taken 
and made; and thenne the kyng retorned to York, and there Syrc 
Tohan llolond, therle of lventis broder, slewe therlys soue of 
Stafford, wlierforc the. kyng was sore meved and retorned to 
London. In the nynthe yere of his regne was a parlement at. 
Westmynstre, in whiehc the kyngc made and created two 
Dukes, fyve Erlys, and a marquys. Syr Edmond of JLangley, 
the kynges vncle, Erie of Cambrydge, was mad due of York. 

Syrc Thomas of Wodestoke, his other vncle, that was Erie of 
Bokyngham, was made due of Glouectre. Syrc Leouel Yere, 

Erie of Oxenford, was made marquys of Develyn. Harry 
Bolyngbroke, the dukes soune of Laneastrc, was made erle of 
Derby. Syrc Edward, the dukes sone of York, was made erle 
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of Rut blond. Syre Lilian Ilolond, 1 he Erie of Kentys brodcr, 
was made erle of lluntyngdon. Syr Thomas Moubrny, erle of 
Kotyngham, was made erle marelial of Englond. Syre Myeliel 
de la Pole, knyght, was made Erie of Suffolk, and Chauneeler of 
Englond. Atte this same parlement tlierle of Marche was pro- 
elamed heyre apparannte to the crowne of Englond after kynge 
Rychard. The sayd Erie of Marche wente over see into 
Irlond veto his lordship therldomeof Ulster, whiche was hys by 
onhcrytaunce. And there as he lay on a tyme in a castel of 
his, there earn vppon hym greete multitmlc of wylde Irysshe 
men, and he cam onto of his Castell fyersly with his peple and 
fought with hem manly, and there he was slayne. In the tenth 
yore the erle of Arondel went to the See with a greete navye, 
and there he met an lioole flete comynge fro the Roelicl laden 
with wyn, whiche were enemyes goodes, whiche flete he toko 
and brought in to dyverso havens in Englond, and sommc 
vnto London, where men niyght. bye a tonne of Rocliel wyn for 
twenty sehyllynges. In the enleventli yere of his regne was 
thnrysyng of certuyn lordcs in Englond in destruction of 
rebellys, Syre Rychard erle of Arundele, Syre Richard erle 
of Wmwyk, Syre Ilarry of Bolyngbroke, erle of Derby, and 
Syre Thomas Monbray, erle marelial. These fyvelordes vndcr- 
stode the myschyef & governaunce of the kynges connceylle, 
wherfor they that were that tyme of the kynges connseyll fled 
out of the londe ; that is to saye, mayster Alysaundcv Nevel, 
Archehisshop of York, Syre Myeliel de la Pole, Erie of Suffolk 
& chaunceier of Englond, and the marquys of Develyn, Syr 
Robert le Vere : those thre lordcs cam never ageyne into 
Englond, for they deyde beyonde the see. These fyve lordes 
above sayd made a parlcuient at Wcstmcstre, and there they 
toke Syre Robert Trcsylyon, Justyee, Syre Nyeliol Brembrc, 
knyght and cyteseync of London, Syre lohau Salesbury, knyght 
and Uske sergeamit, with other moo, whiche were Juged to 
deth and were drawe to Tyburn, and there hanged. Also in 
the same parlement Syre Symon Beverley, knyght of the Garter, 
Syre lohan Beauchamp, knyght, steward of the kynges lions, 
and syr lohan Berncis were byhedid attc Toure hylle. Also 
Robert Bealknap, lohan ITolto, lohan (Jury, William Bnrgh, 
Robert Fulthorp, and lohan Lokton, Justyses, were oxyled in- 
to Lrlond, flier for to dwelle all her lyf tyme. In the twellifth 
yere, duryng the sayd parlement, was liolden a general Jnstys 
in Snivthfeldc of lordes, knyghtes, and squyers for all tnaner 
stranngers tlqit wolde come, holdyng open housholde to hem 
and idle other. And alle they of the kyngys lions were of one 
sate, tlicvr cotvs, thoyr arrays, tlieyr shcldes, and theyr trap- 
ponrs were browdrid all with wbyte liertis, with crownes of 
gold about theyr nookes, and cheynes of gold liangyng theron ; 
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wliiche licriys was t lit* kyngcs leverey that lie ynf to Ionics, 
liulyes, knyghtes, and squycrs, to knowe liis liousliold pc pel 
from other. Tlienne l'onr and twenty l.-ulyes comynge to the 
instys liulde four and t wenty Ionics with cheynes of gold, and 
alle in the same sute of hertes as is afore sayd, from the tour 
on horsbnk thnrgh the Cyte of London in to Smythfeld. To 
tins feste earn ninny grete lordes, straungers, onto of Frounce, 
Ilonnud, Ilolond, and of other contrcyes: wliichc foste and 
instes endured four and twenty dayes vppon the kyngcs cost. 
Wlianne the feste was ended and instys, the king thnnkyng 
the straungers yavc to them grete yeftes. And tlienne they 
tokc their levc and so departed. In the thirtenth yerc was a 
bataille done in the {inlays at Westmestrc bitwenc a squyer of 
In’ a verne, that was with the kinge, and a squyer eallid lolian 
Walssli, for pointes of treasonne that lie of Nn verne put vppon 
this W alssh ; but in the cudc he of Naverne was overcome and 
diseonfyted in the feldc, & yekted hym. And anon he was 
despoylled of his arinure, and drawee oute of the palays vnto 
Tylmrnc and there hanged.

Lx the fonrtenthe yero Sir lolian of Gaunt, duk of Lancastre, 
with a grete hooste wentc in to Spayne, to clayme and ehalenge 
his right by his wyves ty tie vnto the Crownc of Spayne, and 
lie. had with hym the Duchesse his wyf and his tlire doughters. 
And therafter grete conimynyeacion herupon had they were 
aeorded, and concluded that the kynge of Spayne shold marye 
the duck of Lancastros donghter. And lie shold yeve to the 
duck of Lancastre gold and sylvor, wliiche wascasten in to grete 
wedgys, and soo many other lewcllys, as moche as eyght eliary- 
ottis myght carye. And every y ere after, durynge the lyf of 
the due, and his wyf ten thousand marc of gold. Of wliiche 
golde they of Spayne sliolde adventure and here the ieopardye 
tlierof, and brynge verly vnto 1 lay on to the dukes assygnees by 
smote made. Also the due of Lancastre dvde duo marye another 
of his doughters to the kyng of Fortyngale the same tyine. 
And tlienne he retonrned ami cam ageync in to England with 
his wyf. In this yerc the Turkes made grete warre ageynstc 
Crystendome vnto the cyte of lene. Wherfore the lcnewayes 
sente to the kynge of Frounce for ayde, and also to the kynge 
of Engloml. And soo tlier wentc onto of Frounce fyften 
honderd knyghtes, with the due of liorbon, and the Erie of 
Ewe, and other. And oute of Engloml went the Erie of Albv, 
a valyaunt. man, with certayne Archers. And they shipped at 
Mareellis, and wentc and besyged 'I'hunes in Ihirbarye, and 
made there many sknrmnehcs, and putteoute ofte the Sarasyns : 
but in thende the Turkefered, and made trewes for a seasouue, 
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and dolyvcrd idle (lie Crystcu moil prysonners, and payd ten 
thousand dueatis ; and soo the Grysten men returned home 
ngcync. In tlie fyftcnth yere of kynge Ryohanlos rogue he 
helde 1 1 is CYystemas at. Wodestok, where thcrle of LVnlnoke, a 
yonge lorde and t entire of age, wolde lernc iuste with a 
knyght called Syre lohan saynt fohan, and rode togedcr in 
the parke, and there the Erie was slayn with the knyghtes 
spore as he east it from hym whanne they haddc coped. I'll is 
3’ere lohan Ilyntle, hoyngo that tynic mayor of London, & 
lohan Shatloworlh and Ilenry Vanncr shereves, were dysh argot! 
of theyr offyccs byfore saynt Johans day Baptyst, and the kyng 
sensed the fraunehyse and lyhcrteos of the eyte of London, Ami 
ordeynctl and eonstitned Syr Edward Dalyngredgc wardeyn of 
the eyte, and endured in his ottyce vnto the fyrst day of .Juyll 
the yere xvj. And thenne Syr Bowdwyn Kadyngton was 
made wardeyne to Saynt Symons daye and lude. The cause 
therof was for a bakers man beryng .a basket with hors bredc 
into Eletestrete, there come a man of the bisshop of Salcs- 
bmyes that toko onto an hors loof onto of the basket to, wherfore 
the bakers man strove with the yoman, so that the Bisshops 
man brake t lie bakers mans hedc. Thenne ncygh hours come 
aboule to have reseowed hym, and to have arcstyd the Bisshops 
man. But he scope fro hem in to his Ionics place. The con- 
stable cam and wold have had hym out, but they withynne the 
place kept it that they myght not come in. And thenne come 
the mayor with moche peple, and sayde they wold have hym 
outc, or brenne the place and all t hat were tlierin. The Bisshop 
beynge tresorer of Englond, and the archebisshop of Caunter- 
burv, wente togedcr to Wvndcsorc to the kynge, and made a 
grete complayntc to the kyng and his connseylle of the eyte of 
London. And the kynge sente for the mayer and shereves and 
yaf hem grete rebukes for tholfence that they haddc done ageynst 
hym and his offyeers in his Chambre of London, and deposed 
the mayor and shereves, and made a wardeyne of the cytc as 
afore is sayd. In the syxtcnfh yere the kyng withdrowo Ins 
eourtos from Westmynstre to Yorko, whichc were there holden 
andkepte fro the feste of Saynt lolmn Baptyst vnto Crystcmasse 
after. Thenne atte requeste of the goode Qncne Anne & of 
the bisshop of London, thenne callyd Gravesende, the kyng 
graunted the Frannchyse and lybertccs to the eyte of London ; 
and they of London gaf to saynt Edwards shryne a table of 
sylver and enameled stondvng on the awter. And after this 
the mayor, aldermen, and shcrcvys mettc with the kyng, sub- 
myttynge them humbly to hym as they ought, to do, and res- 
seyvyng the kyng tluirgh the eyte with grete tryumplio, and 
brought hym to Westmynstre. And on the morne after the 
mayer, aldermen, and shreves presentyng the sayd table & 
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other yeftes, prayd the kyngc of his good iind special] grace to 
have tlicyr lyhertees and Fraunchyses as they hndde tofore 
tyme. And soo tlie kyng grauuted to them alle theyr askynge, 
and wento home ageync. In lliis same yen* the due of Lancastre 
was sente in to Frnnnceto deinaunde a myllion of scutes wliiche 
was due for the raunson of kyng lohan, and dyvcrec places as 
Peytowe, Roeliell and a jmrtu of Guyan. And he was answerd 
hy tlie counscyllc of Fraunee that the men of warrc of Englond 
hndde done harmc in Fraunee above the trewes to the somme 
of (lire mylions, whiclie, oughtc to be repay red fyrst, and so 
departed ageync. In the sevententhe ycre come onto of Seot- 
l.mde eertaync Ionics in to Fnglondc to getc worship by fete of 
urines. Therleof Morey f elialeugi<I the Erie marehal of Englond 
to iuste with liyni on hors back with sharpe s]>eres. And soo 
they roodc to geder certayne courses, hut not the full ehalenge. 
For the Scottisli Erie was cast, hothc hors & man, & two of 
his rybbes broken with the same fallc, and soo borne homo in 
to liis inne, & anonc after was earyed homewarde in a littyer, 
and at York he deide. Syre William Darel, banerer of Scot- 
lande, and Syre Pyers Courtney, the kynges banerer of Englond, 
ryden togeder certain courses of warrc hitte & assayed. The 
Scottysslie knyght. seyng lie myght not have the holer, yavc it 
over, and wold no moo of the ehalenge. Thenne one Cokburn 
Sqnycr of Scotland, and Syre Nyehol Ilauberk, rode fy\ c eoursys, 
and at every couvs the Scot was caste bothe hors and man. 
This same yere the sevententh day of Iuyn deyde the good 
quenc Anne, kyngc Ryeliardes wyf, and lycth buryed at Wcst- 
mynstre by saynt Edwardes shryne. 


Capitulum oclauuot. 

In the yere 140 1 were trewes taken bytwene the kyng of 
Fraunee and tlie kyngc of Euglondc for fourc yere. Also this 
same yere, aboutc Crystemasse, kyngc Ry chard wen to fyrst in 
to Irlond. After Wenzelaus, Rupcrtus alias Robertos was Em- 
perour uync yere. This Robertas duk of Bayer and Count Fasc. Temp., 
Palalyn on the Ryn, a juste and trewe man and a catliolykc, 
he was crowned of the nynthc Boncfacc the Pope. He entryd 
in to Ytalye with a grete arrayc ageynst duk Galyace, but he 
rctorned with grete lossc. About this tyme was that cursyd 
heresy e of Iohan W r ycl y f in Englond, and lolian tins in Bohc- 
niye, and leromeof Praglie, which heresyecnfectcd moch peple, 
and vuder the habyte of a lamhe hydynge wolvysslie 
erneltc had purposed to subvertc alle the state of the chirche; 
and the sklauudcrous scysmc whiclic was in tins evyll tyme 
was a grete helpe to them. Also this tyme the heresyee 
Adamitarum begaune to grown in Bohcme, but it was putte 
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Ease. Temp., doune by the llussytys. That was over g rosso and vnshame- 
8,5 fast. For they wente naked, and indyflrently dyde they r lech- 
i-'asc. Temp., erye with wommen. Petrus de lilyaco and lohan Gersou li is 
s7a> disciple, both doctours of dyvynyte of Farys, were in her lloures 

this tyine. Iu this yore were mcrveyllous grete wyndes tlire 
moncthes contynuelly, and specially in September, that over- 
threwc grocte trees with fruyte, howses, chymencyes and 
steplcs. And there was seen in Langcdok in Frannce a grete 
sterre, and fyve lytell sterres assayllyngc tlic grete, and ponr- 
syewed it by the space of an honre, and a voys cryenge fro 
hevene. And after was seen a man semyng of copper, hold- 
yng a sjicro in his liandes, by the grocte sterre, and smote hit. 
And after that it was no more seen. In other places wen* 
horde the noyse of harneysed men fyghlynge. 

In the nynetenthe yerc of kyng Rychard, he wente to 
Calays, and maryed there qnenc Isabel, the kynges dough tor 
of Frannce. At whiehe tyme the Frensshe lordcs were swoivn 
on a booke that alle covenauntes, forw'ardys, and composicions 
ordeyned and made on both sydes sliold be truly holden and 
kept withoute contradiction or dylaye in ony manor wyse. 
And whanne this ryal maryage was done and fynysshed, 
kyngo Rychard with dame Isabel his qnenc cam in toEnglond. 
And the mayor of London with all his bre.theren, with grete 
multitude of the comons of the cyte & the eraftys resseyved 
hem worshipfully atte Rlachcth, and brought hem to saynt 
Georges barre. And there takyngc theyr leve, the kynge and 
the Queue rootle to Kenyngtou. And after that, withynue a 
whyle, the (]uene cam to the Tonre of London, at whoos com- 
yng was mochc lianne (lone. For on London brydge were 
nyne pevsonnes crowded to delli. Qf whome the pry our of 
Typtro was one. And from the Tour she wente thurgh the 
cyte of London to Westmynstrc, and there she was crowned. 
And after this kyng Rychard by appoyntemente dclyv.ered the 
toun of Brest to the due of Brylayne, wlierof hygon mochc 
trouble and sorowe, whiehe dured vnto his deth. In the twenty - 
est yerc kyng Rychard dyde holtle a grete feste at Wcst- 
mynstre. At whiehe feste arryved the sowdyours that hadde 
kepte Breste, imd sate atte dyner in the hall ; and after 
dyner the Due of Gloucetrc sayd to the kynge, “ Syrc, have 
“ ye not seen the felawes that sate at dyner in your hallo ? ” And 
the kynge demaunded who they were. And he sayd, “ these 
“ ben you re folk that have servyd yow, and ben come from 
“ Breste, and now. wote not what to doo, and have ben evyl 
“ payd.” Tlionne the kynge sayd that they shal be payed. Thenne 
answerd the due of Gloucetrc in a grete furye, “Syre, ye 
“ ought fyrste to pntto yon re bodye in devoyre to gete a tonne 
“ or a caste! by fayt of warre vpon your enemyes, er ye 
“ sholde selle or delyver ony tonnes that your predccessours 
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“ kynges of Engloml have goten ami eomiuerd.” lo ilio 
whielie, the kynge answcrtl ryglit angrely, “ 1 low snye ye that ? ” 
'J'henue the duk ! i is vnelo saytl it ngeyii. r l’henne the kyng 
hygnmio to woxc wrotlic, ami sayde, “ Wene ye that I he a 
“ marchaunt or a foole to selle my londe ? by saynt Ioliau 
“ lhiptist, nay ; hut troutho it is that our cosyn of Britaync hath 
<x remlryd and payd to vs the somme that my prodeccs. sours 
“ hadde lente vppon t lie sayd tonne of Brest ; and sytli he 
“ hath payed, it is rcasonnc that this tonne he dely vot’d to hym 
“ ageync.” Thus hcganne the wrath bytwcne the kynge and 
his vncle. And afterward at Aroudele was a eounscylle of 
rertaync lordes, as the duck of Gloucetre, the Archebisshop of 
Caunterhury, The Erlesof Arondele, Wanvyk and Marehal, and 
other, for to refourmc the rewle ahoute the kynge ; whielie lordes 
promyscd echo to hyde by other, and soo departed ; and anone 
after the Erie marehal, whielie was Capytaync of Calays, be- 
wrayed and lete the kynge have knowleche of all theyr eoun- 
seylle. Whornpon the fyve and twentyest. daye of August the 
duke of Gloucetre was arrestyd at l'lasshey in Estsex and 
brought to the Tour of London, and from thennes sente to 
Calays, and there inurthred and slayne withoute processe of 
lawe or Justyce, and tlierle of Arondel, the Erie of Wanvyk, Syr 
lolian Cobhnm, Syre Lohan Cheyne, knyghtes, were arestyd 
and pnttc in lioldo. Save therle of Arondel fonde sctirte tans- 
werc, and wente at large tyl the parlement tynic. In the one 
& twentyest yore of kyng Rycliarde, at the parlement liolden 
at Westmynstrc, therle of Arondel was brought tofore allc the 
lordes, and there was iuged to doth, that he shold goo on 
lote fro Westmynstrc tlmrgh the cytc of London to the Tour 
hylle. And there to have his beetle sinyten of. And syxc lordes 
rootle with hym to sec that execution sholtle be doo, with grete 
multitude of peple, of men at armes and archers. For they 
dredtle leste lie shold be rescowed by men of London. And on 
the liiorne tharehebisshop of Cauntcrbury his broder was 
banysshed for evermore. And Syre Thomas Mortemcr was 
banysshed also. And Syre Rychartl, Erie of Wanvyk, cam to 
lore the parlemente, and was iuged to the same doth, but by 
cause of his age he was relecetl to perpetuel prysonne. The 
Montlaye after, Syre lohan Cobhnm and Syre lolian Cheyne 
were iuged to be drawee & hanged, but at the iiistaiiuce of 
the lordes that iugement was relecetl vnto perpetuel prysonne. 
Anti this done kyng Rychartl made a ryal feste and helde open 
Courtc. In whielie feste lie made fyve Dukes, a marqneys and 
fyve Erics ; that is to say e, the Erie of Derby was made due 
of llerfortl: the tu-le of Rutliloml was made Due of Aiunarlc : 
the Erie of Rente, Duck of Surrey; the Erie llnutyngdon, Duck 
of Excetre ; the Erie Marehal, Duck of Norfolkc ; the Erie of 
Somcrsetc, Marqneys of Dorsete ; the lorde Spencer, Erie of 
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Gloucotre ; 1 lie Lord Ncvyll, Erie of \V cstrnorlondo ; Syre 
Thomas Percy, Erie of Worcctre; Syre William Scrape, Erie of 
WyNliyre ; Syre Iolum Montague, Erie of Salysbury. And thus 
there was a greete fcsle to al these lordes and to all other that 
wold coiiio. In the same yore fylle a greete debate and dys- 
seneyon hytwene the Duck of Ilerford, Erie of Derby, on that 
one partye, And the Duke of Norfolke, Erie Marehal, on that 
other partye, in so inoclie that they waged bataylle and east 
downe I lieyr gloves, whiche were taken vp byforc the kynge 
and ensealed, and (he dayeand place assygned at Coventro. To 
whiche place the kynge cam; the Duk of Laneastre, and other 
lordes. And wlianne hot he part yes were in the ieldc redy for 
to fyghte, the kynge toke the matcrc in his owne honde, and 
forthwith he exyled and banysshed the Duke of. Ilerford for ten 
yere, and the duke of Norfolke for ever. The Due of Norfolke 
deyde at Venyse. In the two and twentyest yere of kyng Kychard 
there were made blank charters, to whiche all the rye he men 
of the 1 oyannno were eompellyd to sotte to theyr scales. And 
it was noysed thurgh the royainme that he hadde sette Englond 
to ferine to Syre. William Scropo, Erie of Wylshyrc, sir lohan 
Bnsshe, Syre Johan Grene, and sir Johan Bagot ; and he or- 
deyned his vncleSyr Edmond of Langley, duk of Yorckc, to be 
his lyeutenaunt whiles he sliold be in Irloml in his absence. In 
this yore deyde the due of Laneastre, and is bnryed at Powlus in 
London. Thennc kynge Kychard wente in to Jrlonde with many 
lordes and grete ordenaunce, and there he was wel resseyved ; 
And the wilde Irysshemen cam downe to hym with theyr 
capytaynes, and yclded them to hym, and swore to be his true 
lyegc men, and dyde hym hommage and feawte. Thus he cou- 
qnerd Irloml the moost part in a ly tel wliyle. Whyles kynge 
Kychard was in Irloml thus occupied, Syre Harry of Bolyng- 
brooke, Erie of Derby, the due of Lancastres sonne, whonic kynge 
Kychard hadde made Duk of Ilerford, and had exyled hym for 
certayn causes, & with hym tharchcbishop also, louded at 
Kavensporc in the north eontre, and by the coloure of his 
ty tic to the Duchye of Laneastre he reysed and assembled the 
people ever as he wente, in soo mochc as he hadde greete multi- 
tude of peple. For the peplc were soo oppvcssyd with the 
offyeers of kyng Kychard, that almoost all the commyns of the 
lornle were redy to awayte on the Erie of Derby, hopynge to be 
relevyd by hym. Incontynent tydynges cam to kynge Kychard 
beyng in Irlond how he was landed, and that the comons drewc 
fastc to hym. Anonc lie made hym redy and cam over sec into 
Englond with alle his hooste, and arryyed in Mylford haven ; 
and there taryed a two dayes for to refresshe hym and his hooste. 
And in the mono whyle the lordes and mooste part of the peple 
vinlerstodc that the Erie of Derby bycam stronger and stronger, 
began to murmnre and to grutche. That seyngc Syr Thomas 
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Forcy called them togedcr, brake I lit* rootle of' his offyec, for 
lie was styward, and badde every man goo his wey, vnwetyng the 
kynge. And so in flic nyglit e\cry man wentc his weyc levynge 
the kynge nllone, save two or (lire lordes with a lewe men, 
wliiche lordes for sewertc, and hy counseyll of (lie sty ward, 
brought the kynge to the eastel of Flynt, where lie was taken 
and delyvcml to therle of Derby, wliiche brought hym to London. 
And thenne were taken at Brystowe Syrc William Scrope, Syr 
lohan Bussli, Sir Harry Grenc, & Syr Iolian Bagot ; but Syrc 
lolian Bagot escaped. And the other that were take were 
byheded. And thus as he was corny ng to London warde, 
fydynges cam to (he evto that kynge Kyeliarde was comon to 
Westmynstre; And anon the peplc of London in their fa rye 
and wodenesse, as people maliciously set (c ageinst king'Richard, 
their sovcraine lorde, roosc and purposed yf they myglit have 
I'ounden to have destroyed hym. But the mayor and aldermen 
with the sadde men of the tonne with mocha werke lomaed hem 
hooine ageyne to London ; yet they toko Syrc lohan Slake, done 
of the kynges chapel, and pa tie liyiu in Ludgate, and Syrc 
Johan Bagot that escaped from Bristowe was take in Irlond 
and brought to London and sette in Newcgatc. Sone after this 
kynge Kychard wasbronghte to the Tour of London, and thenne 
was there a parlement, in wliiche kynge Kychard was deposed 
of his crowne, and kynge Henry chosen and taken for the 
kynge ; to wliomc kynge Kychard resygned the crowne and the 
Koyamme of Englond. And thenne from the Tour he was 
had to the eastel ofLcdes in Kcnte, and from thennes he was 
had to the eastel of Fount fret. 


Capit ulum nonum. 

Thenne the due of Laneaslrc, Erie of Derby, named llenrv 
Bolyngbrokc, was crowned kyng of Englond at Westmynstre 
on saynt Edwardes day Confessonr. Tliennc made the kynge 
bis oldest sonne lieary pry ace of Wales, Duke of Cornewayle 
and Eric of Gliestre; be made Syrc Thomas of Arondel Arclie- 
bissbop of Caunterbary. as be was byfonr. And be that was 
made Arehebisshop by kynge Kychard, be made hym Bisshop 
of London, and lie made the Erlis sonne of Arondel to be put 
in possession of all his loiules. In the fyrst yore of his regne 
be liclde his Crystemas at Wyndcsore. And on the twelvthe 
even the dak of Aumarle tolde the kyng how the due of 
Surrey, the Dae of Exert re, the eric of Saleslmry, & tlicrle of 
Gloacetre, with other of theyr atfynyte, were accorded to make 
a mommyage to t lie kyng, and soo for to slcc hym in the 
revelynge. Wherfore (he kyng the same nyglit cam prively 
to Loudon, aud anon these lordes that had purposed to have 
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made this lnoinmory, vndcrstode that tlicyr eounseyllc was be- 
wrayed, anone with tlicyr people wente westward. And at 
SyssetiT tlie duke of Surrey and the crle of Salesbnry were 
taken and hiheded, & tlieir heedcs sette on London brydge ; and 
at. Oxcnford were taken two knyghtes, Blount and sir Bcnctte 
Scly, and Wintercele a squyer, whiche were byhedod and 
((iiartred, and tlieir heedcs sette on London bridge, and the 
qnartres sente to other goode towncs. And at Prithwell in 
Estscx, Sire Iohan Ilolondc, Duck of Excctre, was taken Avilk 
the comonsof the countreye, and his heede smyten of, and sente 
to London, and sette on London bridge. Also at Bristowe was 
take the lorde Spencer, that was made by kinge Richard erle of 
Glouectro, and biheded, and his heede sent to London and sette 
on London bridge. In the same yere Sire Bernardo Brokeis, 
Sirlohan Sellev, Syr Iohan Mawdelyn and Syr William Ferby 
were taken and sette in the Tour. And after bv iugemente 
were hanged and byheded, and thoyr lieedes sette on London 
bridge. Whanne kyng Henry sawe that these lordes thus 
hadde rysen, and asscmblyd greete peple to have puttc hym to 
detli, and for to restore kynge Richard ageyne to his crownc 
and to his royamme, thonghte tcschuc suche pcryls, anone 
commannded Sir Pyers of Exton that he shold goo strayte to 
Ponntfreyte and delyver the worldc of kynge Ryehard. And 
soo he departed fro the kynge, and wente to the castel of 
Pountfret, where as kynge Ryehard was in prysonne, the 
whiche was sette at table for to dyne. And anone - after Syre 
Pyers cam in to the chambre where the kynge was, and eyghte 
men with hym, and eche man an axe in his bond. Troutli it 
is, whan the kyng sawe Sir Pyers with his felaushippe entro 
in to the chambre dcfensably arayed, he shoof the table from 
hym, and sprange into the inyddes of hem, & ranghte an axe 
oute of one of tlicyr hoiules, and sette hym self valyauntly at 
defence. And hym self defendynge, he slowe fonre -of the 
eyghte. And wlianne the sayde Syrc Pyers sawe the kynge 
soo defende hym, he was soore abasshed and gretely aferde. 
And forthwith sterte vpon the place where as kyng Ryehard 
was wonte to sytte. And as kynge Ryehard lough te and 
defended hym} self goynge baewarde, the sayd Syre Pyers 
smote hym on the heede with his axe that he fyll to groumlc. 
Thenne cryed kynge Ryehard God mercy. And tlicnne lie 
gafe hym yet another stroke on the heede, and soo he deyde. 
And thus was thys noble kynge slayne and mnrthred. And 
whanne the kynge Avas deede the knyght that hadde thus 
slayne hym sette hym domic by the deede bodye of kynge 
Ryehard, and byganne to Avcpe, saynge, “ Alas ! what thynge 
“ have avc doone P avc have putte to deth hym that hath ben 
“ otire kynge and soverayne lord two and tAvcnty yere. Now 
“ have I lost myn honour. N’e 1 slial ne\’cr come in place but 
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1 shal be rcproehcd. For I have done agcynst myn honour.” 
After this the t wel vest day e of Marche was the bodye of the 
noble kyng Ryehard bronglite t burgh London to Powlus, 
wliiche corps was lcyd on a charyotte coveryd with black 
and four turners, wherof tweyne were of the armes of saynt 
George, and tweyne of the armes of Saynt Edward. And 
there were an honderd men clothed in black, echo berynge a 
torclie. And the cyte of London liadde thyrtty men in whyte, 
echo beryng also a torclie. And the corps was leyd open 1 lie 
vysage, that every man inyght see and known that it was liys 
body, and that he was soo deede. For many men bylevyd it 
not. And from thermos he was carved to the Frerys at 
Langley, and there he was buryed. On whoos sowle God 
have mercy. Amen. 

The eomyn oppynyon of Englysshmen is that kynge 
Ryehard deyde not after the manor a foresayd, but that lie 
deyde other wyse. That is to wete that wkanne he horde 
stiye that his brother the Due of Excetre, the Due of 
Surrey, the Erie of Salysbury, and the other lordes were 
deede, he was soo angry and soo sorowfnll that he swore 
that he wolde never cete meete, and soo abode foure dayes 
withoute etynge as they save. And whanne that kynge Henry 
vmlerstode that he wolde not etc, lie sent to hym two prelates 
for to com forte hym. And whan they were come he eonfessyd 
hym to one of them, the whiche gaf hym in penaunee that he 
sholdc etc his mete. And whanne he supposed to have ctcn, 
the meete inyght not goo doune ne avale in to his stoinake ; 
For the eonduvtes of his bodye ware shronken to geder 
And thonne sayde the noble kynge Ryehard that it was done, 
aud that lie innste nodes deye ; and soo he deyde. But certes, 
whether lie deyde this waye or that other, certaynly lie 
deyde, aud was buryed at Langley. God have mercy on his 
sowle. Amen. 

And tlicnne was kynge Harry peasly kyng. Thcnne lie 
fonde in kynge Ryehardes tresorye nyne honderd thousandc 
noblis, withoute iewellys and vessels, wliiche was as nioelie 
worth or more. And thor was fonnden in the tresorers kepynge 
of Englonde an honderde and fyfty thousand nobles, and 
jewels and vessell as moelie or more. And thus kynge Henry 
liadde all his goodes. 

item. This same yore kynge Harry sente hoonie ageyne 
kynge Ryeluirdys wyf Queue Isabel vnto the kynge of Fraunce, 
her fader, and he pntte her from her dowayre.

In the second yore of kynge Harry the fourth, Sire Rogyer 
of Chirvngton, knvght, ami two of his men, and the priour of 
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Lannde with eyght frcre mynonrs, were draweti and Imaged 
for treasonne. In this yore beganne a grete debate in Walys 
byhvone t lie lorde Gray Retliyn and Ewayn of Glyndor, 
S(|iiycr of Wales. This Ewayn reysed grete nomhre of 
Walsshmcn, and kepte tlie count rey with strength, and dvdc 
nioche hartne, and destroyed the kynges townes and lord- 
sliippes in Walys, robbyug and sleyng the kynges peple, whiclie 
eontynued longe tyine. And toke the lord Gray prysoner, and 
made liyni to marye his donghtcr, and helde hym sty lie there 
with his wyf ; and sonc after, the lord Gray deyde. Thennc 
kynge Ilarry with a grete power wente into Wales for to take 
and destroy the sayd Ewayn; lmt. he and all his company fledde 
to the montayns, where the kyng myght not linrle lion for 
the montaynes. And soo the kynge rctonrned and cam agoyn 
in to Englonde, for losyugc of his men. In the same yere 
was a grete scarcete of wlicte in Englond ; a quarter was 
worth six ten shyllynges, wherfor marchandise was sente in to 
Normandy for whete, and from tbennes cam grete plenty. 
Also Syro William Sawtry, preest, was degraded of his presf- 
liode. Aboute this tyme the Due of Orleamice sente an 
horowde of annes with lettres vnto kynge Ilarry, by whiclie 
he chalengyd for to fyglit with hym withynne lystes at Bonr- 
deux, or in some other metely place, with an honderd gentyl- 
mcii withoutc reproclie ageynste as many gcntyll men with- 
onte reproehc. Wlierto the kynge answerd ngeyne by lettres 
worshipfully, rehersynge that at snchc tyme as it shold plcse 
hym lie wolde come with snchc nombre as it npperteynelli to a 
kynge, and eonquere his ryght ; at whiclie tyme he shold be 
answerd alto full. And soo the mater fynysshed. In the 
thyrde yere was kynge Henry wedded to dame Jane, Dncliessc 
of Britain. And they were maryed at W.ynchestre, and fro 
tliens she earn to London, and so forth to Wc.stmynstre, And 
there she was crowned Queue. In the same yere was dame 
Blannehc, oldest dougliter to kynge Harry, wedded in Coleyn 
to the dukes sonne of Bayer with grete solempnyte. In the 
seyenth yere was seen a sterre that is called stella Comata, and 
auoue after was the batayl of Shrewesbury on Mary Magdalens 
eyen, in whiclie batnylle was slayne Syvc Harry Percy, and 
Syr Thomas Percy taken, and kept two dayes, and after he was 
hanged, bylieded and qnartred, and his heede sette on London 
hrydge. And in thys batayl was the prynce shotte in to the 
heede with an arowe. And the-Erle of Stafford was slayne 
vnder the kynges bnner. And many other lordes, knyghtes, 
squyers and gentyls were put to detli in the sayd batayl. 
In the fourth yere cam the Emperour of Constantinople with 
many grete lordes and knyghtes iu to Englond, to sec the 
kynge, the peple, and the royamme and the commodytces 
therof. The same yere the lord Castel, with a grete multitude 
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of Brytons & of Normans, landed a myle out of Plymouthe, on 
saynt Laurence day at afler none, and cam in to the tonne on 
the bakhnlf; and there they abode al that day and al that 
nyght till it was on the niorne, ten of the clock, and robbed 
and dospoylled al that was in the tonne, and bare hit awey at 
her ownc wyllc. In the iy ft ho yore was a grete bataylle on 
tUc see at Blackpole, two myle onto of Dertmouth, hytwene 
Englysshmen & Brytons, where, thanked be God, Englysshe- 
men had the vyctorye, & there were taken, slaync, and drowned 
moo than fyve honderd gentyls of Erensshcmen and Brytons, 
On whome the lord Cnstel was pryncipal leder and Capitayne, 
which there was taken and slaync. Also this same ycro Wil- 
liam Scrle, the whiche was one of hem that murtherd the 
good duke of Gloucetre at Caleys, was taken in the inarch c of 
Scotlande, and bronghte to London, and there he was drawee, 
hanged and byheded, and his heede sette on London brydge, 
and his quarters sette vp in foure good towncs. la the syxthe 
yore was a iustys in Smythfeld hytwene the Erie of Alorryf in 
Scotland and Syre Edmond Erie of Rente, vpon a chalengc 
made by tlierle of Alorryf to insle certayn courses of wane 
with sharp sperys on horsbak. And the Erie of Rente had 
the felde, and gate hym there grete. worship. This same yore 
Syrc Kyehard Serope, Archcbisshop of York, and the lorde 
Aloubrnyo, that was Erie mnrchal of Englond, assemblyd 
grete power ageynst kyng Ilarry. And the kyng met with 
hem and toke hem, and smote of bothc theyr lieedes. And 
soone after God shewyd and wrought many myracles for the 
worthy elerke Archcbisshop of Yorke, that was soo puttc to 
doth. In the seventh yore the mayor of London, Iohan Wodc- 
cok, and the comynalte dyde do brake vp al the weerys that 
were hytwene Aledewcy and R) ngeston, byeause they were 
sette ageynst the fraunehyse of the eyte of London. In the 
cyght ycre of kyng Henry, dame Lucre, the dukes snstcr of 
Alolayn, come into Englondc, and soo forth to London, and there 
wassherynlly maryed to Syr Edmond Ilolond, Eric of Rent, in 
the pryory of saynt Alarye Overayes in Southwerk. The same 
yere syr Robert Rnollys, knyght, a grete warryonr in his tyme, 
dyde (loo make the brydge at Rochestre, and a chapel atte 
brydges fote : the whiche Syrc Robert deyde, nml lyetli buryed 
in the whyte freres in London, by his wyf dame Const aunec. 
In the same ycre Syr Thomas Rampton, kyght, constable of 
the Tour of London, was drowned at London brydge as he come 
fro West inynstre toward the Tour in a barge. The same yere 
dame l'helyp, the yongcr, dough ter of kyng Ilenry, was maryed 
to the kyng of Denmark. In the same yere a man that was 
eallyd the Walssh clerk, appelled a knyght callyd Syre Percjwal 
of treasonne. And they fought within lystes in Smythfeld, 
where the knyght scomfytcd the clerk, and there the clerk 
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wiis dospoyllcd of' his armurc, and drnwen ouf of the fold to 
Tyburn, and there hanged. In the same yere Syr Henry 
Percy erle of Northumberland, and the lord Bardolf, comyng 
oufc of Scotland togeder with a grete company, were taken by 
them of the north, that fought with them, and smote of theyr 
hcedes and brought hem to London, and sette hem on London 
hryd ge. In the ix. yere was Syre Edmond Erie of Kente 
made Ameral of the see, whiche kepte the sec worthyly with 
many ryall shippes. And atte laste lie londcd at the Coates 
of Brytayno, in the lie of Bryak, and besyged the castcl and 
sawted hit, and with a cpinrel he was slavne, lnit never theles 
the Castcl was goteu. And thenne his meyne come home 
ageyne with therlcs body, whiche was buryed with his Ann- 
cost ryes worshipfully. Also this same yere was a grete frost 
that diirycd fyftcne wekys ; whiche frost destroyed for the 
moost parte alle the smal byrdes. 

Capital am tindccinnun. 

This yere, Lowys due of Orleauns was slayn mesehcvously 
at Parys atte commaundemcnt of the due of Bnrgoyne. For 
it was soo that the due of Orleauuce hadde ben to vysyte the 
Queue. And as lie returned to his Jnneward, certaync per- 
sonnes ordeyned by the sayd due- of Bnrgoyne laye in awayte, 
and fylle on him and slewe hym cruelly, smytynge the brayn 
oute of his lieede; and one of his gentylmen was. slayne with 
hym : wherfor on the morn was a grete counseyll, and the 
yates of Tarys were closed, and alle the grete lordes thenne 
beyng at Parys were assemblyd. Among whomc was the sayd 
due that commysed this murdre, and there was gyveu strayte 
eonunaundemente to the prouost of Parys that he shold make 
strayte sorche to knowe who hadde commised this grete 
murdre. For as soone as the murdres hadde slayne the duk they 
sette an hous a fyre. And whyle the people cam' for to 
staunche the fyer, they had their horses redy, and soo escaped, 
and roodc in to Flanndrys. And on the nextc dayc, whan no 
al the lordes were reassembled, there was moche axyngc and 
serchyng, who mvght doo this murdre. Thenne the sayd Due 
of Bnrgoyne stode vp and sayde that he hym self hadde doo 
putte hym to doth for certayne causes whiche he wold justyfye, 
and forthwith he departed oute of the counscil and wente to 
his lodgyug, and toke his hors with a pryvy meyncy, and rode 
stray t to Lyle ; and after earn al his other meyuy, and so de- 
parted he from Parys. AVherupon after cam the duchesse of 
Orleauuce his wyf, the Dukes doughtcr of Molan, with her 
sonnes, and her oldest sones wyf, snster to the kyng, whiche 
had ben tofore queue of Englonde, kynge Rychardys wyf, and 
reqnyred humbly iusticc of the kynge, whiche thenne was in 
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gode heele, nnil sate in the chaycr of iustyee. To ivlioinc the 
kyngc say tie that he wohl doo iustyee on them that coimnysed 
that horryhle crvsine on his soul and only broiler, and that 
they sliolde veryiy known it in al hast possible. Thcnne after 
this the due of Burgoyn made reqnestys that he myglit come to 
fore the kyng and his eounseyll for to justyfyc the doth of the 
due of Orleaunce, whielte was grannted, and sno cam with a 
gretc nnnye into Parys. And there toforc t lie Dolphyn and 
al the eonnseylle of the kynges in playn parlementc, by a doe- 
tour of dyvynyte eallyd mayster lohan Petytc, he made his 
justificacion. And after at another daye assigned, the 
duehesse of Orleaunce dide by another doetourc of divinite 
make a replicaeion. And so that mater lienge longc ; whielie 
mater was occasion of infynyte sorowe in the royaiiinie of 
Fraunce. Aboute this tyme the eonnseylle of Pyse was, in 
which was bygonne the manor to make unyon in the ehirehe, 
but if prevailed not. In the tenth yen* cam the Seneschal 
of IJenawd with many other gentil men in to Knglond for to 
doo m ines and to geete honoure and worship. The Seneschal 
chaleiigyd therle of Somerscte. And tlierlc del word hym 
manly of his chalengys, and wan no t honoure of thefeldc. 1 lie 
next day after cam in to the felde another man of the Senes- 
challys partye, A ageynst hym cam Syrc Kyehard of Arondele. 
knyght. And the Henewer had the better of liym, for he 
brought liym on his knees. The thyrdde day emn in another, 
and ageync liym cam Syrc Iolian C’ornewayle, knyght, and 
manly quytte liym in the felde, and liaddc the betcr of his 
adversarye. On the fourth day cam in to the feld another 
Ilenewer, and agey lists liym cam Syre lohan Cheynes sonne, 
and he east domic hors A man. And therfor the kyng dnbliyd 
liym knvght. The fyfthe dayc cam in another Uoncwer, and 
to liym earn Syre Iolian Styward, knyght, whielie quytte liym 
manly and liaddc the better. The Si xth c daye earn another 
llenewor, and to liym cam William Porter, Stpiycr. And lie 
liaddc the better of the Ilenewer, and the kyng dnbbyd liym 
knyght. The seventhe day cam in another Ilenewer, and to 
hym cam lohan Standysshe, squvor, and he liaddc the better, 
and the kyngc dnbbyd hym knyght. The same day earn 
another Ilenewer, and to liym earn a squyer of Gascoyne, 
whielie liaddc the better and was dubbed knvght. The eight 
dayc cam in two llenewers, ami to hem cam two sowdyonrs 
of Cnlays tlmt were bretheren, whielie had the better in t lie 
felde. And thus ended this chnlenge with nioclie worship. 
The kyngc thcnne Tested the stvnnngers ryally. And at theyr 
departy nge yafe hym ryehc yoftes ; and soo they departed and 
wente homo. In t he cnleventh yore was a batayll done in 
SmythfeUle bytwene two sqnycrs, one eallyd Gloucelre, and 
that other Arthure, whielie well and manly fonghte togeder 
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lotige tyme. And the kyngc lor tlieyr manlyne.s tokc tlieyr 
quarel in to hys lioiulc, and made hem goo onte of the felde to- 
gyder attoncs/ And soo they were dy vyded of tlieyr bataylle, 
and the kynge yaf hem grace. 

This same yere the eomons pntte vp a byllo in the parle- 
niont to tlte kynge as for the tcmporalytoes beynge in the hatides 
of the spiritueltc ; but there was none answer gyven at that 
I'.'isc. Tcin)).. tyme, for t lie kyng wold he advysed. After llnpertus, Sygis- 
s7 mundns was electe and chosen emperionr this same yore, and 

was emperour seven and twenty yere. This Sygysmundus 
was kynge of ITongary, whiehe was a very crysten and meke 
man, also devonte and hooly, and after thoppynyon of somme 
persones worthy to be canonysed. This was a special socour to 
iiooly eliirebe, whiehe lie fonde soore afllyctc and desolate by 
the seystne ; but he by his mcrveyllous wysedome and indns- 
tryc soconred it gretely. For he g] in red not liyni self, tie his, 
vnlo 1 1 to tyme that there was a very and full unyou in the 
ehirehe. lie hadde nyne bataylles ageynst the Turkes, 
which he al gate tryumphyng. What shall saye more, but alle 
the lawde that hath be gyven to Constantyn, Theodosio, to 
Charles, to Ottone, and all other emperours worthy to he 
prey-ed, inayc surely be apply ed to this Sygysmnnde : he was 
crowned of Eugenye. After this the royanime of Bolieme 
was a grete parte destroyed by Sygismunde and the prynces of 
Almayne for the lteresye of the llnssytes. And the pope gaf 
• onto a croysye ageynst them. A croysye gyven by the pope 
is whnnne he giveth playne indulgence to them that make 
warre ageynste hethen men, Turkes or heretykes, or them 
that be not obedyentc to the chirelte of Borne. In the same 
yere Iohan of Bad by, a fals Lollar and herctykc, was brente in 
Smytlifeld, wliiche bylevyd that the Sacrament was not Gothics 
bodye.

In the twcllyfth yere of kyng Harry was taken a Squyer of 
Wales that, hadde ben a rebelle and supporter of Owen of Glyn- 
dor, and be was iuged to doth at London, where lie was 
drawen, hangvd, & quartred, & his four quartres sette vp in 
four gode townes, and his liede on London brydge. In the 
thyrtenth yere of his regne deyde Sire lohan Beanford, 
Erie of Somersete, eapytaync of Onlays, and lyctli bnryed in 
the Abbayo of the Tour hylic. The same yere cam the am- 
bassatours of Fraunce from the due of Burgoyne to the prynee 
kynge Hen ryes sonne for lielpe and socour ageynst the due of 
Orleaunce. Tliennc wente over the Erie of Arondcle, the 
Erie of Ivynie, and the lord Cobliam, with many other knyghtes 
and squvers, and bad a grete retenew ageynste the due of 
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Orlcnunce. And at Sayntclo, bcsydc Parys in Frauncc, tliey 
incttc and had vyctory of the Frensshmen, and of the Army- 
naks. And the due rewarded rychely our Englyssh men, and 
the}' come ageyne. Not longo after the <luc of Orleannee 
sente ambassatours to kynge Harry to have lielpe and socour 
age}' list, (he due of Burgoyne. At whielie lyme the kynge 
made Thomas his sonne due of Clarence, and Johan his sone 
due of Bedford, and his sonne Umfrey Duke ’of Gloueetre, Syre 
Thomas Beanford I<Jrle of Dorset e. And the due of Anmarle 
he made Duck of York. Thennc he ordeyned the Due of 
Clarence, and the Erie of Dorsete, and Syre Johan Cornewaylc 
with a grete retenue to passe over in to Frannce to lielpe and 
strengthc the duck of Orleannee, and thenne the lordes with 
theyr retenue saylcd in to Normandyc. And at theyr londynge 
motto ageynste hem the lord llambo with seven thousand men 
of armes of Frensshmen, whiehe were putte to flyght, and 
taken of hem seven honderd men of Armes of Frensshmen, 
and toko many prysonnors. And soo they rode forth thurgh 
Frannce, lakyng cnstols and townes, and slewe moehe peple 
of Frensshmen, and toke many prysonnors, and soo passed 
fertile tyll they come to Bourdeux, there restyng them a 
whyle. And settc the conntray in peas and reste, and thenne 
conic hoomc ageyne. In this yerc the eoyne was lyghted both 
of goldc and of silver, and weyed lasse syn than it dyde before. 
In the xiiij. yerc of the regne of kynge Harry thcr were made 
galeys of wane, for the kynge purposed to have passed the see, 
and soo forth vnto Jerusalem, but God vysyted hym with grete 
and fervent infyrmvtees, and on a day lie was brought to 
saynt Edward sliryn to make his ofFrvng and to take his leve. 
And there beynge, lie becarn soo seeke that they were about 
hym supposed he shold have deyd there ; & thenne they toke 
& bare hym in to the abbots place in to a fay re large 
chainbre, and leyde hym vppon a paylet to fore the fyre. 
And whanne he was comen to hym self ageyn, and wyst not 
whore he was, lie axyd of his chamberlayn where he was, and 
how the chambre was eallyd that he was inne. And he told 
hym that he was in thabbots place, and that the chambre was 
named Jerusalem. Thenne lie sayde that liis tyme was come, 
and that it was prophecyed of hym that he shold dye in Jeru- 
salem, and there disposed hym to Godwarde and made hym 
redy, & sone after deydo in the same chambre. On wlioos 
sonic God have mercy. Amen. Thenne was the bodye carved 
from thennes in a barge by water to Fevorsham, and lrom 
tliennes to Canntcrbury by londe, & there by saynt Thomas 
slirync in Cristys chirehe lie is buryed. Thus ended kyng 
Harry the fourth aboutc niydlente Sonday, in the yereof onre 
Lorde a thousand four honderd and twelve.

A1TENDIX. 


Capit ulum xiij. 

Apt eh kyngc Harry the fourth regned Ilairy his sonno, borne 
at Monmontho. in Walys. This Ilarry, whiche was the fyfth, 
after the Conquest, was a noble and wyse man. For after his 
fadors dethe, wlianne lie hadde take vpon hym to be kyngc, he 
chaunged al 1 1 is eondieions, and was sodenly chaungod, and 
lefte al his oldc wyld manors, and charged al le them that had 
hen convorsaunt in his wylde lyvyngc that they shold avoyde 
his presence and come no more therynne. This man dyde 
many greete thynges in his dayos, and regncd not fully ten 
yere. For in the tenth yere of his regne, and syx & thvrtty 
yore of his age, he deyde, and is lniryed worship I idly at Wost- 
mynstre. In his fyrst, yere, anonc after he was crowned, 
whiche was the nynthc day of Apryll, ho sente to the Frcrys 
at Langley, where the body of kyng Hyehard was buried, and 
lete the body take oute of thertli ageyne, and dyde do bryng it 
to Westmynstre in a ryal chare coverd with black velvet and 
bailors of dyvcrs armes about. And alle tlie horses in the 
chare were coverd with blae, and beten with dyvcrse armes, 
and many a torclie brcunyng by the dinar till they earn to 
Westmynstre. And there lie lete make a ryall terment, and 
buryed hym by quene Anne bis wyf, as bis desyre was. 
Aboutc wlioos sepulere ther stande fourc grete tapers eon- 
tynuclly bronnyngc. And one day in the woke perpetuelly he 
hath a Dirige with nyne lessons. And oil the inorne a masse, 
botlic by note solempnly, on wliiebe day is gyven also wekely 
in pens to pome pcplc enleven scliyllynges & viij.r/., all or- 
deynod by this kyng vpon grete payne. And on the clay of 
his annyversary is yerly gyven twenty pond in pens to pour 
peple. Also this kynge ordeyned by his-lyf and founded the 
Chart rons at Shone*. And the hons of Syon of saynt Brygyttes 
ordre, and dyde moehe good to the nowerke 1 of Westmynstre, 
where lie lyeth lniryed, and ordeyned thre masses perpetually 
to bo songen over liym dayly, & also eertayne lyglites dayly to 
bvenne atte bye masse and at evensong, & twenty pound 1o be 
deled in pens yerly at bis nnnyversarye. Al this ordeyned he 
by bis lyve bOsydc all bis warre in Frminee and other greete 
actes. On wlioos sowlc lliesus have mercy. Amen. 

Also in this fyrste yere Syrc Johan Oldecastell, lord Cobham, 
was take and dampned for an heretyk by al liooly chirche, and 
conimyted to the Tour, and from tbennes he brake prysonne 
and escaped. And anonc after, lie and bis eomplyses con- 
spyreden the' kynges detli and his hretheren, and also the 
destruction of liooly chirche, For they hadde purposed to 
have assemblyd by nyght in saynt Gyles felde for tnehyevyd 
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tlieyr evyll purpose. Rut bles.syd ho God, the kynge and lordos 
had knowleche of tlieyr enlenfo, and toko the foldo lo fore 
them, and away ted on tlieyr comyng, and toke many prcestes, 
clcrkys, and other lewd men that were of tlieyr sect fro alle the 
partyes of Knglond, wenyng to have fonnden th<*yr (Japitayne 
there, Syre lolian Oldeeastel, but they wi*re deeeyved. For 
there were take many of them, and nvne and thyitt)' wore 
hanged on one daj' vppon a liewe payr galowes new made fast 
hy the same felde by tlio bye waye. Anil seven of the gretteste 
hcretykes were brcnte hungyng on the galowes. And anone 
Syre Rogyer Acton knvght was taken, drawe, and hanged 
vppon t he same galowes for the same cause, in the seeonde 
yere of his regne bygannc the generall eounseylle at Coun- 
staunce for the unyon of liooly Chirche, and for to depose 
theym that were seysmatykes, and to chose one very liecde 
and undubvtate pope. Also the same yore Johan Clnydon, 
skynnar, and Ryeliard Baker of Lombard strete, were brent 
in Smythfelde for horesye. Also this same yore by thadvys 
of hys connscyle, the kyngo sente lefties veto the kyng of 
Frauncc that lie shold rend re & delyver to hym his cnliery- 
taunoe whiclie his pvedecessours had holden and had to fore hym, 
or ellys he wolde do his devoyre to gecte it by the lielpe of 
God and of his snbgettys with the swcrdc. To whomo it was 
answerd that the kyng was over yong and tendre of age to vse 
the warre ageynste hem, and in derysyon sente to hym a tonne 
full of tenyse balles to playe with. And whanne the kynge 
vnderstode his answer, anone he letc doo ealle a eounseylle, 
and there shewed them this mater. And (here it was concluded 
by the snyd eounseylle, and in cspeeiall by the spirituelte, 
that lie sliolde goo and geete Normaudye, and they wold lielpe 
hym lo tlieyr power. It is sayde that the spyritualte fered 
soore that yf he hadde not liadde to doo withoute the londe, 
that he wolde have laboured for to have taken fro the chirche 
the temporal possessions. And therfor they concluded nmonge 
hem self that they shold stive hym for to goo and make warre 
over see in Fra unce for to conqnere his ryghtfnl cnherytaimce. 
And soo it was concluded and acordcd that the kynge and 
lordes with al theyr power sliolde mete at Southhampton at 
Lammasse next alter. And soo the cyghtenth day of Juyn the 
kyng roodc tliurgh Loudon with all his jliooste ryally toward 
Southhampton. And there boynge redy for to passe, and alle 
his lordes assembled, there was taken and arestyd for hye 
treasonne Syre Ryeliard, Eric of Cambrydge, brother to the 
due of York, the lord Serope, Tresorcr of Engloml, and Syre 
Thomas Gray, knyght, whiclie sliolde ymagyne the kyngesdeth. 
For whiclie cause they were iuged and dampiied to doth. And 
there the nyne and twentyest. day of luyll they were byheded . 
And tliennc the kyng and alle the lordes with tlieyr armee 
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I o Is' e the sec with fyfteu homlerd sayllys, and arryvcd at Kyd- 
kaws in Normandy. And (Vo tlicnnes wont and lcyd syoge to 
ITarflcte be lande and by water, and leyal his ordenannce to the 
tonne. And the t woo and twent) - est dayc of September the 
tonne was gv veil over to hym. Tlienne ordeyned lie there 
eapytaync his vnclc the Eric of Dorselc, and putle oute the 
Frensshnien, and stuft'yd it with Englisshmen. Tlienne the 
kynge sente in to Eiigloml, and lcte crye in every good towne, 
that what crafty man wolde come tlieder for to dwelle and en- 
liabyte the tonne there sliolde have hows and houshold to hym 
and his lieyrcs for evermore. Tlienne come tlieder many 
eraftes men and enhabyte them there. The kynge seynge the 
tonne wel stuffyd with vylaylle and men, he passyd fortlie by 
lande toward Calais. Tlienne the Frensshmen heerynge of 
his coinyng brake the brydges, that he sliolde not come over 
the ryver of Somme. Tlienne the kynge wente soo for vp- 
ward that lie gate over and cam in to Pycardye. And tlienne 
were the Frensshnien at Agyneourt, Rolandconrt and Blangy, 
wy th all the ryal power of Frauncc, exeepte the due of Bur- 
goyne, wliiche wolde not. conic tlieder, lie suttre his sonne the 
lord Chareyles to come tlieder. And wliannc the kynge sawc 
that he myght not passe, he toke his felde with suclic peplc 
as he hndde, wliiche were not passynge seven thousand fyglit- 
ynge men. * And the mooste parte of hem were seeke of the 
tiyxe, and the yemanry hndde theyr liosen terven or bounden 
bynethe tlie knee, havyngc long iaedeys. But every man had 
a good bowc, a slieef arowys, and a swerd. Tlienne he settc 
his felde, and settc the dne of York in the vauntward, and 
ordeyned in the nyglit tofor the bataylle, that cclie man sliolde 
make a stake sharp on both thendcs, ‘and pytche it a slope in 
the gromulc to fore hym. And soo on the morne he hndde his 
confcssour, that made hem to saye a general confession, and 
gaf them general absolnsion. And tlienne the kynge roode 
thurgli the felde and comforted hem, promysynge to them that 
he wold rather deyc that day than yeldc hym. And tlienne 
every man toke good herte and courage, and soo abode the 
comvnge of Frensslnnen, wliome they resseyved on her stakys, 
stomblyngc and fallyngc domic hors and man, in suche wyse 
that our men shotte on hem, and soo fought, that thurgli the 
grace of God the vyctorye abode with the kyng, and the 
Frensshnien overthroweu, and were slayn of them euleven 
thousand and moo, and many grete lordes and gcntyls take 
prysonners. And wliannc the kynge hadde thus goten the 
felde, tydynges cam that tlier was comynge a newe batayll of 
Frensslnnen towardes hym. And tlienne he dyde doo crye, 
and comaundcd that every man sliold slee his piysonners. 
And whanne the due of Orleaunce herde that, and other greete 
lordes, they sente worde to the Frensslnnen that yf they cam 
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on they slioKl be slayne. And tlienne the Frcnsshmeii for 
savacion of the prysonners lyves withdrewe them. And soO 
the kynge hfidde and keptc the felde, and wanne the worshippo 
of t lie bataylle. And there were slayne in the felde thro 
Dukes, nyne Erlys, and Barons nyghe an honderde, and 
gentylmen in cot(' armonre xlv. C. And of the Englysshc 
party e, the Due of Yorke and therle of Suflolke, and not twenty 
personnes moo, hlcssyd be God ; the due of lira ban was taken 
alyve, but whan the kynge eommaunded that every man sliold 
slee his prysouncr, he was slayne, on wlios sowle and alle other 
God have mercy. Amen. Thus by the lielpe of Almyghty 
God, the kynge of Englond with vij. INI. Englysshmcn won the 
felde vpon the Frcnsshmeii, whiche were nombred moo than 
foure score thousand meu, with all the ryall lordes of Fraunee 
except the kynge and Dolphyn. And whanne al was done, 
the kynge dciuaundcd the herowdes the name of the next place 
to the felde. And they answerde, Agyncourt. 'i’hennc sayd 
he, we wille that the bataylle be cnllyd and named the bataylle 
of Agyncourt. Thenne the kynge kejiynge the felde with his 
boost al nyglitc after, on the morne departed towarde Caleys 
with his prysonners, that is to wete, the Duck ofOrleaunce, 
the Duck of Borbon, the cries of Ewe and of Yendon, Bur- 
eieaught. the inarehal of Fraunee, with many other lordes and 
gentiil men, whomc he brought alle in to Euglonde with hym, 
where lie was reecyved in every place worshipfully with alle 
the honoure, ioy, and solempnyte that myght be. And the 
foure and twcntyesle daye of Novembre the kyng cam to Lon- 
don ; and it is to wete that every Englishman that had ben in 
that bataylle gale good prysoners or good iewellis. For the 
Frcnsshmeii were richcly and costlcw arrayed, wherof ouro. 
people had good pyllage. 


Capituhim 11. 

In the thyrdc yore of his regue the emperour of Ahnayne, 
Sygysmund, cam in to Englonde, and was receyved worship- 
folly at Dover by the due of Gloucetre. And the cyte of 
London as the mayor, aldermen, and alle the craftcs in the 
moost best wise resseyved hym at Blaekheth the seventhe daye 
of j\Iayc. And at saynt Thomas wateryng the kyng him self 
with his lordys mettc hym and welcomed hym in the moost 
goodlycst wysc, and toke hym by the honde, and roode 
fortlie with him thnrgh the cite, and ollrid at Powlis, and 
thenne rode forth vnto Wcstmestrc, where the king lodged him 
in his otvne palays, and there abode a grete whylcat the kinges 
coste. 

Thenne come the Due of Ilolonde in to Englonde, whome 
the king rcsscived worshipfully, and lodged him in the bisshop 
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of El yes place in Ilolbunie. Wiianne llie Empcrour lniddo 
set'll the iimucre of this londe and the commodytees them f, lie 
was eleete and chosen to he a broiler of the garter, whiclie he 
toke and rcceyvod gladly, and ware it ever after. And tlienne 
the kynge brought liyin to Calays. And theilcr earn to liyni 
tlie (Ink of Burgoyne for to doo homiiiage to themperonr for 
the counte of Alst in Flamidres, whome the kynge reeeyvetl 
worshipfnlly. And thenne after themperonr toke leve of the 
kynge, and departed, and soo echo toke leve of other, and the 
kyng retourned ageync in to Engloml. And the Empcrour 
wente to Zierixsee in Zcland, and thenne into Dordrecht 
in Ilolonde. 

in the fourthe yerc the due of Bedford, therle of AJarche, 
and other eertayne lordes, with theyr retenue, foughten on the 
see ageynst seven carry ks of Gene, and fyfty other vessels, as 
linlkes, barges, galeys and galyetis. Of whome were taken 
thru grete caryks with the patrons, and drowned a gretc lnilke 
eallyd the black hulk of Flaundres ; and the remenaunt fledde 
aweye ; and this was done on our Lady day Assumption. Also 
this yerc at a parlement holden at AVestinynstre was graunted 
to the kynge an lioole fyftenthe, and a dyme to mayntene with 
his warrys. And this yerc the kynge say led with al his rcte- 
newe over see in to Normandye ageyne, and landed on Lammas 
day at Toke ; and there at landynge the kynge made eyght 
and fourty knyghtes. And anoue the kynge wanne the tonne 
of Toke and the eastel witboute strooke ; and he made S) re 
iohan Kygley eapytayne therof. And thenne the kynge sente 
therle nmiclial veto Loners, whiclie they sawted, and anon it 
was yolden, and therle brought the keyes to the kynge, and 
the kyng dely verd hym the keyes ageyne, and made hym eapy- 
tayn of Loners. Thenne the kyng wente to Cane and besyeged 
it, and with asawte entryd the tonne and gate it : but the eastel 
lielde, and the eapytayne desyred respy te of fourten dayes 
for tabyde rescows, and yf none cam than to delyvere it. The 
kynge graunted it hym, and vnder the same apooy litement was 
the cyte of Bayows, with other townes and fortresses vnto the 
nombre of fourteuc : vppon the hyll to fore the eastel of Cane 
the kynge pyght alle his tentes and pavyllons, whiche seined a 
tonne as moclie as Cane. And whanne tyilvnges cam that noo 
reseowes woldc come, at fourten dayes ende the eapytayne 
delyverd the keyes and eastel ynto the kynge. And in lyke 
wysc was Bayous with other fourtene townes delyverd also. Of 
whiclie townes, and castels the kynge made the duk of Clarence 
eapytayne and governour. In Cane the kyng heelde his feste 
of say nt George, where lie made fyftene knyghtes of the bathe. 
And thenne, er lie departed, he gate Valeys, and sente the due 
of Gloucctre to Cliyrburgli for to geete it, whiclie he besyeged, 
and lay long there. And thus the kyng sente to dyverse 
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towncs, and gate* davly many towncs, in soo moehe tlmt lie gate 

alle the tonnes, ensteK pyles, strengtlics, and nbbeyes vnto 

Ponnt Alarche, and fro tlicns to Roan. Aboute this tyme 

eontynned the eounseylle of Constaunce, in whiclie was ended 

the seysme of fourty yere, and tlier was dampned the heresyes, 

and two lieretyks, that is to wete, lolian 11ns and I heroine, were 

brente. And many good thynges institued and ordeyned ; there 

was detennyned decreed by the liooly synodc that the eounseyll 

lawfully gad rod and assembled, represenlyng the chirehe, hath 

vny versa! power immedyatly of Cryst. To wliomc every 

astate, aswel the papal astute as other, is boundon and holde to 

obey in tho thynges that toneheth the general reformacion of 

the ehirelic, that is to wete, in feyth and manors, as wel in the 

heede as in the membrys. Item, that from tlienne forth on, 

sholde ahvey the general connscyl he holden fro ten yere to 

ten yere. In this eounseyll was chosen for to be pope Ease. Temp 

Marty n, whiclie was Martians tju i nt ns, and was ])0])C fourtcu 87 

yere. And there was the vnyon which was desyred long yliad 

for the defence of the feyth. This was a myghty l’opc, above 

alle other rvelie, and a man of grete iustyce ; he lielde the 

stietesand the weyes scwrly and in pees. lie destroyed here- 

tvks ; he dyde many goode thynges by helpe of the noble 

Jhlmperour Sygysinmule. And for to recover the Holy loud, he 

gadryd moehe tresonre, but by deth that cam vpon hym, it was 

lette, ami a lytel to fore his deth ordeyned a general eounseyll 

to be assemblid in Basyle. In the fyfih yere of the regne of 

kyngc Harry thefyftbe, Syre Iohan Oldeastcl, lord Cobham, was 

taken and convvclc by the clergye for hcresye, and dampned to 

fore the temporal inges for tresonne. And soo he was drawen 

and hanged in saynt Gyles felde vpon a newe payr of galows, 

with a cheyne of yrou ; and vmler the galewcs was made a 

grete fyre whielie brente galowes and alle. In the syxthc yere 

tlie kyug besyged the cyte of Roan, whiclie endured half yere 

and more, and alte lastc the cyte heyng in grete famyne, 

putte oute moehe peple, as women and children, whiclie deyde 

for lionger, moo than thyrtty thousand; & also seyng that noo 

rescowe earn, appointed with the kyng, & gaf over (he toun 

vnto hym, which lie receyvcd. And anone after that Roan was 

goten, Decpo and many other tonnes in Baas Normamlye gaf 

them over witlioute strook or syege, wlianne they vnderstode 

that the kyngc had goten Roan.

Also this same yere liadde ben a pees made and swovne 
by t wont* the due of Burgoyne and the Dolpliyn, whiclie were 
sworn vpon our hordes body, that they sbold love and assyste 
eehe other ageynst tlieyr enemyes. And after this, contrary 
to this otlie, the Due lolian of Burgoyne was slayne and 
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pytonsly min tilled in the presence of the Dolphyn. Wherfore 
the Frcnsshonmn Averc gretcly devyded uml of verny neeessyte 
luhonryd to lmve .1 tnivtc with t lie kynge of Englond. For 
the kynge of Englond Avamie dayly on them townes. cnstels, 
and fortresses. Also tlii.s same yere was Queue lane arestyd 
and brought to the castel of Ledys in kente. And one Fiore 
Kandolf, a doetonr of divynyte, her eonfessonr, whiclic after* 
Avanl Avas slayne by the jicrson of the Tour ikllyngc at wordes 
and debate. And afterward Queue lane was delyverd. In 
the scucnth yere both kynges of Frannco and of Englond were 
ucordcd, and kyng Harry Avas made lieyr and regente of Fraunee, 
And Avedded dame Katcrync the kynges doughter of Fraunee, 
atte Troyes in Champaync, on Trvnyte Sondayc. And this 
A\'as made by the inecne of Phelyp, ncAvely made dnke of 1 >nr- 
goyne, Avliiche was sworne to kynge Harry, and lor ta\ r enge 
his faders doth he Avas become Englysshc. And thenne the 
kyng with his newe rvyf Aventc to Parys, Avherc he Avas ryally 
reccyvyd. And from thens he a v i 1 1 1 his lordcs and the. due. of 
Burgoync and many other lordcs of Fraunee leyd syegc to 
dyuerse tOAvnes and castels that lielde of the Doljiliyus partyc, 
Avan them, but the tonne of Melun lielde long, for therm 
Averc good defendours. In the viij. yere the kyng and the 
quenc cam oner sec, & louded on Candelmasse by the morOAv at 
Doner, & the xiiij. day of Fcvercr the kyng cam to London, & 
the xxj.dayof the same moneth the quenc cam, & thexxiiij. day 
of the same she Avas croAvncd at Westmestre. Also the same 
yere anon after Ester the kyng lielde a parlemcnt at Wost- 
mestre, at Avliiche parlemcnt it was ordeyned that the gold in 
Englysshc coy no sliold be Avcyed, and none resseyved but by 
Aveyght. And anone after Whitsontydc the king sayled to 
Calcys, and passyd soo forth in to Fraunee. And in Marche 
the tAVO and tAventycst dayc byforc the king cam over, the due 
of Clarence Avas slayne in Fraunee, and dy verse other lordes 
taken prysoners, as the eric of Iluntyngdon, the erle of Sorner- 
sete, Avith dy verse other. And al Avas bycause they Avoid 
not Avith hem Archers, but thought to have doo Avith the 
Frensshmen them self Avithoute them. And yet AYhannc he 
Avas slayu tharchers cam and rescoAvcd the body of the due, 
Avhiche they Avoid have carycd Avith them. God have mercy 
on his soule, he Avas a valyaunt man. And the same yere 
bytAvcnc Crystcmasse an<l Candelmasse the tonne of Melun Avas 
yolden to the kynge. In the nynth yere on saynt Nycholas 
day in December Avas borne Harry the kynges lirst begoten 
sonne at Wyndesore, avIioos godfaders at fontstope was Harry, 
bishop of Wynehestrc, and Iohan duke of Bcdforde, And the 
duchessc of Holond A\ r as godmoder ; and Harry Chyehely, arehe- 
bisshop of Caunterbury, Avas god fader atte confermyug. And 
in the tenth yere the cytc of Mcaa-s in Bryc avus goten, Avliiche 
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had ben longe besieged. And this same yere the Queue 
shipped at Hampton, and say led over to the kyngc in Fraunee, 
where she was worshipfully reeeyved of the kyng, and also of 
the kyng of Frau nee her fader, ami of her moder : and thus 
kyng Harry wan faste in Fraunee, and helde grete estate, and 
sate at dyner at a grete feste in Parys crowned, and the queue 
also, whichc hadde not ben seen toforc ; and alle ]>eple resorted 
vnto his eourtc. Hut as to the kyng of Fraunee, he helde none 
estate ne rule, but was left almoost allone. Also this yere the 
whcthercock was sette vpon Powlus steple at London. 

And this yere in the nioncth of August kyngc Marry wexe 
seke at Boys de Vynccnt. And whanne he sawc he sliolde 
deyc, lie made his testament, and ordeygned many thynges 
nobly for his sowle, and devoutly resseyved alle the ryghtes of 
hooly chirclie, in soo ferforth that whanne lie was cnoynted 
he sard the scry vy. sc with the j trees! e ; and whanne the vers of 
the Psalme, Miserere nici, Dens, Ac., that was Bcnigne fae, 
Domino, in bona voluntatc tua Syon, vt edifiecutur mini 
Ierusalern, was sayd, he bade tarye there, and sayd thus : “ 0 
“ good Lord thou knowest that myn entent hath ben and yet 
“ is yf I myght lyvc to reedefye the waliys of Ierusalern,” 
and thenue the precst. preceded forth and made an endc. And 
anoue after this mooste noble prynce, vyctoryous kyngc, Hour 
in liis tyme of Crystcn cliyvalrye, whoine all the world doubted, 
gaf his soule into the handes of God, A deyde & made an ende 
of his naturel lyf atte sayd Boys dc Vynccnt besyde Parys, the 
syx and thryttyest yere of his age: on wlioos soule god have 
mercy, Amen. Tlicnne was the bod ye enbamed and cored 
and leyde in a ryall chare, and an ymage lyke vnto hym was 
leyde vpon the corps open, with dyvers baners and horse 
covered ryehcly with tharmes of Euglondc and Fraunee, And 
also the old armes, as saynt Edwardys, saynt Edmonds, and 
other; with grete multitude of torchys ; with whomc wente 
the kyng of Seotlande and many other lordes, wliiehe accom- 
panyed the body till it earn vnto Westmynstrc by London in Eng- 
londe. And in every tonne by the wayc he hadde solempnly 
his dirige atte even and masse on the morn, and mochc Almessc 
was gyven to pome people. And the sevcntlie dayeofNo- 
vembre after the corps was brought thurgh London with grete 
reverence and selempnytc vnto the monnstcryc of Westmynstrc, 
where as he nmve resteth. On wlioos tombe is a ryche ymage 
lyke hym self of sylver and gylr, where he is dayly remembrid 
and praid for. On wlioos sowle,. and all Crystcn, God have 
mercy. Amen.

Here is to be noted that this kyngc Harry the fyfthe was a 
moche noble prynce after lie was kyng and crowned. How be 
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il to fore in liis yongthe lie hadde lien wyldc, reeheles, and 
spared nothyng of liis lnstes nc dosyres, lmt aecomplisshid them 
after liis lykyngo. Hut as soone as lie was crowned, enoynted, 
mid sacred, amine sodaynly lie was ehannged into a new man, 
and set al liis entente to lyve vcrtuonsly in mayntenynge of 
liooly chirclie, destroyng of lioretykes, kepyuge iustyce, and 
defendyuge his royanime and siibgettis. And for as luoche as 
his fader hadd deposyd by liis labour the good kynge Kychard, 
and pytonsly made liyin to deye, and for thofience doo to liym 
ageynst his lyegeaunee lie hadde sente to Home to be assoylled 
tlierof. For wliichc offence tlie pojie oure liooly fader enioyned 
hym to make liyin be prayd fore perpetuelly ; and lyke as he had 
done to be taken from hym his natnrell lyf, therforc lie sliolde 
doo foiinde four tapers to brenne jierpetuclly aboute liis body; 
that for the extynetion of his bodyly lyf his sowle may ever 
be remembryd, and lyve in heven in spyrytuel lyf. And also 
that he sliolde every wcke on the daye as it cometh aboute of 
his dot he have a solempne masse of requiem, and on the even 
to fore a dirige with nyne lessons, and a dole to pour people 
alwaye on that daye of enleven schyllynges cyglit |iens, to be 
delyd penymele. And ones in the yere at his nnnyversarye 
his torment to lie holcleu in the moost honest wyse, and to be 
deled that day twenty fi in pens to pour peple, and to every 
mouke to have twenty schillynges : whiclie alle these thynges 
performed this noble kyng for his fader. For kynge Harry the 
fourth his fader performed hit not duryng his lyf, whorne, as it 
is sayde God touchyd, and was a lepre cr he deyde. Also thenne 
this noble Prynee leete doo ealle alle thabbottes and pryours of 
saynt Benets ordre in Englond, & had them in the chapytrc 
lions of Westmynstre for the reformacion of thordre, wherynne 
lie had eomynyeacion, and also with Bisshoppes & men of the 
spyritualte, in soo ferforth that they doubted score that he 
wold have had the temporaltoes oute of their haudes ; wherfor 
by thadvis, labour and procuring of the spyrytualte encouraged 
the kynge to chalenge Normandy and his ryght that he hadde 
in Fraunee, to thende to sette hym awerlce there that he sholde 
not seeke occasions to entre in to suche maters. And soo alle 
his lyf after lie labouryd in the warrys in conquerynge grete 
parte of the royamme of Fraunee, that by thagrement of the 
kynge C'harlys hadde alle the governaunce of the Royamme of 
Fraunee, And was proclamctl regent and lieyr of Fraunee. 
And soo notwithstaiulyng alle this grete warre that he had, yet 
lie remembryd bis soule, and also that he was mortal and must 
deye. For whiclie he ordeyned by his- lyf the place of his 
scpulcre where he is now buryed, and every day thre masses 
perpctuelly to be sougeu in a fayr chapel over his scpulcre. 
Of whiclie the myddel masse and the fyrst and the laste masse 
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tslial bo ns it is assygned by hym, as it appcreth by thyse verses 
folowynge : —

And yet this noble kyng Ilarry tlie fyftlie founded two bowses 
of relygion : One callyd Syon, besyde Braynford, of the ordre 
of .savnt, Brygytte, both of men and wymmen ; And on that other 
syde of tbe ryver of Tamyse an bows of monkes of the Chartre- 
lions, in whiehe two places lie is eontynuelly prayd fore nygbte 
and day. For ever wlianne they of Syon rest they of tbe 
Cbartrebous done tbeyr servyce ; And in lyke wyse wlianne they 
of the Chartrous rest, the other goon to : and by the ryngyng of 
the bellys of cyther place, eche knoweth wlianne they endc 
theyr servyse : whiehe ben nobly endowed ; and done dayely 
there gretc almesse dcdcs, as in the Chartrehons certayue 
children ben fonndc to scole, and at Syon ccrtayne almesse 
gyven dayly. And yet besyde all this he hath founded a recluse, 
whiehe shal be alwey a preeste, to praye for hym by the sayde 
Chartrehons, whiehe preeste is wel & sufficiently endowed for 
hym and a servaunt. Loo here rnayc all prynces take ensample 
by this noble prynce, that regnynge so lytel tyme, not fully x. 
ycre, dyd so many noble actcs, as wel for his sowlo to be per- 
petnelly remembryd & prayde fore, as in his wordly conquest’s; 
and he beynge in his moost lusty age despysed and eschewyd 
synne, and was vertnons and a grete instyser, in soo moelie 
that alle the prynces of Crystcndom dradde hym, & also of 
hethenes. And had determined in hym self, yf God wolde have 
sparyd hym, that he wold have warryd agayne the Sarasyns : and 
for to knowe the ayde of other prynces, & all the passages in 
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that, iournoy, lie sent a knyght of llonawd, named syr Hugh do, 
Lanoyo, vnto Jerusalem, hut or he rctorned he deyd at JJoysilu 
Vincent in the xxxvj.ycrc of his age : on whos sonic God have 
mercy.

Capital am 17. 

After kyng Harry the fyfthc regned Harry his sonne, a 
eliilde, and not fully a ye re old, whoos regne began the fyrst 
daye of September the yore of our Lord a thousand four honderd 
and two and twenty. This kyng beyng in his Crude!, was 
moehe doubted and draddc by cause of the grete Conquest of 
his fader, and also the wysedome and guydyngc of his vneles, 
the duck of Bedford and the due of Gloueetre. This yere the 
xxj. day of Oetobre ; deyde Charles kyng of Fraunce, and lycth 
huryed at saynt Denys ; an<l thenne was t lie due of Bedford made 
regent of Frnunce, and the due of Gloueetre was made pro- 
teetonr and defendour of Knglond. And the fyrst day of 
M: irehc after was Syr Wylliam Tayllour, preest, degraded of his 
preesthode, and on the morne after he was hrente in Smythfeld 
for heresye. This yere Syrc lames Styward, kynge of Scottes, 
maryed dame lane, the duchessc dough ter of Clarence, of her 
fyrst lmshond tlicrlc of Somerscte, at saynt Mary Overays. Also 
this yere, the sevententh day of August, was the bataylle of 
Vernayl in Fc relic, hytwenc the due of Bedford, regent of 
Fraunce, and the Due of Alaunson, wliiche was a greete bataylle. 
The due of Bedford haddc on his syde with hym therle of 
Salesbuiy Mountagu, the lord Talbotte, and’ allc the power 
that they eondc make in Normandy, the garnysons kepte, and 
also many Capytayns with moehe peplc of the due of Burgoyns. 
And on that other syde was the Due of Alaunson, the due of 
Turon that, was therle Douglas, therle of Bongbam, with many 
lerdes of Fraunce, and greete eompanye of Scottcs and Army- 
nakes. Ami thenne therle Douglas eallyd the due of Bedford 
lohan with the leden swerde, and lie sente hym worde ageyne 
that he sliold fyhdc that daye that his swerde was of stele. And 
sou the bataylle iojuied on bothc sydes, and fought longe, that 
tlier wyst no man who shold have the better a grete whyle ; but 
at last, as God wold, the vvetory fyll on thenglysslie partye. 
For (her were slayne therle Douglas, wliiche a lytel by fore was 
made due of Turone, tlicrlc of Bowhayn, therle of Almarre, 
the eric of Tonnar, therle of Vauntcdorc, and the vysocounte of 
Nerbonne, wliiche was one of them that slewe dnk lohan of 
Bnrgoyne knelyng to fore the Dolphyn, and many mo vnto the 
n ombre of ten thousand and moo. And ther was taken pry- 
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sonnor t ho due of Alaunson and many other lordos and gcnlyls 
of Fraunce; hut Scoltys that day wore slayne dounc ryght. the 
substnunee of them alio. In the tliyrde yere of kyng Harry 
the syxth the duke of Glonoctrc maryed the duehos.se of 
Ilolond, ami wentc over see with her in to Ilenawdc for to take 
possession of his wyves enhorytaunco, where he was honorably 
recoyvyd, and taken for lord of the loud. But soonc after lie 
w;\s fnyne to retorne hoonte agoync, and leftc his wyf and his 
trosonr that ho brought with hym in a tounc callvd Mounse in 
II enawd, whiclic promysed for to be trewo to hym. Not with- 
standing they delivered the lady to the due of Bnrgoyne, whiclic 
sente her to Gaunt. And from tliens she escaped in a mannes 
arraye, and came into Zeland to a tonne of her ownc callvd 
Zicrixec; And from tliens she wentc to a tounc in Ilolond 
called the Gliowdo, and there she was stronge ynongh, and 
wythstode the sayd Due of Bnrgoyne, and sonc after this the 
due of Gloncetro sente over in to Zeland the lotd Fytzwater, 
with cortaync men of wane and archers, for to helpc and 
socour the sayd duchessc of Ilolond, whiclic loaded at a place 
in Zeland callid Brewers haven, where the lordos of the 
count re cam dounc and fought with hym, and in conclusion was 
fayne to witlnlrawc hym and his meyne to the soe agevno, but 
yet he slewe and hurto divers lordos and moche pople of the 
countreyc, and soo retorned home ageyne and prevaylod noo 
tliyng. Also this same yore therle of Salysbury, therle of 
Snflolke, the lord Wylby and the lord Scalys, with tlieyr 
retenue, leyd syege to the Cyte of Mantis, the whiclic Cyte 
was yohlen to them in shorte tyme, with many other stronge 
townes and Castels to the nombre of syx and thyrtty. This 
tyme all Nortnandye and a grete parte of Fraunce vnto 
Orleanncc was vndcr thobeysannee of the kynge of Euglond. 
And alle the remenaunt of Fraunce was iu grete trybnlacion 
and mescliycf.

lx the fourth yere, the same nyght that the mayor of London 
Johan Coventre had taken his charge, was a grete watehe in 
London, for affraye that was bytwene the bisshop of IVvnehestre 
and the due of Gloncetro, proteetonr. For the mayor with the 
peple of the cyte wold alyde by the due of Gloncetrc as pro- 
tect cure of the royamme, but by labour of lordos that wentc 
bytwene, and in especial by the labour of the pry nee of 
Portyngalo, tlier was appoyntoment. taken that there was no 
harme don. And after the bataylle of Veruoyll in Perche, the 
Due of Bcdforde cam over in to Euglond. And on Whitson- 
dayc this yere. at Loyceter, he dubbed kynge Harry kuvght; 
And forthwith the sayd Harry dubbed alle these knyghtes whoos 
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names foloxve, that is to wete : Rychard clue of York, also the 
sonc and lieyr of the due of Norfolk, tlierlo of Oxcnford, thorle 
of Westmcrlond, the sone and lieyr of tlierlo of Nortlmmbcr- 
loml, the sonne and lieyr of therlc of Urmoml, The lord Roes, 
Syr Limes Btiteler, tin* lord Matravas, Syr Harry Gray of Tnu- 
kervyle, Syr \\ illiam Nevyl lordc Fauconbrvdge, Sy r George 
Nevyl lord Latymer, the lord Wellys, the lord Barkley, thesonne 
and lieyr of I lie lord Talbot, Sir Rauf Gray of Work, Syr Robert 
Veer, Syr Rychard Gray, Sir Edmond llongerford, Syr Robert 
Wynkefeld, Syrc lohan BoIcIIt, Syr Baynold Cobliam, Syr 
lolian Passhely, Syre Thomas Tunstal, Syr Lilian Chydyock, 
Syre Rauf Langford, Syre William Drury, Syre William Ap- 
thomas, Syre Rychard Carbonel, Syre Rvehard Wydcnvylle, 
Sire lolian Shyrdclowe, Syr Nychol Blonket, Syre Rauf Ratlc- 
clyf, Syre Edmond Trafford, Syre William Choync, Syre William 
Babyngton, Syre lolian I unc, Syr Gilbert Beauchamp. Item, 
In the fyftlie yere the due of Bedford with the duehesse his 
wyf wente over sc*e to Calays, and a lytel to fore wente over 
Harry Bisshop of Wynchestrc. And on our Lady day Annun- 
ciation in our lady chirche at Calays, the Bisshop of Wynchestrc', 
wlianne lie had songe masse, was made Cardynal. And he 
knelyng to fore the bye auter, the due of Bedford settc the hat to 
on his lieede, and tlier were hi.s bulles redde, as wel of his 
charge as the rcioysyng of his benelyecs spiritucl and tcmporel. 
A1 so this yere was grcctc habundaunce of rayn, that the sub- 
stance of heyc and corne was destroyed, for it rayned almoost 
every other day. This yere the goode erle of Salesbury, Syre 
Thomas Montagu, leyd syegc vnto Orlcaunce. At which syege 
lie was slayne with a gonne whichc cam onto of the toune. Oil 
wlioos sowle God have mercy, Amen. For sytli that he was 
slayne Englishmen never gate 11 c prcvayled in Fraunee, but 
ever after began no to lese lytel and lytel tyl all was loste. 
Also this same yere a Breton murthred a good wydowc in her 
bedde without© Algate, whichc wedowc fonde hyin for almesse, 
and he bare awey al that she liadde. And after this he tokc 
the gryth of hooly chirche at scyut Georges in Southwerkc, 
and there tokc the erossc and forswore this lond. And as he 
wente it happened that lie cam by the place where he dyde this 
cursyd decle in the subarbys of London. And the women of the 
same paryssh cam onto with stones & canel dungc, and slewe 
and made an ende of hym, nolwithstandynge the eonestaliles 
and many other men beyng there present to kepe hym, for 
tlier were many women, and had noo pyte. Also this yere the 
duck of Norfolk, with many gentihnen and yomen, toke his 
barge the eyght day of Novembre, at saynt Mary Overdyes, for 
to have goon tliurgh London brydge; and thnrgh rnysguydyng 
of the barge it onerthreAve on the pyles, and many men 
drowned ; but the due hym self with twoo or tlire lcepe vpon 
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gode heele, and sate in t lie clmyer of iustycc. To wliomc t lie 
kynge snyde that he wold doo instyce on them that conunysed 
that horryble eiysinc on his soul and only broiler, and that 
they sholde verviy ktiowe it in al hast possible. Thennc after 
this the due of Ibirgoyn made reqnostys that he myght come to 
lore the kyng and his eonnseyll for to jnstyfyc the doth of the 
due of Orleaunce, wliiche was grannted, and soo earn with a 
grote armye into Parys. And there tofore the Dolphvii and 
al the connseylle of the kynges in plnyn parlemente, by a doe- 
tour of dyvynyte callyd maystcr lohati Petyte, he made his 
justificncion. And after at another daye nssygned, the 
duchesse of Orleaunce dido by another doctourc of divinito 
make a replicaeion. And so that mater bongo longe ; whielte 
mater was occasion of inlynyie sorowe in the rovanune of 
Frannce. Abouto this tytne the connseylle of Pysc was, in 
which was bygonne the maner to make nnyon in tlie chirche, 
bnt it prevavlcd not. In the tenth yen' earn the Seneschal 
of llenawd with many other gcntil men in to Knglond for to 
doo m ines and to geete honourc and worship. The Seneschal 
chalengyd therle of Somerscte. And therle delyverd hym 
manly of his chalcngys, and wanne thonoure of the felde. The 
next day after cam in to the felde another man of the Senes- 
chal lys partye, A ageynst hvm cam Syre Rychard of Arondele, 
knyght. And the Hencwcr had. the better of hym, for be 
brought hym on his knees. The thyrddc day cam in another, 
and ageyne hym cam Syre Iohan Cornewayle, knyght, and 
manly qnytte hym in the felde, and liaddc the beter of his 
advcrsaryc. On the fourth day earn in to the fcld another 
Ilenewer, and ageynste hym cam Syre Iohan Chcyncs sonne, 
and he cast donne hors & man. And therfor the kyng dnbbyd 
hym knyght. 'l'lie fyfthe dayc cam in another Ilenewer, and 
to hym earn Syre Iohan Sty ward, knyght, whiehc qnytte hym 
manly and hadde the better. The Syxthc dayc earn another 
II enewer, and to hym cam William Porter, Sqnyer. And lie 
hadde the better of the Ilenewer, and the kyng dnbbyd hym 
knyght. The seventhe day cam in another Henewor, and to 
hym cam Iohan Standysshc, sqnyer, and he hadde the better, 
and the kyngc dnbbyd hym knyght. The same day cam 
another Ilenewer, and to hym cam a sqnyer of Gascoyne, 
wliiche hadde the better and was dubbed knvglit. The evgbt 
daye cam in two lien ewers, and to hem cam two sowdyours 
oT Calays that were hretheren, whiche had the better in the 
felde. Ami thus ended this chalenge with moelie worship. 
The kynge thenne Tested the strnmigers ryallv. And at. t lie yr 
departyuge yafe hym rychc yeftes ; and soo they departed and 
wente lioinc. in the enlcventh yore was a batayll done in 
Smythfelde bytwene two squyers, one callyd Gloueetre, and 
that other Arthurc, whiche well and manly fonghte togedcr 
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lougelymc. And the kynge lor thevr manlynos tokc theyr 
(juarol in to hys lionde, and made hem goo onto of the fclde to- 
gvder at tones. And soo they" were dyvyded of t hey r bataylle, 
and the kynge yaf hem grace. 

'I'his same yere the eomons puttc vp a bylle in tlie parle- 
mont to the kyngo as for the temporalytees beynge in the liandcs 
of the spiritucltc ; but there was none answer gyven at that 
iso. Temp., tyine, for the kyng wold be advysed. After Rnpertus, Sygis- 
nnindus was eleete and chosen emperionr this same yere, and 
was emperour seven and twenty yere. This Sygysnnmdus 
was kynge of 1 longary, whiehe was a very crysten and mcke 
man, also devonte and liooly, and after thoppynyon of sommo 
persones worthy to be eanonysed. This was a special soconr to 
hooly ehirehe, whiehe lie fonde soore aftlyete and desolate by 
theseysmc; but he by his merveyllous wysedoine and indns- 
trye soeoured it gretely. For he spared not hym self, ne his, 
veto t ho tyrno that there was a very and full unyou in the 
ehirehe. lie hadde nj r nc batayllcs ageynst the Tmkes, 
which hi' al gate tryumphyng. What slial I saye more, but alle 
the lawde that hath be gyveu to Constantyn, Theodosio, to 
Charles, to Ottonc, and all other emperours worthy to be 
prey-ed, mayo surely be applyed to this Sygysmnnde : he was 
crowned of Engcn}'©. After this the royamme of Bohenie 
was a grete parte destroyed by Sygismunde and the prynces of 
Alroayne for the heresye of the Hnssytes. And the pope gaf 
onte a croysyc ageynst them. A eroysyc gyven by the pope 
is whanne he giveth playne indulgence to them that make 
wane ageynste hethen men, Turke.s or heretykes, or them 
that be not obedyente to the ehirehe of Home. In the same 
vot e Iohan of Badby, a fals Lollar and herctyke, was hrente in 
Smythfehl, whiehe bylevyd that the Sacrament was not Goddes 
bodye.

In the twcllyfth yere of kyng Harry was taken a Sqnyer of 
Wales that lmdde ben a rebclle and supporter of Owen of Glyn- 
dor, and he was iuged to deth at London, where lie was 
drawen, hangyd, & qnartred, & his four quartres sette vp in 
four gode townes, and his hede on London biydge. In the 
thyrtenth yere of his regne deyde Sire lohan Beauford, 
Erie of Somersctc, capytayne of Calays, and lyeth liuryed in 
the Abbaye of the Tour hylle. The same yere earn the am- 
bassatours of Fraunce from the due of Bnrgoyne to the pry nee 
kynge Hen ryes sonne for helpe and soeour ageynst the due of 
Orleannce. Thenne wente over the Erie of Arondele, the 
Erie of Kyme, and the lord Cohham, with many other knyghtes 
and squyors, and had a grete retenew ageynste the due of 
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Orleannee. And at Saynlclo, besyde I’arys in Frannee, they 
motte and had vyetory of the Frensshmcn, and of the Army- 
naks. And the due rewarded rychely our Englyssh men, and 
they come ageyne. Not longe after the dne of Orleannee 
sente amhassatours to kynge Ilarry to have helpe and soeour 
ageynst the dne of Bnrgoyne. At which*! tyinc the kynge 
made Thomas his sonne due of Clarence, and Iohan his sone 
due of Bedford, and his sonne Umfrey Duke of Gloueetre, Syre 
Thomas Bean ford Eric of Dorsete. And the dne of Anmarle 
he made Duck of York. Thcnnc lie ordeyned the Due of 
Clarence, and the Erie of Dorsete, and Syre Iohan Cornewayle 
with a gretc retenue to passe over in to Frannee to helpe and 
strenglhc the duck of Orleannee, and thenne the lordes with 
theyr retenue say led in to Normandve. And at theyr londynge 
motte agoynstc hem the lord llambo with seven thousand men 
of armes of Frensshmcn, whieke were putte to flyght, and 
taken of hem seven honderd men of Armes of Frensshmcn, 
and toke many prysonners. And soo they rode forth thurgh 
Frannee, takyng castels and townes, and slcwe moehe peple 
of Frensshmcn, and toke many prysonners, and soo passed 
forthe tyll they come to Bourdon x, there restyng them a 
wliyle. And sette the countray in peas and reste, and thenne 
come hoome ageyne. In this yere the eoync was lyghtcd both 
of gohle and of silver, and weyed lasse syn than it dyde before. 
In the xiiij. yere of the regne of kynge Ilarry ther were made 
galcys of wane, for the kynge purposed to have passed the see, 
and soo forth vnto Iernsalem, but God vysyted hym with grete 
and fervent infyrmytees, and on a day he was brought to 
saynt Edward shryn to make his oil'ryng and to take his leve. 
And there beynge, lie beearn soo seckc that they were about 
hym supposed he shold have deyd there ; A thenne they toke 
& bare hym in to the abbots place in to a lay re large 
ehambre, and leyde hym vppon a pay let to fore the fyre. 
And whanne he was eomcn to hym self ageyn, and wyst not 
where he was, he axyd of his ehamberlayn where he was, and 
how the ehambre was callyd that he was inhe. And ho told 
hym that he was in th abbots ])laee, and that the ehambre was 
named Iernsalem. Thenne he sayde that his tyme was come, 
and that it was prophccyed of hym that he shold dye in Jeru- 
salem, and there disposed hym to Godwarde and made hym 
redy, & sone after deyde in the same ehambre. On whoos 
soule God have mercy. Amen. Thenne was the hodyc earyed 
from thcnucs in a barge by water to Feversham, and from 
thennes to Caunterbury by londe, & there by saynt Thomas 
shryno in Cristys chirche he is bnryed. Thus ended kyng 
Harry the fourth aboutc mydlentc JSonday, in the yere of oure 
Lordc a thousand four honderd and twelve. 
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Cupit ulinn xiij. 

Aftkii kynge Harry the fourth reined Hurry Ins sonno, borne 
:it Momnontho in Walys. This Hurry, wliiche was the fyftli, 
after the Conquest, was a noble and vvyse niau. For after his 
faders dethe, wlianne lie liadde take vpon hym to be kynge, lie 
ehaunged al his condieions, and was sodenly chnmiged, and 
lefte al his olde wyld maners, and charged al le them tliat had * 
ben convorsaunt in his wylde lyvynge that they sliold avoyde 
his presence and come no more thervnnc. This man dyde 
many greetc thynges in his dayes, and regned not fully ten 
yere. For in the tenth yere of his rogue, and syx & thvrtty 
yore of his age, ho deyde, and is huryed worshipfullv at West- 
mynstre. In his fyrst yere, anone after lie was crowned, 
wiiiche was the nynthc day of Apryll, he sente to the Frerys 
at Langley, where the body of kyng Rychard was buried, and 
lete the body take oute of therth ageyne, and dvde do hryng it 
to Wcstmynstre in a ryal chare eoverd with black velvet and 
bailors of dyvers arines about. And alio the horses in the 
chare were eoverd with blac, and beten with dyverse arines, 
and many a torche brcnnyng by the ehaar till they cam to 
Wcstmynstre. And there lie lete make a ryall terment, and 
hnryed hym by queue Anne his wyf, as his desyre was. 
Abontc whoos sepidcrc flier standc fonre grete tapers con- 
tynnelly hrcnnyngc. And one day in the weke perpetually he 
hath a D'irige with nyne lessons. And on the morne a masse, 
bothe by note solompnly, on wliiche day is gyven also wekely 
in pens to ponre peple enleven schyllynges & viij.r/., all or- 
deyned by this kyng vpon grete payne. And on the day of 
his annyversary is yerly gyven twenty pond in pens to pour 
peple. Also this kynge ordeyned by his lyf and founded the 
Chartrons at Shenc. And the lions of Syon of saynt Brygyttes 
ordre, and dyde moehc good to the uewerke 1 of Westmynstre, 
where he lveth hnryed, and ordeyned thre masses perpetuclly 
to bo songen over hym dayly, & also certayne lyghtes dayly to 
brenno atte bye masse and at evensong, & twenty pound to be 
deled in pens yerly at bis aunyversarye. Al this ordeyned he 
by bis lyve liesydc all his warre in Fraunce and other greete 
actes. On whoos sowle Ihesus have mercy. Amen. 

Also in this fyrst c yore Syrc Iolian Oldecastell, lord Cobhani, 
was take and dampned for an heretyk by al liooly chirche, and 
comniyted to the Tour, and from thennes he brake jirysonne 
and escaped. <• And anone after, he and his complyses con- 
s]iyredcn the kynges deth and his brethcren, and also the 
destruction of hooly chirche, For they liadde purposed to 
have assemblyd by nyght in saynt Gyles felile for tachyevyd 
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theyr evyl) purpose. Hut blessyd be. God, the kynge mid lordo 
Ii:k 1 knowledio of llieyr entente, mid loke the lelde to lore 
them, mid awayted on llieyr eoinyng, mid loke nimiy pree.sles, 
elerkys, mid other lewd men that were of theyr sect fro idle the 
pnrlyes of Englond, wenyng to have Ibiindeii tliej'r Cupitnyiie 
there, Syre lolimi Oldeoastrl, but they were decoy ved. For 
(here were take many of them, and nyne and thyrity were 
•hanged on one day \ ] >pon a newe payr gal owes new made last 
by the same lelde by the hyc waye. And seven of the gret teste 
heretykes were hrente liangyng on t lie galowes. And anone 
Syre llogyer Acton knyght was taken, drawe, and hanged 
vppon the same galowes for the same cause. Jn the seeonde 
yerc of his regne hvgnnne the generall eounseylle at Coun- 
stannec for the unyon of liooly Chirche, and for to depose 
they m that were scysmatykes, and to chose one very liccde 
and undnbytate ]>ope. Also the same yerc Johan Chiydon, 
skynnar, and Ryohard Baker of Lombard strctc, were brent 
in Smytiifelde for heresye. Also this same yore by thadvys 
of liys connseyle, the kynge sente lettres vnto the kyng of 
Frmmce that he shold rendre & delyver to hym his enhery- 
tannee wliichc his predecessours had holden and had to fore hym, 
or ellys lie wolde do his devoyre to gecte it by the liolpe of 
God and of his subgettys with the swcrdc. To wlioine it was 
answerd that the kyng was over yong and tendre of age to vse 
the waiTC ageynste hem, and in devysyon sente to hym a tonne 
full of tonyse ballcs to playc with. And wlianne the kynge 
vnderstode his answer, anone he lete doo calle a eounseylle, 
and there shewed them this mater. And there it was concluded 
by the snyd eounseylle, and in cspeciall by the spirituelte, 
that he sliolde goo and gectc Normandye, and they wold liolpe 
hym to theyr i>ower. It is say do that the spy rit unite lered 
soore that yf lie liadde not hadde to doo withoute the londc, 
that he wolde have laboured for to have taken fro the chirche 
the temporal possessions. And therfor they concluded ainonge 
hem self that they shold stire hym for to goo and make wane 
over see in Friuntoc for to eonqnere his ryghtful cnherytaunce. 
And soo it was concluded and ncorded that the kynge and 
lordcs with al theyr power sholde mete at Southhampton at 
Lammassc next after. And soo the eyghtenth day of Juyu the 
kyng roodc tlmrgh London with all his lioostc ryallv toward 
Southhampton. And there beynge recly for to passe, and alio 
his lordcs assembled, there was taken and arcstyd for hye 
treasonne Syre liyehard, Eric of C'ambrydge, brother to the 
due of York, tiie lord Sorope, Tresorer of Englond, and Syre 
Thomas Gray, knyght, wliichc sliolde ymagyne the kyngesdeth. 
For wliichc cause they were iuged and dampned to doth. And 
there the nyne and twentyest day of Jnyll they were byheded . 
And tlienne the kyng and alle the lordcs with theyr armee 
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take the see with fyften lionderd snyllys, and arryved at Ivyd- 
kuws in Normandy. And lro thennes went and leyd syege to 
llartlete be lande and by water, and leyd his ordenannce to the 
tonne. And the t woo and twentyest daye of Seiiteniber the 
tonne was gvven over to hyni. Thenne ordeyned he there 
capytayne his vncle t lie Erie of Dorsete, and putte oute the 
Frensslunen, and stuff yd it with Englishmen. Thenne the 
kynge sente in to Englond, and lete eryc in every good townc 
that what crafty man woldc come thedcr for to dwelle and cn- 
habyte the tonne there sholde have hows and houshold to hym 
and his lieyres for evermore. Thenne come theder many 
eraftes men and enhabvte them there. The kynge scyngc the 
tonne wel stuffyd with vytaylle and men, lie passyd forthe by 
lande toward Calais. Thenne the Frensslunen hecryngc of 
his comyng brake the brydges, that he sholde not come over 
the ryver of Somme. Thenne the kynge wente soo for vp- 
ward that lie gate over and cam in to Pycardye. And thenne 
wore the Frensslunen at Agyneourt, Rolandcourt and Blangy, 
wyth all the ryal power of Fraunce, cxccpte the due of Bm- 
goyne, wliiche woldc not come theder, lie suilre his sonne the 
lord Chnrcyles to come theder. And whanne the kynge sawe 
that lie uivght not passe, lie toke his felde with snclic pcple 
as he hadde, wliiche were not passvnge seven thousand fyglit- 
vnge men. And the mooste parte of hem were seeke of the 
tlyxe, and the yemanry hadde theyr liosen t erven or bounden 
bynetbe the knee, havynge long iaekys. lint every man had 
a good bowc, a slieef arowys, and a sword. Thenne he sette 
his felde, and sette the due of York in the vanntward, and 
ordeyned in the nyglit, tofor the bataylle, that echo man sholde 
make a stake sharp on both thendes, and pytclie it a slope in 
the groundc to fore hym. And soo on the morne lie hadde his 
confessonr, that made hem to saye a general confession, and 
gaf them general absolusion. And thenne the kynge roodc 
thurgh the felde and comforted hem, promysynge to thci.11 that 
he wold rather deye that day than yeldc hym. And thenne 
every man toke good herte and courage, and soo abode the 
corny nge of Frensslunen, whorne they resseyved on her stakys, 
stoniblyngc and fallynge domic liors and man, in snclie wysc 
that our men shotte on hem, and soo fought that thnrgh the 
grace of God the vyctoiyc abode with the kyng, and the 
Frensslunen overthrowen, and were slayn of them enleven 
thousand and moo, and many grete lordes and gentyls take 
prysouners. And whanne the kynge hadde thus goten the 
felde, tydynges cam that tlier was eomyuge a newc batayll of 
Frensslunen townrdes hym. And thenne lie dyde doo crye, 
and comaunded that every man shold slee his jirysonncrs. 
And whanne the due of Orleannce licrde that, and other greete 
lordes, they sente worde to the Frcnsshmen that yf they cam 
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on they shold be slaync. And tliemie the Frensshmen lor 
savaeion of the prysonners ly ves withdrewe them. And son 
tin* kyngc hnddc and keptc the felde, and wanne the worshippe 
of the bataylle. And there were slaync in the felde tlire 
Dukes, nyiie Erlys, and Barons nyglie an honderde, and 
gentylmen in cote arnioure xlv. C. And of the Englysshe 
partyc, the Due of Yorkc and therle of Sull'olke, and not twenty 
personnes moo, blessyd be God ; the due of Briiban was taken 
alyve, but whan the* kyngc eonnnauuded that every man shold 
sloe his prysonner, he was slnync, on whos sowle and alle other 
God have mercy. Amen, Thus by the helpe of Almyghty 
God, the kyngc of Englond with vij. M. Englysslnnen won the 
felde vpon the Frensshmen, whiehe were nombred moo than 
Ion re score thousand men, with all the ryall lordes of Fraunce 
except the kyngc and Dolphyn. And whanne al was done, 
the kyngc dcmanmlcd the herowdes the mime of the next place 
to the felde. And they answerde, Agyneourt. 'fhenne sayd 
he, we wille that the bataylle be callyd and named the bataylle 
of Agyneourt. Tliennc the kyngc kepynge the felde with his 
boost al 'nyghte after, on the morne departed towarde Caleys 
with his prysonners, that is to wete, the Duck of Orleaunce, 
the Duck of Borbon, the cries of Ewe and of Vendon, Bui - 
cicaught the marelial of Fraunce, with many other lordes and 
gentill men, whome he brought alle in to Engloude with hym, 
where he was recoyved in every place worshipfully with alle 
the honourc, ioy, and solempnyte that myght be. And the 
fon re and twentyeste dayc of Novcmbrc t lie kyng cam to Lon- 
don ; and it is to wete that every Englishman that had ben in 
that bataylle gate good prysoners or good iewcllis. For the 
Frensshmen were riehcly and costlew arrayed, . wherof oure 
people had good pyllage.

In the thyrde yere of his regne the emperour of Ahnayne, 
Sygysmund, cam in to Engloude, and was reccyvcd worship- 
fully at Dover by the due of Gloucctre. And the eyte of 
London as the mayor, aldermen, and alle the craftcs in the 
moost best wise resseyved hym at Blaekheth the seven! he dayc 
of Mayc. And at saynt 'J'homas watcryng the kyng him self 
with his lordys mettc hym and welcomed hym in the moost 
goodlycst wyse, and toke hym by the hondc, and roodc 
fortlie with him tlnirgh the cite, and otlrid at Powlis, and 
tliennc rode forth vnto Wcstmestre, where the king lodged him 
in his owne palays, and there abode a gretc whyleat the kinges 
coste. 

Thcnne come the Due of llolondc into Engloude, whome 
the king resseived worshijiftilly, and lodgcil him in the bisshop 
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•of Elyes place in Ilnlburuc. Whanne the Emperour hadde 
seen the numere of this londo and the eommodylees tlicrof, lie 
was elcete and chosen to bo a broiler of the garter, whiehe lie 
toke and receyved gladly, and ware it ever after. And tlienne 
the kyngc brought hym to (Allays. And theder cam to hvm 
the dnk of Bmgoyne for to doo honunage to tliemperour for 
the counte of Alst in Elanndres, whome the kynge receyvcd 
worsliipfully. And tlienne after theniperonr toke leve of tlx' 
kynge, and departed, aud soo echo toke leve of other, and the 
kyng retonrned ageync in to Englond. And the Emperour 
wente to Zierixsce in Zeland, and tlienne into Dordrecht 
in Holonde. 

In the fourtho yerc the due of Bedford, therle of Marche, 
and other ccrtayne lordcs, with theyr retenue, fonghten on the 
see ageynst seven carry ks of Gene, and fyfty other vessels, as 
hulkes, barges, galeys and galyetis. Of whome were taken 
thru grele earyks with the patrons, and drowned a grete hulke 
callyd the black hulk of Flaundres ; and the remenaunt lleihle 
aweye ; and this was done on our Lady day Assumption. Also 
this yerc at a parlement holden at Westmyustre was graunted 
to the kynge an hoole fyfteuthe, and a dyme to mayntene with 
his warrys. And this yerc the kynge saylcd with al his retc- 
uewe over see in to Nonnandye ageync, and landed on Lammas 
day at Toke ; and there at landynge the kynge made eyglit 
and fourty knyghtes. And anone the kynge wanne the tonne 
of Toke and the castel withonte strooke ; and he made Syre 
lohan Ivygley capytayne therof. Aud tlienne the kynge sente 
therle marclud vnto Loners, whiehe they sawted, and anon it 
was yolden, and therle brought the keyes to the kyngc, and 
the kyng delyverd hym the keyes age} r nc, and made hym capv- 
tayn of Loners. Tlienne the kyng wente to Cane and besyeged 
it, and with asawte entryd the tonne and gate it : but the caste! 
helde, and the capytayne desyred resp)te of fourten dayes 
for taby de reseows, and yf‘ none cam than to delyvere it The 
kyngc graunted it hym, and ruder the same apoo)ntemont was 
the cytc of Bay ows, with other townes and fortresses vnto the 
nombre of fonrtene : vppon the hyll to fore the castel of Cane 
ilie kynge pyght alle his tentes and pavyllons, whiehe semed a 
tonne as moche as Cane. And whanne tydynges earn that noo 
rescowes woltle come, at fourten dayes ende the capytayne 
delyverd the keyes and castel vnto the kynge. And in lyke 
wysc was Bayous with other fonrtene townes delyverd also. Of 
whiehe townes and castels the kynge made the duk of Clarence 
capytayne and governonr. In Cane the kyng lieclde liis feste 
of saynt George, where lie made fyftcue knyghtes of the bathe. 
And tlienne, er he departed, be gate Yaleys, and sente the due 
of Gloucetrc to Chyrburgh for to geete it, whiehe he besyeged, 
and lay long there. And thus the kyng sente to dyverse 
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townes, iintl gate dayly many townes, iji seo moclie that lie gate 
alle the ton tips, easteD, pvles, strengthen, ami ahheyes ^ n t c> 

Pount Alarcho, and fro thens to Roan. Aboulo litis tyinp 

eonlynuod the eounseylle of* Conslanncc, in whiehe was ended 

the seysme of fourty yere, and t her was dampned 1 he herosyes, 

and two heretyks, that is to wete, loban llus and Ihorome, wore 

breute. And many good thynges inst i( tied and ordeyned ; there 

was determyued decreed by the hooly synode that the counseyl! 

lawfully gad red and assembled, representyng the clnrehe, hath 

vnyvcrsal power immedyatly of Cryst. To wbomo every 

aslate, aswel the papal nstntc as other, is bounden and holile to. 

obey in 1 ho thynges that toueheth the general reformaeion of 

the e hi relic, that is to wete, in leyth and mailers, as wcl in the 

heede as in the membrys. Item, that from thenne forth on, 

sholde alwey the general counseyl he holden fro ten yore to 

ten yere. In this counseyll was chosen for to be pope Ease. Temp 

Alartyn, whiehe was Martians quintas, and was pope fourten 87 ,K 

yere. And there was the vnyon which was desyred longyhad 

for the defence of the feyth. This was a myglity Pope, above 

alio other ryclie, and a man of grete instyce ; he liable the 

stietesand the weyes scwrly and in [ices. lie destroyed herc- 

tyks ; lie dyde many goode thynges by helpc of the noble 

Emperour Sygysjininde. And for to recover the Holy load, lie 

gadryd moche tresoure, but by doth that cam vpon liym, it was 

lette, and a lytel to fore his doth ordeyned a general counseyll 

to be assemblid in Basyle. in the fyfth yere of the rogue of 

kynge Harry the fyftlic, Syre Lohan Oldcastel, lord Cobham, was 

taken and convycte by the elergye for heresyc, and dampned to 

fore the temporal iuges for tresonne. And soo he was drawen 

and hanged in saynt Gyles fclde vpon a newe payr of galows, 

with a clieyne of yron ; and vndcr the galcwcs was made a 

gretc fyre whiehe brentc galowes and alle. In the syxtho yere 

the kyug besyged the cytc of Roan, whiehe endured half verc 

and more,- and alte histc the cyte beyng in grete tinny ne, 

putte onto nioehe pcple, as women and children, whiehe deyde 

for honger, moo than thyrtty thousand; & also seyng that uoo 

rescowc nun, appoynted with the kyng, & gaf over the toun 

vnio hym, which lie receyved. And anone after that Roan was 

goten, Deepe and many other tonnes in Baas Normandye gaf 

them over withoute strook or syege, whanne they vnderstode 

that the kynge had goten Roan.

Also this same yere haddc ben a pees made and sworne 
bytwene the due of Burgoync and the Dolphyn, whiehe were 
sworn vpon our Lordes body, that they shold love and assyste 
echo other agoynst theyr enemyes. And after this, contrary 
to this otlie, the Due lohan of Burgoync was slayne and

py tonsl % inurtlired in t lie presence of the 1 )ol j>liy n . Wherfore 
the Frensshenion were gretcly devyded and of verav noeessyte 
labonryd to have a tmyle with (lie kynge of Engloud. For 
the kynge of England wanne dayly on them townes, enstcls, 
and fortresses*. Also this same yore was Queue lane nrestyd 
and brought to the cnstcl of Lcdys in kente. And one Frere 
Randolf, a doelonr of divvnvte, her eonfessonr, whiehe after- 
ward was slayne by t lie person of the Tour fallynge at wordes 
and debate. And afterward Queue lane was delyvord. In 
the senenth yere both kynges of Franncc and of Englond were 
aeorded, and kyng Harry was madcheyr and regente of Fraunee, 
And wedded dame Katoryne the kynges donglitcr of Fraunee, 
atte Troyes in Champayne, on Trynyte Sondaye. And this 
was made by the inccne of Phelyp, newely made duke of Bur- 
goync, whiehe was swornc to kynge Harry, and for tavenge 
his fader, s detli lie was become Englysshe. And thenne the 
kyng with bis newc wyf wente to Parys, where he was ryally 
receyyyd. And from tlicns he with his lordes and tlie due of 
Bnrgoync and many other lordes of Fraunee ieyd syegc to 
dyuerse townes and castels that liclde of the Dolpliyns partye, 
wan them, but the tonne of Alclun liclde long, for therm 
were good defendours. In the viij. yere the kyng and the 
queue cam oner see, & loaded on Candeluiasse by the morow at 
Doner, & the xiiij. day of Ferererthc kyng cam to London, & 
the xx). day of the same moneth the queue cam, & the xxiiij. day 
of the same she was crowned at Westmestre. Also the same 
yere anon after Ester the kyng helde a parlement at Wcst- 
mestre, at whiehe parlement it was ordeyned that the gold in 
Englysshe coync shold be weyed, and none rosseyved but by 
weyght. And anonc after Whitsontyde the king saylcd to 
Caleys, and passyd soo forth in to Frqunce. And in Marche 
the two and twentyest daye by fore the king cam over, the due 
of Clarence was slayne in Fraunee, and dyvorsc other lordes 
taken prysoners, as the eric of Huntyngdon, the crlc of JSoraer- 
sete, with dy verso other. And al was bycause they wold 
not with hem Archers, but thought to have doo with the 
Frensshmcn them self witlioute them. And yet wlianne he 
was slayn tharchers cam and rescowed the body of the due, 
whiehe they wold have carycd with them. God have mercy 
on his soule, he was a valyannt man. And the same yere 
bytwene Crystemasse and Candelmasse t’ne tonne of Alelun was 
yolden to the kynge. In the nynth yere on saynt Nycholas 
clay in December was borne Harry the kynges first begoten 
sonne at Wyndesore, whoos godfaders at fontstone was Harry, 
bishop of Wynehestro, and Iolian duke ofBcdforde, And the 
duchesse of Holoncl was godmoder ; and Harry Chychely, arehe- 
bisshop of Caunterbury, was godlader atte confermyng. And 
in the tenth yere the cyte of Mews in Bryc was goten, whiehe 
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Ii;„l ben longe besyeged. Ami (bis same yerc the Queue 
shipped ;it Hampton, and say led over to the kynge in Frauncc, 
where she was worshipfnlly received of the kyng, and also of 
the kyng of Fraunee her fader, and of her model' : and thus 
kyng Harry wan faste in Frauncc, and helde grete astale, and 
sate at dyncr at a grete feste in Parys crowned, and the queue 
also, whichc haddc not ben seen toforc; and alle pe pie resorted 
vnto his eourtc. But as to the kyng of Frauncc, he helde none 
astute nc rule, but was left ahnoost allone. Also this yerc the 
whethereoek was sette vpon Powlus steple at London. 

And this yerc in the monetli of August kynge Hurry wexe 
seke at Boys de Vyncent. And whanne he sawe he sholde 
deye, he made bis testament, and ordeygned many thyuges 
nobly for his sowle, and devoutly resseyved alle the rygbtes of 
hooly chirche, in soo ferforth that whanne he was cnoynlcd 
he sayd the seryvysc with the preeste ; and whanne the vers of 
the Psalme, Miserere mci, Dcus, Ac., that was Benigne fae, 
Domine, in bona voluntatc tua Sy on, vt cdificcntur mini 
lerusalcm, was sayd, be bade la rye there, and sayd thus : 0 

“ good Lord thou knowest that myn entent hath ben and yet 
“ is yf I myght lyvc to reedefyc the waliys of lerusalem,” 
and thenuc the preest preceded forth and made an cndc. And 
anone after this moostc noble prynce, vyctoryous kynge, Hour 
in his tyme of Crysten chyvalryc, wliome all the world doubted, 
gaf his sonic into t lie handes of God, A deyde & made an cndc 
of bis naturel lyf atte sayd Boys de Vyncent besyde Parys, the 
syx and thryttyest yerc of his age: on whoos sonic god have 
mercy, Amen. Thcnne was the bodyc enbamed and cered 
and leyde in a ryall chare, and an ymage lyke vnto hym was 
1 cycle vpon the corps open, with dyvers band's and lioi’sc 
covered rychely with tharmes of Englonde and Fraunce, And 
also the old urines, as snynt Edwardys, saynt Edmonds, and 
other; with grete multitude of torchys ; with wliome wente 
the kyng of Scotlandc and many other lordes, wliiehc accom- 
panyed the body till it cam vnto West my nstro by London inEng- 
lontlc. And in every tonne by the waye he haddc solempnly 
his dirige atte even and masse on tho morn, and moelic Almcssc 
was gy ven to poure people. And the seventhe dayc of xso- 
vembre after the corps was' brought tluirgh London with grete 
reverence and solempnyte vnto the monastery© of West my nstro, 
where as he nowe restetb. On whoos tombe is a ryche ymage 
lyke hym self of sylver and gylt, where he is chtyly remembrid 
and praid for. On whoos sowle, and all Crysten, God have 
merey. Amen.

Heke is to be noted that this kynge Harry the fyfthc was a 
mochc noble prynce after lie was kyng and crowned. How be 
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it to lore in li is yongtlic lie liadde ben wyldo, rcclicles, and 
spared notliyng of 1 1 is histes nc desyres, but uccomplisshid them 
after his lykyngo. But as soone as lie was crowned, enoynted, 
and sacred, auone sodavuly he was channged into a new man, 
and set ;il liis entente to lyve vortuously in mayntouyngo of 
liooly eliirclie, destroyng of horetvkcs, kepynge instycc, and 
defeiidyngc liis royamme and snbgettis. And for as inoclie as 
liis fader liadd deposyd by liis labour the good kynge Ry chard, 
and pytonsly made liym to devo, and lor tlioffence doo to liym 
agoynst his lycgeaunee he liadde sente to Rome to be assoylled 
thcrof. For whiclie oll'encc the pope onre liooly fader enioyned 
liym to make liyin be prayd fore perpctuelly ; and lyke as be had 
done to be taken from liym liis nntnrell lyf, tlierfore he sbolde 
doo fou ndc four tapers to brenne perpetually abouto liis body; 
that for the extynction of his bodyly lyf liis sowle may ever 
be romembryd, and lyve in heven in spyrytuel lyf. And also 
that he sholde every woke on the dave as it cometh ahoutc of 
liis dot he have a solempne masse of requiem, and on the even 
to fore a dirige with nyne lessons, arid a dole to pour people 
alwayc on that daye of enleven schyllynges eyght pens, to be 
delyd penymclc. And ones in the yerc at liis annyversarye 
bis torment to lie lioldcn in the inoost honest wyse, and to be 
deled that day twenty ti in pens to pour peple, and to every 
monke to have twenty sehillynges : whiehe alle these thynges 
performed this noble kyng for liis fader. For kynge Harry tlie 
fourth his fader performed hit not dnryng his lyf, wliome, ns it 
is sayde God touehyd,nnd was a lepre er he deyde. Also thenne 
this noble Pryuce lcete doo ealle alle tliabbottes and pryours of 
saynt Bcncts ordre in Englond, & bad them in the chapytrc 
hous of Westmynstre for the reformacion of thordre, wherynne 
lie had comynycacion, and also with Bisshoppcs & men of the 
spyritualte, in soo ferforth that they doubted soore that lie 
wold have had the temporaltecs oute of their handes ; wherfor 
by thadvis, labour and procuring of the spyrytualte encouraged 
the kynge to chalengc Normandy and his ryght that lie liadde 
in Fraunee, to tlicnde to selte liym awerke there that he sbolde 
not seckc occasions to entre in to suclie maters. And soo alle 
his lyf after he labouryd in the warrys in conquerynge grete 
]>arte of the royamme of Fraunee, that by thagrement of the 
kynge Charlys liadde alle the governaunce of the Royamme of 
Fraunee, And was proclamcd regent and heyr of Fraunee. 
And soo notwithstandyng alle this grete warre that lie had, yet 
lie remembryd bis soule, and also that he was mortal and must 
deyc. For whiclie. he ordeyned by his lyf the place of liis 
scpnlcre where lie is now bur) ed, ami every day tlire masses 
perpetually to be sougen in a fayr chapel over his sepulere. 
Of whiclie the myddel masse and the fyrst and the laste masse 
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slial bo iis it is assygned by hym, as it appcrcth by tliysc verses 
folowynge : —

And yet this noble kyng Harry the fyfthe founded two bowses 
of reiygion : One callyd Syon, besyde Bray nford, of the ordre 
of saynt Brygyttc, both of men and wymmen ; And on that other 
syde of the ry ver of Tamyse an hows of monkes of the Chart re- 
hous, in whiche two places he is eontynuclly prayd fore nyglite 
and day. For ever wlianne they of Syon rest they of the 
Chartrehons done tlieyr servycc ; And in lyke wyse wlianne they 
of the Chartrous rest, the other goon to : and by the ryngyng of 
the bellys of eyt.her place, echo knoweth wlianne they ende 
tlieyr servyse : whiche ben nobly endowed ; and done daycly 
there gretc almesse dedcs, as in the Chartrehons ccrtaync 
children ben fonndc to scolc, and at Syon ccrtaync almesse 
gyven dayly. And yet besyde all this he hath founded a recluse, 
whiche slial be alwey a precste, to prayo for liym by the sayde 
Chartrelious, whiche precstc is wcl & sutficicntly endowed for 
liym and a scrvaimt. Loo here mnye all prynces take ensample 
by this noble prynce, that regnynge so lytel tyme, not fully x. 
yere, dyd so many noble actes, ns wcl for his sowle to be per- 
petuelly remeinbryd A prayde fore, as in his wordly conquest ys; 
and lie beynge in his moost lusty age desnysed and eseliewyd 
synne, and was vertuons and a gretc iustyscr, in soo moclie 
that allc the prynces of Crystcndom dradde hym, & also of 
hethenes. And had dcterniyncd in liym self, yf God wolde have 
sparyd hym, that lie wold have warryd agayne the Sarasyns : and 
for to knowc the ayde of other prynces, it all the passages in 
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tliat iouruey, lie sent a knyglit of llenuwd, named syr Hugh de 
Lanoyc, vnlo Jerusalem, but or lie retorned lie deyd at Boysdu 
Vincent. in the xxxvj.ycre of his age : ou wlios sonic God have 
mercy. 

llow KYNG llAURY THE SYXT1I UEGN ED, IJEYNGE A CtllLDK NOT 

ONE YE UK OK AGE, AND OK THE I1ATAYLLE OK VlCUNOYL IN 

Pkuciie. 

Capitulun t 17. 

After kyng Harry the fyfthe regned Harry his sonne, a 
childe, and not fully a yerc old, wlioos regno began the lyrst 
daye ol“ September the yore of our Lord a thousand four hotiderd 
and two and twenty. This kyng beyng in his Cradel, was 
moelie doubted and dradde by cause of the grete Conquest of 
his fader, and also the wysedonte and gnydynge of his vneles, 
the duck of Bedford and the due of Gloucetre. This yere the 
xxj. day of Octobre ; deyde Charles kyng of Fraunce, and lyeth 
buryod at saynt Denys ; and tlienne was the due of Bedford made 
regent of Fraunce, and the due of Gloucetre was made pro- 
teetonr and defeudour of Englond. And the fyrst day of 
Marche after was Syr Wylliam Tayllour, preest, degraded of his 
preesthode, and on the morne after he was breute in Smythfeld 
tor herosye. This yerc Syre lames Styward, kyngc of Scottes, 
maryed dame lane, the diichesse dough ter of Clarence, of her 
lyrst husbond therle of Somersete, at saynt Mary Overays. Also 
tliis.yere, the sevententh day of August, was the bataylle of 
Vernayl in Perch e, bytwone the due of Bedford, regent of 
Frnnnec, and the Due of Alaunson, wliiche was a greete bataylle. 
The due of Bedford liadde on his jiydc with liyui therle of 
Salesbnry Mountngu, the lord Talbotte, and alle the power 
that they coudc make in Normandy, the gavnysons kepte, and 
also many Capytayns with moelie peple of the due of Burgoyns. 
And on that other syde was the Due of Alaunson, the due of 
Turon that was therle Douglas, therle of Bougham, with many 
lerdes of Fraunce, and greete eompanye of Scottes and Anny- 
nakos. And tlienne therle Douglas cal lyd the due of Bedford 
lolinn with the leden swerde, and lie sente hym worde ageyne 
that lie shold fyndc that daye that his swerde was of stele. And 
soo the bataylle ioyned on bothe sydes, and fought longc, that 
tlier wyst no man who shold have the better a grete whyle ; but 
at. last, as God wold, the vvetory fyll on thenglysshe partye. 
Fur (her were slayne therle Douglas, wliiche a lytel byfore was 
made due of Turone, tlierle of Bowhayn, therle of Almarre, 
the erleof Tonnar, therle of Vnuotedore, and the vysecounte of 
Nerbonne, wliiche was one of them that slewe duk Iohan of 
Bnrgoync knelyng to fore the Dolphyn, and many mo vnto the 
n ombre of ten thousand and moo. And tlier was taken pry- 
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so ii n oi' tho doe of Alaunson and many other Ionics and gcntyls 
of Franncc; hot Seottys that day wore slnync dounc ryglit tho 
snhstaunee of them alio. In the tlivrdc yore of kyng Harry 
tho svxth the duke of Gloncetre inaryed the duchessc of 
llolond, and wcnle over sec with her in to Ilcnnwdo for to take 
possession of his wyves euherytaunce, where he was honorably 
rcceyvvd, and taken for lord of tho load. But soone after ho 
was faync to rctorne hoomo ageyne, and loftc his wyf and his 
trosonr that lie brought with hym in a tonne callyd Monnse in 
Ilenawd, whiehc promysed for to bo trewe to liym. Not with- 
standing they delivered the lady to the due of Burgoyne, whiehc 
sente her to Gaunt. And from (liens she escaped in a inannes 
arrayc, and came into Zeland to a tonne of her ownc callyd 
Zicrixcc; And from thens she wontc to a tonne in llolond 
called the Ghowde, and there she was stronge ynough, and 
wythstodc the sayd Due of Burgoyne, and soue after this the 
due of Gloncetre sente over in to Zeland the loul Fytz water, 
with ccrtaync men of wane and archers, for to holpe and 
soconr the sayd dnehesse of llolond, whiehc loaded at a place 
in Zeland call id Brewers haven, where the lordes of the 
countrc earn donne and fought with hym, and in conclusion was 
faync to withdrawn hym and his meyiie to the see ageyne, but 
yet he slewe and linrte divers lordes and mochc peple of tlie 
eonntreye, and soo retorned home ageyne and prevayled noo 
thyng. Also this same ycre thcrle of Salysbury, therle of 
Suflolke, the lord Wylby and the lord Sealys, with theyr 
retenne, leyd syogc to the Cyte of Manns, the whiehc Gy to 
was yolden to them in shortc tyine, with many other stronge 
towncs and C'astols to the nonibre of syx and thyrtty. This 
tyine all Normandye and a gretc parte of Franncc vnto 
Orleaunee was vnder thobeysaunec of the kynge of Knglond 
And alle the remcnaunt of Franncc was in gretc trybulacion 
and meschyef.

In the fourth ycre, the same nyght that the mayer of London 
Johan Coventre had taken his charge, was a gretc wntche in 
London, for affrayc that was bytwene the bisshop of Wyneheslre 
and the due of Gloncetre, protectour. For the mayor with the 
peplc of the cyte wold abyde by the due of Gloueetre as pro- 
tcetonro of the royamme, hut by labour of lordes that wente 
bytwene, and in especial by the labour of the prynee of 
Portyngalc, ther was appoyntoinent, taken that there was no 
harine don. And after the batayllc of Vernoyll in Perchc, the 
Due of Bed fordo cam over in to Englond. And on Whitson- 
dnye this ycre, at Leyceter, lie dubbed kynge Harry knyght; 
And forthwith the sayd Harry dubbed alle these knyghtes wlioos

Item, 
In the fyfthe yere the due of Bedford with the duchcssc his 
wvf wentc over see to Calays, and a ly tel. to fore wente over 
llarry Bisshop of Wynchestrc. And on our Lady day Annun- 
ciation in our lady chirche at Calays, the Bisshop of Wynchestrc, 
whan ne lie had songc masse, was made Cardynal. And he 
knelyng to fore the bye auter, the due of Bedford sette the hattc 
on his heede, and ther were his billies rodde, as wcl of his 
charge as the reioysyng of his benclyces spiritnel and teinporcl. 
Also this yere was greete habnndaunce of rayn, that the sub- 
stance of lieye and corne was destroyed, for it rayned hlinoost 
CA-ery other day. This yere the goodc crle of Salcsbury, Syre 
Thomas Montagu, lcyd syege vnto Orleaunce. At which syegc 
he was slay no with a gonne whichc cam oute of the toune. On 
Avhoos sowle God have mercy, Amen.. For sytli that he was 
slayne Englisshnien never gate ne prcvayled in Fra mice, but 
ever after beganne to lose lytel and lytcl tyl all was loste. 
Also this same yere a Breton murthred a good wydowo in her 
hedde withoutc Algate, whiche wedowe foinle liyin for almcssc, 
and he bare awey al that she hadde. And after this he tokc 
the gryth of hooly chirche at seynt Georges in Sonthwerkc, 
and there toke the crosse and forswore this loud. And as he 
wente it happened that he cam by the place where he dyde this 
cursyd dede in the subarbys of London. And the women of the 
same paryssh cam oute with stones & canel d unge, and slcwe 
and made an eiule of liyin, notAvithstandyngo the conestahles 
and many other men beyng there present to kepe liyin, for 
ther were many women, and had noo pyte. Also this yere the 
duck of Norfolk, with many gcntilmen . and yomen, tokc his 
barge t ho eyglit day of Novembrc, at saynt Mary Overayes, for 
to have goon tlinrgh London bryrlgo; and thurgh rnysgnydyng 
of the barge it ouerthrewe on the pyles, and many men 
drowned : but the due hym self with tAvoo or thre lcepc vpon 
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the pylos, and soo were saved with helpe of men that were 
above the brydge, which east doune Ropes by whicli they saved 
hem self. This yore, on saynt Leonards daje. kynge Harry, be- 
ynge seven yere of age, was crowned at West my list re ; at vvhos 
Coronacion were made syx and tliyrtty knyglites. This yere, 
on. saynt Georges day, he passyd over see to Calays toward 
Fraunce. Aboute this tyme and afore, the Royamme bey ngc 
in grete myscryc and trybnlacion, (he Rolphyn with his partye 
beganne to make warre and goto eertayne places and make 
desfrnsses vpon Englysshmcn, by the mono of his eapytaynos, 
that is to wete, La Ileer and l’ot on do Sent ray lies, And in 
especial a mayde which they named La Pneclle de Dieu : this 
mnyde roode lyke a man, and was a valyannt capytnync among 
them, and toke vpon her many and greto cnlorpryses, in soo 
mochc that they liad a byleve to have reeoverd al theyr losses 
by her. Notwithstandi ng at last, after many grete feales, by 
helpe and prowesse of sir lohan Luxembnrgh, whiehe was a 
noble capytnync of the dukes of Bnrgoyno, and many En- 
glysshmen, Pyeardys and Bourgoygnons whiehe were of onre 
partye, byforc the tonne of Compyne, the tlire and twentyest 
daye of Mayo, the sayd Pneelle was taken in the felde armed 
lyke a man, and many other capytayns with her, and all 
brought to Roan, and there she was pntte in prysonne, and 
there she was inged by the la we to be brentc. And then she 
sayd that she was with childc, wherby she was respyted a 
whyle; but in eonelusion it was founde that sbe was not with 
cliilde, and tlienne sbe was brentc in Roan. And the other 
eapytaynos were pntte to raunsonne, and entreated as men of 
warre ben acustommed. This same yere, aboute Candclmassc, 
Rychard llounden, a wolle packer, was dampned for an heretyke, 
aud brentc at Tourhylle. And aboute Al itlleiite Syr Thomas 
Baggely, preeste and vyeary of Mavenden in Estsex besydes 
Walden, was disgrated and dampned for an heretyke, and brentc 
in Smythfeld. Also in this yere, while the kyng was in 
Fraunce, ther were many licretykes and Lollars that hadde 
purposed to have made a rysyng, and caste bylies in many 
places: but blessyd be God, the capytnync of hem was taken, 
whoos name was William Mandevylc, a wovar of Abentlon and 
bayly of the same tonne, whiehe named hym self lak Sharp of 
Wygmoryslaml in Wales. And afterward he was byhoded at 
Ahendon, in the \\ hilson woke, on the Tcwisdavc. 

This yere, the seuenth day of December, kynge Harry the 
syxtlie was crowned kyng of Fraunce at Parys, in the chirche 
of our Lady, with grete solcmpuyte, there beyng present the 
Cardynal of Englonde, the Due of Bedforde, aud many 
other lordcs of F rannee and of Englonde. And after this Coro- 
nacion and grete feste lioldcn at Parys, the kyng rctonrned 
from thens to Roan, and soo towardc Calays, And the 
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nyntlio daye oi‘ Fevercr lomU*<l at Donor, wliomc alle the 
Comyus of Rente mette at Beramdoun, bytwone Cauntcrhiiry 
and Dover, alle in reede lioodes, and soo cam forth till lie 
earn to Bhickhcth, whore he was motto with the mayor 
lohan Wellys with alle the craftys of London eladde alle in 
whyte. And soo they brought hym to London the one and 
twenlyost daye of the same moneth. This yere was a restraynt 
oi‘ the wollys at Calays made by' the sowdyonrs, by cause they 
were not payed of their wages, whorfor the due of Bedford, 
regent o of ITaunee, being theune eapitayn, cam to Caleis the 
Tewsday in the Estcrwoke, & on themorne after many sowdiours 
of the toun were a rested and puttc in warde. And in the same 
woke lie roodc to Torcwyn, And by the menc of the bisshop of 
Terewyn he wedded thorles doughter of saint Poul, tiud cam 
ageine to Caleis. And the enlcvenst daye of Iuin, on saint 
Barnabos daye, there wore foil re sondyours of Calays, that wore 
chyof causers of the restraynt, byhede'd, that is to wote, lohan 
Maddelev, Tohan Land aye, Thomas Pa liner, and Thomas Talbot, 
And an cx. banysshed the tonne that same tyme, And by fore 
were banysshed sixe score sondyours. And on mydsomer even 
after cam the lord Regent and his wyf to London.

Fa hc . Temp., Akoutk this tyme Pope Martyu deyde, and after hym . 

ssn. Eugenye the fourthe was pope. This was pcsybly chosen in 

Rome by the Cardynals, and was very and iudubytate pope. 
But shortly after ho was putte and expulsed oute of Rome in 
such wyse that he was fayne to flee naked. In this tyme was 
the eounseylle of Basyle, to whiehe eounseylle he was eyted to 
come, and byeause he cam not they deposed hym ; but he rough t 
not ne sette not tlicrby, but gate the cytc of Rome, and abode 
s til pope scventcnc yere. This yere, aboute Whitsoiitydc, the 
I-Icretyks of Praghe were destroyed For at two iourueyes there 
were destroyed of them moo than two and twenty thousande 
with her eapytayns, that is to wete, Procapius, Saplico, and 
Lupus presbiter. Also thcr was taken alyve mayster lean's, 
clerk, an Englysshinan and herctyke. Also this same yere was 
a grete froste and a si rouge duryng enleven wekes, for it 
began no on saynt Katlieryns even, and lasted vnto saynt Seo- 
lasticais day in Fevercr, in which tyme the vyntage that earn 
from Bordenx came over Shoters hylic. This yere was the 
eounseyl of Aras, and a greete traytye bytwone the kyng of 
Englonde and theFrensshc kynge. Where was nssemblyd grete 
many of lordes of bothe partyes. At whiehe eounseylle was 
oftryd to the kyng of Engloml many grete thynges by the 
moyen of a legate that earn from Rome, which was Cardi nal of 
saynt. Crosse, which offres were refused by t lie Cardynal of 
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Englond ami other Ionics that were there for the kyng ; wlicr- 
for the duke of Burgoyne, whichc had hen longe Englyssho, 
worne forsoke oure partyo, and retourned Frensslie by the 
nicenc of the same legate, and made a pecs with the Frcnssh 
kyng, reeeyvyngc of the kynge, for reoomponsyngc of his faders 
doth, the counteof Ponticu, the lordship of Macon, with mochc 
other, as is speeyfvcd in the sayd traytlve. And soo oure ain- 
hassadonrs cam hoome ageync in werse cans than they wente. 
For they lost there the due of Burgoyne, v/hichc had ben with 
his Bourgonvons and Pyeardes a synglcr hclpc in all the 
conquest of Normandy and of Frauncc. This same yere was a 
grete batayll on the sec bytweenc the leneweys and the kyng 
of Aragon, of whichc bataylle the leneweys had the vyctorye. 
For they toke the kyng of Aragon, the kyng of Nancrn, and 
the greetc mayster of saynt Tames in Galysc, with Ihrc honderd 
knyghtes and sqnyers, and mochc other pople. And this was 
on saynt Pomynyks day. This yere were seen thro sonnes 
at tones, and anone folowyd the threfolde rule and gonernaimcc 
in the chi relic, that is to wete, of Eugenye, of the connseyle, and 
of the neutralyte. Also this same yere, 1131, was a pussy ng 
grete wynde, by whichc steples, bowses, and trees were ovor- 
throwen. Abonte this fyme was an hooly mayde in Holoml 
cal lyd L yd with, whichc lyved long only by myraclc, not etyng 
on)' mote. This yere the due of Burgoyne byganne his ordrc 
at Lyle of the Golden Fives, and ordeygned ccrtayne knyghtes 
of thordre, and made statutes and ordeiiaimees moelie neon I - 
ynge vnto thordre of the Garter. Also this yere the Fronssh- 
men hadde enterprysed to have stolen Calays in the fysshvng 
ty mo. For many bootys of Frauncc had sanf eomluytes to 
come to Calays for to take hecryng. And (he sondyotirs of tlic 
tonne hadde a custommc to come to the chirohe and love theyr 
stavys stondyngc at the ehirehe (lore, whichc stavys tlic F renssh- 
liicn, which were aravd lyke fysshers, hadde purposed to have 
taken soo tlicyr wepen, and Wynne the tonne ; but one of them 
laye with a eomyn woman the nyglit byfore, and told to her 
theyr counseylle ; And she on the morne told the lyentenaunt, 
wliiehe forthwith commanded that every man sliold kepc his 
wepcii in his bond, sacryng tyinc and other. And wlianuc 
they apperceyvcd this, that they were myspoyntod, they saylod 
strayte to Dope, and stale and toke that tonne. And on New 
yers ouen after they toko llarlleto. And thus Englysshmon 
byganne to lose a lytel and a lytel in Normandye.

This yere was a grete noyso tliurgli al Englond, bow tlic 
duck of Burgoyne wolde come and besyege Calays : wlierfor 
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the Erie of Mortayn, willi his urinyo that he hackle for to have 
goone with in to Frauncc, was countrcmnnndcd, and charged 
that he shold go to Calais, whiche was at that tyme wel vitailled 
and manned. For sire Iolian Katelif was lyen tenant of the 
kynge in that tonne, and 1 lie baron of Dndeley lyeutenannt of 
the cnstel ; and the nynthc daye of Jnill the clnke of Burgoyne 
with al tlie power of Flamulres and moeh other peple cam 
before Calais, and sette his syegc abonte the toune ; and every 
tonne of Flanndrcs had their tonics by them self. And this 
syegc endured thre wekes. In the mene while the due of 
Glouectre, beyng])roteclour of Englond, tokc the moost parte of 
the kudos of Englond, and wente over the see to Onlays for to 
rescowe the tonn, or to fvghte with the duke and his boost, yf 
they wolde have byden. r J'his tyme London and every good 
tonne of Englond sente oner see to this rescowe ccrtayne peple 
well arnyd, of the best, and ebosen men for the wnrre. And 
the second day ol‘ August the sayd duke of Gloueet.ro areyved 
at Onlays with allc his nrmye and fyve shippes and moo. And 
the duke and alio his boost that layo in the syegc, as sonc as 
they espy ed the snyllys in the see, before they approched 
Calays haven, sodaynly in a niornynge departed fro the syegc, 
lcvyng behynde them mochc stulTe & vytallc, and fledde in 
to Flanndrcs and Pyeardye, and in lyke wyse dyde the syegc 
that laye to fore Gnyncs. Where as they of Guynes toke the 
grete gonne of brasse wliicbe was called dygeon, and many 
other grete gounes and serpentyns. And tlienne wbanne the 
duke of Gloucetre was arryved with all bis boost be wente in to 
Flanndrcs, and was thcrynne enleven dayes, and dyde but lytel 
hanne, excepte he brente. two fayr vyllages, Poperyng and 
Belli 1 , and other bowses, whiehc were of no strengthe, and soo 
retonrned home ageyne. Also this same yere the kyng of 
Scottys besyeged Bokcslmrgh with moche peple, but sir llauf 
Gray departed fro the east el, and ordeyned for rcscows ; but 
ns sone as the kynge vnderstode his departyng, he sodayidy 
brake his syegc, and wente his weye, levcngc moche orde- 
naunce behynde liyrn, where he gate no worship. This yere, 
the second daye of lanyver, queue Katheryn, whiche was the 
Icynges moder, and Avyf to kynge Ilarry the fyfthc, deyde and 
departed oute of tliys worlde, and there lyctli buryed wor- 
shipfnlly in oure Lady chapel. Also this same yere, the fonr- 
lenthe daye of lanyver, fyl douiic the gate with a toure on hit 
on London brydge, toward Soutbwerk, with twoo arches and 
all that stodc tlicron. This yere was a grete t ray tty e bolden 
bytwene Gravcuyug and Calays, bytwehe the kyng and dneke 
of liurgoyne ; where for the kyng was the Cardynall of Englond, 
the duck of Norfolke, & many other Ionics ; and for the 
ducke was the Duchcssc, havyng full power of her lord as 
regent and ladye of his londcs ; where was taken by thadvys 
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of bollio part yes an abstyuencc of warro for a certeyne ty me 
in the name of the Diiehesse, and not of the duke, by whim* he 
hadde goon from his otli and lygeannee that he had made to 
kyng Harry; therfor (he kyngc never wolde wryte no appoynte 
ne have to do wit li hym after, but all in i he duehessc name. 
Also this yore (|nene lane deyde, the second daye of Inyll, 
whiehe had hen kynge Harry the fourthys wyf, and was earyed 
fro Bermondosey vnto Cannterhury, where she lyeth Imryed by 
kyngc Harry the fourth her husbond. This yere deyde alle 
the lyonsin thc'l’oureof London, the whiehe hadde not be seen 
in many yores byfore onto of myndc. 


Capit ilium 21. 

In the xvj. yere of kyng Ilarry deyde Sygysmund Einpe- 
rour of Almayne and knyght of the garter, whose torment the 
kyngc kepte at, Pawlys in London ryally, where was made a 
ryal horse, and tin* kyngc in his astate eladd in blewe was at 
even at dirige, and on the morne at masse. And after hym p a>( , T ( 
was elect & chosen Albert duke of Ostryche, whiehe had wedded ss i». 
Sygysmnndus donghter, for to be Emperour. This was taken 
and resseyved to be kyng of Bohemc and Ungary by cause of . 
hys wyf that was Sigismundus donghter, whiehe leftc after hym 
none other heyer. This Albert was emperour but one yere. for 
he was poysond, and soo he deyde; somme sayc lie deyde of a 
llyxe, but he was a vcrtuousc man and pytefullo, soo moehe 
that alle the peple that knewe hym sayde that the worlile was 
not worthy to have hys presence. In this yere was the kyng 
of Scottys murthred in his chambre by uyght pytonsly, whiehe 
kyngc had be prysoner xv. yere in Englomlc ; And they that 
slewe hym were taken afterward & had cruel iustyec : this 
yere one Owayn, a squyer of Wales, a man of lowc byrthe, 
whiehe had many a day to fore secretely weddyd tpienc lvathe- 
ryn, & had by her thre soues & a donghter, was taken and 
eotnmannded to Newgate to prysonne by my lord of Gloucetrc, 
protcetour of the royamc. And this yore lie brake pryson by 
the mene of a preest that was hys ehappelayn : and after lie 
was taken ageyne by my lord Bcmond, and brought ageync to 
Ncwcgatc; whiehe afterward was delyverd at large, and one 
of his sones afterward was made Erie of Rychcmond, & 
another erle of Penbroke, and the thyrdc a monk of Wcst- 
mynstre ; whiehe monke deyde sone after. This yere also on 
newyersday at Baynardys eastel I’yl dounc a stak of wodc so- 
deynly at after none, and slewe thre men meschyvously, and 
foule hurte other. Also at Bedford on a shyreday were cyghten 
men murthred withoutc stroke by fallynge dounc of a steyr, as 
they cam oute of theyr comyn hallo, and many foule hurte. In 
the eyghtenth yere sir llychard Beauchamp, the good eric of 
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AYarwyck, doyde at Loan, lie* lxynge that tvmo lycntcnniint of 
the kyng in Nornmiulyo ; ami from thcntick 1 ii^ bodyc was 
brought to AYarwyk, where he lyctli worshipfnlly in a newt* 
l I mpel uii the south syde of the tpiyre. Also (his yore was a 
grete derlhe of Corny in al Knglond, fora husshel ol‘ whole 
was worth fourty pens in many places of England, & yet men 
niyglit not have ynongh ; wherfor Steven Broun, that lyinc 
mayor of London, sente into lVn.se, and brought in to London 
eertayne shippos laden with rye, which ensyd and dyd moehe 
good to the peple. For eorne was so ska roe in Euglond that 
in some places of Englond ponre pcplc made hem bredc of fern 
ss'b. re ' , ' ,> ” l’oles. This yere the general connscylc of Basyle deposed pope 
Engenye ; And they ehese Felyx, whiehe was due of ttavoyc. 
And tlicnne byganne the seysme whiehe endured vnto the yere 
of our lord .MCCCC. & xlviij. This Felyx was a devoute pry nee, 
and sa we the sones of his soues, and after lyvc<l a dcvonlc and 
hooly lyf, and was chosen pope by the counscyllo of Basyle, 
Engenye deposed, and soo the seysme was long tyme ; and this 
Felyx had not moehe obedyencc byeanscof tbc nentralyte ; for 
the moost parte and wel nygh al Crislcndoin obeyed & reputed 
Engenye for veray pope. God knowetli who was the veray 
pope of (hem both, for both occupyed duryngc the lyf of 
Engenye. 

This yere Syr Ryeliard Wiclie, vyeary of 1 lermcltcsworlh, was 
degrated of his prysthodc at Powlys, and brente a t Tourc by lie 
as i’or an hcrctyk on saynt Botolphus day. How well at 1 1 is 
deth he deyde a good Gl isten man, wherfore after his detlie 
moehe people earn to the place where he hadde be brente, and 
oflYyd and made a heepe of stones, and sette vp a crosse of 
tree, and lielde hyin for a saynt, till the mayor and shreves, by 
eonimanndement of the kynge and bissliops, destroyed it, and 
made there a donghyll. Also this same yere the shreves of 
London fette ontc of Saynt Wartyns the grannie, the sayntuaryc 
fyve personnes, whiehe afterward were restored ageyne to the 
Faw. Tom])., sayntnarye by the kynges Instyces. After Alberte, the thyrde 
Frederyk was chosen Emperonr. This Frederyk duke of 
0>tiyche was lojigc Emperonr, and differyd for to be crowned 
at Rome by cause of the seysme, but after that vnyon was bad, 
lie was crowned with Imperyal dyademe, with grete gloryc and 
trynmplic, of pope Nyeholas the fourth. This was a man 
pcsyble, quyetc and of synguler pacyenec, not hatyng the 
eliirehe: lie wedded the kyng of Portyngales doughtcr.

In this yere dame Elyauorc Cobliam, dncliesse of Gloncetre, 
was nrestyd for eertayne poyntes of treasonne leyd ageyn her; 
whernpon she was examyued in saynt Stevens cha])el at AVcst- 
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mynstrc byfore tIuircli<*l>i^slio[) of Cmintcrbury, and thcr slic 
wascnioyncd to open pcnnunce, for to goo t burgh Cliepe, heryngc 
a taper in her lioi'.de, and after to perpetual prison in to (lie 
He of Man, vndcr the kopyngc of sir Thomas Stanley. Also 
that same tynic was arestyd mayster Thomas Soutliwcl, a clianon 
of Wcstmynstre, mayster lolm Hum, a eliappellayn of the sayd 
halves, mayster Kogyer Bolyngbroke, a Clerk vsyngo nvgro- 
niancye, and one Margery Iurdeinavn, eallyd the wytcho of 
Bye, besyde Westinynstre. These were arestyd as for beyng of 
counscyll with the sayd duchessc of Gloucetre. And as for 
mayster Thomas Soutliwcl, he deyde in the touro the nyglit 
before lie shold have be reyned on the mornc. For soo he 
sayd hym self, that lie shold dye in his bedde, and not by 
Instyec. And in the yore twenty mayster Iohan Hum and 
mayster Kogycr Bolyngbroke were brought to the guydhalle 
in London, and ther by fore the mayor, the lordcs, and eliyef 
Instyec of Englond were my tied and dampned to be drawee, 
hanged, and tpiartrcd ; but maystre John 1 1 um had his ehartre 
and was pardoned by the kynge ; but mayster Bogyer was 
dr awen to Tvburne, where he confessyd that he deyde gyltles, 
and never had trcspaccd in that he deyd fore. Notwithstand- 
yng he was hanged, boded and quart red ; on wlios soulc God 
have mercy. And Margery limlemaync was brent c in Smyth- 
fold. Also this ycrc the lord Talbotte had leyde syege to 
Dyepe, but the Dolphyn rcseowed it, and wan the bastyle that 
Englysshmcn had made. Also this ycre was a greete effraye 
in Fletostrcte by nyghtes tynie, hytwcnc men of Courtc and men 
of London, and dyversc men slayne and somnie liurtc; and one 
I Ierbotcl was chyef cause of the mysgovernaunce and effrayc. 
Also this ycre, at the ehcsyng of the mayor of London, the 
comons named Robert Clopton and Rawlyn llolond, Taylour. 
And the Aldermen toke Robert Clopton Sc brought hym at the 
ryglit liomlc of the mayor, as the custommc is. And thenne 
eertcyne tayllonrs and haiidc crafty men eryed, “ nay, nave, 
not this man, but Rawlyn Holondc:” whcrforc the mayor 
that was Padysley sente tho that eryed to Newgate, where they 
abode a gretc while, and were punysshed. In this ycre were 
dyversc ainbassadours sente in to Guyan for a maryage foi 
the kynge for the cries dough ter of Armynak, wbielie was 
concluded, but h)- the mono of therlc of Suffolk it was lette 
& put a part. And after this the sayd erle of Suffolk wente 
oner the see in to Fratince, and there treated the maryage 
hytwcnc the kynge of Englond and Margarete, the kynges 
doughter of Secylc and ol' Icrusalom, And the next ycre 
it was concluded fully that maryage, hy whielie maryage the 
kynge shold delyvcr to her fader the Dttehye of Angeo and 
the Erldomc of Maync, whiche was the keye of Norinandye. 
Tlicnnc departed the Erie of Suffolk with his wyf and dyversc 
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Ionics and knyghtcs, in tlio inoost ryal astute (l'at niyghte be, 
onto of Englonde, with no wo chares and pa I fray os, whiclie 
wento thiirgh Cliepe, and soo wonteover the see, and resseyved 
her, and .sy ill brought her in the Lento after to Hampton, where 
she landed, and was ryally resseyved. And on Candelniassc 
even bylbre, by a greete teinpestc of thornier and lyghtnyng at 
after none, Paulus steple was sette a fyre on the inyddes of 
the shaft in the tymbre, whiclie was quenchyd by force of 
laboure, and spccinlly by the labonre of the morowc masse 
preesto of the Bo we in Chepe, whiclie was thought inpossyblc, 
said' only the grace of God. This ycre was the eric of Stafford 
made and create Duke of Bokyngham ; the Erie of Warwyek, 
Duk of Warwyek ; therle of Dorsete, inarquys of Dorsete ; and 
the eric of Suffolk was made inarquys of Suffolk. 


Capitulum 2,'>. 

In tins yere kyng Harry maryed at Southwerke queue 
Margrete ; And she cam to London the eyghtenth day of Maye; 
And by the wayc alle (he lordes of Englonde resseyved her 
worshipl'ully in dyverse places, and in especial the due of Glou- 
cctrc. And on Blackheth the mayer, Aldermen, and alle the 
craftes, in blcwe gownes browdred with the devyse of his 
crafte that they myglit be byknowen, mette wytli her with 
reede hoodes, and brought her to London, where were dyverse 
pagentis and eonntenaunces of dyverse historyes shewyd in 
dyverse places of the cyte ryally and costlewe. And the 
thyrttyest daye of Maye the sayd queue was crowned at West- 
mynstre. And there was Iustys thre dayes dnryng within the' 
sayntuarye to fore thabbay. This yeix; the pryour of Kyl- 
mayn appcled therle of Urmond of treasonne, whiclie haddc a 
day assygned to them for to fyghte in Smytlifeld, and the 
lystys were made and feelde dressyd. But whanne it cam to 
poyut the kynge commaunded that they shold not fyghte, but 
toke the quarels in to his owne honde ; and this was doone at 
the instauuce and labour of certayne prechours & doctours of 
London, as mayster Gylbert Worthyngtou, parson of saynt 
Andrews in Ilolborne and other. Also this yere cam a grete 
anibassate in to Englonde oute of Fraunce, for to have con- 
cluded a perpetuol pees; but in conclusion it torned vnto a 
ssIj’ iemp * triews of a yere. Aboute this tyme deyde saynt Bernardyn, a 
gray frere, whiche begaime the newe reformacion of that ordre 
in many places, in so moelie that they that were reformed ben 
callyd observances, whiclie observauntes ben encreaeed gretely 
in Italye and in Almayne. "This Bernardyn was canonyscd by 
pope INycholas the fyfthe, in the yere thousand foure c. and 
iyfty. loliannes de Capestrano was his disciple, whiclie 
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proullyted lnoche to the reformacion of that ordre, for t'asc. Temp., 
wliome God shewed m;iny myrnclos also. 1 1 ere is to he ss '*• 
noted that from this tytne forward kyng Harry never proullylod 
n<* wente forward, hut fortune bognnno to tourne from hyin on 
all sydes, ns well in Frau nee, Not inandye, Guvnn, as in Eng- 
iondc. Somme men liolde ojjpynyon that kyng Hairy gal 
eojnmyssion plenerly lo sire Edward Ilulle, Syrc Robert Roos, 

(lie dene of snynt Scuoryns A other, to conclude a maryage for 
hyin with tlierle of Armynaks suster, whiche was promysed as 
it was snyd and concluded. Rut afterward it was broken ; for 
by the incite of the marquys of Suil’olke it was broken, and he 
wedded Queue Margrete as afore is said, whiche was a dere 
maryage* for the royainme of Englonde. For it is knowen 
vervly that for to haue her was delyverd the ducliye of Angeo, 
and the crldout of Maync which was the keye of Normandy for 
the Frensshmen tentre. And above this the snyd manpiys of 
Suffolkc nxyd in playne parlement a fyf tenth and an half for to 
fetchc lier oute of Fraunct*. Eo what a maryage was this as to 
the comparysone of that other maryage of Avmynivk ! For thcr 
sholde have hen delyv erd so many castels and townes in Guyan, 
and so nioelie good sholde have hen yoven with her that all 
Englond shold have hen therhy enryehed ; hut eontraryc vvyse 
fylle. Wherforc every grete prynce ought to kepc his 
promyse. For because of hrekyng of this promyse, and for 
maryage of (|ucne Margrete, what losse hath haddc the Roy- 
amme of Euglond, by losyng of Normandyc and Gnyan, by 
dyvysion in the royame, the rehellyng of comous .ayenst theyr 
pryncc and lordes, what dyvysyon among the lordes, what 
niurdrc & slevng of them, what feldes fonghten & made ! Jn 
conclusion that many a man hath lost his lyf, the kyng de- 
posed, the queue with her sonc faync to flee into Scotland, and 
from thens into Frauuce, and so to Lorayn, the plnee that she 
cam first fro. Many men dome that the hrekyng of the kynges 
promyse to the suster of tileries of Armynaek was cause of 
this grete losse and adversyte. 


Capitulum 24. 

In the yore xxv. of kynge Harry was a parlement at Bury, 
callyd saynt Edmondesburye, aboute whiche was commanded 
alle the oomyns of the contre to hco there in theyr most defen- 
sable a rave lor to awayto vpon the kyng. To whiche parle- 
ment earn the due of Gloueetre, Ilunfreye, tlie kynges vnclc 
whiche hadd ben protcctom* of Englonde alle the nonage of 
the kyng. And anonc after he was in his lodgyng, he was 
arestyd by the vysecountc Bemoud, the conestahlc of Englonde, 
wliome acconipanycd the Due of Bokyngham and many other 
lordes. And forthwith alle his servauntes were comauuded 
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for to departo fro hym, and two & thyrtty of the chycef of 
licm wore also a rest yd and sente to dyverse prysons. And v. 
or vj. dayes after this sayd arest tiie sayd duke was deede, on 
wlioos sowle God have mercy ; lint how he deyde and in what 
manerc the eertaynte is not to me knowen. Somme sayde he 
deyde for sorowe ; somme sayde lie was nnirthred hytwcnc 
two fetherheddes ; other sayd than an liote spvt was puttc in 
his fundament: Imt how he deyde God knoweth, to wliome is 
no thyng hydde. And tliennc whanne he was soo deed, he was 
lord open that al man in y "lit see hym. And so both lordes 
and knyghtes of the sliyrcs with bourgeyscs earn & sawc hym 
lye deede, but wounde lie token eoude they not perseyvo how 
he deyde. Mere may men marke what this world is. 'This 
duk was a noble man and a grete elerke, and hadde worshipfully 
ruled this Kovanime to the kynges behoof, and never conde be 
founde fawte with hytn : but envyc of them that were gover- 
liours, and hadde promysed to delyver the Diiehjc of Angeo 
& the Erldouio of Mayn, caused the destruction of this noble 
man. For they drad hym that lie woldc have enpesshyd that 
delyveraunee. And after they sente his body to saynt Albons 
with eertayne lvghtes for to be buryed. And soo Syrc Gervays 
of Clyfton hadde the charge to conveye the corps, and soo it 
was buryed at saynt Albons in thabbay. And fyve personcs of 
his koushold were sent to London, and tlier were rayned and 
iuged to be drawen, hanged, and quartred, of wliome the 
names were Syre Rogyer Chamberlaync, kuyght, and Myddclton, 
Squyer ; Herbard, a sqnycr ; Arthur, a squyer, and llychard 
Ncdham : whiehe fyve person ucs were drawen from the Tour of 
London thuvgh Chcpc vnto Tibnrne, and there hanged and lcte 
domic quyck, and thenne strypt for to have ben licded and 
quartred. And thenne the marquys of Suffolk shewyd thcr for 
them the kynges pardon vnder his grete seal ; and soo they weie 
pnrdonncd of the remcnaunt of the cxecueion, and had tlieyr 
lyves ; And soo they were brought agcync to London, and after 
frely delyverd. Thus beganne the trouble in Englond for the 
doth of this noble duke. Allc the comons of the royamme 
beganne for to imirmnre, and were not content. After that 
pope Eugenyc was deed, Nycholas the fyfth was electc pope. 
This Nycliolas was chosen for Eugenyc yet havyng the scisme, 
Notwithstondyng lie gate the obcdyence of all cristen rov- 
ammes. For after he was electe and sacred pope, eertayne 
lordes of Frauncc and of Englond weerc sente in to Savoyc to 
pope Felyx for to entreate hym to ccsse of the papacye. And 
by the speeyall' labour of the bissliop of Norwyche, and the 
lord of saynt lolinns, lie cessyd the second ycrc after that 
Nycholas was sacred ; and the sayd Felyx was made legato 
of Frauncc and eardynal of Savoyc, and resygned the hoolc 
papacye to, and after lyved a liooly lyf, and deyd an hooly 
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man. And, as it is sayd, God shcwyd myracles for hym. ivc. Tcui|)., 

'Phis was I ho thru and twentycste scysnic hytwenc Fugenye and s<J:l - 

Felyx, and dared sixtcue yore. The* cause was this: (he gone- 

ralle comiseylle of lhisylle deposed Fugenye, whiolio was only 

pope and induhytate, lor as nioehc as lie* observed not and 

kept (lie decrees and , statutes of (lie counse^lle of Counstance, 

aS it is sayd, nether lie rought not to gyve obcdycnce to that 

general eounseyll ; wlierof roose a greet o altercacion ainonge 

wrytars of this mater pro and contra, wliiche can not acorde 

vnlo this day. One part ye scyth that the eonnseyHe is above 

the pope; that other party sayth Nay, blit the pope is above 

the eounseyll. God blcssyd above alio thynges gyve and sonde 

his pees in hooly chirche, spouse of Cryst. Amen. This 

Nycholas was of lenc, coinen of lowe byrtli, a doelour of 

dyvynyte, an actyf man; lie reedefyed many places that wore 

broken and rnynous, and dyde do make a grete wallo abonte 

the palavs, and npule the walle newt* abonte Rome for drede of 

the Turkes. And (lie pople wondred of t ho ecesyngc and 

resygnynge of Felyx to hym, consyderyd that lie was a man of 

so lowe byrthc, and that other was of afl’ynyte to allc the 

moost part of Crysten prynecs; wlierof there was a verse pub- 

lysshed in Rome in this manor: Lux fulsit mutido; cessyd 

Felyx Nycholao. 


Capital inn 24. 

In the yere of kyng Harry xxvij., beynge trewes bytwene 
Frmniec and Fnglond, a knyglil of the Rnglysshe partye named 
Sir Frauneeys Aragonys toko a towno of Normandy named 
Fogycrs, ngeynst the trewes, of wliiche takynge hyganne moelic 
sorowc and losse. For this was the occasion by wliiche the 
Frenssho men gate all Normandy. This ycre a sipiyor of 
Knglond named Chalons dyde armes with a knyglil of Fraunce 
named Syrc Lowys de lhiycl to fore the Frenssho kyngc, and 
ramie the Frenssho knyght tlnirgh with a spore, and slewc liytu 
in the felde. 

In the yere xxviij. was a parlement lioldcn at Weslmynstrc, 
and from thennes adiourned to the black Frerys at London, and 
after Crystemasse to YVestmynstrc ageync. And this same yere 
.Robert of Cane, a man of the west contre, with a fewc ships 
toke an hole flotc of shippes eomynge onto of the baye laden 
with salt, wliiche shippes were of L’rnys, Flmimlrys, 1 Inland, 
and Zelaud, and brought hem to Hampton. Whcrfor the mar- 
channtis of Fngloml beynge in Flamulres were arestyd in IJrugys, 
I pro, and other places, and myglit not be dclyvered nor tlieyr 
dettys dyscharged till tlu'y had made ajioyntemcnt for to payc 
for the amendes and liurtes of tho shippes, which was payd by 
the niarchauutcs of the staple every peny. And in lyke wyse 
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the marchaimto.s and godes beyng in Danske were also arcstyd 
and made grete aincndes. 'Phis same yere tlie Frcnsshmcn in 
a moniyiige toko by a trayne the tonne of Pountal arehe, and 
therynne the lord Kaweoubrydge was taken |)i*vsonner. And 
after that in Deeeinbro Roan was taken and lost, heyng therynne 
the due of" Somcrscte, Edmund tlierle of Shrewsbury, whiche by 
appoyntement left pledgys, and lost all Normandye, and cam 
home. And dnryng the sayd parlcment the dnek of Suffolk 
was arcstyd and sente in to the Tour, and thcr was a inonethe, 
and after the kyng dyd doo fetchc hym oute. For whiche 
cause alio the comyns of Englond were in a grete rumour, what 
for the delyveraunce of Angco and Mayn, and after for losyngo 
of al Normandye, and in especial for the detli of the good duke 
of Gloucetre, in soo moche that in somme places men gad red to 
geders and made hem capytaynes, as Jtleweberd and other, 
whiche were resysted and taken, and had iustycc and deyd. 
And thenne the sayd parlcment was adjourned to Leycetre. And 
tliider the kyng brought with hym the duke of Suifolke. And 
whanne the comon hows vnderstode that, lie was oute of the 
Tour and comon theder, they desyred to have cxecueion on 
them that were cause of the delyveraunce of Normandy, and had 
ben cause of the detli of the due of Gloucetre, and had soldo 
Gascoyne and Guyan ; of whiche they named to begylty the due 
of Suffolk as cliycf, the lord Saye; the Bisshop of Saslebury, 
Danycl, and many moo. And for to pease the comons, the duck 
of Suifolke was cxyled oute of Englond fyve yere. And soo 
duryngc the parlcment he wente into Norfolke, and there toke 
shippyng for to goo onto of the royame in to Fraunce, And this 
yere as he sayled on the sec a sliippc of warre callyd the 
Nycholas of ToAvr mette with his ship, and fonde hym therm ; 
whome they toke oute and brought hym into theyr shippe to 
fore the mayster and capytayns. And ther he was examyned, 
and atte last iuged to the detli. And so they putte hym in a 
cabon, and his chappellayne for to shryve hym. And that done 
they brought hym in to Dover roodc, and there sette hym in to 
the boot, and there smote of his lieede, and brought the bodye 
a loude vpon the sondes, and sette the lieede tlierby. And 
this ivas done the fyrst day of Maye. Loo Avhat avayleth hym 
now this delyveraunce of Normandye. And here ye may see 
how he Avas rcAvarded for the detli of the duck of Gloucetre. 
Thus beganne soi’oavc vppon sorowe, and detli for deth.

Fuse. Temp-. This yere of our Lord a thousand four honderd & fyfty Avas 

89 a * the grete grace of the lubilee at Rome, Avhere Avas greete 
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pardonne, in soo inoclie that from allc places of Crystendome 
gretc multitude of pople resorted thedcr. This yore Syrc 
Thomas Cryoll was overthrowen at Fcrmygny, and many 
Englyssheihen slnyne and taken prysonners. This same yere 
was a gvete assemblyng and gadcryng togeder of the comons 
of Kcnte in greet e nombr<>, and made an insurrection and 
rcbellyd ageynste the kynge and his lawes, and ordoyned hem 
a capytayne eallyd Iohan Cade, an Irysshe man, whieho named 
hym self iMortymer, cosyn to t he dueke of Yorke. And this 
capytayne helde these men togeder and made ordenaunees 
among them, & brought hem to Blaekheth, where he made a 
hylic of petycions to the kyng and hys eonnseyll, and shewyd 
what inyuryes and oppressions the poure comyns suflryd, and 
allc vnder coloure for to come to his aboue. And he had a 
gretc multitude of peple. And the sevententh clay of Iuvn the 
kyngc with many lordes, Capytavns, and men of warre wente 
toAvarde hym to the Blaekheth. And whan the captayne of 
lventc vnderstode the comyng of the kynge with so greto a 
pnyssaunce, lie withdrewc hytn with his peple to Scvenok, a 
lytil vvllagc. And xxviij. clave of Iuyn, beyngc withdrawen 
and goon, the kynge cam with his armyc sette in ordre and 
enbatayllcd to the Blaekheth, and by advys of his eonnseyll 
sente sir Umfrcy Stafford knyglit, aud William Stafford Scpiyer, 
two valyannt capytains, with certayne peple to fight with the 
capytayne and to take hytn, and bryngc hym and his acees- 
saryes to the kynge; whiche wente to Scvenok, and there the* 
capytayne with his fclauship rnette with hem, and fought 
ayenst hem, and in conclusion slcwe them bothe and as many 
•as abode and woldc not yelde hem nor flee. Duryng these 
scarmuehe fyll a gretc varya unce among the lordes men and 
eomyn jicplc beyng on Blaekheth ageynst theyr lordes and 
eapvtayns, sayng playnly that they wolde goo to the capytayne 
of Kcnte to assyste and hclpc hym, but yf they myghte have 
cxecncion on the tray tours beyng abouto the kyng: wherto the 
kyng sayd nay. And they sayd plavnlv that tlie lord Save 
tresorer of Englond, the Bisshop of Salvsbmy, tlie abbot of 
Cdoucctre, Danyel and Trevyl van, and many moo were traytours, 
and worthy to be dec! ; wherfor for to plcse the lordes meyne, 
and also somme of the kvngcs hows, the lord Saye was a rest yd 
and sente to tlie Tome of London. And thenne the kt ngo 
herynge tydynges of the dethe and overt hroAvynge of the 
Staffords withdrewc hym to London, and fro thennes to Kyllvng- 
Avorth ; for the kyng nc the lordes durste not trnste theyr oavuc 
honshol'd meyne. 'fhenne after that the capytayne had hadde 
this victorvc vpon tlie Staffordcs, anone he toke sire Umfrayes 
salade and his hrygautyns smyten fill of gylt naylcs, and also 
his gylt spores, and arayed hym lvke a lord and a capytayne, 
and resorted Avith al liis meyne, and also mo than he had to 
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foro, to the Blackhcth agcyne, to whorne cam tlmrchebisshop 
of Gftunterbury and the duck of Bokynghmn to the Blackefh, 
and spake with hym. As it was sayde they fondc hym wytty 
in ii is tnlkyng and his recpioslys, and so they departed. And 
the thyrdde day of luyll lie cam and entryd in to Loudon with 
alle his pcple, and there dyde make cryes in the kynges name 
and his that no man sliold rohbe lie take noo mannes good, but yf 
he payd for it, and earn rydynge thurgh t lie eyte in gretc pry do, 
and smote his swerde vpon London stone in Canwyck strete ; and 
lie beyng in the eyte sente to the Tour for to have the lord Sayc, 
and soo they sette liym and brought hym to the Guyldhallc 
before the mayor and Aldermen, where he was examyned, and 
he sayd lie wold and ought to be iugod by his pores. And 
the comons of Kent toke liym bv force from the mayer and 
oflycers that kept liym, and toke hym to a pryeste to sliryve 
hym. And cr he myght be half shryven they brought hym 
to the standard in Chepe, and there smote of his hede ; on 
wlioos sonic God have mercy, Amen. 'And thus deyde the 
lord Sayc, tresorer of Engloiul. After this they sette his heede 
on a spore, and bare it aboutc in the eyte. And the same day 
at JMyle ende Crowmcr was byheded. And the same day 
by fore at after none the capytayne with ccrlaync of his 
untrue wente to Phelyp Malpas hows, and robbyd hym, and 
toke away moehe goode. And fro thennes lie wente to saynt 
Margretc patyns to one Gherstys hows, and robbyd hym also. 
At which robbyng dyvercc men of London of theyr neighbours 
were at it, and toke part with tlieym. For this robbyng the 
peples hertes fyll from hym, and every thryfty man was aford 
ibr io be servyd in lyke wy.se. For tlier was many a man in 
London that away ted and wolde feync have seen a comyu 
robberye, whiche God forbede. For it is to suppose yf he 
hadde not robbed lie myglit have gon for er lie bad bee witli- 
stonde. For the kvng and alle the lordes of the Pqyame 
were departed, exeepte the lord Seales, that kcple the Toure. 
And the fyftlie day of luyll lie dyde do smyte of a mans 
ln'(»do in Sonthwerke. And the nyght after, the mayre of 
London, the aldermen, and the comons of the eyte, concluded 
to drvve awey the capytayne and his liooste, and scute to the 
lord Scales, to the Tour, and to Mathew Gogh, a capytayne of 
Normandy o, that they wolde that nyglite assayle the capytayne 
with them of Kcntc. And so they dyde, and cam to London 
brydge in to Sonthwerke, er the Capytayne had ony knowlege 
tlierof. And they fought with them that keptc the brydge. 
And the Kenty^sbmeii wente to harnoys, and earn to the 
brydge, and shot and fought, with hem, and gate the brydge, 
and made them of London to flee, and slowe many of hem. 
And this endured all the nyght to and fro tyll nync of the 
clock on the morne. And atte laste they brent the drawe- 
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brydge, wlioie many of thorn of London were dronned. In 
whiclie nyght Sutton an alderman was si ay no, llogyer Bev- 
sannt, and Mathew Gogh, and many other. And after this the 
ehanncelor of Knglond sente to the capytaync a pardono 
general for him, and another for alle his meyne. And thenne 
they departed from Sonthworke, every man home to li is hows. 
Add wlianne they wore, al departed and goone tlior were pro- 
elantaeionos made in Kcnte, Southsex, and in other places, that 
what man eomlo take the capylayne, qnyek or deede, should 
have a thousaude marck. And sifter this, one Alysamuler 
Id<>n, sipiyer of Kentc, toke hym in a gardyn in Southsex, and 
in the ttikynge the eapytaync lohan Cade wsis slayuo, and after 
hyhod(*d, and his heede sette on London brydge. And anone 
after thenne the kyng cam in to Kente, ami dyde his iustyees 
sytte at Caunterhury and emptyre wlio wore aeccssaryes and 
chyef oiiusc of this insurrection. And ther were oyghl men 
ingod to doth in one day, and in other places moo. And fro 
thennes the kyng wenle in to Southsex, and in to the woste 
countre, where a lytcll hylbre was slayne the bi.sshop of Sali s- 
bury. And this same yere were so many iuged to deth that 
thre and twenty hed(*s stode on London bridge at! ones. 


Cupitulum 27. 

In the yere thyrtty the duck of York cam oute of the march 
of Wales with thcrle of Dcvenshyre and Ihc lord Cobham with 
grete puyssannee, for reformacion of certayne iuiuryes and 
wronges, and also to have iustycc on certayne lordes beyngc 
abonte the kyng, and toke a felde at Brcntheth besyde Dcrtford 
in Kent, whiclie was a stronge. felde ; for whiclie cause the kyng 
with alle the lordes of the lande went vnto the Blaekhcth with 
a grete multitude of peplc armed and ordeyned for the warre 
in the best wyse. And wlianne they had musteryd on the 
Blaekhcth, certayne lordes were sente to hym for to treate and 
make appoyntement with hym, whiclie were the Bisshop of 
Ely and the Bisshop of Wynehestre, and the erics of Salysbury 
and ofWarwyk. And they concluded that the duck of Somer- 
sete sholde be hadde to ward, and to answere to suclic artycles as 
the duk of York sholde putte to hym, And thenne the due of 
York shold broke, his felde and come to the kyng, whiclie was 
all promysed by the kyng. And soo the kyng eommaunded 
that the duke of Soniersetc sholde be had in warde. And 
thenne the duck of York brake vp his felde, and cam to the 
kynge ; and wlianne lie was come, contrary to the promvse a 
fore made, the duke of Somcrsete was preseute in the felde 
awaytyng and chyef aboute the kyng, and made the duke of 
York ryde tofore as a prysoner thurgli London, and after they 
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wolde have put te hym in holde, but a noyse aroos that the 
eric of Marche his sonne was comyngc with ten thou.sandc men 
to London warde, wherof the kyngc and his connseyl fered, 
and thcnne concluded that the tine of Yorke sholde depnrtc at 
his wyl. About this tynie hyganne greete dyvysyon in Spruse 
hytwenc the gretc mays! re and t lie knyghtes of the Duehe 
ordre, Avhiche were lordes of that eonntre. For the conions 
and townes rchcllyd ageynslc the lordes, and made so gretc 
warre that, at last they callyd the kyngc of Pole to he thcyr 
lord, whiche earn and was receyvyd, and laydo syege to the 
castel of Maryenburgh, Avhiche was the chycf castel and 
stiength of alle the loud, and wanne it, and droofc onto the 
mayster of Danske, and alle other places of that load. And so 
they that had ben lordes many yeres lost all thcyr seygnorye 
and possessions in tho landes. 

In the yere of oure Ionic a thousand four honderd and (lire 
and fyfty, the cyte of Constant vnoplc, themperyal cytc of 
Grcce, was taken by the Tnrke, the Emperour slayne, and in- 
numerable Crysten peplc destroyed and put in captyvyte; by 
whiche pry sc Crysten feyth perysshed in Grece, and the Tnrke 
enhaunccd gretely in pryde. And the yere of our lord a 
thousand four honderd and tlire and fyfty, on saynt Edward es 
day, the queue Margaret was delyverd of a layre prynce, 
whiche was named Edward. That same day Iohan Norman 
was chosen for to be mayer of London. And the day that he 
shold take his otlie at Wcstmynstrc, he went thyder by water 
with alle the craftes ; where afore tyme, the mayer, aldermen 
and al the craftes rode a horsback, whiche was never vsyd 
after. For syn that tyme they have ever goone by water in 
barges. Ye have wel vnderstande toforc how that, contrarye 
to the promyseof the kyngc and the duke of York at ilrentheth, 
the duke of Somersete Avente not to ward, but abode about the 
kyng, and hadde grete rewle, and was made capytaync of 
Calays, and rewlyd the kyngc and the royamme as he wolde ; 
wherfore the grete ' lordes of the royamme and also the 
comons were not plesyd ; for whiche cause the duke of York, 
the Erics of Wanvyck and of Salysbury, with many knyghtes 
and squyers and mocli pepie, cam for to remove the sayd 
duke of Somersete and other fro the kynge. And the kyngc, 
horyng of thcyr comyng, thought by his connseylle for to 
have gone westward, and not for to mete with hem. And 
hadde with hym the Duke of Somersete, the Dnekc Bokyng- 
ham, the erle of Stafford, therle of Northumbcrlond, the lord 
Clvfford, and many other. And what tyme that, the Dnk of 
York and his felawship vnderstode that the kynge was de- 
parted with these sayd lordes from London, anone lie 
chaunged his Avey, and costed the conntrcy, & cam to saynt 
Alhons the tlire and twentyest daye of Maye, and tlier mettc 
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with the kyng ; to whome the kyng sente eertayne lovdes and 

desyred hem to kepe tlie pecs and departe; but in conclusion, 

whiles they treated on that one syde, llierlc of Warwik with 

the Marche men and other entrid the tonne on that other, and 

fought, a gey list the kyng and his partyc, and soo byganne the 

bataylle and fyghtyng, whiehe endured a good wliyle; but in 

conclusion the duck of York obteyned and had the vyctoryc of 

that Ionrneye. In whiehe was slaync the duke of Somersete, 

tlierlc of Northuinbcrlond, the lord Clifford, and many knvghtes 

and sqnyers, and many moo hurt. And on the morne after 

they brought the kyng in grete astate to London, whiehe was 

lodged iu the bissbops palays of London. And anon after was 

a grete parlament. In whiehe parlement the duke of York was 

made protect on r of Englond, And tlierlc of Wnnvik Capy- 

tayne of Calays, And tlierle of Salysbury chaunceler of Eng- 

iond, and alle suclie personnes as had the rewlc to fore aboute 

the kynge were sette apart, and myght not rewle as they dyde 

to fore. In this ye re doyde iiopc Nyeholas the fyftlie, and after D'se. Tcuip. 

hym was Calyxte the thyrdde. This Calyxte was a Catalano, 

<£ an old man whanne he was chosen, and eontimielly soke ; 
wherfor lie inyglite not perforinc his zele and desyre that lie 
had ageynste thoTurkes eonccyved ; and the cause of lettynge 
therof was his age and sekenesse. This Calyxte institued and 
ordeyned the feste of the Tra ns fygn raci on of our Lord to he 
lialowed on saint Sixtcs day in August, by cause of the grete 
vyctorye that they of Hungary bad ageynste the Turkes that 
same day : lie was clioseu pope the yere of our Lord thousand 
four hoiulerd and fyve & fyfty, And deyde the yere thousand 
four hoiulerd and cyglit and fifty, that, same day that he 
ordeyned the feste of the Transfyguracion to be halowed. In 
this yere fyll a grete affraye in Loudon ageynst the Lombardos. 

The cause bygan bycausc a yong man tokc a daggar from a 
Lombard and brake it; wherfor the yong man on the morn was 
sente for to eomc to fore the mayor and aldermen ; and there, 
for the ofle nee, he was eommytted to warde. And thenne the 
mayor departed from the Gyldhalle fortogoo home to his dyner, 
but in Cliepe the yonge men of the mercerye, for the most parte 
prentyses, helde the mayor and slireves styll in Cliepe, and 
wold not snffre hym to departe vnto the tyme that theyr felaw, 
whiehe was eommytted to warde, were delvverd ; and soo by 
force they reseowed theyr felawe from prysonne, and that done 
the mover and sbrevys departed, and the prysoner delyverd, 
which yf he had be put to prvson bad ben in ieopardy of his 
lyf, & thus beganne a rumour in the cyte ageynst the Lom- 
bardos; and the same evetung the liandcrafty peple of the 
tonne aroos, and ramie to the Lombardos bowses, and despoyllcd 
and robbed dyverse of liein : wherfor the mayor and aldermen 
cam with the honest people of the tonne, and droof them tl'.ens, 
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and sente sonnne of them that had stolon to Newgate. And 
the yong man that was rescowed by his felaws sawe this grete 
rumour, affrayc and robberye ensiewed of his fyrst mevyng to 
the Lombard, departed and went to Westmynstrc to sayntuarye, 
or cllys it had costed hym his lyf. For anonc after cam donnc 
one Oyer dctermync, for to doo instyce on idle tliem tliat soo 
rebellyd in the cyte ageynst the Lombardos ; on which satte 
with the mayor, that tyme William Marowe, the duke of 
Bokyngham and many other iordes for to see the execution 
done. But the comyns of the cyte secrctely made them redy, 
and dyde armc them in tlicyr bowses, and were in purpose for 
to have rongen the comyn belle, wliiche is named Bowe belle. 
But they were lotto by sad men : wliiche cam to the knowleche 
of the ducke of Bokyngham and other Iordes, and incontyncnt 
they aroos, for they durste noo longer abyde. For they doubted 
that the hoole cyte wolde have aryson ageynste them. But 
yet ncvcrthelcs, two or thre of the cyte were iuged to doth 
for this robbery, and were hanged at' Tyburne. And anone 
after the kynge, the Quene, and other Iordes rode to Coventre, 
and withdrewe hem from London for these causes. And a 
lytel to fore the duke of Yorke was sente fore to Grcnewych, 
and there was dyschorged of the protcctourshippc, and my 
lord of Salysbury of his chauncelership. And after this they 
were sente fore by prevy seal for to come to Coven tre, where 
they were almoost decoy veil, and therle of Warwyck also, and 
sliold have ben destroyed yf they had not seen well to, &e. 


Capitulum 28. 

This yere were taken four grete fysshes bytwenc Eerethe 
and London : that one was callyd mors maryne, the second a 
swerd fysslie, the other tweyne were whales. In this yere, 
for ecrtaync cftVaycs done in the north countre bytwenc the 
lord Egrcmonil and therle of Salysburyes sones, the sayd lord 
Egremonde whom they had taken, was condempned in a grete 
soinmc of money to the sayd eric of Salysbury, and therfor 
commysed to prison in Newgate in London, where whanne he 
liadile ben a ccrtayne space, brake pryson, and thre prysoners 
with hym, and escaped, & went his way. Also this yere 
therle of Wavwyk and his wyf wente to Calays with a fayr 
felawship & toke possession of hys offyee. Aboutc this tyme 
was a grete reformation of many monasteryes of rclygyon in 
dyverse partyos of the world, wliiche were reformed after the 
fyrst institucion, and continued in many places. Also about 
this tyme the erafte of enpryntyng was fyrst foundc in 
Magouncc in Alinayne, wliiche erafte is nniltyplycd thurgh the 
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world in many places, & bookes bon had gretc chepc and in 
grcle nombrc l>y cause of (lie same craft. 

'I'his yore was a grete batayll in the marches bytwcnc Hongary '■' ast '- Temp., 
and Turkye at a place called Septegraile, where innumerable SJ ^ 
'J'urkcs were slayn, more by myraclc than by mannes bond. For 
only the hondc of God smote them ; Seint lohn of Capcstrano 
was there presente, it provoked the cristen peple, beyugthcnnc 
a-l'enl toponrsiewo the 'J'urkcs, where an infynyte multitude were 
slayn and destroyed : the Tnrkes sayd that a grctc nombrc of 
armed men folowcd them, that they were aferd to tournc ageync ; 
they were holy angels. This ycre the prysonners of Newgate 
in London brake theyr prysonne, and wente vpon the leedes, and 
fought ageynst them of the cyte, and kept the gate a long 
while; but atte last the tonne gate the prysonne on them, and 
than they were put in fethcrys and yrons, and were soore 
jmnysshed in cnsample of other. In this ycrc also was a grete 
ertluiuavc in Naples, in soo moche that there perysshod fourty 
thousand peple that sanke there in to thcrthc. Item, In the 
ycrc six and thyrtly saynt Osmond, somtyme bisshop of Sulys- 
bury, was canonysed at Borne by pope Calyxt ; And the 
sixtenthe dayc of Inyll he was translated at Salysbnry by the 
Avchebisshop of Cauntcrbnry and many other bisshops. And 
in August after, Syre Pyers de Brcscy, seneschal of Normandy, 
with the capitaync of Dcpc, and many other capylayncs and 
men of war, went to the see with a grctc navye, and cam in to 
(he downcs by nyght; and on the movnc erly byforc day they 
loaded, and cam to Sandwyche both by land and water, and 
tokc the townc and ryfled and dcspoillcd it, and tokc many 
prysoners, and left the tonne al bare, whiehe was a ryclie place 
and moche good therynne, and laddc with hem many rych 
prysoners. In this yerc in many places of Frau nee, Alnniyno, 
Flaundrcs, Ilolond, and Zclond, children gadred (hem by grete 
companyes for to goo on pylgremage to saynt Mychcls mount 
in Norman dye, whiehe cam fro fer contrcycs, wherof the pieplo 
mcrveylled, and many snpposyd that somme wycked spryte 
mevid them to soo doo : but it endured not longc by cause of 
the longc wav, and also for lack of vytayll as they wente. In 
this yore Baynold Pecok, liisshop of Chychestrc, was founden 
an herctyke, and the thyrrde day of December was ahiured at 
Lambhyth, in the presence of the Archebisshop of Cauntcrbnry 
and many Bisshops and doctours and lordes temporal!, and 
his bookes brente at Foul us crosse. Vc have horde to fore how 
ccrtayne lordes were slayne at saynt Albons, wherfore was 
alwey a grntche and wrath had by the eyres of them that were 
soo slayne ageynst the Duke of Yorke, the Fries of Warwyck 
and of Salysbnry, wherfor the kyng by thadvys of his eonnseylle 
sente for them to London. To whiehe place the Duke of York 
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cull) the s yx and twentycst day of Janyvcr with four lionderd 
men, and lodge at Baruardys cast cl in his ownc place. And 
the fyflenth day of lauyver cam therle of Salysbury with five 
lionderd men, and was lodged in therber in his ownc place. 
And llienne cam the dukes of Excetre and of Somcrsctc with 
eyght lionderd men, and lay withonte Totnpelbarre. And the 
Erie of Northumberland, the lordc Egremond, and the Lord 
Clyfford with fyftenc lionderd men, and lodged withonte touu. 
And the mayor that tyinc Gell'erey Bolevn kept grete watclie 
with the comyns of the eyte, and rode aboutc the cytc by 
Ilolburn and Flctostrcte with a fyve thousand men wcl armed 
and araycl lor to kepe the pees. And the fourteuth day of 
Fevercr therle ol‘ Wanvyck cam to London from Calays, wcl 
bescen and worshipfully, with six lionderd men in reede 
iaquctlys browdryd with a ragged staf bchynde and afore, 
and lie was lodged attc grey Ereres. And the sevententhe day 
of Marche the kyngc cam to London and the queue, and there 
was a concorde and pees made amonge- these lordes, and they 
were settc in. pecs. And on oure Lady day, the xxv. day of 
Marche a thousand four lionderd and eyght audfyfty, the kyng, 
queue, and all these lordes wculc on procession at Powlus in 
London ; and auonc after the kyngeand lordes departed. In this 
) r erc was a grete affray in Fletcstrete bytwenc men of court and 
men of the same slretc. In whiclie affray the queues attorney 
was slaync.

Also this same ycre, as the Eric of Wanvyk was at a eoun- 
scyll at West my list re, allc (he kynges lioushold meyny gadred 
them to geder lor to have slaync the sayd erle ; but 1 »y helpe of 
god and bis frcmlcs be rccoveryd his barge, and escaped tlicyr 
evyll enterprysc. llow wel the coqncs cam rennyngc outc with 
spyttes and pestcls ageynst hym. And the same day he roode 
toward Wanvyk, and sone after lie gate hym a conimyssion, 
and wente oucr see to Calays. Sone after this therle of Salys- 
bury, eomyng to London, was encountrid at Blorchcth with the 
lord Audcley, & moehc other peple ordeyned for to have dcs- 
tressid him ; but lie havyuge knowlechc that lie shold be mette 
with, was accompnnycd with his twoo sonnes, sir Thomas and 
Julian Neuyll, and a grcctc felawship of good men. And soo 
they mette and foughtc togeders, where therle of Salysbury 
wanne the fold. And the lord Audcley was slayn, and many 
gentill men of Chesshyre, and moehc pcplc hurtc. And therlcs 
twoo sonnes were liurte, and goynge homeward afterward they 
Tcu,,,., were taken, and had to Chcstrc by the qucncs meyne. After 
sat>- Calyxtc, Pius was pope, and was chosen this ycre 1458. And 

lie was callyd to fore Eneas, an eloquent man and a poctc 
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laureate. He was Ambassatour of the Emperonrs afore tyine, 
and lie wrote in the counseylle of Basylle a noble traytlye for 
thanctorytc of the same. 

Also iie canonysed saynt Katlieryne of Seuys. This pope 
ordeyned grete Indnlgcnees and pardonne to them that wolde 
go warre ageynsl the Turke, and wrote an epystle to the grete 
Turke, exortyngc liym to become Crysten. And in the cnde he 
ordeyned a passage ageynsl the Turke at Aukonc, wliiehc 
inoclie ]>eplc drewc out of all partycs of Crystcndome ; of 
whiche peple he sente many hoome ageync by cause they suf- 
fy.M'd not. And anone after lie deydc at the same place of. 
Anconc, the yero of our Lord a thousand four honderd and lvij., 
the xiiij. day of August. In the yore eyght and thyrtty of 
kyng Ilarry, the duke of Yorke, the Erics of War wye k and 
Salysbury, sawc tlm governauncc of the royamme stodc moost 
by- the queue and her counseylle, and how the grete prynccs of 
the londe were not cally'dto eonnseylle, but sette apartc ; & not 
oidy' soo, but that it was sayd thnrgh the royame that tho 
saydelordes shold be destroyed vtlerlv, as it openly was shewed 
atte Blorcheth by them that wold have slaync the Erie of 
Saleslmrye. Thenue they for savacion of theyr lvves, and also 
for the eomyu wcle of the royame, thought for to remedye 
thysc thynges, assemblyd them to gyder with moclic peple, and 
toke a fold in the West countray', to whiche the Erie of War- 
wyek cam from Calays with many of tbold soudyours, as Andrew 
Trollop and other, in whos wysedomes as for the wane he 
moclic trusted ; and whanne they were thus asscmblyd and 
made theyr fclde, the kyngc sente onto his comiuissyons and 
prevy' scalys vnto allc the lordcs of his royamme to come and 
awayte on hym in theyr moostc dcfensablc wysc ; and soo every 
man cam, in suclic wysc that the kyngc was stronger and 
hadde moclic more peple than the due of York and the Erics 
of Wnnvyck and Salysbury’. For it is here to be noted that 
emery lord in Englond at this tyme durst not dy'sobcy’ the queue. 
For she rcwlyd pcasybly all that was done aboutc the kyngc, 
which was a good syraplc and innocent man. And tlicnnc 
whanne the kyng was comen to the place where as they were, 
the duck of Yorke and his felawship had made theyr fold in 
the strengest wysc, and hadde purposed veryly to a by den and 
have foughten. But in the nyght Andrew Trollop and all the 
oldc Soudyours of C’alays, with a greetc fclawshippc, sodaynly 
departed onto of the dukes hooste, and wentc slraytc vnto the 
kynges fclde, where they were resseyved ioyo’usly. For they 
knewe the entente of the’ other lordcs, and also the manor of 
theyr feld. And thenne the duck of York with the other lordcs, 
scyngc them so decoy ved, toke a counseylle shortly in that 
same nyghte, and departed from the felde, levyngc bchyndc 
them the mooste part of theyr people to kepe the fclde till on 
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the mornc. Thcnnc the Duke of Yorkc with his sccondc 
sonne departed thurgh Walys toward Irlond, levynge his oldest 
sone, thcrle of Marche, with the Dries of Warwyck and of 
Salesburv, which, togeder with thre or foure personnel, roode 
strnyte in to Devenshyre, and there by helpc and Hyde of one 
Denham, a squyer, whichc gate for tliem a shippe, whiche coste 
cnlevon score noblys, & with the same shippe sailed i'ro thens 
in to Garneseyc, and there refresshvd them, and from thennes 
saylcd to Calays, where they were reeeyved in to the cast el by 
the postern er they of the tonne knewe of hit. And the dnk 
of Yorkc toke sliippynge in Wales, and sayled over in to Irlond, 
where he was well resseyved.

Tiiexni: kypgc llarry heynge with his hooste in the fclde, 
not knowyngc of this sodayne departyngc, on the morne fonde 
none in the ieldeof the sayde lordes, sente onto in all haste men 
to folowe and ponrsiewe after to take hem, but they mette not 
with them, as God wold; and thcnnc the lcyng wente to Lud- 
lowe, and dispoylled the castcl and the tonne, and sent the 
duohesse of York with her children to my lady of Bokyngham 
her suster, where she was keptc louge after. And forthwith 
the kynge ordeyned the due of Somersete capytayne of Calays. 
And these other lordes, soo departed as afore is sayd, were 
proclamcd rcbcllys and grete Iraytours. Thcnnc the duke of 
Somersete toke to hym a lie the soudyours that de])artcd fro 
the fclde, and made liym redy in alle haste to goo to Calys and 
take possession of his oft'yee. And whanne he cam he fonde 
the Erie of Wanvyck therin as capytayne, And tileries of 
Marche and Salysbury also. And thenne he loaded by Scales, 
and wente to Guy sues, and there he was resseyved. And it 
fortuned that somme of tho shippis that earn over with hym 
came in to Calays haven by theyr free wylle, for the shipmen 
ought more favoure to the Erie of Wanvyck than to the 
Duke of Somersete. 

In whiche shippes were taken dy verse men, as Ienyn Fynk- 
liyll, Iohan Felaw, Kaylles and Purser, whyehe were byheded 
sonc after in Calays. And after this dayly cam men over sec 
to thyse lordes to Calays, and bygnnnc to wexe stronger and 
stronger. And they borowed moche good good 1 of the staple. 
And on that other syde the due of Somersete beyng in Gnysnes 
gate people to hym, whiche cam oute and searmusshed with 
them of Calays, and they of Calays with them, whichc endured 
many dayos : duryng thus this dayly scarnmehynge, moche 
people dayly cam over vnto thyse lordes. Thcnnc on a tyine 
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by thadvys of counscyllc the Ionics at Calays sente over Maystcr 
Denham with a grete feluwship to Sandwyche, whiche toke 
t lie tonne, and therynne the lord Ilyvcrs and die lord Seales 
his sonne, and toke many shippes in the haven, and brought 
hem allc to Calays, with whiehc shippes many maron tiers of 
theyr free wyllc cam to Calays to serve the Eric of Warwyck. 
And after this the Erie of Warwyk by thadvys of the lordes 
toke allc his shippis and mannyd them wel, and sayled him 
self in to Irlond for to spoke with the duke of Yorke, and to 
take his advys how they sholde outre in to Englond ageyno.. 
And whanne he haddc ben there and done his erandcs, he rc- 
tourned ageyne toward Calays, and brought with hym his 
model - the Countesse of Salysbury. And corny ng in the west 
conntraye vpon the see. the duk of Excetro, admyral of Englond, 
beyng in the Grace a Dion accompanied with many shippes of 
warro, met with therlc of Warwyck and his flote, but they 
fought not. For the sulj^taunce of the peplo beynge with the 
duke of Excetro ought better wyll and more favour to therlc of 
Warwyck than to hym. And soo they departed and cam to 
Calays in saefte, blessyd be God. 

Tliennc the kynges counscyllc soyngc that these Ionics had 
goten these shippes from Sandwiehc to abyde and kepc the 
toune, and made one Mount ford eapytaync of the Touue, and 
that noo man no vytayllc nc marchaunt that sholde goo in to 
Flaundrcs sliold not goo to C'alys. Tliennc they of Calays 
soyngc this, made out maystcr Denham and many other to goo 
to Sandwiehc. And soo they dyde, and assaylled the toune by 
water and by laude, and gate it, and brought Mountford theyr 
Capytayno over sec to Ryscbauk, and there smote of his heede. 
And yet dayly men earn over to (hem onte of allc partyes of 
Englond.

And after this the soyd cries of Marche, Wnnvvkyand of 
Salysbury cam over soo to Dover with mocho pople, and there 
landed, to wlionic al the countray drewe, and cam to London 
armed. And for to late the lordes of the kynges counscyllc 
knowe theyr trouth, and also theyr entente, asscmblyd them 
and told them, that they entended no hanne vnto the kynges 
persoune, sauf that they wold puttc fro hym sncho persones as 
were aboute hym. And soo departed fro London with a grete 
puyssaunee toward Norhampton, where the kynge was acconi* 
pained with many lordes, and had made a strongc felde witli- 
oute the toun. And there both partyes met to, ami was foughten 
a grete bataylle. In which bat ay 11 were slayne the duck of 
Bokyngham, therlc of Sbrowesbmy, the vysecountc llcnmond, 
the lordo Egrcmond, and many knyghtes and Squycrs and other 
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also. And the kyng hym self taken in the feldc, and after- 
ward brought to London. And anono afterward was a parla- 
ment at West my list re, duryng wliiche parlainent the duck of 
York earn onto of Irlond with tlierle of Rutland, rydyng with a 
grclc fclawship in to the palays at West most re, and toke tlic 
kynges palays, and cam into the ])arlament chambre, and there 
toke the kynges place, and claymed the croune as his propre 
cnhcrytauncc and rvglit, and cast forth in wrytyng his tytle, 
and also how lie was ryght fill eyer; wherfore was moche to 
doo, but in conclusion it was appoyuted and concluded that 
kynge Harry sholde regne and be kyng dnryngc his naturel lyf, 
for as moche as he had ben so long kyng, and was possessed. 
And after his doth the duke of Yorke shold be kynge, and his 
eyres after hym, and forthwith shold be proclamed cyr appa- 
rannt, and sholde be also protectour and regente of Knglonde 
durynge the kynges lyf, with many other thynges ordeyned in 
the same parlament. And if kyng Harry duryng his lyf wente 
from this appoyntement, or ony artyAe concluded in the sayd 
pnrlement, he shold be deposed, & the duke sholde take the 
erowne and be kyng: all wliiche thynges were enacted by 
thanctoritc of the sayd parlament. At wliiche parlament the 
eomons of the royamme beyng assemblyd in the comon hows 
comcnynge and treatyng vpon the tytle of the sayd due of 
Yorke, sodaynly fyll downe the erowne wliiche henge thenne 
in the myddes of the sayd hows, wliiche is the fraytour of 
tluibbay of Westmynstre, wliiche was taken for a prodyge or 
token that the regne of kyng Harry was ended : and also the 
erowne wliiche stodc on the liyest tour of the stepel in the 
castel of Dover fyll donn this same ycre.

Tiienne for as mcchc as the queue with the pryncc was in 
tlic northe, and absented her from the kyng, and wokfc not 
obeye suche thynges as was concluded in the parlement, hit 
was ordeyned that the duck of York as protectour shold go 
norward for to brynge in the queue, and subdue suche as wold 
not obeye ; with whome wente the erle of Salisbury, Syre 
Thomas Nevylle his sonne, with moche peple. And at Wakefelde 
in Crystemasse weke they were alle overthrowen and slayn by 
the lordes of the quenes partye, that is to wete the duk of 
York slayn, tlierle of Rutland, Syre Thomas Ncvyll and many 
moo. Tlierle of Salisbury ivas taken a lyve, and other, as Iolian 
Ilarow of London, capytaync of the foote men, and Hanson 
of Hnlle, wliiche were brought to Pountfret, and there after 
byheded and tlieyr hedes sente to Yorke and sette vpon the 
yates. And thus was that noble ]irynce slaync the duke of 
Yorke. on whoos sowlc & on alle Cryslen sowles God have 
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mercy, Amen. And this tyme tlierle of Marche beyng in 
Shrcwesbury, heeryng the detli of‘ his fader, desyred insistence 
and nyde of the tonne for to avenge li is Aiders deth. And 
from thennes went to Walys, where at Candelmasse after he 
had a batayl at Mortemcrs crossc ageynst tileries of Ten- 
broke and of Wylshyrc, where the erle of Marche had the 
vyeforye. Thenne the quene with tho lordes of the north, 
after they had distressed and slnyne the duck of Yorkc and 
his .felauship, came southward with a grete multitude and 
puyssauncc of peple for to come to the kynge, and defete 
suelie conclusions as had ben taken byforc by the parlemeut. 
Ageynste whoos comynge the Duke of Norfolke, the erle of 
Warwycke, with uioche peple and or[dena]unee, wente vnto 
saynt Albons, and laddc kyng Harry with hem. And there 
cncountryd to geder in such wyse and foughte, that the duke 
of Norfolke and tlierle of Wanvyk with other of theyr partye 
fledde, and lost that iourneye ; where kynge Harry was taken, 
and wente with the quene and pry nee and his sonne, whicho 
tho had goten that felde. Thenne the quene and her partye 
beynge at theyr nbouc sente anone to London, whicho was on 
Assli Wednesday, the fyrste day of Lente, for vytaylle ; whiche 
the mayor ordeyned by thadvys of the aldermen that eertayne 
cartes laden with vytaylle shold be sente to saynt Albons to 
them, And wlianne the cartes cam to Crcpylgate, the comous of 
the eyte that kepte that gate toke the vytaylles from the cartes, 
and wold not sull’rc it to passe. Thenne were ther eertayne 
aldermen and comencrs appoynted to goo to Barnet for to spoke 
with the queues connseyllc, for to entreto that the northern 
men shold be sente home ageyne into theyr countraye ageyne. 
For the eyte of London dreddc soore to be robbed and de- 
spoylled, yf they had come. And thus duryng thys trayttye tyd- 
ynges cam that the Lrle of Wanvyk had mett with tlierle of 
Marche on Cotteswold comyng onto of Wales with many 
Wallshmen, and that they both were comyng to London ward. 
Anone as these tydynges were knowen the trayttye was 
broken, for the kyng, quene, pry nee, and all the other lordes 
that were with hem departed from saynt Albons northward with 
alle theyr peple : yet er they departed they byheded the lord 
Boneyle and Syr Thomas Crycl, whicho were taken in the 
iourneye done in the Shroftcwysday. Thenne the dnehesse of 
Yorke beyng at Loudon, and hcryngc of the losse of the felde 
of saynt Albons, sente over see her twoo yonge sonnes, George 
and Ryehard, whiche wente to Utrecht. And Phelyp Malpas a 
ryehe marehaunt of London, Thomas Vaghan squyer, and mayster 
Wylliam Hatteelyf, and many other feryng the comyng of the 
quene to London, toke a shippe of Andwcrp for to have goone 
in to Zeland. And on that eoost were taken of one Colompne 
a Frensshmau, a shippe of warre, and he toke hem prysouers, 
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and brought hem in to Fraunee, where they payd grete good 
for theyr raun.soime, and ther was moche good and rychesse in 
that shippe.

Tiiexxe whanne the Erie of A larch e and therle of AVanvyk 
hadde incite to gcder on Cottiswold, incontyuent they con- 
cluded to go to London, and sente worde anone to the mayer 
and to the cyte that they sliold come. Anone the cyte was 
gladde of theyr comynge, hopynge to be relye vyd by them. 
And soo they cam to London : and whanne they were comeu 
aud hadde spoken with the lordes and astates, thenne beyng 
there, concluded, for as moche as kynge Harry was gone with 
them northward, that he had forfayted his crowne and ought to 
be deposed, acordyng vn to the actes made and passed in the 
last parlement. And soo by thadvys of the lordes spirituel and 
temporel thenne beynge at London, the erle of Marche Edward, 
by the grace of God oldest sone of Rychard duke of Yorke, as 
ryghtful lieyr and next enherytour to his fader, the fourthe day 
of Marche the yere of oure lordc Lix., toke possession of the 
royamme of Euglond at Westmynstre in the grete lialle, and 
after in the cliirche of the abbay, and oflryd as kynge, berynge 
the septre royall ; to whom alle the lordes, bothc spirituel and 
temporell, dyde hommage and obeyssaunce as to theyr soverayne, 
lyege, and lawful lord and kynge. And forthwith it was pro- 
clamed thurgh the cyte, kyng Edward the fourthe of that name. 
And anone after the kyng rode in his ryall astate norward 
with all his lordes for to subdue his subgettis that tyme beyng 
in the north, and tavenge his faders deth. And on Palmsonday 
after he hadde a grete bataylle in the northe eountrey, at a place 
callyd Towton, not fer fro Yorke, where, -with .the helpe of God, 
he gate the fclde and had the vyetorye ; where were slayne of 
his adversaryes xxx. thousand men & moo, as it was sayd by 
men that were there. In whicho bataylle was slayne the erle 
of North umberlond, the lord Clyfford, Syr Iohan Nevyll, the 
Erie of AVestmerlandes brother, Andrewe Trollop, and many 
other knyghtes and squyers. Thenne kyng Harry that had 
ben kynge, beynge with the queue and prynce at YMrke, heerynge 
the iosse of that feld and soo moche peple slayn and over- 
throwen, anone forthwith departed al thre, with the due of 
Somersete, the lord Roos and other, toward Scotland. And the 
next daye kynge Edward with all his armye entryd in to Yorke, 
and was there proelamed kyng, and obeyed as he ought to be. 
And the mayer, aldermen and comyns sworne to be his lyege 
men, and whanne he hadde taryed awhile in the north, and that 
alle the countrey there had tourned to him, he retorned south- 
warde, levynge the Erie of AYarwyck in tho partyes for to kepe 
and governe that countrey. And about mydsomer after, the yere 
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of oure Lord God a thousamle four liondcrd and syxty, and the 
fyrste yerc of his regne, lie was crowned at Westmynstre, and 
enoynted kyngc of Euglond, havyngc the lioole possession 
of all the lioole royannne : whonic I praye God save and hope, 
and sonde hym thaccoinplysshemeut of the renicnaunt of his 
rightfull enherytaunce byyonde the see, and that he may 
regne in them to the playsyrc of Ahnyghty God, helthc of his 
sowlc, honoure and worshippe in this preseute lyf, and wele 
and proulfytc of alle his subgettis; and that there may be a 
veray fynal pees in al crysten royames, that the iufydelcs and 
myscreauntes maybe withstanden and destroyed, and our feyth 
enhaunced, whiclie in tliysc da yes is sore mynnysshed by the 
puyssaunce of the Turkes aud hethen men, and that after this 
presente and short lyf we mayc come to the everlastyng lyf in 
the blysshe of hcven : Amen. 

And here I make an end of this lytel werke, as nygli as I 
can fynde after the forme of the werk tofore made by Rannlph 
monk of Chcstre. And where as ther is fawte, I beseche them 
that slial rede it to correcte it, for yf I coude have founden 
moo storyes I wold have sette in hit moo ; but the substaunce 
that I can fynde and knowe I have shortly sette hem in this 
book, to thentente that such thynges as have ben done sytli the 
doth or ende of the sayd bokc of Polychronycon shold be had 
in remcmbraunce and not pntte in oblyvyon ne forgetyngc ; 
prayeuge all them that shall sec this symple werke to pardone 
me of my symple and rude wrytynge. Ended the second day 
of Iuy 11, the xxij. yerc of the regne of kynge Edward the 
fourth, & of the incarnation of oure Lord a thousand four 
honderd four score and tweyne.
